Reorganization gets 
tentative okay 


The city administration's plan for 
reorganizing four operating departments 
in city government got good reviews this 
week at its first full-scale presentation. 

No strong opposition was voiced by 
any of the more than a dozen aldermen 
who attended the briefing session, 
although there were some points of 
disagreement. 

In essence the plan restructures the 
duties and functions of the Recreation 
Department, Public Works Department, 
and Public Buildings Department and 
adds to the business of the Purchasing 
Department. 

There will be some problems with 
Civil Service regulations, and according to 
Board of Aldermen President Eliot Cohen 
28 City ordinances will have to be changed 
or created to implement the 
reorganization. 


All new or revised ordinances have to 
be drafted in the appropriate committees 
of the Board of Aldermen, approved for 
legality by the Law Department, and 
passed by the full Board. The entire 
procedure for one ordinance has often 
taken more than six months. 

The major changes to be brought 
about by reorganization will affect the 
Public Works Department, which as the 
largest employer in the city government 
will also incure the most personnel 
problems. 

The new Public Works Department 
will gather into its seven new divisions 
functions previously carried out by the 
Recreation and Buildings Departments 
when they are related to maintenance of 
ground and facilities. 

To help run the new Department of 
Public Works, two high-level jobs will be

EPA parking deadline 


School Board modifies 
transportation policy 


The Newton School Committee made 
' se .’eral modifications of Its transportation 

pooicy tli. week after- receiving a legal 
opinion from a Boston law firm. 

— The School Committee contracted with 

the firm of Moulton, Looney, Mazzone, 
Falk, and Markham several weeks ago to 
get opinions on its transportation 
obligations to private and public school 
students. 

The opinion generally stated that the 
School Committee is required to make the 
same transportation available to Newton 
private school students that is available to 
public school students. 

Specifically, the opinion said that the 
School Committee is not required to 
provide transportation for private school 
students going to schools outside of 
Newton. The rationale for this opinion 
appeared to be that public school students 
are generally not furnished transportation 
to schools outside the city, except to state 
vocational schools. 

In all, the legal opinion responded to 
seven questions concerning tran¬ 
sportation. After Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink summarized the 
responses, School Committee member 
Dorothy Reichard said that the School 
Committee should reconsider its policy of 
busing secondary school students who 


board a bus a mile-and-one-quarter or 
more from their school. She noted that 
Newton is reimbursed only for bus travel 
of a mile-and-a-half and up. 

Mrs. Reichard moved that the School 
Committee adopt a policy as of September, 
1974, that transportation be made 
available to all secondary students, public 
and private, who board buses one-and-one- 
half miles and beyond from the school they 
are entitled to attend. Also, that tran¬ 
sportation be made available for all 
elementary students, public and private, 
to the school they are entitled to attend, on 
the basis of safety only. The motion was 
approved, 7-0-1. 

The legal opinion had also responded 
to the question of whether the School 
Committee is obliged to transport public 
school students who, under open 
enrollment, attend schools not in their 
district. 

The opinion appeared to say that the 
School Committee is not obliged to provide 
transportation unless a student is 
specifically being transferred from a 
crowded school to an underenrolled school. 

Fink explained that the present 
written policy of the School Department is 
to allow students to transfer from crowded 
schools to lett crowded schools. In ac¬ 
tuality, however, he said, students are 


allowed to transfer to a ny school in which 
there is space availal 

Is provided. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
moved that the concept of transferring 
students from "crowded schools" be 
stricken from the School Committee 
policy. Mandell said that "his means we're 
allowing transfers on a permissive basis.” 
He added that this “removes the 
requirement of transportation." Mandell's 
motion was accepted unanimously. 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal 
expressed concern that not providing 
transportation for public school transfer 
students would be denying them a right 
which will be granted to private school 
students. 

Under Mrs. Reichard's motion, a 
Newton Catholic student living near 
Newton South would presumably be 
provided transportation, while present 
policy denies transportation to a public 
school student living in the same 
neighborhood who attends Newton North 
under open enrollment. 

Regal asked that the policy denying 
transportation to public school transfer 
students be eliminated. He said that 
transportation of such students would not

Few employers, including the City of 
Newton, have submitted "action plans" 
for the reduction of parking spaces to the 
Environmental Protection Agency by the 
July 31 deadline. 

On July 30 Planning Director Charles 
Thomas said that Mayor Theodore Mann 
has sent memos to all heads of depart¬ 
ments that employ more than 50 people, 
asking for compliance plans to reduce 
employee parking by 25 per cent according 
to EPA regulations. 



EPA regulations call for an “employer 
action plan." The action plan spells out the 
number of employee spaces available on 
Oct. 15,1973, the number to be eliminated, 
and the resulting ratio of parking spaces to 
employees. 

Other information on the plan that was 
required by July 31 was what if any effort 
has been made by the city, inducing the 
School Department, and by all other 
employers of more than 50 people, to in¬ 
stitute a earpool program, and what if any 
efforts the city has made to negotiate with 
existing mass transit systems to improve 
scheduling and routing to increase service 
to the employment facilities. 

Another step called for is the possible 
use of company-owned or city-owned 
passenger vehicles by employees who 
agree to transport two or more fellow 
employees to and from work. 

EPA Public Information Officer Paul 
Keough said this week that the agency will 
accept a delay of "about a month” in the 
submission of action plans, provided the 
EPA feels a “good-faith effort" has been 
made. Thomas said he had been told the 
city could submit its action plan around 
Sept. 15. 


By Sept. 30 the city must submit plans 
to the EPA to prevent spillover from 
employees to visitor parking lots and the 
street and from teacher parking lots at 
schools to visitor and student parking lots 
and the street, and must submit plans on 
how to prevent business spillover from 
employee lots to the street. 

EPA regulations for municipal of¬ 
ficials say that all employees shall be 
issued stickers so that municipal 
authorities can identify employees' cars.

Businesses' action plans are to be sent to 
the Planning Department for review and 
approval. 

The facilities of the city government 
that employ more than 50 people in any one 
location are the Fire and Police Depart¬ 
ments; the main library; the Crafts Street, 
Elliot Street, and Aubumdale yards of the 
Street Department; the Water Depart¬ 
ment headquarters; the two senior and 
five junior high schools; the School 
Department administration building; and 
City Hall. 

There is apparently no inventory of 
businesses according to number of em¬ 
ployees. The Planning Department does 
not have such a grouping, and inquiries at 
the Newton-Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce did not turn up a listing by number 
of employees. 

According to Chamber Executive 
Vice-President Louis Songer, there are 
probably 100 businesses in Newton that 
will be affected by the EPA parking 
regulation. 

Violation of the EPA laws can be 
punished by up to a $25,000 fine.

Consultant Stephen Andrews, of 
Planalysis, Inc., a Washington, D.C., firm 
that has helped on the reorganization plan, 
commented that the Department of Public 
Works has been weak in budget, costing 
procedures, and work control and coor¬ 
dination.

Good noted that a benefit of the 
production is that “kids see different kinds 
of people working together.” He reported 
that there are some kids with "Fiddler" 
who have never been involved with a show. 

Good pointed out that a summer 
production allows some kids to get away 
from the peer pressure experienced during 
the school year, while oilier kids Joined the 
show as a result of coming with friends. 

"Fiddler" will be performed with a full 


orchestra. After auditions, Good said that 
he “put some kids in there who might not 
be the best musicians, but who are going to 
learn a lot from older people." People 
involved in the production range from 
junior high to college age. 

Godd said that “Fiddler" is “my 
favorite show." He has seen about 35 
"Fiddler" productions. He called it a play 
about “tradition vs. new ideas.”

Lois Pines, Democratic can¬ 
didate for reelection in the 19th Middlesex 
district, reported this week. 

“The change in the application of the 
exemption represents one step toward 
equalizing the burden borne by individuals 
on Social Security," she said. 
“Recognition of the difficulty imposed on 
our elderly by rising taxes is long over¬ 
due." 

Rep. Pines is a member of the 
Taxation Committee which drafted the 
bill. 

Taxpayers who are eligible may take 
advantage of the new exemption during 
the coming fiscal year. 

JACK BACKMAN 

State Sen. Jack H. Backman of 
Brookline has been elected to the board of 
directors of People vs. Handguns, a 
nonprofit, statewide citizens organization 
dedicated to strict handgun control. 

Backman is a Democratic candidate 
for reelection in the newly created State 
Senate district that includes Newton and 
Brookline. 

Backman joins Sheriff John Buckley, 
Janet Wohlberg, Peter Nichols, Josiah 
Spaulding and hundreds of Massachusetts 
citizens in a bipartisac campaign to 
eliminate the handgun. 

In 1972, he introduced the first bill in 
the legislature to ban the private owner¬ 
ship of handguns. 

MICHAEL DUKAKIS 

Michael Dukakis, Democratic can¬ 
didate for governor, this week called on 
the Sargent Administration to reach a 
"prompt out-of-court settlement "of the 
class action suit brought against the state 
to improve conditions at the Fernald 
School in Waltham. 


The Fernald league last week brought 
suit against several state officials in U.S.

School Committee names members 


Lovely retires after 39 years 
with Newton Police Department 


of declining enrollment committee

Newton Police Department 

After 39 years of outstanding 
.service, John F. Lovely, who 
has been the proud holder of 
badge number 1, turned in his 
prized badge, along with his 
service number, club, and 
other tools, and concluded his 
association with the Newton 
Police Department that started 
as a reserve officer in 193? 

There are not too many 
Newton residents who 
remember the department 
without Frank. He was ap¬ 
pointed by Chief Michael T. 
Hughes with the approval of 
Mayor Edwin 0. Childs. The 
latter was rather pleased as 
Frank had been one of the boys 
that grew up in "Ned Childs' 
Nonantum Boys Club.” 

Frank's family arrived in 
Newton in 1858 and built a 
house on Watertown Street, 
opposite Foxon, where Frank 
was born. He attended Our 
Lady's School and played 
varsity baseball and football, 
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later transferring to Newton 
High where he was outstanding 
in football and track. 

Following his graduation 
from Newton High, Lovely 
joined the National Guard, and 
while at Camp Devens, he won 
the 28th Division middleweight 
and light-heavyweight titles, 
both of which he held for 
several years. In addition he 
had over 60 amateur boxing 
contests at Dilboy Field, 
Revere RoUerdrome, Boston 
Arena, Mechanics Hall, and 
the Boston Garden. 

Although Lovely, at the time, 
never weighed above 168 lbs., 
he fought successfully as a 
middleweight, light heavy, and 
heavy weight. 

Also during this time, he was 
prominent in the Nonantum 
Boys Club, having joined as a 
boy, and worked his way up to 
the presidency. He was later 
appointed by Mayor Edwin 
Childs to the Good Citizens 
Association and later to the 
Executive Board of Seven, that 
eventually passed a building 
on, at Lovely's urging, to the 
present Newton Boys' Club. 

While a member of the Boys' 
Club, he participated with 
other members of the club in 
amateur theatricals, musical 
revues, and minstrel shows, to 
raise money for local charities. 

Frank Lovely was also active 
with the Newton lodge of Elks, 
and held every office up to 
exalted ruler, and participated 
at one time or another on all 
committees. 
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Two days after Lovely was 
appointed a police officer in 
1935, he qualified as an expert 
with his police side-arm and 
has never been qualified less 
than expert in the intervening 
years. He has been an in¬ 
structor in the New England 
Police Revolver League since 
1943, a certified instructor with 
the National Rifle Association, 
and has instructed every 
present member of the Newton 
Police Department in defen¬ 
sive weapons training. 

For many years, Lovely, 
along with the late Officer Joe 
Smith, now retired Officer Joe 
Greeley, and in later years 
Sergeant Neal Dwyer and 
Officer Fred Friani, put on 
demonstrations for clubs and 
civic organizations on weapons 
safety. They would fire into a 
small trap target and fire at a 
bayonet and two balloons, one 
on each side, splitting the 
bullet on the bayonet and hit 
both balloons. They were well 
known throughout New Englad 
for their expertise and 
showmanship, and in hundreds 
of exhibitions, never had one 
bullet go astray or miss the 
small steel trap. 

In addition to his police work, 
Frank Lovely has been active 
in community service and held 
office as Secretary of the 
Newton Police Benefit 
Association for many years. He 
has been a member and officer 
of the National Guard 
Association. 

He is married to the former 
Dorothy Gallant, of Newton, 
has two married daughters, 
Mrs. Shirley Mosher and 
Judith Coulter, a son, Russell, 
who is in real estate in New 
York, and a son, Robert, who 


earned a Ph.D. at Notre Dame 
and is presently teaching at the 
University of Indiana. 

John F. Lovely, after 39 
years of service in every facet 
of police work, from patrolman 
to detective, desk officer, 
traffic inspector, ambulance 
driver, instructor, is turning in 
his gear and is leaving the 
Newton Police Department, 
but to quote Lovely himself, “I 
am leaving the Department, 
but I have no intention of 
retiring." 

Chief William F. Quinn 
stated that Frank will be 
missed by the Department and 
that "Frank was many police 
officers rolled into one. We 
wish him well for the future.”

The School Committee brought up its 
big guns to try to knock down e change in 
the Design Review ordinance that would 
eliminate all School Committee voting 
representation on the Design Review 
Committee. 

The amendment, proposed by Aid. 
Edward Richmond, has already been 
approved once by the aldcrmanic 
Legislation & Rules Committee. It was at 
the point of being voted on by the full 
Board of Aldermen last month when the 
Board instead voted to return it to com¬ 
mittee. 

Richmond has long been dissatisfied 
with the composition of the Design Review 
Committee, which is the body responsible 
for coordinating all the city agencies and 
citizen groups involved in construction of 
schools and other public facilities and 
giving final approval to each step of the 
archetectural process. 

In the case of school construction, the 
present Design Review Committee shall 
have an additional four members and two 
community representatives selected by 
the School Committee. The School Com¬ 
mittee appointees ard in addition to the 
regular complement of the Design Review 
Committee—eight permanent members 
(four each appointed by the mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen) plus for each facility 
one additional member appointdd by the 
mayor and by the Board. 

Richmond's amendment would 
crezate a 12-member committee, six of 
whom would be appointed by the mayor 
and six by the Board of Aldermen, 
augumented one alderman and one School 
Committee member who will not have a 
vote. 

In addition, for each facility the head 
of the using agency (e.g., School Depart¬ 
ment, library) and one community 
representative (from the neighborhood) 
would be appointed by the using agency 


and would serve as nonvoting members. 

Florence Rubin, who was chairman of 
the Charter Commission at the time the 
Design Review ordinance was under 
consideration, commented to Richmond, 
"It seems strange that you want to wipe 
out (as voting members) the two or more 
citizen representatives. The public has a 
perfectly proper interest." 

"It seems strange also to remove 
School Committee people as voting 
members—that structure defeats itself,” 
Mrs. Rubin added. 

Richmond explained that in his 
opinion the framers of the ordinance 
"never envisioned a clash between school 
and nonschool factions. I see a clash of 
interests. My concept is a review by 
professional and lay people in which the 
using agency is not a party.", Another 
part of Richmond’s amendment calls for 
the 12 members to have professional 
qualifications in the fields of architecture, 
electrical engineering, mechanical 
engineering, structural engineering, 
general construction, and landscape ar¬ 
chitecture, with not more than two 
members from any one field. 

Design Review Committee member 
Laurence Bishoff said it is more important 
to have user representation on the com¬ 
mittee than to have neighborhood (com¬ 
munity) representation. "We can always 
discuss it with the community." 

Bishoff said the proposed revision 
overemphasizes technical representation, 
and suggested relying more on the city’s 
Building Department for technical 
knowledge. 

"We need to monitor the design and 
how it meets the need," Bishoff said. 

The League of Women Voters 
presented a statement opposing 
Richmond’s proposed changes in the or¬ 
dinance. Beverly Smith and LWV 
President Miriam Erlich explained that 
the League feels the changes would ad¬ 
versely affect improvement of com¬ 


munication between the School Committee 
and the public and between the School 
Committee and the Board of Aldermen. 

The League also feels that the changes 
would be detrimental to "prompt and 
effective implementation" of school 
building programs. 

"We are most seriously concerned 
that the elimination of voting input and 
fair representation on this committee 
when the using agency is the School 
Committee is not in the best interest of the 
city and the community which it serves,” 
the statement said. 

Richmond challenged the basis on 
which the League took its position, and 
asked how many members the League has 
and how many were represented in the 
position. Mrs. Erlich explained that such 
psoitions are expressed by the League 
board, which does not poll each member 
but is representative of the membership. 

Other speakers opposed to 
Richmond’s amendment were School 
Committeeman Alvin Mandell, who 
pointed out that the user has final ac¬ 
ceptance under state law, and School 
Committeeman Gerard Byrne, who asked 
why the necessary technical expertise 
can't be achieved by better appointments 
to the Design Review Committee. 

Aid. Joan Saklad thought that being a 
community representative does not 
preclude being an expert in one of the 
fields desirable. 

Rep. Peter Harrington cautioned that 
"serious consideration should be given 
before you remove the School Committee 
representation. While some groups may 
abuse the appointments, we shouldn’t just 
sit back and appoint experts." 

No decision was reached at this 
meeting, and a special meeting was 
scheduled for Aug. 7 to finish 
deliberations. 

Brief discussion indicated that the 
Legislation and Rules Committee will 
probably restore at least two School 
Committee appointments. 


McDonald s continues to pursue permit 


McDonald's Restaurant has 
“authorized whatever 
proceedings are necessary to 
regain the (revoked) building 
permit," McDonald’s lawyer 
James Kickham said this 
week. 

There are two courses of 
action, Kickman said. First, 
McDonald’s will appeal to the 
city's Building Law Board of 
Appeals; if denied the 
reissuance of a building permit 


there, McDonald's will enter a 
suit in Superior Court. 

Rut McDonald’s may also 
file in court "right away" 
Kickham said. 

McDonald’s building permit 
for alteration of a building now 
owned by McDonald's at 330 
Walnut St., Newtonville, was 
issued by Buildings Com¬ 
missioner Gene Larson July 10, 
then revoked on a technicality, 
signature of the wrong person, 
on July 12. 


McDonald’s wants to 
establish a 148-seat sit-down 
restaurant at the Newtonville 
location, which does not have 
any off-street parking 
facilities. There has been 
considerable neighborhood and 
aldermanic opposition. 

The issue is now complicated 
by the fact that after 
McDonald’s building permit 
was revoked, a proposed or¬ 
dinance has been filed, and 


notice of public hearing 
published, to allow fast-order 
and automobile-oriented food 
establishments to move into 
the city only with a special 
permit of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The proposed ordinance 
would in effect supersede 
present building permit and 
Licensing Board function, if 
the Board of Aldermen did not 
wish the new establishment.

Crystal Lake has a curious history

Crystal Lake as a curious history 
behind it. 

In the 18th century, it extended beyond 
its present size but was gradually filled in. 
Even so, the lake still covers more than 4.5 
acres. 

It once was known as Baptist Pond and 
local churches used it for their baptisma. 

As is true of many such places, people 
mention it in their folklore. It is claimed 
that in 1918, a team of horses used by an ice 
house fell through the ice to the bottom of 
the lake and were never found. 

In those days, Crystal Lake was also 
used as a recreational area for residents of 
Boston. 

Crystal Lake has been very ap¬ 
propriately named. Its waters owe their 
amazing clarity to a combination of un¬ 
derwater springs that keep the water in 
constant motion and an aqualator which, 
with its very powerful motor, circulates 
the water every 24 hours, producing a 
phenomenally low pollution count — four 
parts to a million. This is the equivalent of 
drinking water. 

For its relatively small size, the lake is 
surprisingly deep, measuring 60 foot 
depths in some areas. 

Theoretically, only abutters and their 
guests can swim outside the supervised 
area of the lake. This rule holds true for 
the use of private boats too. 

This lake is a year-round source of 
entertainment. 

In the winter months skating and ice 
fishing ar ; permitted. During the spring 
and fall, there are plenty more fish waiting 
to be caught. The lake is kept well stocked 
with pickerel, sunfish, perch, catfish and 
other species. Fishing is unlimited and 
allowed anywhere on the lake except in the 
swimming areas. 

Summer is naturally the busiest 
season with plenty of aquatic activity for 
everyone. Swimming lessons are offered 
for beginners, advanced beginners and 
intermediate swimmers. Water safety, 
junior and senior lifesaving and water 
ballet are also taught. 


Sailing is one of the most attractive 
pastimes Crystal Lake has to offer. 
Experienced sailors have their choice of 
several types of crafts, including the 
speedy "sunfish," offered free of charge 
for one hour or longer depending on the 
number of epople who want to sail. If too 
many people request a "sunfish," the 
remaining boaters can content themselves 
with canoeing or rowing. Three sessions of 
sailing classes are also offered free of 
charge throughout the summer. It takes 
only three weeks to earn a certificate. 

For those with some experience in 
sailing, a "refresher course” is offered. 

Crystal Lake even has its own local 
"Loch Ness monster." It doesn’t quite 
rival its notorious counterpart in size or 
fame, but still manages to keep local lake 
patrons on the lookout. 

This "monster” is a snapping turtly 
that is six feet in diameter. It has been 
spotted periodically throughout the years 
and was glimpsed last summer. 

No need to panic. There are no reports 
that it has ever attacked anyone. 

For $3, Newton residents can purchase 
a season permit for Crystal Lake. An adult 
permit entitles the permit holder to swim 
and use the lake during adult swimming 
hours. Non-residents cannot purchase 
season permits but can buy day passes for 
50 cent. 

I talked to Henry Barry, manager of 
the lake and a mathematics teacher in the 
Newton public schools. 1 asked him about 
safety aspects. 

Excerpts from the interview follow: 

H.B.: We haven’t had a drowning 
since I've been here. The last one was 
about 10 years ago on a Sunday afternoon. 
A young Irish lad who had been here for 
two weeks somehow drowned underneath 
the raft. To my knowledge, there have two 
drownings in the supervised area in the 
last 25 years. 

P.M.: That’s a very good record. 

H.B.: I would think so. 

P.M.: Excellent. 

H.B.: Every person, with the ex¬ 
ception of one, that we have pulled out or 


that has drowned, ironically has come 
from outside the community, from a place 
beginning with a "C." It's very unusual... 

P.M.: Chicago, I remember that two 
years ago . . . 

H.B.: Yes, that's right. Another boy 
from Chicago four years ago, two girls 
from Canada . . . 

P.M.: Really? 

H.B.: Very ironic. So we’re not going 
to have anybody in here from Cleveland.. 

P.M.: I'm from Colombia. 

H.B.: You’re from Colombia! Stay 
away from the water! 

Although it’s just a coincidence, I still 
think about it every time I go swimming 
there. 

Crystal Lake has something to offer 
for those people who don't want to go 
swimming, sailing, canoeing, rowing or 
fishing. At one curve along the lake, there 
are park benches. 

Here, people can sit and watch an 
occasional seagull swoop down onto the 
water and emerge with a poor, defenseless 
fish, that suddenly finds itself zooming 
through the air and does not know that it is 
about to become the seagull's meal.

A Bostonian looks at forced busing

A long trial 


Legal experts now appear to be 
divided on the question of whether a trial 
on the removal of President Nixon could be 
started in late summer or early autumn by 
the present U.S. Senate and be completed 
next winter by the Senate which assumes 
office in January. 

That question becomes pertinent 
because it is considered unlikely that a 
Senate trial started in September or Oc¬ 
tober could be completed by the end of the 
year. This is an issue which eventually may 
have to be resolved by the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

A majority of the legal sharps queried 
expressed doubt that the court would per¬ 
mit a trial of such great importance to be 
started by one Senate and finished by 
another even though a big majority of the 
Senators would be the same in both bodies. 

One highly respected attorney said it 
would be tantamount to changing the 
makeup of a jury midway through a 
murder trial. “The court wouldn't allow 
it,” he insisted. 

However, other eminent lawyers 
pointed out that the Senate is a continuing 
body and that only one-third of its 
members are elected each two years which 
means that the change in the makeup of the 
Senate next January will be relatively 
small even though several Senators are 
retiring from office at the end of the year. 

The prevailing opinion appears to be 
that a new trail would have to be started in 
the Senate next year if Nixon is impeached 
by the national House and a removal trial 
is started in the Senate this year but is not 
completed before the present Congress 
goes out of existence. 

The period in which an impeached 
President is standing trial in the Senate is 
both a difficult and dangerous one for the 
nation. In the case of Richard Nixon it 
might also be a long one. 

But let us begin.

Tax increase delayed 
until after election 

If this were not an election year, we would be paying 
higher state taxes, probably a heavier sales tax on many of 
the tilings we buy. 

But it is an election year. Governor Francis W. Sargent 
and most members of the Legislature want to be 
renominated in September and reelected in November. 

They figure that one way to accomplish that objective is 
to avoid Irritating the voters by levying any additional 
taxes upon them at a time close enough to election so that 
they will still be angry about it when they go to their polling 
places. 

So. by a sort of unspoken mutual agreement the need 
for additional taxes to finance the operation of the state 
government is swept under the rug and the problem pigeon¬ 
holed until after election. 

Our more erudite colleagues tell us that this is deficit¬ 
spending. that we're juggling money from one pocket to 
another, borrowing funds from Peter to pay the more 
demanding Paul, that it's a sloppy way to run a Com¬ 
monwealth and that we should be indignant about it. 

We realize that eventaully we will be obliged to dig 
down for the money to pay the bills now being stored in a 
dark place in the closet and that in the end it probably will 
cost us more in one way or another. 

But we are having a difficult time working up much 
indignation over the fact that we must wait until next year 
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to pay higher taxes. We can control our desires in that 
direction. In truth, we can wait cheerfully. 

We’d like the little boy who wished every day was 
Christmas. We wish every year was an election year so that 
the Legislature and Governor never would raise taxes. 
That’s how long we would be willing to wait without ever 
getting indignant or irritated about the delay in paying 
higher taxes. 

However, it appears virtually certain that the privilege 
of paying more state taxes will be ours no later than next 
year. 

One candidate for Governor has declared flatly that he 
will not boost taxes next year even if it means he must 
eliminate state programs. 

That is brave campaign talk, but a study of the state's 
financial picture leads to the conclusion that it would be 
necessary to eliminate essential public services if state 
taxes arc not increased next year. 

Polls and surveys have disclosed that a substantial 
majority of the people would prefer to pay the additional 
taxes in pennies rather than dollars. 

When they are asked to choose between an increase in 
the state income tax or a boost in the sales tax, they pick the 
higher sales tax as less painful. 

A jump from three to five cents in the sales tax 
probably would not provide all the additional money needed 
by the state, but it would produce most of the necessary 
funds. 

A three per cent sales tax is now being collected, and an 
increase to five per cent would not cause any great 
upheaval. 

This is likely enough to happen early in 1975 so that if y 
u are planning to guy a new automobile or make some 
comprable purchase, you would be well advised to do it 
cither this year or in the first month or two of 1975. 

A strong feeling exists that any increase in the state 
income tax, which produced an additional $200 Million or 
more, would hit the little people and hit them hard. That 
probably is an accurate appraisal of the situation, and it 
appears the State needs about an additional $200 Million a 
year. 

Meanwhile, it seems elections do have some en¬ 
couraging features. The law-makers are reluctant to put 
the tax bite on us during a year in which an election occurs. 

Sarge orders staff 
Democrats join GOP 

Governor Francis W. Sargent is insisting that all 
registered Democrats on his State House staff change their 
party enrollment so they can vote for him in his fight for 
renomination with former State Commerce Conunissioner 
Carroll Sheehan in the Sept. 10 Republican primary. 

Mr. Sargent is encuntering some resistance to that 
effort, and tliat certainly does not speak well for the loyalty 
of some of his aides and assistants. 

An observer would uaturally assume that any person, 
who owes his job to Governor Sargent, who is drawing a 
week's pay because of Surge, would be involved in a race 


and a rush to qualify himself to be eligible to vote for Mr. 
Sargent Sept 10. That docs not seem to be exactly the case, 
and one must surmise that there will be some new faces 
around Sarge by Primary Day. 

The Governor’s action would also indicate that he 
considers he has a harder primary fight with Carroll 
Sheehan than most political pundits believe he has. 

If Sheehan should accomplish a sensational upset and 
defeat Sargent in the primary—which seems highly 
unlikely to this observer—it probably would mean that the 
ball game was over for the Republican party in 
Massachusetts at least for this year and possibly for a long 
time to come. 

Repudiation and rejection of a sitting Governor by his 
own party asually foretells defeat and disaster for that 
party in the subsequent election. 

That has happened three times to Governors during our 
period as a political reporter. All three Governors were 
Democrats. Such an event within the GOP would be even 
more disastrous. Republicans traditionally nurse their 
grudges and grievances and continue their feuds longer 
than do Democrats who have a tendency to regroup after 
beating each other over the head. 

The three sitting Governors who were defeated in 
Democratic primaries were Charles F. Hurley in 1938, 
Foster Furcolo in 1960 and Endicott Peabody in 1964. 
Furcolo was seeking the Democratic nomination for the 
U.S. Senate. Hurley and Peabody were standing for 
renomination. 

Hurley was toppled by James M. Curley who then was 
defeated by Leverett Saltoustall. Furcolo was upset by 
former Springfield mayor Thoms O'Connor who then also 
lost to Salty. 

Peabody was defeated in 1964 when a group of 
Democratic leaders ganged up on him and backed Francis 
X. Bellotti, who subsequently lost to John A. Volpe afte a 
close race. 

Each time a Governor was felled in a primary, the 
Democratic party was tom asunder by dissension. That 
would be inevitable in the Republian party if Governor 
Sargent should be toppled Sept. 10. 

A number of persons have written in to ask how they 
can qualify themselves to vote in the Republian or 
Democratic primary. 

A person who is an unenrolled voter and is not 
registered as either a Democrat or a Republican may vote 
in either primary. When he requests a primary ballot, he is 
automatically enrolled in the party in whose primary he 
votes, but he can drop that enrollment the next day If he 
chooses. 

A Democrat who wishes to vote in the Republican 
primary or a Republiian who desires to .vote in the 
Democratic primary, should go to the election department 
if he lives in a a city or the town clerk if he resides in a town 
and have his enrollment eithe cancelled 
r changed. 

That should be done by August 9. The law specifies that 
a change in party enrollment must be made at least 30 days 
before a quinary. However, the primary is Sept. 10. Aug. 10 
is a Saturday, and Augu. 11 is a Sunday. 


A law which discriminates, which punishes harshly and 
all call Boston “home."

There are those whom I know and those who read this 
column who I am sure may not comply. 

Some may keep their children at home or send them to 
so-called “freedom schools" in much the same manner as 
once did our black brethcron. 

Still others may send their youngsters to their neigh¬ 
borhood school; to the school that Joe or Jim, Joan or Mary 
should have gone to come September if any semblence of 
sanity still lingered in Massachusetts, the one and only. 

And what will happen if these children report to the 
neighborhood schools? 

I dare not, cannot, speculate. 

And still others may take stronger action.

And so after fighting for nine years a horrendous, evil 
and unnecessary law we are eyeball-to-eyeball with a 
Federal court ruling that says your child and mine must be 
bused against our wishes. 

And this on the eve of a long, long battle that finally saw 
the legislature about to repeal the hateful Racial Im¬ 
balance Law. 

But let's talk a moment about busing. 

It must be wonderful to be as superior as our friends in 
Suburbia and the Cardinal are when they talk about basing. 
They tell us that busing is "a nothing" thst they “bus every 
day" and that "children are bused all over the countryside 
to Catholic schools.” 

Of course they are. 

Let's get one thing perfectly straight—if not clear—at 
least perfectly straight. • 

No parent I know is opposed to busing per se. 

Busing is not a new experience to many of us who abhor 
tlie Racial Imbalance Law and can’t understand why a 
Federal judge wants to put 20,000 Boston youngsters on 
buses for “balance." 

Eight years ago—one year after enactment of the 
stupid and senseless Racial Imbalance Law—none of my 
youngsters were taking a bus to school. 

I,ast year three of my four sons were bused. Next year 
three will again take buses to school. 

But they do so with my knowledge, my permission. And 
I didn't doubt for a moment in 1973 that at the end of those 
bus rides they would be safe—even though two of them 
attended school in Roxbury. Today I do not have that 
conviction, so two will go to private schools. 

None of us who oppose forced busing have any fetish 
about buses, be they white, green, black or yellow. 

What we do oppose in this state of Massachusetts and 
now in the government of these United States-which we all 
love and respect and fought for and shed blood for—is 
telling us we have no choice on where our kids will go to 
school. 

We deserve better than this. 

The ones whom this federal judge seeks to punish are 
the backbone of this country, this city. We are the ones who 
enlisted in the Army and the Navy ana the Marines on 
December 8th, 1941. We’re the poor sunavabees who pay 
our taxes and sweat tuitions, sweat mortgages and car 
payments and the cost of groceries and fuel, get no hand 
outs, give our blood, take our turn in line, volunteer for 
charities, and work two jobs, sometimes three. 

And then we're told—we have no rights. Tough buddy, 
but you have no rights because the government says so. 
Because you chose to live in Boston. 

A government we were brought up to respect tells us 
this. A government we serve without question which now 
turns its back on us. A government, unaware, a government 
that seems not to care.

My God!—and they wonder why the young have lost 
faith in this country. 

_ They wonder without even realizing that we, tlie 
muddled middle-aged, befuddled middle class are also 
losing faith. 

And we don’t want to. 

We love this country, but we wonder if it still loves us, 
still wants us, needs us, even knows we exist 

Out two United States senators march to a different 
drummer and we have a State Board of Education that is so 
far out they look like a band of astronauts. 

And we have a federal Judge who apparently thinks 
your kid and mine are just some more digits in the game of 
numbers the state has taunted us with for nine years. 

Now I must sadly report that I know many people who 
plan to leave Boston in the next 12 months. They are being 
forced to evacuate because our government thinks they 
have no rights, our government has treated them with 
contempt—utter contempt 

They will go to Dedham and Milton and Newton, and 
Braintree and Weymouth and Dover and Wellesley and to 
points North and South. 

And they will not return. Ever. 

Their sons will become the football stars at Dedham 
and Milton High and their daughters will be inducted into 
the National Honor Society at Needham and Newton. 

And Boston will weep. 

Weep because its so unfair. And that is the only word 
necessary for me to describe what this government, which 
we love and try to understand is doing to us. Treating us so 
unfairly. Treating us with contempt, utter contempt. Your 
child, it appears, is a scack of sement, a bag of beans, to be 
shipped here and there to satisfy the whims of the social 
experimenters-nonc of whom live here, incidentally-and 
you, you are a cipher. 

Praise Angela Davis! Hurrah for Ellsberg! Feel sorry 
for poor Patricia Heartst! But the poor battered, bruised 
white Bostonians. 

Forget them. 

+ + + 

But you know there are some bruised, battered and 
burdened Bostonians who will not leave this city, who 
cannot, who refuse to. 

This is the city in which we were born, bred, labored in. 

This is tlie city we love-and we will not surrender it lo 
those cf you who tell us how to live but will not live with us. 

We will stay. 

Oh sure, we’ll comply with the law. 

But as I said it is a rotten law. And it punishes-the very 
poeple this government can least afford to punish. Least 
afford to lose. 

The proponents of forced busing have won a victory, a 
major victory. 

And I'm not going to give you tliat old saw about 
"winning (Jie battle and losing tlie war." 

Right now they are winning both'. 

But we are not defeated. 

Because we are right. 

Because there is a God who we believe in.

reorganization plan put the sealer of 
weights and measures into the department 
of zoning and inspection. The sealer, who 
is responsible for checking all measuring 
and weighing devices and checking 
weights of meats sold at local markets, 
should operate from the Health Depart¬ 
ment, some aldermen felt. 

The overlap between the new Zoning 
and Inspections Department and the 
Health Department, in the area of in¬ 
spections, was discussed but no conclusion 
was reached. 

Most aldermen left the meeting feeling 
as if reorganization might actually hap¬ 
pen, though none would predict what fights 
may come up in committee and on the 
floor of the Board, nor would they guess 
how long the legal work will take. 


A highlight of the Boston 
Ballet’s 10 free Esplanade 
concerts at the Hatch Shell 
from Aug. 7 to 18 at 8:30 p.m. 
will be Ron Cunningham's 
"The Gershwin Years," which 
captures the dance 3tyles of the 
20's and 30’s through George 
Gershwin melodies. 

A choreographer with the 
Boston Ballet Company, 
Cunningham uses the dance 
techniques of ballet and 
modem dance to simulate the 
popular styles of the Gershwin 
era. 

Using Gershwin’s own 
arrangement of excerpts from 
nine of his compositions which 
he set for a songbook in 1932, 
Cunningham incorporates in 
his ballet such songs as 
"Swanee," “Nobody But You," 
“Fascinating Rhythm," "Oh, 
Lady Be Good," "Somebody 
Loves Me,” "The Man I Love," 
and "Clap Yo’ Hands.” 

"I am trying to show the full 
scope of Gershwin’s music in 
my ballet, explained Cun¬ 
ningham. Thus his work is a 
visual history of Gershwin’s 
compositions. The ballet opens 
with “Rialto Ripples,” a 
Ragtime piano solo which 
Gershwin composed in 1916 at 
the age of 17 and then moves to 
"Promenade" which was one 
of the last scores he created in 
1936. From there the music 
follows Gershwin’s songs 
chronologically. 

"Gershwin’s rhythm is so 
fascinating," said Cun¬ 
ningham. “Because he wrote 
for musicals, his music is so 
danceable." 

“Promenade," for example, 
was written for the “Walking 
the Dog” sequence in the film 
"Shall Wc Dance” which 
starred Fred Astaire and 
Ginger Rogers. This film was 
one of the last he did before his 
death. 

Because of his serious music 
training in Europe, explained 
Cunningham, Gershwin was 
able to synthesize jazz into the 
classical form and made jazz 
appealing to a broader 
audience giving it "respec¬ 
tability." 

"The Gershwin Years” is 
Cunningham's second work for 
the Boston Ballet. He received 
plaudits for his most recent 
children’s ballet, "The 
Adventures of Raggedy Ann 'n 
Andy," which made its world 
premiere last April in the 
Music Hall. 

The "Ballet on the 
Esplanade" concerts open 
Aug. 7 to 11 with nightly per¬ 
formances of “The Gershwin 
Years," "Concerto Barocco,”

Golov tells of looking for a 
place for a theater group for 
two years when "it was right in 
front of my face," since he 
belongs to Temple Emanuel. 

The Ward Street Players 
presently includes about 25 
people, ranging in age from the 
sophomore year of high school 
to the junior year of college. 
Although all the people were at 
one time affiliated with Newton 
South, Golov said that this is 
not a requirement for mem¬ 
bership; "it just happened like 
that." 

Golov remarked that "Most 
of the kids in the acting com¬ 
pany are capable of becoming 
professional actors." Three or 
four of the people attend drama 
schools. 

Golov said that members of 
his group have a "good attitude 
toward working together." He 
noted that "politics have been 
cut out. People dop't have time 
to bicker; everyone has a job to 
do.” 

Golov gave several reasons 
for why "Come Blow Your 
Horn" was chosen as his 
group’s first production. The 
main reason appears to be that 
it was written by Neil Simon. 

"I feel I handle Simon very 
well," Golov commented. "The 
characters are clearer to me 
than those in a lot of other 
plays.” Golov directed "The 
Odd Couple" and the third act 
of "Plaza Suite" at Newton 
South. 

Golov said that the trouble 
with some amateur groups is 
that they try to do obscure 
plays. "The only way you can 
get people to come is to do a 
play people want to see,” he 
remarked. 

"Comedy is more appealing, 
especially in the summer,” 
Golov added. "People don't 
want to sit in a hot room and 
have their mind picked apart.” 

Golov said that “Come Blow 
Your Horn” is an "in depth 
study of a Jewish family in 
society today.” He explained 
that the mother in the play says 
any word a Jewish mother has 
ever said to a son or daughter. 
"She says things every mother 
is going to see in herself,” 
Golov commented. 

Golov said that the play is 
"very, very funny." An in¬ 
dication of its possibilities is 
that the father is in the wax 
fruit business. 

Golov said that the group's 
"eventual plan in maybe the 
next four years" is for the 
Ward Street Players to evolve 
into a resident repertory 
company in Newton. Under 
this plan, people will live 
together, actors receiving 
room and board and spending 
money. 

Golov said that people in the 
group can both produce and 
act. He explained that the 
entire company, except for 
three or four people, auditioned 
for the play. “People who 
didn't get parts took jobs on 
production." 

Golov commented that the 
Ward Street Players are not in 
competition with the Newton 
Country Players. "There’s 
plenty of room for everybody,” 
he said. "This is a classy, in¬ 
tellectual enough city for 
people to want to go to theatre 
all the time.” 

Golov noted that the Country 
Players is a group of adults 
while his groups consists of 
younger people. 

Golov said that he would like 
to see another production 
before Thanksgiving. He 


remarked that he is thinking of 
a drama for the next show, and 
then possibly an im- 
provisational piece, and a 
musical. 

Golov said that is is hoped 
that people who see "Come 
Blow Your Horn" will be in¬ 
terested in joining the Ward 
Street Players. He pointed out 
that "Come Blow Your Horn" 
is “relatively inexpensive." 
and that the group would like to 
“get enough money so we don't 
have to go scraping around." 

The cast of "Come Blow 
Your Horn" includes Gary 
Kaplan, Kenney Werther, 
David Frutkoff, Cheryl 
Kaplan, Leslie Golov, and 
Karen Mitchell. 

Tickets for the show may be 
obtained by calling 332-1393, 
The box office is open 3-6 p.m. 
daily. Tickets cost $2, Starting 
time for the four performances 
will be 8 p.m.

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Public hearing held 
on Day school move

Neighbors of the old F.A. 
Day Junior High School, now 
being renovated for use as 
school administration 
headquarters, expressed 
concerns at a public hearing 
last week ranging from worry 
about the loss of recreation 
space to fears of traffic 
problems and an oversupply of 
parking space. 

Some members of the 
aldermanic Public Buildings 
committee, which conducted 
the hearing, expressed dismay 
that the $500,000 limit on cost of 
the remodeling for school 
headquarters use is being 
applied only to the interior of 
the building, and development 
of the site (parking areas and 
landscaping) will need another 
appropriation. 

A plan from the Planning 
Department outlining 175-195 
parking spaces on the three- 
acre site brought questions 
from area residents about how 
such a large volume of traffic 
can be controlled. 

Others strongly protested the 
paving of land that is now used 
by the neighborhood for 
recreation, and one man 
thought some of the land 
planned for parking may 
belong to the Recreation 
Department. 

The renoyation of the disused 
school was approved by the 
Board of Aldermen in the 
spring of 1973. The architect 
has just recently begun the 
working drawings, so work will 
probably not be completed 
until well into 1975. 

The new administration 
building will house School 
Department personnel and 
activities currently occupying 
the old Stearns and Peirce 


Police report 


School, and will provide room 
for the School Department's 
computer operation as well. 

The Division of Instruction at 
88 Chestnut St. (formerly the 
Peirce School) has 102 parking 
spaces, the Stearns School 
headquarters about 30, and the 
computer center 14. 

William Robart, 249 Crafts 
St., asked how long the 
"temporary" buildings next to 
the main building will be there, 
and by what authority the 
School Department carpentry 
and equipment-repair shops 
have been moved to these 
buildings. 

Aid. Terry Morris called the 
buildings "imcompatible with 
the main building, and 
suggested that they be razed so 
that the site can be restored to 
its former design. 

One of the buildings is about 
100 feet long by 25 feet wide; 
the other is slightly smaller. 

The public hearing on the site 
plan was held under provisions 
of a recent amendment to the 
Design Review ordinance. 
Previously, no formal approval 
of vehicular access, parking, 
or landscaping was required by 
the Design Review Committee 
or the Board of Aldermen. 

Now the approved site plan 
becomes part of the final plans 
for any new or altered public 
building. 

Another hearing will be 
required for the school 
headquarters site plan, since 
the committee judged the plan 
submitted last week by the 
Planning Department in¬ 
complete. By a 6-0 vote the 
committee withheld approval 
pending submission of a 
completed site plan and a study 
of on-street parking impact on 
the neighborhood, and the 
conduct of another public 
hearing. 


Summer brings 
burglary increase 


Twelve Breaking and en¬ 
terings were reported to 
Newton Police between Friday 
and Monday.

Newton Junior College 
to participate in study

An 
immediate return of the 
questionnaire by the alumni 
will enable Newton Junior 
College to complete its work on 
this study. 

Newton Junior College is one 
of four local academic in¬ 
stitutions chosen to participate 
in this study of post-secondary 
education; Harvard Univer¬ 
sity, Radcliffe College, and 
Boston State College are also 
sharing in this effort to 


determine the positive con¬ 
tributions of higher education, 
as well as its limitations. A 
digested summery of the 
results will be sent to N.J.C. 
students responding to the 
questionnaire. 

Dean Whitla, director of 
instructional research and 
evaluation, Harvard 
University, is regional director 
of the research project; 
Charles Merrill, academic 
dean, and Robert M. Savidge, 
director of counseling services, 
Newton Junior College, are 
coordinating the survey at 
Newton Junior College. 

Eventually, the results of 
this study will be made 
available to officials in state 
and private institutions of 
higher learning for the purpose 
of improving the relevance and 
effectiveness of education 
beyond high school.

Previews for fall 


Across the 
Kitchen Counter 


At the recent American Designer’s Fall 
Fashion Press Week in New York, the 
message rang out loud and clear: It’s going to 
be a “no color" season. 

Women will find it difficult to find bright 
colors. The eye will adjust to a new fashion 
strategy . . . subtlety, romance and dignity 
will keynote fall 74. 

Predominantly, there is a soft tonalty of 
grays and taupe (brownish-gray) and a 
fluidity—fuller silhouettes which mold the 
bodice and flare out at the hip. Women have 
known for some time that tightly tailored 
classics have been replaced with easier-to- 
wear unconstructed shapes. There is now a 
counterplay of fullness and at the same time 
body consciousness. 

Most important is the one color look from 
head to toe. This calls for careful matching of 
colors on a monochromatic scale. Colors 
range from a creamy ivory to wheat, into the 
dove greys—interesting rust and red-brown 
tones and greens that are misty. Each group 
has its own color coordinated shirts, blouses 
and sweaters in solids, tweeds, plaids and 
novelties. 

Capes are back, but not the old capes. 
Today’s capes are long ... many are unlined 
and all are flattering. Nearly all capes have 
openings which enable a woman to carry her 
bulky handbag or parcels. 

Hats are definitely "in" and they are 
mostly in beret shapings. There is also the 
soft crown with the skinny brim, the turban or 
the crocheted cloche. Softness is important 
because these hats are either squished down 
on the head or softly bloused on the side. In 
fact, most fall hats can be rolled up in a ball 
and jammed into a coat pocket until needed. 

Fabrics include cashmere, camel hair, 
tweeds, gentle plaids, velvets and flannels. 
Melton is a fabric seen quite often at the 
showings in delightful colors of sand, camel, 
green, red, brown, navy and black. (Coats in 
this fabric promise more than one season of 
good wearing.) 

"The typical look of fall," said Eleanor 
Lambert, director of the American 
Designer’s Press Week, "is the study of 
textures. A fullness that skims the body . . . 
the full skirt...sexy dresses, the top cut on a 
bias which touches the bosom and hipline— 
has bulk and fullness. There’s an aura of 
mystery in every 74 collection. 

“Sweaters, sweaters, sweaters! Again,” 
Miss Lambert continued, “an expected 
banner year for sweaters both as separates as 
well as In twin stylings. Soft pearl gray, 
almost a platinum with luminous shadings 
rather than a solid color, is the perfect foil for 
pearls or other costume jewelry. 


Picture, if you will, acres and acres of shoulder high 
bushes heavy with blueberries. Big, Juicy, luscious silvery- 
blues just waiting to be picked. And the price, only 40 cents 
per pound! 


This blueberry fairyland is John Alexander's com¬ 
mercially grown berry fields in Middlcboro, 
Massachusetts, best reached by taking Rt. 25 to Rt. 24 to Rt. 
28 (the old road to the Cape). The exact address is 1224 
Wareham Street. 


Jack Alexander, the owner's grandson, and his pretty 
wife Nancy, assist the 80 year old botanical master in 
running his world famous nursery which also includes prize 
lilacs, dahlias, lilies, raspberries and other plants and 
bulbs. 22,000 high-bush cultivated blueberry bushes, each 
with a different flavor—berries approximately twice the 
size of wild, native blues but possessing the same desireable 
flavor. If you have just ordinary backyard soil you too can 
grow blueberries and you can buy two-year old seedlings at 
Alexander’s stand. We bought ours last August and 
yesterday I counted 22 big berries on one little bush! 


Young Jack Alexander has prepared yellow boards that 
are used for fruit fly control. It is an arrangement similar to 
fly paper that attracts the fly and catches it so it cannot lay 
eggs in the berries. The "boards" do not come in contact 
with the fruit as pesticides would, so the berries can be 
picked and eaten without washing, with no fear of 
poisoning. 


Jack's wife Nancy, of the unusual topaz eyes and hair, 
recommends that when you freeze the berries you pick 
them over and sort them into two categories; the small 
berries which aren't entirely ripe for pies and the large 
sweet ones for nibbling, in fresh fruit cups or as a topping 
for dry cereal. 


Picking began the last week in July and continues 
three weeks into August with the best picking time from 10 
a.m. till 4 p.m. Wednesday through Friday are ideal picking 
days; weekends are apt to be crowded... but if that’s the 
only time the family can get together to go berrying, plan on 
going anyhow! Don’t miss this once-a-year treat! Oh yes, 
what is your preference—sweet blues or the slightly tart? 
Ask Nancy or Jack for the position of your favorites in the 
field, and, please bring along your own containers. 

Following are some of Nancy's favorite recipes: 


"Look for the bulky look In fashions-the 
long muffler, the look of many textures which 
harmonize. Some designers offer different 
textured tweed hat, tweed skirt, jacket and 
even a partly toned stocking. One must study 
and understand the designers’ method of 
playing the texture game. 


"Clingy long sweaters with belts that are 
sliver-thin to mark the waistline. You'll be 
seeing glove-leather; leather that is both real 
and simulated. Black leather fashions done in 
a sexy manner, not the motor cycle look. Lots 
of knits, leather and fur used with silky- 
textured knits." 


When questioned about the colors for this 
fall, one designer said, "Let's call them stone 
colors... earth colors... silver bark colors.. 
. stag hom colors ... or colors of nature. 
Women will find that gunmetal is a marvelous 
complexion tone for blondes and brunettes 
with a return of silver chains to complement 
the stone colors for fall. 


Also shown, colorwise, are the eggplant, 
aubergine, burgundy wine tones combined 
with soft pink. Fur is used to cuff daytime as 
well as evening fashions, in a return to 
luxury, elegance and quality. 


Many pants were shown and there's no 
tug of war between pants and skirts. 
Generally, designers seem to feel that most 
women would like to get into skirts and shirts 
again and so there are two and three piece 
pantsuits as well as the same colors and 
patterns shown in the tailored suit. 


Short coats will be worn with skirts and 
pants. These coats have the bulky look with 
lots of fullness below the waist. The steamer 
coat has found its way into most collections 
and those done in soft fleece look great over a 
slim Jersey dress or pants. 

After five fashions rC-echo the call for 
luxurious shapes and fabrics and the pyjama 
party continues to be today’s answer to the 
evening that is formal or informal. 


Matte jersey is the strongest evening 
fabric. Violet is a new color for evening, such 
as the violet matte jersey gown with over¬ 
sized matching shawl edged in long silk 
fringe. There's also the wine colored silk 
crepe gown with matching jacket with sleeves 
edged in sinfully rich sable. 

Subtle “night blacks” that flatter the 
figure, gossamer metallics which glimmer 
and gleam, jacquards created in precious 
metal colors of gold and silver... all evening 
fabrics are very rich, most appealing. 

To sum up fall fashions 74 . . . earth 
tones, marvelous fluid silhouettes at prices 
about ten per cent higher than last year.

I would like to share a lovely memory with you. 
Recently, while attending ihe American Designer's New 
York Press Preview of Fall Fashions, I was a guest for the 
first time at the famed Plaza Hotel in New York City. Being 
an early riser, I prowled around the lobby at 7 a.m., visiting 
the interesting Palm Court as it was coming to life. 

I^ter, I couldn’t resist peeking into the hotel’s brand 
new Plaza Restaurant, and it was like stepping back in time 
to the year 1907 when the Plaza first opened. Recently 
redecorated in the style of that era, the handsome room 
hummed with activity as waiters set tables, putting 
exquisite bouquets of flowers on snow-white tablecloths. 


Tall, French born Michel Porte, the restaurant’s 
manager, came forward and graciously persuaded me to 
have breakfast with him in front of a window looking out on 
a rainswept Central Park. Fresh orange juice, piping hot 
delicious brioche, croissants, tiny sweet rolls, hot coffee 
and best of all a marvelous conversation resulted in 
Monsieur Porte promising to send me some of The Plaza's 
famous recipes. 

Today's mail brought the following recipes from the 
hotel’s Executive Chef Joseph Trombetti (also a

restaurant-size recipe for cheesecake which we will publish 
at a later date). 

Our thanks to The Plaza and Michel Porte for a 
memorable experience and the following recipes: 

THE PLAZA’S LONG ISLAND DUCKLING 
FLAMBE AU GRANDE MARNIER 
INGREDIENTS — roasting: 

444 pound duckling, ready to cook 
1 carrot 

1 medium onion, roughly cut 

Salt 

Pepper 

1 pinch rosemary 

1 bay leaf 
Sauce: 

3 teaspoons granulated sugar 
44 cup red wine 
4k cup Grande Marnier 

2 teaspoons vinegar 

1 teaspoon arrowroot 

2 oranges 
44 lemon 

3 cups roast meat stock 

Procedure — roasting: Preheat oven to 425 degrees. 
Dry the duck well. Put the salt, pepper and rosemary into 
the opening of the duck. Place duck in roasting pan on its 
back and roast for approximately 30 minutes. Remove fat. 
Add carrot and onion. Roast duck on one side for 25 
minutes, turn over and roast for 25 minutes. Roasting time: 
Between one hour and 15 minutes to one hour and 20 
minutes. Basting is not necessary. Remove the duck from 
the oven and pour off fat. Add to the remains on the bottom 
of the pan, the bay leaf, red wine and roast meat stock. 
Bring to a boil until mixture is reduced to one-half. Skim the 
fat off and set aside. SAUCE: Heat sugar with one teaspoon 
of water until caramelized to a dark blonde color. Add 
vinegar, the juice of one orange, 44 lemon and reduced 
stock. Bring to a boil. Dissolve arrowroot in a little cold 
water. Add to the boiling mixture to thicken, stirring 
thoroughly. Correct the seasoning. The color of the sauce 
should be a rich, deep brown. Strain the sauce into a sauce 
boat. Section the 2nd orange. Place duck on oval platter. 
Garnish with sections of the second orange. Pour the 
Grande Marnier over the duck. Set on fire and baste with 
large spoon in big motions until the flames die away. Add 
sauce and choose garnishing. Carve the duck and serve. 
Yield: 2 to 3 servings. 

THE PLAZA’S CRABMEAT REMICK 
4i teaspoon English dry mustard 
4 teaspoon paprika 
Pinch of celery salt 
Dash of Tabasco Sauce 
Dash of Worcestershire Sauce 

2 caps mayonnaise 

cup chill sauce 
Dash uf tarragon vinegar 

3 caps cooked, flaked crabmeat (about 1 pound) 

6 sices bacon, cut in 1-lnch pieces 

In a bowl, blend together mustard, paprika, celery salt, 
and tarragon vinegar. Divide flaked crabmeat among 30 to 


36 small scrubbed clam shells. Heat filled shells in a 
moderate oven, 350 degrees, for 10 minutes. Spoon sauce 
over crabmeat and top each with a piece of bacon. Place 
shells under broiler until sauce browns and bacon crisps. 
Fresh crabmeat would be ideal, but if obtaining it creates 
an inconvenience, canned crabmeat or Frozen Alaska Crab 
may bo used. Yield: 6 servings.

Mrs. Valente writes: "Thank you so much for the 
recipe for Mama Leone’s Rum Cake. I truly appreciated it 
and my husband will be forever grateful.

To insure that, I copied it 
twice. The only thing I do differently to the recipe is I use 
vanilla pqdding and pie filling and add cocoa to one-half 
that mixture.

Cover with top crust which has 
slits for escape of steam. Turn under edge of top crust, 
press down and flute with a fork. Bake in a hot oven at 450 
degrees for 15 minutes; then reduce heat to 375 degrees and 
bake for 40 minutes or until juice bubbles through slits in 
top crust. (Cook a bit longer when using frozen fruit.) 

OLD FASHIONED BAKED 
BLUEBERRY PUDDING 

2 cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup light molasses 
1 teaspoon baking soda 

3 tablespoons warm water 
3 cups blueberries 

1 tablespoon butter 

Sift flour and salt; add molasses and stir in baking soda 
which has been dissolved in warm water. Fold in berries 
and dot with butter. Bake in a 350 degree oven for 45 
minutes. Serve with whipped cream or ice cream. Hard 
sauce makes a pleasant change—add a dash of nutmeg to it. 

BLUEBERRYJAM 
444 cups blueberries (crushed) 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
7 cups sugar 

1 bottle Certo 

Crush blueberries. Add lemon juice and sugar; mix 
well. Place over high heat and bring to a full rolling boil; 
boil hard for one minute, stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat and at once stir in Certo. Then stir and skim by turns 
for 5 min. to cool slightly and prevent floating fruit. Ladle 
quickly into hot sterilized glasses and paraffin at once. 
Makes about 12 6-oz. glasses.

1 cup sifted flour 

14k teaspoons baking powder 

44 teaspoon salt 

44 cup sugar 

2 tablespoons shortening 

4k cup milk 

1 egg, unbeaten

For the camp's staff 
members, however, this is only 
part of their experience. Fif¬ 
teen of the 40 counselors are 
students of Dacey at Boston 
College. Dacey, who acts as 
both a counselor and con¬ 
sultant to the camp, and 
Gardner conduct seminars 
each evening for these 
students. 

In these meetings, the day's 
activities are discussed and 
related to what they have 
learned about children and 
education in the classroom 
during the school year. 

Three courses, fully ac¬ 
credited by Boston College, 
have developed from this blend 
of school and community, now 
in its fourth year. The evening 
seminars fall under the 
headings of educational 
psychology and child 
development The daily inter¬ 
action with the young campers 
is also considered a “field” 
course, known as practicum in 
educational psychology. 


Dacey is enthusiastic about 
all aspects of the camp 
program, ranging from the 
child-staff ratio of about six to 
one, to the learning experience 
offered to both children and 
counselors. 

"The activities are designed 
to give the children increased 
self-confidence as well as an 
awareness of each other. The 
camp provides each child with 
an opportunity to interact with 
many types of children." 

As for the student- 
counselors’ benefits, Dacey 
describes the courses offered 
as dealing with “human 
development and interaction .. 

. we work with the kids all day 
and talk about their activities 
at night In this way we learn 
from first-hand experience 
instead of just from a text¬ 
book." 

The Hale Reservation camp 
runs from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Monday through Friday and is 
open to children from all 
communities in the Newton 
area. The camp is divided into 
two-week sessions which run 
until the end of August. There 
are still some places open for 
the later weeks.

BC Religious 
Service picks 
new director 

Richard P. McBrien, 
nationally known religious 
author, lecturer and im¬ 
mediate past president of the 
Catholic Theology Society of 
America, has been named 
director of the Boston College 
Institute on Religious 
Education and Service.

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Athletes assemble for district 


"Good Sports Competition" 


By TOM GRAVES 

A 26-year-okl school teacher from Winthrop 
ran a spectacular 100-yard dash cn route to a first 
place finish in the men's section of the Newton 
district "Good Sports Competition." 

Forty-five men and 20 women competed at 
Newton North High School. They had qualified for 
the district meet by lx 1 ini’ among the top five 
finishers in 10 local meets on July 13. 

Three males and three females qualified for 
the final of the competition, to be held Saturday, 
Aug. 3. at Boston College Stadium. 

The "Good Sports Competition," sponsored by 
Westinghouse Broadcasting Company and the 
Massachusetts Jaycees, was designed to find the 
best male and female athletes in Massachusetts. 
The top male and female point scorers at the final 
will receive $1,000 worth of travel anywhere in the 
world. There are additional prizes for runners-up. 

Rip Dyer of Winthrop was the male standout at 
the Newton district meet with 75 points. Second in 
the men’s division was Alex Zedros of Melrose, 51 
points, and Ed Farrell of Stoncham was third with 
43.5 points. 

Nick Pasquarosa of Newton barely missed 
qualifying for the final, finishing in fourth place 
with 42 points. 

Mimi Clarke of North Haven, Conn., was first 
in the women's division with 88.5 points. Ms. Clarke 
was adopted by many Newton fans after gaining 
first place honors in the local meet held at Newton 
North on July 13. 

Second to Ms. Clarke, as she was in the local 
meet, was Diane Fidurko of Needham, 69.5 points. 
Carolyn Graf was third with 61.6 points. 

The competition was divided into nine events. 
Dyer, a former captain of the University of 
Massachusetts track team, had three first place 
finishes, and scored high also in three other events. 

Dyer ran the 100 in 10.4 seconds, which fellow 
competitor Fred Yaitanes said is equivalent to a 
9.9 or 10.0 on a hard track with starting blocks and 
track shoes. Yaitanes, the top male in Newton's 
local meet, finished tenth in the district com¬ 
petition. 

Dyer was also first in the shot put and ties for 


first in street hockey shooting. Dyer edged Norman 
Kaplan by one quarter of an inch in the shot put 
with a throw of 44 feet. He was tied with three other 
males in street hockey shooting, making 17 of 20 
attempts. 

Dyer was also second in the long jump, third in 
the obstacle course, and fourth in the football kick. 
Me failed to get points in the baseball throwing, 
free throw shooting, and 880 , 

Ms. Clarke finished first in four of the nine 
women's events. She won the obstacle course in 
20.2 seconds, the 880 in 2:47, and the 100 in 12.6 
seconds. A jump of 13’ll a »” gave her first place in 
the long jump. 

The 18-year old Ms. Clarke also tied for second 
in the free throw shooting, and collected points in 
three other events as well. 

The day's most exciting event was the 880. In 
an early men's heat, Barry Harsip of Newton 
lowered his winning time of the local meet by more 
than five seconds, finishing in 2:10.8. 

David McGillivray bettered Harsip’s time 
moments later with a 2:07. Finishing second in 
McGillivray's heat was Jack Dempsey of Boston, 
2:08.2. 

These times did not hold up either, however, as 
Mike Scanlon of Dedham ran a 2:05.1 and won the 
event. This was more than 10 seconds faster than 
the best 880 run in the Newton local meet two weeks 
earlier. 

Christine Brown of Waltham gave a startling 
performance in the free throw shooting, making 19 
of 20 attempts. McGillivray was the top male with 
18 baskets. 

In the baseball throwing, John Hennessey of 
Arlington made eight of 20 attempts, the target 
being the inside of a tire 60 feet away. In die 
women's competition, Diane Clement of Lynn 
made eight throws from 45 feet away. 

Zedros had the best time in he obstacle course, 
16.6 seconds. Farrell won the football kick with a 
punt of 156'2". Geraldine Brown of Waltham had 
the best women’s soccer kick, 122T”. 

Geraldine Brown also won the women's shot 
put with a throw of 27’4ti". Carol O'Neil of Boston 


was first in the women's street hockey shooting, 
making 16 shots. 

Pasquarosa, who finished third in the Newton 
local competition, was the top point getter of the 
Newton athletes involved in the district meet 

Pasquarosa tied for second in the baseball 
throwing, tied for third in the 100 , and scored points 
in four other events also. 

Ms. Fidurko had perhaps the most well- 
balanced performance of any competitor. Shee 
scored points in all nine events, placing second in 
two events, fourth in two others, and tieing for 
fourth in a fifth event. 

James Blackburn of Newton finished seventh 
in the men's division with 34.5 points. A guidance 
counselor in Marblehead and a track coach at 
Newton South, Blackburn was fifth in the Newton 
local meet. In the district competition, he was 
second in the 100 and tied for second in the baseball 
throwing. The 36-year old Blackburn scored points 
in two other events also. 

Yaitanes, a physical education teacher at 
Newton North, finished tenth with 28.5 points. 
Yaitanes' best finishes were a second place run in 
the obstacle course and a third place in the shot 
put. 

Harsip, a former standout soccer player at 
Newton High and Brandeis, finished in 12th place 
with 25 points. Harsip was tied for second in the 
free throw shooting and finsished fourth in the 880. 
He also scored points in two other events. 

Two other Newton competitors, John Bonistalli 
and Jennenne Pasquarosa, were forced to drop out 
of competition because of injuries suffered at the 
district meet. Bonistalli was second in the men's 
division in the Newton local meet. 

Jane Cedrone picked up points in the street 
hockey shooting at the district meet. 

Bob Alkon, president of the Newton Jaycees 
and one of the organizers of the local and district 
meets in Newton, expressed appreciation this week 
for the assistance the Red Cross, Recreation 
Director Russell Halloran and the Newton 
Recreation Department, and the Newton Police 
Department gave in running the competition. He 
also thanked the district Jaycee chapters.

Although it's a sad commentary on the 
condition of professional sports in this 
country, there is overwhelming evidence for 
the conclusion that unless the average paying 
spectator is able to gamble on his or her sport 
through bookmakers or illegal football cards, 
the chances of drawing large crowds are 
almost nil. 

No offense is meant to the "purists" out 
there who are sincere in their love of sports, 
but I, for one am not the ostrich type with my 
head buried in the sand, totally unwilling to 
talk about the tabu subject of gambling in 
sports. Not only may an accurate correlation 
between the game of sporting events and the 
volume of gambling be drawn, but there is a 
definite similar allied pattern developing 
between television audiences and betting, 
which the Monday Night ABC pro-football 
game has conclusively demonstrated. 

It would be totally foolhardy to say that as 
many people view Wide World of Sports 
seeing cliff diving for pennies from Acapulco 
as watch ABC at 9 on Monday nights, for 
whoever heard of a bookie taking action on 
events which are pre-taped? 

Take the case of soccer in this country. 
The underworld does not take bets on soccer 
matches say in the leagues which the Boston 
Minutemen or Astros play in, so we have as a 
consequence a few purists outnumbered 10 to 
1 by empty seats, and as a consequence of 
public apathy, radio and television contracts 
are eight non-existent or highly non-lucrative. 

The new World Tennis and Football 
leagues are two more examples of 
professional team sports on which the public 
cannot easily bet, and therefore are not in¬ 
terested in closely following via the media or 
watching in person. 

On the other hand, though, if the World 
Football league can survive the first year 
and keep a national television contract in 
force, the bookies will take action after 
watching the form, for their customers will 
demand the right to bet, as nothing can be 
more frustrating to most gumblers, than 


having to watch a game without some sort of 
betting action. 

Anyone over the age of thirty clearly 
remembers the gambling section in Fenway 
Park's right field grandstand, who attended 
every home game year in and year out, and 
looking back upon it now, perhaps they were a 
harbinger of things to come.

Tax relief for elders 


“Is there property tax relief 
for elderly people in 
Massachusetts if needed?” 
asked a caller to the League of 
Women Voters Voter Infor¬ 
mation Phone. The caller was 
told that there was held if 
certain conditions were met. 

If you are 70 years of age and 
have lived in Massachusetts 
for at least 10 years and owned 
property for any 5 of those 
years, you may be eligible. 

If you are single and have 
gross receipts of less than 
$6,000 a year and a total worth 
of $40,000 (assessed valuation 
of house plus bank account) or 
if you are married with 
combined receipts less than 
$7,000 and a total worth of 
$45,000; you may file for an 
exemption with your local 
Board of Assessors before 
December 15 of each year. 

Two laws have been passed 
■ in this legislative session which 
refer to property tax aid for the 
elderly. Chapter 347 of 1974 now 
allows deduction of the 
minimum social security 
payment (about $1080-year) 
from income to be considered 
eligible. 

For those over 65, Chapter 
287 of 1974 allows for deferral of 
all or part of the property tax if 
the above criterial are met, 
and if gross income does not 
exceed $20,000. 

If you think you are eligible 
fo; tax relief under either of 
these laws check with your 
local assessors office.

copper ores; and the blinding 
white of a sunwashed beach 
are all brought under the 
Museum's roof in a variety of 
colorful temporary exhibits 
and programs there. 

The quetzal, an exotic green 
bird considered sacred by the 
Indians of Guatamala's 
rainforests, is now in danger of 
extinction. A mount of this 
extraordinarily beautiful bird 
is a current feature of a 
changing second floor display 
that draws on the Museum's 
extensive and varied natural 
history collections. 

Sharing this exhibit area for 
the summer is an assortment 
of native, primary, and 
secondary copper. One of the 
few minerals found un¬ 
combined with others, pure, or 
native copper, has the dull gold 
color usually associated with 
copper. 


Some primary copper, 
formed when molten rock 
forces its way up into the 
earth's crust and deposits 
steam and gases on the 
surrounding older rock, has 
traditionally been called 
“fool's gold” because of Its 
glittering appearance. Other 
forms of primary copper are 
blue and purple. Secondary 
copper (primary copper that 
has decomposed) often takes 
the form of green malachite 
and blue azurite, both of which 
have been used extensively In 
jewelry.

FEEDING YOUR DOG: 
FACT VS. FANCY

The- variety of foods 
available to dog owners are 
almost as numerous as the 
different theories on what 
constitutes a good dog diet. 
Here is a little quiz to test your 
knowledge of feeding fact and 
fallacy. Are the following 
statements true or false? 

1. Meat is a dog’s natural 
food. 

2. Dogs do not need bones. 

3. Table scraps can be a good 
dietary supplement. 

4. A dog should chew his food. 

5. Sugar and sweets cause 
worms. 

6. Raw eggs make a dog's 
coat shiny. 

1. False. Dogs require a 
balanced diet. Even the house 
dog’s wild ancestor which 
killed for food ate not only flesh 
but also grain ant] vegetable 
miter in the slaty, animal's 
digestive tract. 

2. True. As long as a dog gets 
calcium from his reguity food, 
there is nothing in a bone; that 
his system needs. AiTj oc¬ 
casional bone (only large ones 


such as beef knuckle or shank) 
can help prevent tartar for¬ 
ming on the teeth, but biscuits 
perform the same function. 
Small sharp bones such as 
poultry or chops can be very 
harmful to the mouth and if 
swallowed can puncture the 
intestinal tract. 

3. True. Meat, eggs, 
vegetables, or other leftovers 
(except rich foods or pastries) 
can be a tasty addition to the 
menu, provided your dog's 
basic diet is a complete, 
balanced dog food. Be sure 
though that the table scraps 
never make up more than 15 
percent o the diet or you risk 
destroying the balance of 
nutrients provided in the 
commercial dog food. 

4. False. Almost all digestion 
takes place in the dog's 
stomach. Since his teeth are 
designed for tearing rather 
than chewing, it is natural for a 
dog to "woli" his food down 
without chewing. 

5. False. Worms are not 
"caused" by sugar or any 
other foods. All digestible 
carbohydrates are converted 
to simple sugars in the 
digestive tract. These dietary 
sugars provided energy.

Media institute held at B.C. 


Seven Newton residents and- 
or educators attended the 
Boston College summer Media 
Institute June 25-July 5. 

The institute was designed 
for the classroom teacher and 
school administrator with 
emphasis on the use of media 
as a learning device in the 
regular classroom. Particular 
attention was given to media 
and the individual needs of 
children with learning 
disabilities. 

Fred John Pula, director of 
the institute and director of 
University Audio-Visual 
Services at Boston College, 
describes the special needs 
child as someone who has 
‘‘intellectually the same 
learning capacity as other 
children. The difference lies in 


the manner in which sensory 
impulses are transmitted to the 
brain. This can become ap¬ 
parent in the form of hearing, 
vision, or mobility problems, 
dyslexia, hyperactivity, etc.” 

As of the this fall these 
children, under Massachusetts 
Education Act 766, will be 
integrated (for part of the day) 
into the regular classroom 
situation. An effort will be 
made to assist them in their 
learning within a normal 
classroom procedure and with 
normal children. 

Under a format of large 
group presentations, small 
group seminars, workshops 
and field trips, one of the main 
goals of the Media Institute 
was to help prepare the 
classroom teacher for this new 
responsibility.

Dr. Harris C. Faigel, 
director of Adolescent 
Medicine at Kennedy 
Memorial Hospital for 
Children, Brighton, presented 
an invited paper, "learning 
Disabilities in Adolescence,” 
before the joint meeting of the 
Society for Adolescent 
Medicine and the Medical 
Officers of Schools Association, 
July 30 in Coventry, England. 

From England, Dr. Faigel 
will travel to Helsinki, Finland, 
where he will present a second 
paper, "Perceptual 
Disabilities in Delinquent 
Adolescent Boys," before the 
First International Symposium 
for Adolescent Medicine on 
Aug. 5. 

According to Faigel’s 
presentations, some 10 to 15 per 
cent of all school children have 
a learning disability. After 
infectious disease, such 
disabilities are the most 
common group of problems in 
the school age population. Like 
color blindness, perceptual 
disabilities are silent and in¬ 
visible until the demands of 
schooling bring them to the 


surface. Children who have 
normal range or even superior 
intelligence are unable to learn 
because their brains are 
unable to process, differentiate 
and associate the information 
being received by their eyes 
and ears. 

Some children with one type 
of visual association problem, 
for example, may read words 
and letters backwards or 
upside down, so that “saw" 
becomes "sam". A child with 
one type of auditory problem 
might confuse similar sounds, 
so that “the cross I bear" Is 
mistaken for “the cross-eyed 
bear." 

Faigel illustrated the two 
general causes of learning 
disabilities by comparing the 
brain to an electronic system. 

“The brain is like an elec¬ 
tronic maze, full of switches 
and circuits or systems and 
cross connections between 
those systems. Not all of these 
circuits or connections are 
present at birth, some will 
appear later. 

“If a system or its in¬ 
terconnections are needed

before they are ready, the total 
electronic maze will grind to a 
halt, unable to progress any 
further. 

“Some children inherit basic 
biorhythms which, while still 
within the normal range, are 
Slower than those of the 
general population. Such 
children take longer to attain 
developmental skills like 
walking, talking and balan¬ 
cing. 

“Unfortunately, our schools 
are rarely able to meet the 
time schedule of these ‘late 
bloomers.’ School age is 
required by law, and the child's 
brain circuits are overloaded 
with sensory information they 
are not ready to process. 

Faigel further illustrated 
that, "In addition, the maze of 
the brain is very sensitive to 
outside damage. There are no 
fuses. 

"Short circuits, lightening 
strikes and the like can per¬ 
manently disrupt the delicate 
balance of one or more systems 
or the connections between, 
forever depriving the total 
organism of those damaged 
functions.” 

These "short circuits," or 
brain damage, are often found 
in children with a medical 
history of prematurity, pre¬ 
natal problems, difficult 
delivery, or head injury or 
infection after birth," he said. 

P'or reasons not understood 
fully, learning disabilities are 
four to six times more common 
in boys. Perhaps this is 
because child rearing prac¬ 
tices for girls are more likely to 
discourage aggressive acting- 
out behavior which could bring 
the problem to someone’s 
attention. 

Whatever the specific cause 
or type of perceptual disability 
the common result is an 
inability to learn and achieve 
in school by the usual teaching 
methods. 

Unhappily, Dr. Faigel noted, 
most schools do not identify 
these children until they have 
been in school for a while, 
failed for a while, and 
developed emotional reactions 
for a while. 


"If a child not learning 
daydreams, fidgets, fools 
around and becomes the black 
sheep of the class in an early 
grade, his chances of being 
noticed and receiving help are 
better! Others who are more 
gentle or bright enough to hide 
the disability can often go 
undetected. 

"These are the children 
whose problems are magnified 
in adolescence. At age 12 or 14, 
they can no longer handle the 
burden of the learning 
disability on top of the physical 
and emotional changes of 
adolescence. 

"Filled with horror of 
continued failure they dislike 
school intensely. They can 
obtain no satisfaction from 
their school work, and often 
have a diminished sense of 
their own worth. They may 
become truant, rebellious and 
resentful and, sometimes 
delinquent." 

Faigel’s study of 12 teenaged 
boys referred to Kennedy 
Memorial by the Suffolk 
County District Court juvenile 
clinic points out the link bet¬ 
ween perceptual disabilities 
and antisocial behavior. Only 
two of the boys tested had no 
evidence of perceptual han¬ 
dicaps. Both came from un¬ 
stable homes and had long 
histories of behavioral 
problems beginning in early 
childhood. The other 10 boys 
had not been troublesome as 
pre-schoolers. However, once 
they entered school their 
academic achievement was 
poor. After four or five years of 
this failure, they became so 
discouraged, disheartened and 
angry that their behaviour 
deteriorated. Eventually, they 
came to the attention of the 
court. 

All 10 of the boys showed 
evidence of multiple per¬ 
ceptual disabilities interfering 
with normal scholastic 
achievement. All of the boys 
had developed a concept of 
themselves as damaged and 
incompetent, and all were 
angry at their parents’ 
inability to understand them 
and the school’s inability to

recognize the problem and to 
help. 

Faigel suggested that 
helping an adolescent with a 
learning disability demands a 
coordinated, cooperative effort 
of support and rehabilitation 
by the patient, physician, 
therapists, family, teachers, 
peers, counselors and social 
contacts. For the young person 
before the court, it means 
understanding by the judges, 
court officers and probation 


officer as well. 

Academic help can come too 
late for some teenagers, who 
should be encouraged to enter 
vocational training programs 
to take advantage of the 
abilities they have. The best 
possible remedy, however, will 
come when learning 
disabilities are found and 
treated in early childhood. 

“Otherwise, the result may 
De socially deviant delinquent 
jehavior," Faigel said.

Campers will go farther but it will cost more 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Camp¬ 
ers will be able to venture 
farther this summer than they 
had expected to do but they will 
have to pay more for the 
gasoline that is available. 

* There were fears last winter 
the energy erisis worsened 
that long camping trips were a 
thing of the past and that 
families would be forced to 
stay within 100 miles of home. 

. Lifting of the Arab oil em¬ 
bargo removed some geo¬ 
graphical limitations but did 
not solve all of the problems. 

Federal Energy Administra- 
tpr John C. Sawhill has 
predicted "spot gasoline shor¬ 
tages" around the nation this 
summer. But he said motorists 
t&ould not encounter serious 
problems in buying enough 
gasoline to meet added sum¬ 
mertime driving needs. 

Gas Costs Soar 
In June the states were 
ullocated at least 90 per cent of 
their 1972 consumption. Sawhill 
lias said the allocation 


program for gasoline will 
remain in effect at least until 
"this fall” when the govern¬ 
ment will decide whether to 
scrap the program. 

Gasoline costs have soared 
end families planning long 
trips must make allowances in 
their budgets for this added 
expense. 

The best way to cut down on 
the gasoline bill is to plan in 
advance to camp in an area 
that offers a multitude of at¬ 
tractions —such as a beach, a 
lake or a tourist enterprise like 
Disney World —which will 
justify a long stay. 

This reporter found on u 
family trip from New York to 
Myrtle Beach, S.C., that gaso¬ 
line was plentiful in most areas 
of the eastern and southern 
coastal states. Only a few 
stations were out of gas during 
the Memorial Day weekend 
and those which remained open 
put no limits on their pumps. At 
some stations, however, gaso¬ 


line was as high as 70 cents per 
gallon. 

No Vacancy 

If the Memorial Day 
weekend turnout is an in¬ 
dicator, campground operators 
will be as busy as ever this 
summer. 

All of the huge campgrounds 
at Myrtle Beach were filled 
during the holiday. Most of the 
families camping along this 
beautiful stretch of Atlantic 
Ocean beaches were from 
South Carolina, North Carolina 
and Virginia but some came 
from as far away as Missouri 
and Minnesota. 

“This place was filled up at 
Easter, too," a camper at Lake 
Arrowhead at Myrtle Beach 
said. "The water temperature 
was 65 degrees, too cold for us, 
but there were a lot of campers 
here from New York state and 
they said it was the same as up 
there in the summer time and 
they went swimming every 
day." 

Campgrounds also were 


filled at Williamsburg, Va., 
during the Memorial Day 
holiday. 

Williamsburg is an ideal 
place to spend a few days and 
save on gasoline. The main 
attraction is Colonial Williams¬ 
burg, the restored capital of 
Virginia during pre- 
Revolutionary War days. 

The information center has a 
special parking lot for recrea¬ 
tional vehicles, giving itinerant 
campers an opportunity to visit 
the attractions and decide 
whether they want to make a 
prolonged stay at one of the 
nearby campgrounds. 

It takes at least three days to 
see all of Colonial William¬ 
sburg but visitors can enjoy the 
highlights in one day. 

On certain days there is a 
muster around 5 p.m. and 
visitors are treated to a full 
dress parade by a fife and 
drum corps and a company of 
Revolutionary War 
militiamen, climaxed by the 
firing of musketry and cannon. 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Camp¬ 
ers generally are a healthy lot 
and they stay that way by 
being prepared for emergen¬ 
cies. 

Most camping families carry 
first aid kits for use in treating 
minor mishaps such as cuts 
and bruises. Those who ven¬ 
ture into wooded areas in hot 
climates should take along 
snakebite kits. 

The odds are very good that 
careful families can camp year 
after year without en¬ 
countering a serious situation, 
but there is always a possibility 
that a camper may be stricken 
when medical help is far away. 

In such emergencies, a 
doctor generally is reached by 
telephone and in some cases he 
may be able to give life-saving 
instructions if the symptoms 
are recognizable. 

Quite often, though, the 
doctor may have to work at a 
disadvantage after he arrives 
at the scene, especially if the 
patient is unable to com¬ 
municate. 

Campers who have hidden 
allergies should carry on their 
person full details of their 
condition to wain the attending 
physicians against administer¬ 
ing certain drugs. 


The American Academy of 
Family Physicians, the Ameri¬ 
can Academy of Allergists and 
the National Sheriffs’ Associa¬ 
tion are among 21 national 
organizations which have en¬ 
dorsed Medic Alert, an emer¬ 
gency information system. 

Administered by the Medic 
Alert Foundation, a nonprofit 
organization based in Turlock, 
Calif., the system provides a 
metal emblem and medical 
information wallet card that 
contain the immediate medical 
problems of the wearer. Addi¬ 
tional medical information and 
other material is kept in Medic 
Alert’s Central Answering 
File. The telephone number of 
the Central Answering File is 
also engraved on the emblem 
and collect calls can be made 
at any hour of the day or night. 

In a matter of minutes, all of 
the pertinent information can 
be made available to a 
physician unfamiliar with the 
stricken person’s medical 
history.

cost more than $5 per student per year 
under the present state transportation 
reimbursement formula. 

"We can do for public school students 
what we are compelled lo do for private 
school students," Regal commented. 

Regal’s motion was defeated 7-1. 

There are reportedly 312 secondary 
private school students eligible for tran¬ 
sportation in the fall. 

Fink said at a July 17 meeting that 
busing of private school students could 
cost $122,000 next year, the price of 11 
additional buses. This, however, is seen ns 
a maximum figure, and the number ac¬ 
tually required will be determined by the 
number or requests for transportation 
received. 

This past year, Newton used 29 buses, 
four of which reportedly did double duty, 
also transporting Newton Catholic 
students. Plans prior to this week's change 
in policy called for 21 buses to be used next 
year. 

The state transportation requirement 
is that the city is required to provide 
transportation for students in excess of 
two miles from their school. This past 
year, transportation has been available for 
secondary students one-and-one-quarter 
miles away from their schools. 

The School Committee’s obligation to 
bus private school students appears also to 
be dependent on these schools being 
certified by the Newton School Depart¬ 
ment. Fink and members of the School 
Committee appeared uncertain as to what 
Newton private schools have been cer¬ 
tified or approved in the past.

Condominium bill needs governor's signature 


A State bill, the first of its kind in 
Massachusetts, would give the city of Newton 
control of the conversion of multifamily 
dwellings of three or more units to con¬ 
dominiums. 

Such control would apply to only those 
apartments for which permissive use (special 
permission) had been granted by the Board of 
Aldermen.

The wheels were set in motion for a battle 
over one of the last pieces of undeveloped land 
on the north side of Newton when the state 
Housing Appeals Committee met July 31 with 
members of the Conservation Commission, 
Assistant City Solicitor Jason Rosenberg and 
City Engineer Ulderico M. Schiavone for a 
site inspection of the Staniford St. property in 
Auburndale which is the subject of an appeal. 

Barred from attending the walk were 
members of the Planning Department John 
Sirnmons and Juris Alksnitis. They were 
prevented from going on the property by 
Attorney Lawrence Shubow representing 
developers John and Joseph Mclsaac who 
wish to build on the site. Presumably, the 
developers were angered by a Planning 
Department report suggesting the city take 
the land by eminent domain reserving a 
portion for low income housing and utilizing 
the rest for conservation and recreation 
purposes. City Planning Director Charles 
Thomas commented that “it is a little difficult 
to understand what the logic was of such 
exclusion." 

The Mclsaacs are appealing a recent 
Zoning Board of Appeals decision to denying 
them a variance which they need to build 32 
townhouses and 108 garden apartments on the 
site. They further proposed utilizing 45 units 
for low-moderate income housing and had 
tied the financing of this project onto Chapter 
774, the so-called "anti-snob" legislation. 

The appeal is based on the fact that 
Newton is not in compliance with this law 
which establishes certain criteria for low- 
moderate income housing construction. This 
is the Mdsaac’s fifth attempt to rezone the 
site and obtain permission from the Board of 
Aldermen to develope the property. 

One reason the ZBA issued a denial was 


The bill; which grew out of a resolution 
proposed by Aid. David cohen and passed 
overwhelmingly by Newton’s Board of 
Aldermen, is awaiting signature into law by 
Gov. Francis Sargent. 

If signed by the governor, the law would 
only give Newton the right to exercise con¬ 
dominium control, and would leave the 
construction of the ordinance and its en- 


that the parcel is located in a flood plain area 
with proposed basement elevations of six 
inches above the flood plain boundary which 
could present a serious flood risk to potential 
residents. 

Commissioner Helen Heyn, secretary to 
the Conservation Commission pointed out on 
the site tour that this was the driest time of 
year to walk the property. She also made note 
of such flowers as swamp azaleas which only 
grow near water. Mrs. Heyn questioned the 
developers proposal to put a play area in a 
section below the flood plain elevations. The 
developers backed down saying this plan “is 
up in the air and it is not even necessary for a 
play area to go there." 

The Zoning Board also considered that 
the plans show only one access to the site, a 
condition which a representative of the fire 
department described as “dangerous” ad¬ 
ding that unless a second access could be 
built, the fire department could not go along 
with the proposal. 

Another problem is that substantial fill is 
needed in the flood plain for parking, roads 
and construction and no one knows how this 
would affect flood storage capacity. 

The Conservation Commission asked the 
mayor in February to take the land by 
eminent domain and issued a proposal 
similar to the Planning Department’s report, 
Action has begun on this and one appraisal on 
the land has already been received according 
to Charles Thomas, Hiemas also stated it is 
“doubtful" the taking would be underway 
before Ihe scheduled appeal hearings begin 
on Sept. 5. 

Some neighbors who live across from the 
site also attended a part of the walk and said 
they would oppose construction. Two of the 
neighbors were Hal Mahon, one of the 
directors of the Newton Conservators and H.

forcement up to the Board of Aldermen. 

The resolution upon which an ordinance 
would be based requires that the owner of a 
building who wishes to convert it to con¬ 
dominiums must obtain the approval of two- 
thirds of the Board of Aldermen, following 
which a public hearing must be held. 

According to the resolution, one or more 
of the following conditions must be satisfied: 
Leases must be extended for 18 months, the 
owner must make a “diligent effort" to 
relocate tenants who do not wish to buy an 
apartment, and apartments must continue to 
be rented to persons physically or financially 
unable to move. 

Further, if the city, through an agency 
designated by the mayor, determines that 
more than 50 per cent of the tenants will 
suffer a hardship, the Board may impose 
conditions to alleviate the hardship. 

Cohen’s resolution was accepted by the 
Board of Aldermen subject to state 
legislation, which was filed subsequently by 
Sen. Irving Fishman of Newton as a home- 
rule petition. Rep. David Mofenson won 
House approval of the bill.

Newton's future mayor 
campaigns for children 


In spite of a revised cherry sheet from the state 
showing a net gain to Newton, the city administration is 
sticking with iLs previous estimate of a $14 to $20 increase in 
the real estate tax rate, currently $134.60 per $1,000 
assessed valuabon. 

The cherry sheet is sent annually by the state to the 
cities and towns, advising them of the amount of money to 
be expected from the state and the amount of money the 
community must pay to the state. 

The tax rate is usually set by this time every year. 
Three major factors have delayed it this year — the 
revision to the cherry sheet, the still unsettled collective 
bargaining situation, and the unknown financial impact of 
adopting a new trash-disposal method to supplant the use of 
the incinerator. 

The changes in the cherry sheet, received late last 
month, mean that instead of owing the state $646,578. 
Newton will be ahead by just under al million, a total gain 
of $1.5 million. 

Usually that amount would be calculated to mean about 
$4 on the tax rate (tlie rule of thumb has been that for every 
$375,000 received by the city, $1 might be subtracted from 
the tax rate). 

The cost of collective bargaining, while not known 
exactly because some of the city unions are still 
negotiating, could be esbmated roughly at 8 to 10 per cent 
over total salaries for last year, but Chief Administrative 
Officer James Salter declined to name a figure while 
negotiations are being carried out. 

The largest single bargaining group, the Street 
Department’s Local 800, settled at the end of June for a two- 
phase increase, starting with 8 per cent. Traditionally, the 
other unions (e.g., Fire and Police Departments, nurses, 
City Hall Associates, crossing guards) follow suit. 

This year, however, there has been some resistance to 
this practice, if not expressed at the bargaining table, at 
least expressed privately. 

Some highly placed city officials feel that the time soon 
may come to stop applying a percentage increase across 
tlie board, and instead devise a scheme of salary categories

Voter registration 

The Election Commission office at City Hail will lie 
open Saturday (Aug. 10) from noon until 10 p.m, for voter 
registration and change of party affiliation, Election 
Commission Executive Secretary Alan Liearie has an¬ 
nounced. 

Licarie also reminds would-be voters that Aug. 13 is the 
last day to register for the Sept. 10 primary election. On 
Aug, 13 the Election Commission will be open from 8:30 
a.m. until 10 p.m. for registration. 

Voters in the primary may vote only in the party in which 
they are registered, except that “unenrolled” voters, 
designated “V” in the voting list, may choose the ballot of 
either party. 

A Republican, for examply, may not vote in the 
Democratic primary unless he chooses to change his party 
affiliation on or before Aug. 13. 

Any unenrolled voter voting in the primary 
automatically becomes enrolled in the party of the ballot he 
selected. Postcards will be available at the polls which the 
voter may use to restore his registration to “unenrolled” if 
so chooses.

IRVING FISHMAN 

State Senator Irving Fishman has 
been praised by Consumer's Council 
Chairman William Willicr for "an un¬ 
surpassed record of achievement on behalf 
of Massachusetts consumers.”

At a reception at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Mel Taymor, 44 Fairfax Ave., 
Newton, Dukakis urged restriction on new 
spending programs until Beacon Hill’s 
revenue base is increased, im¬ 
plementation of a budgetary reform 
package recently passed by the 
Legislature, and the appointment of an 
aggressive secretary of administration 
and finance. 

“Massachusetts," the candidate 
observed, “is a recognized leader in all 
kinds of public services; but, as we spend 
further and further into the red, we're 


driving so many jobs out of the state that 
our social conditions are worsening." 

"We are going to have to bring our 
budget under control and improve our 
economic base," Dukakis said, "before 
we'll have the money to pay for an ex¬ 
panded set of social programs." 

CHARLES CLOUGH 
Charles I. Clough Jr„ candidate for 
Middlesex County Commissioner has 
challenged incumbent Commissioner John 
I,. Danehy to a debate. 

“It has long been characteristic of 
county elections that voters were left 
uninformed of the policies and 
qualifications of both incumbents and 
challengers,” Clough said in a letter to his 
opponent. "Now that Middlesex County 
commissioners are called upon to ad¬ 
minister $35 million annually of the tax¬ 
payers' funds, I believe that it is only 
reasonable that we come forward in a 
public session to debate." 

JON ROTENBERG 
Brookline Democrat Jon Rotenberg, 
independent candidate for Congress in the 
fourth district, announced the passage of 
his bill to create an Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Authority in the State legislature. 

State Rep. Rotenberg described his 
bill as “The beginning of an aggressive 
state economic policy and the first step 
toward creating jobs and returning 
Massachusetts to its position as a major 
industrial state." 

The Authority is empowered to make 
money available to local industrial 
development agencies in areas in high 
unemployment.

Nixon's defense 
crumbles as GOP 
senators defect 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — President servative supporters in the Senate —said 
Nixon’s last line of defense against at Tuesday's meeting that they favored 
removal from office is crumbling in the Nixon . s resignation, according to three 
. Republican Senate sourceSi two o{ whom allended 



Senate as his staunchest 
supporters call publicly and privately for 
his resignation. 

Senate GOP leaders, conceding that a 
tnong majority of Republican senetors 
want Nixon to step down immediately, 
were seeking ways to get that message to 
the President. 

Senate Republicans met behind closed 
doors Tuesday to discuss Nixon's 
resignation and talked about sending a 
delegation of Republicans to the White 
House to urge that he resign. 

GOP Leader Hugh Scott called a 
meeting of the party leadership today to 
continue discussing whether such a 
delegation should be sent and whom should 
it include. 

"1 think it’s essential that the President 
know the views of the senators of his own 
party as soon as that can be arranged," 
Scott said. 

Sens. Barry M. Goldwater and John 
Tower —two of Nixon's staunchest con- 


Goldwater denied the report and Tower 
could not be reached for comment. 

Tower, chairman of the Senate GOP 
Policy Committee, said his assessment of 
the meeting —open to all 43 Senate 
Republicans —was that “the majority 
sentiment of Republican senators is that 
he should retire from office. 

"The mood is of great concern that the 
President does not comprehend the hazard 
he faces in coming to trial in the Senate," 
the Texan said. "It's pretty obvious there 
is growing sentiment for resignation 
among Republicans." 

Tower said two ideas were discussed. 
One was for all GOP senators favoring 
Nixon's resignation to seek a meeting with 
him and ask that he step down. The other 
was to send a delegation of GOP leaders. 

Neither Tower nor Scott have called 
publicly for resignation. 

Tiie Senate Rules Committee continued 
its deliberations on rules that would 
govern Nixon's now-expected trial. 
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Families 
Extended 
increases service 

Families Extended, 
operating under the auspices of 
Family Counseling Service, is 
a system of alternative housing 
for Newton, Wellesley and 
Weston adolescents who for 
any reason are unable to stay 
with their own families. In 
most cases there is a parent- 
adolescent lack of com¬ 
munication which makes living 
at home a painful and im¬ 
possible experience. 

The duration of an 
adolescent's placement in an 
alternative home is from a few 
days up to six months. 

Families Extended’s staff 
helps the family to learn 
methods of communication 
which will enable the parents 
and the young person to better 
understand each other and to 
begin to work together toward 
an improved relationship. 

Grants from the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
have allowed for staff ex¬ 
pansion and therefore more 
extersive counseling services. 
These services facilitate 
moving the young person back 
into his home as soon as 
possible. 

This summer three new staff 
members have joined the 
Families Extended team. Peg 
Dickerman, the new clinical 
social worker, will be working 
with alternative parents, 
adolescents and natural 
families. Armand Quintal 
specialized in family-life 
education and will assist in 
family and group work. Nancy 
Speare Sheiman, a work-study 
Brandeis University student, 
works as an administrative 
assistant. 

Joan Kunitz, who founded 
Families Extended, continues 
to be its program coordinator. 

Alternative community 
homes are necessary for 
Families Extended's 
existence. Any warm, ac¬ 
cepting families interested in 
sharing their home on a 
temporary basis with an 
adolescent in need are asked to 
call Families Extended at 965- 
6200.

work -experience jobs (part- 
time for young people aged 14 
to 22), 30 classroom training 
positions and 40 public-service 
employment opportunities. 

On-the-job training will be 
partially funded by CETA with 
the understanding that the jobs 
lead to permanent positions 
with the participating 
businesses. 

The work-experience 
program will provide in-school, 
out-of-school, and summer 
employment, all accompanied 
by job counseling services.

Radio system 
gets grant 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
has announced the receipt of a 
grant totaling $302,268 from the 
Massachusetts Committee on 
Criminal Justice, to be 
allocated to 26 communities in 
the Greater Boston area and to 
the state police for 
establishment of a Greater 
Boston Police Council radio 
system. 

Mayor Mann is the ap¬ 
proving agent for the City of 
Newton, which will be acting as 
the contracting agency. Chief 
William F. Quinn of the Newton 
Police Department, chairman 
ff the Greater Boston Police 
Council radio project, will 
coordinate the project and will 
allocate these funds to par¬ 
ticipating communities. 

Under the proposed radio 
system, UHF high-frequency 
radio bands will be added to the 
police radio system. Under 
normal circumstances, these 
UHF frequencies will be used 
for police communications only 
within a city. 

Under unusual cir¬ 
cumstances or emergency 
situations, UHF frequencies 
may be utilized for com¬ 
munications between police in 
neighboring communities. A 
parade, a football game, or any 
other activity held in Newton 
might well affect traffic 
conditions in surrounding 
communities, and radio 
communications between 
police departments will 
facilitate the handling of traffic 
and other problems. 

In acknowledging receipt of 
the grant, Mann remarked: 
‘•Cooperation between police 
departmen's will result in 
better servics and protection 
for the citizens of Newton, with 
no additional cost. The Greater 
Boston police radio system will 
serve to maintain independent 
departments while 
strengthening then' through 
mutual assistance 1 am 
especially pleased that this 
system, which will result in 
more efficient police protec¬ 
tion, is being implemented in 
Newton and the Boston area.”

City youth programs 
get increased funds 


Three youth programs under 
the Newton-Wellesley-Weston 
Area Mental Health Board 
have received a total of $34,300 
for fiscal year 1974-75, a 54 per 
cent increase over last year’s 
allocations. 

The funds, allocated by the 
Division of Drug Rehabilitation 
of the Department of Mental 
Health, go to the following 
programs: Network (a task 
force on alternative housing), 
$20,800; Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston Multi-Service Center, 
$9,500; and Beginnings 
(Newton Youth Foundation), 
$4,000. 

The alternative-housing 
proposal encompasses 
Freeport, Inc., Families 
Extended, Newton Community 
Service Centers, Inc., and the 


Multi-Service Center, and 
covers all the alternative 
housing needs that a youth 
might have, from short-term 
emergency housing and in¬ 
termediate foster family 
placement to long-term 
residential housing. 

The Area Mental Health 
Office has recently been in¬ 
formed that $47,000 of federal 
money has been allocated to 
slate mental health Regign V 
for innovative programs, with 
special einpvasis on unserved 
populations. The deadline for 
submission of a grant is Aug. 
26, 1974. More information can 
be obtained by contacting

The Newton Advocacy 
Project is under the auspices of 
the Greater Boston Association 
for Retarded citizens, the 
Massachusetts Association for 
Retarded Citizens, and the 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston 
Committee to Establish 
Community Residences for the 
Retarded, Inc. 

The project’s work is closely 
linked with Juniper House, the 
residence for eight retarded 
adults located at 14 Newton¬ 
ville Ave., Newton Corner, 
which was opened in February, 
1974, through the efforts of the 
committee. 

President of the Committee 
Lucille Chansky said that they 
are working hard toward an 
agreement with the Depart¬ 
ment of Mental Health to have 
the DMH assume full funding 
responsibility for the house. 
Meanwhile Mrs. Chansky and 
the committee are seeking 
funds from private sources. 
JuniperHouse has been suc¬ 
cessful in its program, and the 
committee hopes to be able to 
establish other houses to serve 
a wider population. 

Director Marvin Rosenberg 
has organized the house 
program to include training in 
self-care skills, transportation, 
cooking, recreational ac¬ 
tivities. and participation in a 
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Jewelry and $127 in cash was 
reportedly missing.

Classroom training will lie 
given by local schools and 
colleges, paid for by CETA, to 
eligible persons judged likely 
to benefit from specific job 
training or in special need of 
instruction in English and 
basic remedial education. 

Public service employment 
will be given to unemployed 
persons residing in areas that 
have a 6.5 per cent or higher 
unemployment rate to allow 
some movement into 
municipal employment. These 
jobs must include some jobs 
other than unskilled or semi¬ 
skilled labor. 

The administration of the 
Newton area will be aided by a 
24-member advisory board 
composed of representatives of 
the other area communities, 
business, labor, minorities and 
other pertinent fields. 

The advisory board for the 
Newton area has not been 
completed, but has been 
meeting over the past few 
months to help draft the ap¬ 
plication for funding. The final 
draft has been submitted to the 
state CETA organization in the 
Office of Manpower Affairs. 

The intent of CETA is "to 
provide job training and em¬ 
ployment opportunities for 
economically disadvantaged 
unemployed, and un¬ 
deremployed persons." The 
criteria for training and em¬ 
ployment very stringently 
reflect the intent. 

Funding for the CETA 
program is expected to come in 
two parts, according to Charles 
Miller. The portion im¬ 
plementing the public-service 
employment will probably be 
available by the end of August, 
while the remainder should 
come in by the middle of 
September.

"I'm no crook .. 

Those were the surprising words at the 
time they were spoken—not long 
ago—from an angry, defensive President 
of the United States. 

Richard Nixon used that trio of clear- 
cut words on his own behalf. And because 
of their stark, to-the-point simplicity they 
were more easily remembered and more 
often repeated than many of his other 
higher sounding quotations. 

Many believed even in recent times. 
Many did not. 

In the past weeks we heard defenders 
of the President get their equal time in the 
televised House Judiciary Committee 
hearings as the panel debated impeach¬ 
ment. And some spoke out furiously on 
Nixon's behalf. They were believers then. 

Today they are gone. Probably never 
before in history have so many backers of a 
President reversed themselves and fled 
from defense of their man in such a brief 
time. 

Nixon finally opened the flood gates 
himself Monday w'hen he confessed that he 
withheld damaging information pertaining 
to the Watergate coverup from Congress. 
Right then and there the slimmest hope of 
his staunchest supporters was snapped. It 
was shocking news, a stunning admission 
to the men who believed in Nixon. 

By his own confession—a confession 
that some believe was forced by Boston 
attorney James St. Clair—Nixon cut off 
any pretense of righteousness that has so 
long been his defense. 

The tapes the President released Mon¬ 
day night spelled it out in complete con¬ 
trast to his own protests. The tapes said it 
all as no one before or since has said it: 
Nixon is a crook. He stole away with the 
only thing he had left...the trust of those 
who remained his friends and defenders. 

It is all right there in his own voice. It 
was only six days after Watergate and 
there was Nixon discussing with his aides 
the implications of using the CIA to cut off 
an FBI investigation of the Watergate 
break-in. The reels roll on and the 
evidence becomes more firm. Haldeman 
telling Nixon traceable money was to 
finance the burglars ... and more. 

This is the man who said “I’m no 
crook." This was the President who said he 
knew nothing of a cover-up until last year. 

We are witnesses to the greatest scan¬ 
dal in the political history of this country. 
And wc have heard this same Nixon say he 
will not resign because he believes “the 
Constitution is the overriding factor." 

Those words sound so hollow, so 
meaningless because of the man who flings 
them in the face of reason and fact. 

Nixon should resign now. Get out. 

No matter what the consequences of 
the trial he has harmed this country and 
many of us so personally and to such a 
degree that nothing can heal those wounds. 

He was a great believer of putting 
things behind us, moving on. And we will as 
soon as he surrenders to the judgement of 
history. 

He has earned no place in our 
tomorrows.

$ 10,000 in a milk fund payoff. 

Connally is a prize example of the poor boy-to- 
millionairc syndrome that flourishes in the most exoUc 
form in Texas. His father was the second butcher in the 
butcher shop in Floresville, his birthplace. 

That syndrome in even more luxuriant form was 
evident in the career of Lyndon Johnson. As his friend and 
political mentor, Johnson brought Connally to Washington 
to be his assistant in 1937 when the late President was a 


young congressman. 

The young aide who was to hold a succession of high 
offices, including three terms as governor of Texas, got his 
schooling from a tough master who knew every angle of the 
politics of influence and pull. 

Now and then during the House Judiciary Committee's 
debate on the articles of impeachment potshots were taken 
at Johnson. Didn't he deserve impeachment as much as 
President Nixon? Why wasn’t his presidency invesUgated? 

This has been part of a half-submerged Republican 
defense line: You Democrats in the majority are out to 
impeach a Republican President when you know the same 
kind of thing has gone on in Democratic administrations. 

This fosters the corrosive cynicism that all politicians

are corrupt and it happens that some get caught and others 
don't. 

In the poor boy-to-millionairc sweepstakes, Lyndon 
Johnson was no slouch. He was on a public payroll all his 
life until he left the presidency. While in the five years in the 
White House, his salary was $200,000 annually with an 
additional $50,000. Both amounts were taxable. 

Yet after his death in 1973, his estate was estimated at 
$35 to $40 million. This included the several millions he had 
previously given to his two daughters Lynda Bird Robb and 
Luci Nugent 

The bulk of the estate was in valuable television and 
radio properties and in large landholdings, some of which 
had been disposed of shortly before his death. One 
television property had been sold net lung before for $9 
million. 

To this reporter’s knowledge only one newspaper, the 
Wall Street Journal, did an in-depth investigation of how the 
President and Mrs. Johnson acquired the TV stations. 

Influence and pressure marked the trail that made it 
impossible for "outsiders" to compete in the Johnson 
domain in Texas. I was at the ranch as the Journal articles

appeared and the President vented his wrath in typical 
Johnsonian fashion. 

Power and money were the two poles of attraction for 
Connally and his mentor. Power meant money. It was as 
simple as that since, as has so often been demonstrated, 
wealth does not necessarily mean political power. 

Sniffing the political winds Connally decided to back 
Nixon. Connally got his reward when Nixon named him 
secretary of the treasury. With the Republicans riding high, 
this set in motion the boom for Connally as the party's 
nominee in 1976. 

Secretary Connally presided over the meeting of the 
finance ministers of the Group of Ten that reached an 
agreement on the realignment of exchange rates. The 
President called it "the most significant monetary 
agreement in the history of the world,” the most significant 
event in world financial history. The agreement lasted 
hardly more than a year. 

Yet the President was enarmored of the big, tough 
talking Texan who, in 1972, headed Democrats for Nixon. 
He had all the bold assurance that Nixon, so insecure in his 
background, lacked. 

What has been forgotten is that the President after 
Spiro Agnew's downfall first offered the vice presidency to 
Connally who declined because he felt that Democrats in 
Congress could block his confirmation. Even if he got 
through, it would be after a bruising fight that would 
seriously impair his chances for the presidential 
nomination. 

Now this all goes glimmering for the boy from 
Floresville who moved into the bracket of private planes 
and $400 suits. It is one more trial in the long tragic 
procession haunting this grisly year of our disillusion.

Quinn , Dukakis Agreed 
Not To Hit Each Other 

A "gentleman’s agreement” exists between Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn and former State Representative 
Michael S. Dukakis that they will not publicly criticize each 
other in their campaigns for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. 

This was disclosed recently by Dukakis, and it explains 
why their contest is unexciting, colorless, dull and devoid of 
any real issues other than those posed by political writers. 

Dukakis indicated that the speak-no-evil pact may have 
been made as long ago as December, 1972, but Quinn 
subsequently said that Dukakis approached him on the 
matter about 10 months ago. 

Dukakis expressed the hope that "the two of us could 
avoid personality conflicts and concentrate on our own 
records," according to Quinn. Dukakis said he and Quinn 
had talked several times about what might happen if they 
ran against each other. 

Their agreement to hurl political brickbats only at 
Governor Sargent and not at each other apparently has 
caused Quinn and Dukakis to abstain from engaging in a 
debate and from citing the specific issues on which they 
liave taken opposing stands. 

Neither has challenged the other to a debate, evidently 
because of the realization that the one challenged would 
find it emburrnssiug to decline. The pact that they will not 
blast each other apparently is the real reason Quinn and 
Dukakis will not engage In a debate. 

On the basis of the statements made by Quinn and 
Dukakis it would appear that the idea for an agreement that 
each would refrain from criticizing the other originated 
wiUi Dukakis. 

"There is a gentleman’s understanding, if you will, 
thougli we haven’t signed any documents, that our ap¬ 
proach to this campaign will not cut at each other or point 
out our disagreements,” Dukakis declared. 

"If you spend your months before the primary telling 
people what’s wrong with your opponent, you’ll have a hard 
time putting the pieces back together in the general election 
campaign," asserted Dukakis, citing that only eight weeks 
elapse between the primary and the final election. 

Wliat Mr. Dukakis says is true-up to a point. If the 


Democratic adversaries in a gubernatorial primary beat up 
each other to the point of making personal attacks upon the 
other, they weaken the other and themselves for the sub¬ 
sequent election showdown. 

A danger, of course, exists that they will inflict wounds 
which cannot be healed between the primary and election 
and will arouse resentment and bitter feeling on the part of 
supporters of the primary loser which will cause them to 
vote for the candidate of the opposing aarty. 

That is what a gentleman’s agreement between two 
primary opponents usually is intended to avoid. But it 
should not prevent an understanding by the voters of the 
differences between Quinn and Dukakis and the issues on 
which they disagree. 

This seems to be happening in the present Democratic 
gubernatorial campaign which up to now has been virtually 
a popularity contest and a test of which candidate had put 
together the better political orgainzation. 

Most voters couldn’t list five issues on which Dukakis 
and Quinn disagree. Some of them know that back in 1965 
Dukakis was one of the leaders in the fight for the adoption 
of the Racial Imbalance Law and that Quinn opposed the 
enactment of that law. 

But that is about as far as they go in their knowledge of 
the two candidates except for the public offices they have 
held. 

That is unfortunate because Quinn and Dukakis are not 
cast from the same political mold. 

Dukakis is a left-wing liberal. Quinn is more a 
moderate, middle-of-the-road Democrat. 

When they served together in the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives, Dukakis was a maverick while Quinn 
rose up through the ranks to become Speaker of the House. 

Quinn was serving as Speaker when Elliot Richardson 
went to Washington to serve as Assistant Secretary of State, 
the first of several positioas he held in the Nixon Ad¬ 
ministration. Quinn was chosen by the legislature to 
succeed Richardson as Attorney General. 

Dukakis is generally regarded as the father of the Nv- 
Faull Automobile Insurance System now in effect in 
Massachusetts. 

To a great many Democratic voters Dukakis is an 
enigma. Tliey know he’s a liberal. They are told he’s a left¬ 
winger, but most of them don’t know what that means. 

They are confused about Dukakis' action in filing 
several disgusting and revolting bills for abortion-advocate 
William Baird. 

Dukukis, in effect, says it was Ills duty and respon¬ 


sibility to file the bills when requested to do so by Baird. 

That explanation actually doesn’t stand up. Almost all 
law-makers would refuse to file such bills. They would not 
talk with Baird, would walk away from Baird when he 
approached them. 

Dukakis, seeking election as Governor, the highest 
office within the gift of the people of Massachusetts, should 
tell the voters about those bills he filed and how he voted on 
them. 

Ordinarily that would be a point of discussion in the 
campaign. But Quinn apparently believes the agreement 
prevents him from bringing up the matter. 

That is unfair to the people of Massachusetts who are 
not getting a full discussion of the issues in a see-no-evil, 
hear-no-evil, speak-no-evil campaign. Democrats never 
have been considered so thin-skinned they couldn't recover 
from a discussion of the basic issues in a primary cam¬ 
paign. 


This bystander does not consider it within the realm of 
realistic political possibility that Francis W. Sargent, an 
incumbent Republican Governor, can be defeated in next 
September's GOP primary. 

Yet, the more we listen to former State Commerce 
Commissioner Carroll Sheehan, Sarge’s primary opponent, 
the more we realize that Sheehan is no political pushover. 

Sheehan is articulate. He projects well on television. He 
makes a good impression upon his listeners. He hits out in 
two-fisted fashion at Governor Sargent. He makes effective 
points against Sarge. 

While he readily concedes he is running his campaign 
on a shoestring and is at a disadvantage in his fight with the 
well-heeled Sargent—"When I go out to campaign, I drive 
my own car, buy my own gasoline and pay my own parking 
fees’’—Sheehan professes to believe that he will be a winner 
in botli the Sept. 10 primary and the final Nov. 5 election. 

He does not agree that a victory for him in the primary 
would wreck the Republican party in Massachusetts. "If I 
beat an incumbent Governor, it would be a very powerful 
move for me,” says Sheehan, arguing that such a feat 
would give him great impetus for the November election.

Sheehan Can't Win—But 
No Political Pushover 
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A lifeguard makes Crystal Lake reply 


To the Editor-. 

I am a lifeguard at Crystal 
Lake. I have reached different 
opinions than the ones that 
have been previously ex¬ 
pressed in the newspaper. 

Many people do not un¬ 
derstand the position of the 
LIFEGUARDS in many 
situations and are ignorant of a 
lifeguards’ responsibilities. 

Each guard’s first respon¬ 
sibility is to the swimmer; to 
keep an attentive eye on the 
water; to assure everyone’s 
safety. In addition, the guards 
are to make certain (those who 
are not adults) that children 
swim in the water depth equal 
or sufficient to their swimming 
capabilities. 

The “deep end test" seems to 
be a very controversial topic at 
Crystal-Lake this year and it 
concerns many who wrote to 
this paper. Let me explain the 
test from my point of view: 

When a child takes the test 
for the "deep end,” I look for 
good style, by that I mean, a 
good, strong, flutter kick and 
rotary breathing coordinated 
with a strong rythmic arm 
stroke. 

A very essential part of the 
"test" is the endurance of the 
full 25 yards. If a child swims 
well the first half of the test, 
then slows down considerably 
on the second half or after 
completing the "test” the child 
is breathing heavily (assumin 
here that the child didn’t race 
across) and appears quite 
fatigued, that is what is often 
termed as the child “not being 
strong enough.” 


To explain this point further: 
if the child has only the 
strength to swim the distance 
of the “test” and if the child 
swims in the “deep end” and 
has very little strength left, 
then allowing the child to swim 
in the deep end would be 
contrary to the child’s safety. 
When a child fails the “test" 
(we don’t fail the child, the 
child fails himself). I always 
tell the child WHY and I try to 
show the youth the proper way 
because I don’t know how the 
child can correct errors if the 
correct way isn’t shown. 

Very often when a child is 
taking the “test" a parent 
accompanies the yough. If the 
parent is with the child, I 
always explain what mistakes 
the child is making to the 
parent while the child is 
making them so the parent will 
understand if the child fails the 
“test.” At this point, let me 
also make it clear that a youth 
can make some small mistakes 
and still pass the "test." 

Many people are dissatisfied 
with the judgment of the 
lifeguards. Each lifeguard 
judges the "test" differently 
because each guard is dif¬ 
ferent. The "test" is judged 
very strictly on a very crowded 
day. On an uncrowded, cool 
day the "test" is a bit easier to 
let those who don’t very often 
get a chance to swim the deep 
end do so because the guard is 
now able to watch them 
because fewer people are 
swimming. 

The “test” being such a 
disputed issue, I took this 


opportunity to further explain 
the "test” from the point of 
view of the lifeguards. The 
explanation of the "test" is my 
own personal viewpoint. I am 
speaking for myself, not for the 
staff at Crystal Lake, although 
some of the staff may be in 
agreement with my views. 

In conclusion, I would like to 
emphasize that the staff is 
there for the safety of the 
public and those who have

Suave sleuth stalks stardom 


NEW YORK (UPI) - When 
Ian Charmichael finally found 
out he was going to play the 
role of Lord Peter Wimsey, the 
ever so-scphistlcated British 
sleuth of the 1920’s, he was 
ecstatic. 

He had been pounding the 
pavements of London to get the 
part for nearly a decade. 

"Peter was a baby of mine,” 
said Charmichael in a tele¬ 
phone interview drom London. 
"I wanted to do the gentleman 
since 1964-65. I knew Peter. I 
was Peter." 

Lord Peter is the super¬ 
sleuth created by Dorothy L. 
Sayers as a diversion from her 
task of translating Dante’s 
"Divine Comedy" into English. 

Miss Sayers, an Oxford don, 
prepared Lord Peter with a 
drop of Fred Astaire, a touch of 
Noel Coward and a little dash 
of Cole Porter. 

Lord Peter, who made his 
first alpearance in 1923 in book 
form, returned to U.S. televi¬ 
sion via the PBS network last 
Sunday in "Clouds of Witness." 
The other four parts of the 
Masterpiece Theater mini-ser¬ 
ies will be shown on the suc¬ 
ceeding weeks. 

The British-born Charmicha¬ 
el, who was starred in such 
films as “I’m All Right Jack” 
and "School ior Scandal,” said 
he banged on countless doors in 
l-ondon trying to get someone 
to produce Lord Peter. But no 
one wanted the flapper-era 
detective. 

"They had no confidence in 
him," he said. "But then the 
BBC decided to give it a try. 
But they still didn’t have any 
confidence, even after we did 
the first one. They were still 
very cagy about it. No one 
would stand up an say, 'Bingo

in which, for example, a $16.000-per-year salary would get a 
lower percentage increase than a $9,000 salary. 

The decision to close down the incinerator at the end of 
this year has forced the city to turn to another method of 
rubbish disposal after that date. 

Bids for another method I the construction of several 
small, nearly pollution-free, modular incinerators and the 
conversion of the incinerator to a transfer station from 
which a contractor would haul the rubbish out of the city are 
about the only two alternatives) were to have been opened 
this week. 

The decision on which bid to accept, however, will in¬ 
volve the Newton-Waltham Regional Waste Disposal 
District, which has been studying the feasibility of the two 
cities joining together to solve their disposal problem. 

According to reports from two consultant firms. Arthur 
D. little and Camp Dresser & McKee, alteration of the 
incinerator to meet present and future antipollution 
standards would be throwing good money after bad. 

Another factor indirectly affecting the tax rate has 
been the failure of the Towers condominium development to 
get off the ground. Had it been completed, it might have 
generated more than $2 million taxes, conceivably reducing 
the tax rate by $6. 

This fiscal year will be the last in which real estate 
assessments are at less than fair market value. Next year's 
tax rate will be based on full market value as of Jap. 1,1975. 

According to state figures. Newton is assessed in total a 
51 per cent of true value, although many homes are valued 
at more like 30 per cent or even less.

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TropicaI fish collectings big business 


Fish fanciers in America 
spent nearly *700 million on 
tropical fish, fish food and 
aquarium supplies last year. 

The United States annually 
imports some 600 million 
tropical fish to meet the 
demands of an estimated 50 
million people who buy, collect 
and display the fragile, finny 
creatures. 

The economic importance 
and widespread appeal of 
tropical fish collecting were 
underscored recently when 
importers, retailers and fish 
distributors from throughout 
the nation and Mexico 
gathered at the University of 
Georgia for a conference on 
tropical fish diseases, Among 
those attending was Stephen P. 
Cohen, 19 Chestnut Terr., 
Newton Centre, of Debby's Pet 
I .and of Brockton. 

Sponsored by the univer¬ 
sity’s College of Veterinary 
Medicine and the Pet Industry 
Joint Advisory Council, the 
conference focused on such 
topics as the causes , 
prevention and treatment of 
fish diseases and en¬ 
vironmental control of fish. 

Dr. John B. Gratzek, 
professor and head of the 
medical microbiology 
department in the veterinary 
college, helped organize and 
stage the meeting. Gratzek 
said that despite all the interest 
in tropical fish as a hobby, 
“Many people are not aware of 
some of the practices required 
for optimum health of fish." 

To maintain healthy fish, the 
professor advised, hobbyists 
should first be certain they buy 
healthy fish. "Buy from 
reputable dealers, check to see 
that the fish are eating well, 
have no white spots and that 
their fins are complete, and 


ask if the fish have been 
treated for external 
parasites," he said. 

Gratzek stressed the im¬ 
portance of good water 
filtration in aquariums, 
"Owners should remember 
that the waste products of the 
fish are toxic to the fish and 
can only be broken down by 
bacterial action in the filter," 
he said. "It takes about 25 days 
after an aquarium is first set 
up for the bacteria to get 
established. Therefore, only a 
very few fish should be put in 
aquariums for the first 20 to 25 
days." 

Gratzek recommends that 
filters be cleaned by lightly 
rinsing them in tap water, 
rather than in soap or hot 
water, so as not to kill bacteria 
growing on the surface. 

Aquarium owners should 
secure one of the many books 
sold in most pet stores and 
written specifically on fish 
diseases, Gratzek said. But he 
cautioned that people should 
seek expert help when their 
fish become sick rather than 
experiment with home 
treatments which may or may 
not be effective. 

"Fish can get sick from 
many causes," Gratzek said. 
"Fish diseases are as complex 
as the diseases of other 
animals, maybe more so, 
because fish are completely 
dependent upon their en¬ 
vironment. 

"Poor environmental con¬ 
ditions for particular species of 
fish could include pH (acidity 
or alkalinity) extremes and 
ammonia nitrate and nitrate 
levels,” he continued. "Bac¬ 
teria tend to accumulate as 
nitrate levels increase, and 
consequently, about 10 to 20 per 


cent of aquarium water should 
be changed weekly or at least 
biweekly. The frequent water 
change will also tend to reduce 
growth of algae." 

Three common tropical fish 
diseases are fin and tail rot, 
"ich" and worms. "Fin and tail 
rot is a complex disease caused 
by poor water quality, ex¬ 
cessive waste products, 
parasites and bacteria," 
Gratzek said. 

"Ich," or ichthyophthirius, 
produces white spots and 
mucus on the gills, causing fish 
to suffocate. There are several 
cures, but Gratzek recom¬ 
mends the medications and 
remidles available through 
aquarium stores. 

Flat worms and round 
worms invade fish in a variety 
of ways, and can predispose 
them to bacterial infections, he 
said. 

Sometimes, a disease can be 
imported with the fish. The 
United States annually imports 
about 600 million fish, Gratzek 
said. Approximately 80 per 
cent come from the Far East, 
15 per cent from South 
America and the rest from 
Africa. Fully 90 per cent of all 
aquarium fish in this country 
are imported. Gratzek said the 
industry realizes the danger of 
hazardous organisms coming 
into the country along with 
fish, and tries to police itself 
rather then being forced to by 
government regulations. 

"We’re living in an era of 
ecological consciousness and 
the pet industry is interested in 
finding out if anything is being 
brought into this country that 
might be a threat to our public 
health and animals, including 
fish,” he said. 

One safeguard is continuous 
research, such as is performed

by Gratzek and other 
professors in the University of 
Georgia College of Veterinary 
Medicine. Last year the Pet 
Industry Joint Advisory 
Council gave the college 
$25,000—and this year a *30,000 
grant—to test water and fish 
samples provided by im¬ 
porters. So far, the studies 
have shown that contamination 
by organisms potentially 
dangerous to human and 
animal health is no more 
common in the foreign water 
and fish than in this country. 

Vet college professors have 
been teaching and researching 
fish diseases for six years. 
Most of the research has been 
on catfish disease because 
catfish production is an im¬ 
portant new industry in 
Georgia. More recently, 
however, pet industry grants 
have allowed the research to be 
extended to aquarium fish "to 
make sure importation of fish 
is not a threat to American 
fish, including channel catfish 
and trout," Gratzek said. 

The college also offers 
diagnostic services for fish 
disease problems through the 
North Georgia Diagnostic 
Assistance Laboratory. 

The tropical fish disease 
conference was an outgrowth 
of a catfish disease meeting 
held two years ago by the vet 
college. Both conferences are 
pari of the college's service 
program, which offers the 
expertise of college faculty 
members to professional, 
producer and consumer groups 
in the state and around the 
country.

Our thanks to a Walpole reader, Mrs. T.I., who writes 
that when turkey is on sale she cuts it up and prepares it 
with potatoes in a barbecue sauce. Her family has now 
asked her to prepare "summer turkey" at Thanksgiving. 

OVEN BARBECUED TURKEY 

1 turkey (8-10 lb.), cut Into pieces 
Seasoned flour 

M« eup margarine 
V« eup shortening 
Barbecue sauce 

Thickly sliced or halved potatoes. 

Each half of turkey breast should be cut crosswise into 
two pieces. The back, if used, should be cut into three 
pieces. Roll Turkey pieces in seasoned flour and brown in 
shortening and margarine. Transfer to baking pan and 
bake at 325 degrees for 45 minutes. Pour barbecue sauce 
over pieces and bake for 1 hour longer or until meat is 
tender. Baste every 20 minutes. Peeled and sliced (or 
halved) potatoes may be added with the turkey pieces for 
the last hour of baking. Allow at least 1 potato per person.

2 medium onions, minced 

1 green pepper, minced 
One-third eup olive oil 

3 cloves garlic, crushed 
One-third cup wine vinegar 
1V4‘ cups catsup 

2 tablespoons prepared mustard

1 teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon ground pepper

Cook onions and green pepper in oil just until soft. Add 
garlic and stir until garlic is soft but do not let it brown. 
Add vinegar, catsup, mustard, sugar, Worcestershire 
sauce, salt, pepper, water and lemon.

Line bottom of a square 9-inch baking pan with waxed 
paper. Lightly toss fresh blueberries with 2 tablespoons 
flour. In a mixing bowl, cream the butter; gradually add 
both sugars and beat until light and fluffy. Beat in egg. Sift 
together flour, baking powder, salt, nutmeg and cinnamon; 
add to creamed mixture alternately with milk, beginning 
and ending with dry ingredients. Stir in blueberries and 
lemon peel. Turn into pan. Bake 35 to 45 minutes. Cool in 


pan for 5 minutes. Turn onto rack and cool completely. Cut 
cake in half horizontally; fill and frost with Lemon Butter 
Frosting.

Orange Peach Crumble 


Across the Kitchen Counter 


Cheeks blushing, the peach accepts the title “Queen of 
Fruits” and reigns supreme as the juciest most flavorful of 
fruits. 

Fresfi peaches add much to summer enjoyment in the 
guise of pies, shortcakes, puddings or best of all eating out- 
of-hand. The freestone peach is the type you are most likely 
to find on the market — when ripe, the flesh of the freestone 
separates readily from the pit. Good quality peaches should 
be bright and fresh with a yellow or creamy background 
color. The amount and shade of color on surface varies 
according to variety and pre-harvest weather. Blush alone 
is not an indication of quality. 

When buying peaches look for those that are firm but 
not hard — those that are hard with a green ground color 
may not ripen. Unless they are for immediate use, avoid 
soft peaches and those with bruised or discolored flesh 
because at room temperature decay will develop rapidly 
and may spread to other peaches. To ripen peaches, keep at 
room temperature and if you want to slow the ripening 
process, put peaches in the refrigerator, but don't keep 
them there too long or they will begin to shrivel after a 
week’s time. 

Dieters, did you know that a pound of fresh unpeeled 
apples supplies 242 calories and a mere 16 milligrams of 
vitamin C? On the other hand, a pound of peaches peeled, 
yields only 150 calorics and provides 29 milligrams of 
vitamin C as well as over 2,000 international units of 
vitamin A. 

Peaches are most delicious just as they come from the 
tree, juicy and ripe, however if you’ve brought home a 
basket or two from a country roadside stand, you might 
want to try some of the following recipes. It’s truly a peachy 
time of the year! 

PEACHES IN SHERRY SAUCE 
4 large fresh peaches 
3 /i cup sugar 
2 cups water 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 egg yolks 

Mi teaspoon salt 
3 4 cup cup confectioners' sugar 
One-third cup cream sherry 
1 cup heavy or all purpose cream, whipped 
Peel, pit and halve peaches. Boil sugar and water; add 
peaches and simmer for 8 minutes or until peaches are fork 
tender. Add vanilla and chill until ready to serve. Beat egg 
yolks with salt until thick and lemon colored; gradually add 
confectioners' sugar and beat until thick; add cream 
sherry. In a small bowl, whip heavy cream; fold into egg 
yolk mixture. Place a peach half in a dessert dish or 
champagne glass; spoon sauce over peach half and sprinkle 
lightly with either nutmeg or toasted almonds. Serves 8. 

ORANGE PEACH CRUMBLE 
4 pounds peaches, sliced (approx. 6 cups) 

6 tablespoons (!z 6-oz. can) frozen orange juice con¬ 
centrate, undiluted 

1 cup firmly packed brown sugar 
Mi cup all purpose flour 
'■ z cup uncooked rolled oats 
Mi teaspoon salt 


teaspoon cinnamon 
>-1 teaspoon nutmeg 
One third cup soft margarine 
Put sliced peaches in 2-quart baking dish; sprinkle with 
undiluted concentrate. Mix brown sugar, flour, rolled oats, 
salt, cinnamon and nutmeg; cut in margarine until 
crumbly. Sprinkle over peaches in baking dish. Bake in 375 
degree oven for 20 minutes until peaches arc tender. Serve 
with Orange Cream Topping below. 

ORANGE CREAM TOPPING 
Whip 1 cup heavy cream until stiff; fold in 2 tablespoons 
frozen orange juice concentrate, thawed, undiluted. 

PEACH ALMOND UPSIDE-DOWN PIE 
Pastry for 2 crust 9-inch pie 
2 tablespoons soft butter or margarine 
Two-thirds cup toasted sliced almonds or pecan halves 
One-third cup brown sugar 
5 cups sliced peaches (approximately 8) 

3 /i cup sugar 
Mi cup brown sugar 
2 tablespoons tapioca 
H- teaspoon nutmeg 
4i teaspoon cinnamon 

Line 9-inch pie pan with 12-inch square of foil. Let ex¬ 
cess foil overhang edge. Spread with 2 tablespoons butter. 
Press nuts and one-third cup brown sugar into butter. Fit 
bottom crust into pie pan over nuts and brown sugar. Mix 
remaining ingredients and pour into pastry shell. Cover 
with top crust and seal, flute and prick top with fork. Brush 
lightly with milk. Bake at 450 degrees for 10 minutes. Lower 
heat to 375 degrees; bake 35 to 40 minutes more. Cool 
thoroughly. Turn upside down on serving plate and remove 
foil. Serves 8. Serve as is or with vanilla ice cream. 

PEACH MARSHMALLOW PARFAITS 
4 cups diced peeled fresh peaches (6 peaches — about 
1*2 pounds) 

1 cup sour cream 
lMi cups miniature marshmallows 
'z cup heavy cream, whipped 
Fresh peach slices 

Lightly mix sliced peaches, sour cream, marshmallows 
and whipped cream. Chill several hours to blend flavors. 
Serve in parfait glasses or individual dessert dishes. 
Garnish with peach slices just before serving. Serves 6. 

UNBAKED PEACHCREAM PIE 

1 pkg. (8 oz.) cream cheese 
Mi cup sugar 

2 tablespoons Cointreau or orange juice concentrate 
'z cup whipping cream 

1 9-inch baked pastry shell, cooled 

3 cups sliced peeled peaches 
One-third cup orange marmalade 

With electric mixer, beat cream cheese, sugar and 
Cointreau or orange juice concentrate until smooth; 
gradually add the cream, beating until mixture is light and 
fluffy. Spoon into pie shell and chill at least 30 minutes. Just 
before serving, arrange peaches over filling, overlapping 
slices slightly and heat orange marmalade just until 
melted; carefully spoon over peaches. Serve at once. 
Makes 8 servings.

Newton area families will 
have the opportunity this fall to 
provide an unusually full pre¬ 
school experience for their 
three-and four-year-olds, as a 
result of a new program set up 
by Newton Community Service 
Center, Inc., Anthony J. Bibbo, 
executive director. 

The Child Center of West 
Newton, to be located at the 
Unitarian Society on 
Washington St., will offer 
preschoolers experiences and 
activities which, according to 
teacher-director Susan Werbe, 
will enable each child to start 
at his or her own level of 
development "and grow in¬ 
tellectually, Physically and 
socially-at their own rates." 

The Child Center opens 
Monday, Sept. 9. Parents can 
choose to send their child from 
7:30 p.m. to noon, Monday- 
through Friday. The Center 
staffers will make use of two 
large rooms and two smaller 
ones in creating learning 
centers for ongoing art ac¬ 
tivities, dramatic play, 
science, reading, and physical 
and learning games. 

Teacher-director Werbe, 
who has a Master’s degree in 
Early Childhood Education 
from the University of Mass, 
and who for the past two years 
has directed a Headstart 
program for pre-schoolers of 
low-income families in western 
Massachusetts, stresses that 
the Child Center will use an 
individual approach in 
determining each child’s 
starting point and in helping 
each child to develop during 
the year. But the Child Center 
will feature as well, she says, 
the kind of social and learning 
experience “that can help 
children become competent, 
creative and more in¬ 
dependent." 

“For example, the 


calssroom will usually function 
on a family grouping basis, 
with both age groups together. 
Children learn not only from 
their interactions with the 
envoronment, adults, and their 
peers, but also from older 
children. Older children then 
get a chance to sense their 
mastery of a skill, by teaching 
it to another, younger child.” 
This grouping, notes Ms. 
Werbe. also helps children to 
understand their responsibility 
toward others in the group as 
well as to themselves.

boaters will float a mo3t varied 
assortment of craft on the 
nation's waterways this 
summer in search of peace, 
relaxation and easy adventure. 

Today’s boaters are not 
pioneers, however, and before 
casting themselves onto the 
waters, the Insurance Infor¬ 
mation Institute suggests that 
some careful preparation on 
land will help ssurc a safe 
season for themselves and 
their families and friends. 

Coast Guard boating ac¬ 
cident statistics provide an 
uncomfortable reminder of 
what can go wrong once off 
shore: boats are swamped and 
their occupants thrown into the 
water; capsizings and sinkings 
lead to deaths by drowning; 
and fires and explosions wreck 
anticipations of a champion 
season. 

A Proper Craft 

Paraphrasing the words of a 
popular song, there is a boat 
for every purpose and a pur¬ 
pose for every boat. An obvious 
but exaggerated example is 
that no rowboat is designed to 
be ocean-going. 

The Institute notes that no 
matter how well designed and 
engineered a boat is, using it in 
the wrong waters, or trying to 
exceed the limitations of speed 
or capacity for which it was 
built automatically make it 
unsafe. 

Therefore, boat owners and 
those thinking of purchasing a

recreational small craft have 
two judgment calls to make: 
how to tell when a boat is in 
safe, working order; and, 
under what condition is it safe 
to use the boat, assuming all 
systems arc go. 

Three Critical Systems 

There are three systems to 
check out: fuel, Electrical and 
steering. They must be more 
than in working order. Con¬ 
nections, fastenings, protective 
casings and other parts of each 
system should be expertly 
checked for conditions that 
could produce hazards during 
operation. 

The Coast Guard Auxiliary, 
as part of its Courtesy 
Motorboat Examination, also 
checks for: the configuration 
and working order of 
navigation lights; sound 
producing devices; anchor and 
anchor line, and ventilation 
systems among other. 

Various standards have also 
been suggested for flotation 
materials in the construction of 
boats, and some regulations 
have been issued by the Coast 
Guard. Flotation insures that a 
boat will stay afloat and not 
sink in the event of a swamping 
or capsizing. This is vital since 
most boating fatalities are 
caused by drownings 
associated with capsizings. 
Boaters should, in the event 
that their boat capsizes, 
remain with the boat, the 
Institute says. 

Boats have Limitations 

No matter how well designed 
and engineered, the safe boat 
can be made unsafe by poor 
judgment. Boaters should use 
their craft only in waters and 
weather with which it can 
easily cope. 

In addition, each vessel will 
have a certain load capacity, 
whether measured in pounds or 
number of people. Some newer 
boats will have a plaque at¬ 
tached to indicate that 
capacity. Other owners might 
inquire of the manufacturer or 
retailer, or of their local Coast 
Guard Auxiliary for this ad¬ 
vice. 

Many boats have also been 
tested for maximum speed or 
power output under optimal 
conditions, i.e. with a light load 
and calm waters. When these 


recommendations are not on a 
plaque attached to a craft, the 
Institute recommends owners 
check out this data, as well. 

Sources For Standards 

There are several different 
sources including the Coast 
Guard Auxiliary, that 
recommend safety standards 
for small crafts and In some 
eases offer certification and 
inspection programs, ac¬ 
cording to the Institute: 

-Since Oct. 31, 1972, the 
Coast Guard has required that 
all recreational craft meet 
specific safety standards, and 
that each boat have a plaque 
attached certifying that those 
standards in effect at the date 
of construction have been met. 

To obtain details on what 
those standards are, or to 
request a free Courtesy 
Motorboat Examination, 
contact your nearest Coast 
Guard Auxiliary. 

The Auxiliary also offers free 
public education classes. A 
home study program, "The 
Skipper’s Course,” is available 
from the Superintendent of 
Documents for a nominal $1.50 
(ask for Catalog No. TD 5.2: SK 
3; Superintendent of 
Documents, GPO, Washington, 
D.C. 20402). 

—Perhaps the most 
exhaustive set of standards is 
offered by the designers and 
engineers who made up the 
American Boat and Yacht 
Council (ABYC), whose major 
activity is the research and 
development of safety stan¬ 
dards. 

They publish a com¬ 
prehensive manual entitled, 
“Safety Standards for Small 
Crafts," which they make 
available for $35. For those 
without the technical skill to 
evaluate these standards as 
they apply to a craft they plan 
to purchase, or that they 
already own, marine surveyors 
are available (see the 
telephone directory), for a fee, 
to make a thorough 
examination of the craft. The 
ABYC is located in New York 
at 15 East 26th Street, 
Manhattan. 

—The National Fire 
Protection Association (NF- 
PA) has developed another 
source concentrating 


specifically on fire hazard 
safety standards for small 
craft. NFPA Is located at 470 
Atlantic Avenue, Boston 
(02210), and the booklet, Fire 
Protection of Motor Craft, is 
available for $1.75. 

—Boating manufacturers 
have gotten together to form 


the industry supported Boating 
Industry Association (BIA), 
which has adopted some of the 
ABYC standards for their 
certification. Boats con¬ 
structed to meet those stan¬ 
dards, as judged by inspectors 
sent to various sites of 
manufacture, carry a plaque 


indicating their certification. 

No matter what approach is 
chosen, the Institute recom¬ 
mends that boat owners walk 
that extra mile to insure that 
their boat is safe for them¬ 
selves, their family and friends 
- and their fellow boaters.

Census 
survey of 
housing 
continues 

About 1,250 housing units in 
the greater Boston 
metropolitan area will be 
visited this month by Bureau of 
the Census interviewers, 
Arthur G. Dukakis, director of 
the Bureau’s Data Collection 
Center in Boston, announced. 

The survey began in April. 
Each month about 1,250 dif¬ 
ferent housing units are in the 
survey, and when it is com¬ 
pleted in March, 1975, a total of 
15,000 units will have been 
canvassed. 

Boston is one of the 19 
Standard Metropolitan 
Statistical Areas (SMSA’s) in 
this year’s survey. The Census 
Bureau and the Department of - 
Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) planned 
the survey jointly. It is being 
conducted in response to a need 
for frequent and up-to-date 
data on housing, considered 
one of the indicators of the 
nation’s economic condition. 

Joint HUD-Census reports 
will be issued about nine 
months after completion of the 
< interviews. Data will be shown 
for the city of Boston, for the 
remainder of the SMA outside 
the city, and for the total 
SMSA. 

All information obtained by 
the Census Bureau is con- 1 
fidential by law and can be 
used only to compile statistical 
totals in which no person, 
household, or housing unit can 
be identified. 

Interviewers are local 
residents, locally trained for 
the work. Each carries an 
official identification card with 
the bearer’s photograph and 
signature.

Newton Centre gains two

Some random thoughts on baseball as I 
wonder what a Gerald Ford football card is 
worth . . . 

When I was younger and wanted to im¬ 
press my friends with my baseball 
knowledge, I would always tell them to ignore 
a pitcher's won-lost percentage and look to his 
E.R.A. The earned run average is the true 
indicator of a pitcher's worth, I smugly ob¬ 
served, because it reflects his performance 
without considering his team's ability to score 
runs for him. Now that I have entered the 
twilight of my sports perception (at the 
mellow age of twenty-four), I have concluded 
that the earned run average is not the 
definitive statistic it appeared to be. As in any 
team sport, the name of the game is winning. 
If a team happens to score a lot of runs or play 
great defense for one particular pitcher, that 
pitcher becomes all the more valuable. I 
would much rather have a lucky 20-10 pitcher 
than a snake-bitten 15-15 pitcher. Where an 
earned run average really becomes 
misleading is with relief pitchers. Imagine 
this scenario. (That word sounds ominously 
familiar). The bases are loaded with two outs 
and the starting pitcher is lifted. The relief 
pitcher enters and proceeds to give up three 
consecutive singles, scoring the three base 
runners before finally getting the third out. 
How does that reliable E.R.A. work out? The 
starting pitcher gets three earned runs added 
to Hi total while the relief pitcher’s E.R.A. 
de eases with one-third inning pitched and 
no earned runs, Hiis seems about as fair as 
Richard Kleindeinst’s sentence for perjury .. 


I'll trade you two Gerald Fords for one 
Ronald Reagan and a Pat O'Brien . . . 

Isn't it irritating to hear those National 
League snobs tell you how weak the American 
League is by bringing up Gaylord Perry and 
Nolan Ryan and old Frank Robinson stories? 
If you need some ammunition, try the per¬ 
formances of Andy Messersmith, Tommy 
John or Lynn McGlothen. If that is not 
enough, sprinkle liberally with Reggie Smith 
and Sonny Siebert. 

Whatever happened to Al Pilarcik and 
Jerry Lumpe? 

I think I have heard about enough of 
Reggie Smith and how bad that trade with St. 
Louis was. Judging trades has always been a 
risky proposition, especially because the 
standards have always been misleading. You 
cannot judge the merits of a trade by simply 
comparing the statistics of the respective 
players. You must also consider how the 
player was playing before he was traded. 
Reggie Smith is hitting .327. Fine. Good luck 
to him.

The plain truth is that Jim Wynn was in 
a rut in Houston and would never have hit 
above .260 there. What Wynn does somewhere 
else is simply not that important in judging 
his trade. 


Colson, Magruder, Ehrlichman and 
Krough are going to make a heckuva prison 
softball team. How would you like to brush 
one of them back? 

I figure I must spend at least two hours a 
day defending baseball. It is very chic to 
moan about how boring baseball is. Baseball 
is only boring if you watch it expecting con¬ 
stant physical action. Going to a ballgame 
with a good friend on a nice day, buying some 
peanuts and sitting back to reminisce is one of 
the last gentle pleasures in sports. As for the 
game itself, do not tell me the basic set-up of 
the game promotes boredom. Baseball has an 
elegance and time frame all its own.

Red Cross urges precautions

The hurricane season has 
arrived, hard on the heels of 
some of the most disastrous 
tornadoes in history. From now 
until November, the American 
Red Cross warns, residents of 
hurricane-prone areas should 
take precautions to protect 
lives and property when such 
storms threaten. 

The Greater Boston Red 
Cross Chapter has been up¬ 
dating its hurricane 
emergency relief plan, ac¬ 
cording to Herbert E. Cook. 
Disaster Chairman. 

“Under the national Red 
Cross Hurricane Action Plan." 
Mr. Cook explained, "each of 
the three hurricane-prone Red 
Cross areas • Eastern. 
Southeastern and Midwestern - 
has designated coastal district 
offices, which coordinate the 
relief efforts of chapters within 
their territories in time of 
hurricane disasters. Our local 
Chapter is coordinating its 
efforts with the New England 
Division of the American Red 
Cross which encompasses the 
shorelines of Rhode Island. 
Massachusetts. New Hamp¬ 
shire and Maine." 

Mr. Cook pointed out that the 
National Hurricane Center 
serves as a focal point for 
analyzing and monitoring 
tropical disturbances as they 
form and develop. “A direct 
•hot-line' between this center 
and the Red Cross provides an 
early alert so that ARC staff, 
volunteers and equipment can 
be quickly mobilized. Red 
Cross disaster team volunteers 
are placed on 24-hour alert 
whenever a hurricane 
threatens a coastal area." The 
chairman added that the Red 
Cross has increased its mobile 
equipment for handling 
communications and 
emergency feeding. 

He recommended that Bay 
State residents observe these 
safety tips if a hurricane 
threatens their area. 

1. Listen carefully to weather 
service advisories and other 
official information broadcasts 
on television and radio. Keep a 
battery-powered radio 
available for use in case of 
power failure, and be sure to 
have extra batteries on hand. 

2. If you must leave your 
home, remember to take 
important papers, and such 
tilings as prescription drugs, 
eyeglasses and foods for 
special diets. 

3. If you have not been ad¬ 
vised to evacuate, stay indoors, 
preferably in a brick or con¬ 
crete building. 

4. Keep away from windows. 

5. Store drinking water in 
bottles, cooking utensils and 
clean bathtubs. Keep a supply 
of food on hand that does not 
require cooking. Be sure to 
have candles and flashlights 
available. Before the storm 
lilts, turn refrigerators to the 
coldest setting to preserve 
foods for as long as possible in 
case of later power failure. Fill 
tiie gasoline tank of your car. 

6. Secure outdoor objects and 
store garbage cans, garden 
furniture and tools, awnings 
and other objects in safe 
places, to reduce the hazard of 
these objects being buffeted by 
liigh winds and causing per¬ 
sonal injury or property 
damage. 

7. Put storm shutters in place 
or board-up windows. 

8. Don't touch fallen wires. 


Report the damage to the 
power company. 

Mr. Cook added a special 
warning to residents of mobile 
homes, since these dwellings 
are particularly vulnerable to 


destructive winds. "Do not 
stay in a mobile home when a 
hurricane is approaching,” he 
said. "Seek refuge in a nearby 
sturdy building or the nearest 
Red Cross shelter."

Camping can be great fun. 
But watch out for hidden 
hazards. 

Everybody knows about the 
danger of fire and poisoned 
insect bites. But not many 
people have ever heard about 
the damaging effects of 
beryllium dust. Expose to 
fumes and dust from a metal 
called beryllium can cause 
damage to the lungs. The 
fumes can come from the 
mantles of some - not all - gas 
lanterns used in camping, says 
Kyle Griggs of the University 
of California’s Lawrence 
Livermore Laboratory. 

The mantle in gas lanterns is 
a device, consisting of a sheath 
of threads, which gives off 
brilliant light when heated by 
the gas flame. When a new 
mantle is used, beryllium 
fumes can be released in the 
first few minutes. The mantle 
is usually lit in a confined 
space - like a tent - and the 
camper leans directly over the 
lamp, breathing the fumes 
deep into his or her lungs. 


Lighting any gas lamp - the 
first time it’s used - in an open 
area and letting it bum ten or 
fifteen minutes in the open can 
reduce the hazard to the lungs. 
Taking care not to blow on the 
lantern to clean it, a process 
that stirs up the beryllium 
dust, is important. 

Many products containing 
beryllium are not so labeled, 
and consumers are not aware 
that precautions are necessary 
to protect their health. Some 
brands of gas lanterns contain 
the metal but do not list it. 
Workers involved in making 
these products face the 
greatest danger. Beryllium is 
used mainly in the aerospace, 
nuclear, computer, and 
ceramics industries. 

Inhaling very small amounts 
of beryllium dust or fumes can 
cause severe, irreversible lung 
disease after such a short 
period as six months. Take 
care with gas lanterns. Contact 
the American Lung 
Association of Boston (your 
Christmas Seal Association). 
It’s a matter of life and breath.

were breeding on Clark’s 
Island off Duxbury and House 
Island off Manchester. The 
cattle egret nest and chicks 
were discovered on House 
Island. 

In addition to finding the new 
breeders, birders taking part 
in the First Massachusetts bird 
atlas survey reported an 
unexpected increase among 
wading birds whose numbers 
have been down since the 
postwar hard pesticide abuse. 
The return of little blue herons 
and black-crowned night 
herons was especially 
noticeable. In addition, the 
snowy egret has become a 
rather common breeding bird 
on some coastal islands. One 
great blue nest was found on 
Clark's Island. 

The first recorded breeding 


of the glossy ibis in 
Massachusetts was established 
in mid-July by three or¬ 
nithologists of the Manomet 
Bird Observatory. Kathleen 
Anderson, director, and Wayne 
Petersen and Brian 
Harrington, biologists, found 
two nests containing young 
glossy ibises and noted at least 
15 young ibises that had left 
nests. 

Proof that cattle egrets were 
breeding on House Island was 
established by Christopher 
Leady, a guide for 
Massachusetts Audubon in¬ 
ternational tours. Leahy also 
found glossy ibis nests on 
House Island, but his discovery 
followed the Manomet con¬ 
firmation by more than a week. 
Cattle egrets have visited 


Massachusetts regularly for at 
least 20 years but have not been 
known to breed here. 

The search began late last 
summer when Petersen noted 
that more than 100 snowy 
egrets and 30 to 40 glossy ibises 
were feeding in salt marshes in 
Marshfield. The unusual 
number of both egrets and 
ibises indicated that the birds 
might be breeding in the area. 
Each evening the birds left the 
marshes to fly to an unknown 
roost. By using the bee-hunter 
technique of following the line 
of flight as long as he could see 
the birds and then picking up 
the flight again the next 
evening at the last point of 
observation, Petersen 
discovered that the birds were 
flying to Clark's Island.

Backyard Frontier: 

Joining the recyclers 


By POLLY BRADLEY

I finally talked my neighbor 
Peggy into joining the local 
recycling program. 

“I didn’t really do it to cut 
down on solid waste pollution,” 
she told me. "I did it to cut 
down on noise pollution from 
my neighbor.” 

"You were a tough one to 
persuade,” I said. "But 
whatever the reason, welcome 
aboard!" 

"Actually it was the story 
you told me about the crazy 
amount of packaging in 
people’s trash.” 

"Story, nothing!” I said. 
"Packaging really is between 
30 and 40 percent of municipal 
solid waste, according to the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. Not only that, but 
packaging accounts for 47 
percent of all paper produc¬ 
tion, 14 percent of aluminum 
production, 75 percent of glass 
production, 8 percent of steel 
production, and 29 percent of 
plastic production.” 

“O.K., O.K., you told me last 
week,” Peggy protested. "How 
can you keep those numbers in 
your head, anyway?" 

“Telling people like you who 
need persuading to recycle 
keeps me in practice," I said. 

"Recycling hasn’t been half 
bad," Peggy said. "Once I 
found a spot in the room closet 
for bottles, a shelf for a box of 
squashed cans, and a corner in 
the cellar for overflow and 
papers, it's simple to take them 
to the town recycling area 
every so often.” 

“You know, Peggy, it really 
makes me happy you haven’t 
found recycling as much of a 


nuisance as you thought it 
might be." 

“The amazing thing is the 
way I can actually see it cut¬ 
ting down on the trash. I used 
to put out six barrels, and now 
I’m only putting out four or 
five. The kids love that. . . it 
cuts down on their weekly 
chores.” 

“That will change when they 
find they have to help 
recycle!” 

"It’s lucky I started 
recycling, since one of the 
garbage can bottoms is only 
hanging on by a sliver of metal. 
I’d throw it away if I could 
figure out how to make the 
trash men take away a trash 
can." 

"That’s a problem even I 
don’t have a theory for 
solving,” I said. “I think there 
must be a union rule that trash 
men can only carry off new 
trash cans. But if you take 
easier problems, like the 
energy crisis... it would save a 
lot of energy to cut down on 
total packaging volume. About 
5 percent of U.S. industrial 
energy goes to packaging, the 
EPA says. And it’s not 
necessary. . . all this over¬ 
packaging is something that's 
just been escalating since 
World War II. It drains our 
natural resources, wastes our 
energy, uses up our land to 
make dumps, and the one sho 
pays for it all is the consumer." 

“Yes, yes, I know, that’s 
what you’ve been telling me for 
the last year. If you don’t stop 
the noise pollution, I'll go back 
to throwing away all my trash 
again.” 

"Anything but that! Tell you 
what. . . you recycle, and I’ll 
never say the word again." 


'The Trees 
appearing at 
Paulist Center 

The Trees will present a 
Christian Experience in 
original music on August 13 
and 14 at the Paulist Center, 5 
Park St., Boston. David Lynch, 
a member of the group, 
describes their meditative 
music: "We use our voices and 
instruments to create layers 
and colors of sound texture in 
composing oratorio, chant, art 
song, raga, acapella, and in¬ 
strumental works. These blend 
together to create a unified 
meditation which seeks to 
make a fragment of Christ’s 
love visible."

"The harmony of music and 
lives exhibited by members of 
The Trees did not happen 
overnight Four years ago they 
came together in an attic in 
Manhatten seeking community 
with each other. They sought to 
make contact with God’s Spirit 
through silence, Eastern 
spirituality, and drugs. But 
after eight months of odd jobs 
and eating rice and vegetables, 
the silence was destroyed. 
Disillusioned, they split to 
different parts of the country’ to 
continue the search. When they 
returned to New York, they 
found that a miracle had taken 
place - each had individually 
experienced God’s forgiveness 
in the person of Jesus Christ. 

“They planned a nation-wide 
tour of various communities 
and monastaries to share what 
was happening to them. Before 
leaving, they acquired some 
strange but beautiful in¬ 
struments, which none of them 
knew play, then set out in an 
old white school bus. In spite of 
the difficulties of living very 
close to one another in the bus 
for the next two years, a 
growing harmony and peace, 
revealed to them that the Lord 
had given them the gift of 
composing original music with 
the help of the Spirit. Their 
forty different instruments " 
belong to the religious 
traditions of other cultures, 
including the sitar and tam- 
boura from India; the chiang 
and koto from China and 
Japan; the belangi from West 
Africa and bells, gongs, drums, 
zither, flutes, and clarinets 
from everywhere. 

"In the words of an ob¬ 
server: The music is unlike 
any that I have heard, and 
undoubtedly springs from the 
life of Christ in their com¬ 
munity.

Retroactive 
pay increase 
from M.N.G. 

“Several thousand former 
Massachusetts National 
Guardpersons have a 
retroactive pay raise awaiting 
them but probably don’t know 
it," says Major General Vhan 
Vartanian, the adjutant 
general of Massachusetts. 

Guardsmen and women who 
served on any pay status from 
October 1 through December 
31, 1972, but have since been 
discharged or left the Guard 
for some other reason are 
entitled to a retroactive pay 
raise for that period. 

"The adjustment was or¬ 
dered in the wake of a recent 
court decision and involves all 
federal employees," Gen. 
Vartanian said. 

The burden for receiving 
payment rests with the in¬ 
dividual. He or she must 
contact the nearest National 
Guard armory for assistance in 
filing a claim. Those currently 
in the Mass. National Guard 
will be processed 1 
automatically and need not 
apply. 

Gen. Vartanian said as many 
as 7,500 former members of the 
Massachusetts National Guard 
may be entitled to the 
retroactive pay raise. In most 
cases it amounts to only a few 
dollars.

CLEMMONS, N.C. (UPI) -

The 27-year-old Green, one of 
the most talkative players on 
the tour, doesn’t see the PGA 
as anything more than just 
another tournament. 

"It's you guys (media) who 
make it something special. 
Sure, when 1 win one of the 
accepted big-four titles, I can 
say ‘I've been there,’ but I've 
already won three times this 
year and all those victories 
were sweet." 

To illustrate his point, Green

Green has just spent two 
weeks in Florida being “a 100 
per cent bum." It was his first 
break from the tour and he 
enjoyed it fishing, swimming 
and playing tennis.

How much to spend 
on a Stereo system

CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) - New Hampshire dentists' 
wives alarmed because the commonest disease in America 
today is tooth decay have written a low sugar cook book 
designed to let you eat your cake and skip the cavities. 
What causes tooth decay is bacteria —types which breed 
on teeth and feed on sugar as it passes through the mouth in 
any form of food. 

‘‘If people would only realize that if they changed their 
diet to a low sugar diet they could reduce this problem 
immensely," said Mary Abbott who with Virginia Couret is 
coeditor of the cook book. "They would also reduce their 
IfakteUiiils and give their kids a much better diet." 

Mrsr 'ftfltott said the Woman's Auxiliary of the New 
JjB 9 *uibirc Dental Society (WANHDS) decided to write the 
book nertwHP "we wanted to educate the public to the real 
need for a low sugar diet. 

"A lot of people think dentists are just out to make money 
and fill teeth. This isn’t true," she said. 

The dental profession is beginning to advocate the 
preventive side of dentistry. But filling cavities does tie 
dentists up in their offices, so New Hampshire dentists' 
wives decided they could help with the public education job. 

The cook book opens with an explanation of how sugar 
affects tooth decay, and a list of foods with hidden sugars — 
like corn flakes, bread, mayonnaise, macaroni, baby foods, 
cheese, fruit juice substitutes and most canned foods. 

Make your own, cut the sugar, and you’ll be ahead in 
dental health, the book suggests for many foods. 

It also gives a long list of hidden sugars in foods ranking 
from root beer to whiskey sours to chocolate cake (with or 
without icing) to orange juice and malted milks. 

Then come the low sugar — sometimes even no-sugar — 
recipies for goodies like strawberry milkshakes, fudge 
cake, banana cream pie and orangehoney waffle spread. 
There also are tips on how to cut sugar from home made 
applie pie and other common recipies without losing 
sweetness. 

The cook book does not use sugar substitutes such as 
saccharine. 

"It’s basically a snack cook book," Mrs. Abbott said. 
"Most kids eat the wrong kinds of snacks —the kinds that 
are really going to give them cavities. Mothers would say 
'what can I do' if you said cut snacks. This provides an 
alternative. 

“I think one of the nicest things in the cook book is our 
snack list that shows you the various snacks kids eat and 
the amount of sugar in each serving. Parents would be 

Marketing has 
fallen apart 

Maybe one reason prices are so out of sight these days 
is that marketing, which was born to keep consumers 
happy, has committed suicide. 

(Which is not to be confused with consumers in the 
marketplace who, when they get an eyeful of the total on the 
cash register, sometimes feel like it.) 

Back in the good old days, before air cargo and 
refrigerated railcars and trucks, people got most of their 
vittles and goods from (1) their own gardesn, (2) neigh¬ 
boring farmers and (3) local merchants who bought from 
nearby suppliers. 

Milk didn't come in square cardboard boxes; you got it 
fresh from the cow in the backyard. If you felt like steak you 
slaughtered a steer; for pork you killed a pig. And if your 
livestock was limited there was always a farmer down the 
road who could take care of you. 

Anything that wasn't grown or made locally folks just 
plain did without. Or, on rare occasions, ordered up from 
the catalogue. Ask anybody who's seen "Music Man" — the 
whole town turned out when the Wells Fargo express rattled 
down Main Street. 

Then farms and factories began to get bigger and 
farther away. And along came some bright young feller 
with a dream of marketing; a more efficient way to 
package goods and distribute them over a wider territory. 

That worked pretty well for a while. Farmers shipped 
their corn to neighboring states...growers put their melons 
in rolling iceboxes for nearby cities...and people started 
driving "to town" to shop. 

Modern technology made it easy to move goods to 
faraway markets, and pretty soon there were so many 
customers for everything it took armies of people to handle 
the business. 


amazed If they put a sugar cube in a bowl for each teaspoon 
of sugar kids eat in a day in some form. They'd have a bowl 
full of sugar lumps," she said. 

Recent statistics show Americans consume more than 100 
pounds of sugar per person per year. 

The cook book, entitled "The I/iok Ma, No Cavities Cook 
Book” has just gone into its second printing. 

Following are several of the book's receipes which 
demonstrate the basic principle of low sugar cooking: 

Bana Cream Pie 

1 tbs unflavored gelatin, % c water, 2 eggs, 1 % c skim 
milk, 2 tbs brown sugar, % tsp salt, 2 bananas peeled and 
sliced, tsp almond extract, 1 tsp vanila extract. 

Soften gelatin in the water. In top of a double boiler, beat 
eggs. Add milk, sugar, salt, cook until mixture thickens and 
coats spoon.. Add gelatin and stir until dissolved. Let cool, 
Fold in bananas and vanilla and almond extracts. Blend 
thoroughly. Pour into 8 inch baked pie shell. Garnish with 
banana slices if desired. 

Here's an extra-thick consistency cake recipe with less 
than two teaspoons of sugar per serving (10 servings): 

Fudge Cake 

Four 1 oz squares unsweetened chocolate, 3 tbs double 
strength coffee, 1 tbs brown sugar, 4 eggs, 1-3 c powdered 
sugar, Vi c all purpose flour, sifted. 

Grease an 8 inch spring form pan and lightly dust with 
flour. In a saucepan melt chocolate with coffee. Beat eggs 
in glass bowl, place bowl in pan of hot water and gradually 
add brown sugar and powdered sugar. Beat until stiff peaks 
form. Fold in flour, one tablespoon at a time. Add chocolate, 
stirring just enough to blend. Pour into prepared pan. Bake 
at 350 f. for 45 minutes. Cool on cake rack, then carefully 
remove spring form. 

For frosting, try this instant milk frosting: 

Cream % stick soft butter or margarine with 1 to 1 Vfe c 
instant powdered milk, add honey to taste, and if too thick, 
thin with a little water or orange juice. 

One-third pint of ice cream has 3 Vi teaspoons of sugar in 
it. Here's a no-ice cream milk shake with no sugar to speak 
of: r 

Strawberry Milkshake 

Place 1 c milk, 'h c instant powdered milk, 4-5 frozen, 
whole, unsweetened strawberries and a dash of vanilla in a 
blender. Blend at high speed, pour into glass. 

And when you can't get small children to drink their milk, 
put in a drop of food coloring. The color makes it interesting 
to them. 


Marketing changed its objective and became a tool for 
the producer, switching gears to develop packaging and 
processing for his needs instead of the customer’s. 

We began to hear about "shelf life,” a mysterious 
combination of ingredients that kept bread (and cheese and 
whatever) fresh longer. Retailers welcomed the additions, 
but baked goods haven't tasted the same since. 

Then came the fancy boxes and tins and containers to 
protect food as it traveled around the world. They didn't 
add much to the flavor, but things got where they were 
going and looked pretty when they got there. 

All this packing and shipping required more and more 
people to handle the product: brokers and jobbers and 
shippers and truckers and distributors and wholesalers and 
retailers. All making a living off the poor little product. 

So now, instead of the fresh turkey you picked up from 
your neighborhood farmer, you get a factory bird that has 
gone from the hen house to the jobber to the shipper to the 
butcher (or is it the other way around?) to the supermarket 
to you. It's sealed in plastic and that's what it tastes like. So 
the farmer is going broke and the housewife can't afford the 
bird. 

Superior packaging commands premium prices, and 
beefs a prime example of how the customer gets lost in the 
marketing shuffle. Feed-lot owners spend a ton of money 
fattening cattle because U.S. beef grades put a premium on 
fat you throw away on doctor’s orders. So the rancher is 
going broke and the shopper can’t afford beef. 

Detroit is the ultimate proof that a manufacturer can 
carry a good thing too far. The auto magnates got so 
wrapped up in the idea that they could sell anything that 
was good for Detroit they almost forgot about us. until we 
kicked the Detroit habit and went out of the car buying 
business. 

What they're forgetting is the original definition of 
marketing: to fill a need, at a price the customer is able and 
willing to pay. And right there, friend, is where she all falls 
apart. 


Depending on who you talk to, you'll be told that any 
amount from $200 to $2000 will buy the ultimate in stereo 
systems. Logic dictates otherwise, but with the multiplicity 
of components available, and claims made for them, one 
may well wonder just what exactly can be expected for a 
specific amount of money. 

The world can’t be promised for $99.95, but the burden 
of choice can be eased by summarizing just which per¬ 
formance characteristics can be expected at what price, 
what will be gained if more money is spent, and what will be 
lost if less is spent. 

Within a limited budget ($200-$300), about$200 will get a 
person started with a component system which provides far 
more sound than was possible just a few short years ago, or 
is possible now in console form. Such a system won’t, of 
course, shatter goblets; but it will provide a reasonable 
amount of musical accuracy for small listening areas. 

At the upper end of this price category comes 
noticeably wider frequency range and more sound output, 
though still appropriate to a "less than huge” listening 
room. 

With a moderate budget ($400-$500), there are two 


choices. On the one hand, a system can be purchased which 
provides accurate musical reproduction in every respect, 
including the frequency extremes, with sufficient sound 
output for medium size rooms (2000 cubic feet or less). 

Alternatively, if a perso likes to play music very loud in a 
large room, a system can be collected in this price range 
which sacrifices some accuracy (bass response in par¬ 
ticular) for extra sound output. 

What somewhat more to spend l$550-$700), an in¬ 
dividual will be able to buy a system which combines 
completely satisfying musical accuracy with ample sound 
output for even very large listening areas. In addition, it 
will include features which add to ease and flexibility of 
operation, and which help to preserve records. For most 
listeners, the point of diminishing returns is in this price 
range. 

An unlimited budget ($900 and up) will afford the very 
best equipment available. Such a system can provide a 
number-of subtle sonic improvements for the ultra-critical 
listener; truly thunderous sound output on demand; and a 
myriad of luxurious and helpful control features. 

The questions now, are how critical will the listeners' 
ear be and how much can be spent on a system.

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Laughing Tree—a school for after school >

NEEDHAM - WOW! 

Not only has Renata I-ofgren 
created the first private after-school 
enrichment program for children in the 
country - Laughing Tree - but her life 
story is like something out of a fairy 
tale! 

"I was raised in a castle in 
Czechlosvakia with my parents and my 
six brothers." the attractive divorced 
mother of two daughters says. "It had 
242 rooms but it all seems like a very 
long time ago, for we fled to our second 
home in Germany in 1948 when the 
Russians took over.” 

Because her father had been 
politically active as an anti-communist, 
he was sentenced to 25 years at hard 
labor in Siberia. Shortly thereafter, 
while being transported across Russia 
in a convoy, he and three friends 
escaped and began a long march back 
towards Germany. 


“They walked for ten or eleven 
weeks," Renata recalled. "It wasn't 
until we had been in Germany fora year 
and a half that he was reunited with us. 
He had become gray and weighed only 
98 pounds by then and I didn’t recognize 
him when he came into our house.” 

Renata was ten at the time, and her 
remaining school years were spent in 
Berlin where she later attended the 
Free University. After her graduation 
she won a scholarship and spent a year 
and a half in Florence studying the 
history of art. 

Then came her marriage to an 
Americun and her move to the United 
Slates where she and her husband 
settled in Wellesley. Some nine years 
ago they moved to Needham. 

"My grandmother was a fantastic 
cook who owned a Viennese 
restaurant," Renata explained. "I 
learned to cook from her and when I 
came to America 1 gave talks on 
cooking to women's groups." 


I^ater, she opened a branch of a 
Brookline boutique in Wellesley and 
managed it for three years before going 
to work at Wellesley College doing 
research on children of alcoholic 
parents, thanks to a federal grant. 

"I guess my main interest for the 
last ten years has been children," she 
said. That year at Wellesley opened my 
eyes to the fact that many children are 
left to their own devices after school 
because of family circumstances. 

By the time the grant expired, 
Renata had begun exploring the 
possibility of opening an after-school 
learning center for children of working 
parents and others whose afternoons 
might otherwise be spent alone. 

Tlius I-aughing Tree was born some 
two years ago. 

"As far as we've been able to tell, 
ours was the first such program in the 
country," she continued. "Bet se I 
hud been substitute teaching in the 
Needham schools I already had been 


certified to teach such a program and 
I've had marvelous cooperation from 
the Needham Public Schools." 

Each day, when school gets out, 
Renata and her two teachers drive 
from school to school, picking up the 
children enrolled in their program and 
bringing them to their center at the 
First Baptist Church 

"Of course, whenever there's sun, 
we have an outdoor program which 
often includes a field trip to such places 
as an apple orchard, a museum, an 
archaelogical 'dig' or a playground 
where we play ball,” Renata said. 

, "All of our activities are fun for the 
children, but I have teachers’ con¬ 
ferences with their classroom teachers 
every two months so that we can 
provide remedial work when it is 
necessary." 

Although her program is eminently 
successful from the point of view of 
learning, Renata feels her greatest 
success — and personal reward from it 


— is the emotional stability she offers 
the children through loving them and 
giving them a feeling of worth and 
responsibility. 

"That's what I'm most excited 
about,” she said. “Some of our children 
have made real progress in their 
behavior through our program." 

The fact that her own daughters 
can be with her while she works is 
another reason why Laughing Tree is 
such a perfect outlet for her con 
siderable talents. 

"Now that Sabina is 14 she helps me 
a lot, while Tanya, who's 11, enjoys 
being with the other children" Renata 
said. 

After a three-week trip to visit her 
family in Europe this summer, Renata 
plans to reopen the school in Sep¬ 
tember. Also among her plans for this 
fail is one to remarry. 

"I feel as though what I'm doing 
now is exactly what is right for me," 


she concluded with a happy smile. “I’m 
very lucky that everything worked out 
this way!”

For instance, 236 tons of wire 
used by installer-repairmen in 
home installations were 
returned to Western Electric in 
Watertown last year. (Western 
Electric is the Bell System's 
manufacturing and supply 
unit.) Of this total, 153 tons 
were reclaimed for use as 
telephone connector cable 
while the balance was sold as 
scrap for recycling. Before 
1973 nearly all of this material 
went to scrap. 

Last December alone, 125,000 


telephone set cords were 
salvaged. 

Also thousands of plastic 
telephone set housings are 
being reclaimed using a new 
method devised by Bell 
Telephone Laboratories - the 
research and development unit 
of the Bell System. 

The method, known as 
vibratory polishing, accounts 
for a recovery rate that was 
never before possible. 

The program is under way in 
garages all over the company 
where craftsmen are urged to 
place used wire, cords and 
housings in bins for delivery to 
Western Electric.

Regulations due on 
bicycle safety 


The U.S. Consumer Product 
afety Commission recently 
eclared that new saiety 
egulations will become 
landatory for all bicycles 
Produced into interstate 
ommerce on or after January 
, 1975. 

Over 400,000 people 
iroughout the country suf- 
:red bicycle-related injuries 
erious enough to require 
mergency room treatment in 


1973. The major accident 
patterns associated with 
bicycles involve: 

1. Loss of Control - This 
occures because of difficulty in 
braking; riding too large a 
bike; riding double on banana 
seats, rear fenders, han¬ 
dlebars, or the horizontal top 
tube on a man’s bike; stunting; 
and striking a rut, bump, or 
obstacle. 

2. Mechanical and Structural 


Problems - These include 
brake failure; wobbling or 
disengagement of the wheel or 
steering mechanism; difficulty 
in shifting gears; chain slip¬ 
page; pedals falling off; and 
spoke breakage. 

3. Entanglement of a per¬ 
son's feet, hands, or clothing in 
the bicycle. 

4. Foot Slippage from Pedal. 

5. Collision with a car or 
another bicycle. 

New bikes will be required to 
meet requirements for safe 
construction effectiveness, 
strength, and performance. 
Protected edges for metal 
fenders, coverings for 


protruding bolts, and wide 
angle reflectors for night 
visibility also will be man¬ 
datory.

STANFORD, Calif. (DPI) -

stalled a “thank you for not 
smoking” sign. 


During the past several 
months nearly each one of us 
has had an occasion to open a 
common household product 
packaged with a safety cap. 
These safety closures are 
necessary to protect young 
children from the hazards of 
accidental poisonings. 

Things to remember when 
using safely packaging: 

—By design, children will 
have difficulty opening it, but 


adults should be able to open 
the package easily. 

—Read the written directions 
for opening it — usually found 
on the top or side of the con¬ 
tainer — be sure to securely 
close the package after use. 

—Elderly or infirm people 
may purchase over-the- 
counter preparations — such 
as aspirin or oven cleaners — 
with the older screw cap tops. 
This is because the law allows 


each manufacturer to make a 
single size package that 
doesn't comply with the 
standard. 

—Regular packaging can 
also be requested by the 
consumer or physician when a 
prescription drug is involved.

Lawn mower 
safety standards 
are coming 

The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission is seeking 
offerors to develop safety 
standards for power lawn 
mowers and lawn and garden 
tractors. 

Over 600,000 injuries in¬ 
volving these two items were 
reported via hospital 
emergency rooms between 
July 1,1972 and June 30,1973. A 
majority of these injuries have 
resulted from: 

1. Contact with the rotating 
blade — This usually occurs 
when the victim is clearing the 
discharge chute of grass 
clippings, especially when the 
grass is wet; when the victim 
adjusts the machine without 
turning it off; or when the 
machine hits an obstacle such 
as a rock and the victim’s foot 
slips under the housing. 

2. Propelled objects — Wire, 
rocks, and twigs can be shot 
out either through the 
discharge chute or from under 
the housing. Many of the 
victims in these cases are 
innocent bystanders. 

3. Overturning — This occurs 
primarily with riding mowers 
which are used on steep slopes 
or embankments. The victims 
can come in contact with the 
blades or sustain injuries 
during the fall. 

4. Mower running over the 
victim — This often occurs 
when a riding mower or garden 
tractor is being driven in 
reverse; the victims are 
usually young children who, 
unknown to the operator of the 
mower, were in the vicinity of 
the mower which was 
operating. Another frequent 
accident pattern occurs when 
the operator pulls the mower 
backward over-her own foot. 

Any individual, consumer 
group, or manufacturer may 
assist in developing the new 
safety standard. For further

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
newspaper stories about pros¬ 
pective 1976 presidential can¬ 
didates, the name of freshman 
Sen. Lloyd M. Bentsen Jr., 
usually appears in the "others 
mentioned were” paragraph, if 
at all.

Whnt emerges from the 
.statistics is a consumer who 
spontaneously changed her 
shopping habits in the face of 
runaway food prices and fuel 
shortages, 

She's shopping more judici¬ 
ously, using not only 
newspaper cenLs-off coupons 
but also those from boxtops, 
mail, magazines and store 
circulars. 

She pays more attention to 
specials, watches newspaper 
ads for them and reads ad¬ 
vertising circulars. 

Twenty-five per cent said 
they almost always consulted 
other members of the family 
about what to buy. Twenty-one 
per cent said they did so 
frequently. Only 35 per cent 
said they had made little or no 
change in their meat buying 
habits by changing to cheaper 
cuts. Only 25 per cent said they 
were making fewer meat 
purchases. 

Mostly they counteracted 
higher meat prices by cutting 
down total purchases instead of 
switching to cheaper cuts. 

Make Fewer Visits 
The changes they made last 
year show no sign of ending. 
Thirty-four per cent of the 
women said their families had 
reduced their number of meals 
at fast-food drive-in re¬ 
staurants. 

Another 35 per cent said they 
planned to follow suit because 
of gas shortages. 

Households also reduced 
their average number of 
weekly supermarket trips 25 
per cent to 2.28. Worried about 
the scarcity of gas, they do less 
shopping around and tend to 
patronize only one shopping 
center instead of several. They 
make fewer visits and buy 
more per visit.

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The man behind 
creative playing 

By CYNTHIA BLACK

Terry D'Eugenio is a frequent visitor to the Newton 
Recreation Commission, and he usually arrives armed with 
enthusiasm and haphazardly constructed prototypes of 
playgrounds that consist of wooden forts, blankets of tires, 
tire swings, tunnels and tree houses. 

Terry D'Eugenio is, in fact, the unofficial architcct-in- 
residence here when it comes to the great outdoors for 
children. 

For the past two years, these playgrounds have been 
appearing at schools all over the city. They were all built by 
parents and kids and teachers and D’Eugenio. 

"A playground is not just a place to go for physical 
development," the architect explained. "It is a social 
meeting place for children. 

"If it has 'a lot of interesting physical things, that’s 
good; but it's only part of what children need." 

Explaining the theory behind his version of a children’s 
playground he said: "It’s got to be a comfortable place to 
go, it has to have a place, such as the tree house, where 
children can congregate, and it's got to have cool spaces for 
hot, sunny days." 

D'Eugenio said he also tries to make his playgrounds 
supplemental to the standard fare of swings, slides, and 
jungle gyms that have come to represent “playground” in 
the minds of most people. 

Before he begins at a particular school, he hears from 
all groups concerned, listens to what they want and what is 
most important to them. 

Making general observations, he noted that the 
children are mainly concerned with what equipment they 
will have. Their most frequent requests are for tree houses 
and tire swings and "crawling tunnel spaces." 

“The children draw these in art classes or make 
diagrams in math classes to illustrate what they want," he 
said. 

Teachers, he said, often want to have a place where 
they can take a class outdoors and request that benches and 
tables be included in the general layout. 

"Teachers play an important role in deciding wherr the 
playground will go,” he explained. “They consider the 
amount of sunlight and want a location where they can 
easily see what's going on." 

“Sometimes they see this type of playground as a 
separate entity and want it remote from the existing 
playground.

Debate tonight 
on drinking ban 


The question of whether or not drinking 
will be banned in city parks, on playgrounds 
or on public or private ways might be 
reconsidered by the Board of Aldeermen 
tonight. 

At its regular meeting Monday, the board 
voted 13-7 in favor of a drinking ban ordinance 
that had been heavily modified since 
originally proposed by the Newton Police 
Dept. 

Aid. David Jackson moved recon¬ 
sideration, opening the question to debate 
again tonight at the special meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen called for 7:30 p.m. 

Jackson said Wednesday that in view of 
the fact attempts to pass amendments 
proposed during debate had all failed by a 9-11 
vote, he felt the split in opinion among 
aldermen was strong enough to warrant a 
second look at the ordinance. 

Jackson said he felt the "intent" of the 
ordinance was "good,” but that he has 
"serious reservations" about it. 

Four aldermen, Michael Antonellis, Alan 
Barkin, Michael Lipof and Mark White, 
missed the meeting. 

The heavily debated drinking ordinance, 
as modified by Aid. Terry Morris and ap¬ 
proved, says no person “shall drink or con¬ 
sume from an open bottle, can or container 
any intoxicating liquor or alcoholic beverage 
while in or upon public parks, playgrounds, 
recreation or conservation areas, public 
buildings, public parking lots, private 
parking lots, public ways and private ways to 
which the public has access.” 

The chief of police is charged with the 
power to grant a $2 permit to any group who 
wishes to drink in any of these places. 

Stricken shortly before the ordinance was 
passed was the word “possess” (an open 
bottle, can or container). 


Becuase of this deletion, police would 
actually have to observe someone drinking 
from a container in a public place without a 
permit before they could take any action. 

The ordinance empowers them to con¬ 
fiscate the open containers of liquor or beer. 

Claiming that the ordinance represented 
an infringemement on civil liberties, Aid. 
Joseph McDonnell made four attempts to 
have it further modified by amendments and 
each amendment lost by a vote of 9-11. 

He sought to strike all locations from the 
ordinance except playgrounds and public 
parking lots, to insert a ban that would mean 
the ordinance applied between the hours of 7 
p.m, and 7 a.m., to strike the public and 
private way locations and to take away police 
power to confiscate beverages being used in 
violation of the ordinance. 

Other opponents of the ordinance said 
that it was not really directed at the problems 
the city wants solved. 

"The problems of vandalism, rowdiness 
and loud noise are what we seek to regulate," 
Aid. David Cohen said. “These sometimes 
occur in connection with drinking but I do not 
feel this ordinance will help prevent that kind 
of conduct." 

"We are trying to treat a symptom, not a 
cause," Aid. Matthew Jefferson said. "We're 
all being hypocritical in what we're doing 
here." 

Jefferson said he objected to the or¬ 
dinance because it is really aimed at "young 
people who like to congregate." 

Aid. Richard McGrath told the board that 
he originally intended to vote in favor of the 
ordinance but had changed his mind after 
listening io Monday night’s debate. 

"I probably received more calls on this in 
the past two or three months than any other

Businessmen discuss Lower Falls

Three businessmen reported their preliminary 
proposals for the development of the south side of 
Washington Avenue, Lower Fall, at a meeting held 
Aug. 7 at the offices of the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority. The businesses involved are the Arthur 
T. Gregorian Co., G. Arnold Haynes, Inc. and the 
Shipley Company. 

This is the second presentation made by the 
businessmen since an earlier one was opposed by 
the Metropolitan District Commission because it 
included plans to change an existing footbridge and 
fill a portion of the river. 

The newest plan, presented by C. R. Shipley, 
Jr., provides for improved access for trucks to the 
Shipley Co. loading docks. It is contingent upon 
real estate transfers between Gregorian, Haynes 
and Shipley. If the plan were to be implemented, it 
would also provide for the rerouting of the MDC 
and city access to the river located in back of the 
businesses. 


This plan is acceptable to the MDC and ac¬ 
cording to a letter from John W. Sears, com¬ 
missioner. "reflects a greater awareness of the 
value of a river bank location.” The MDC plans to 
secure the river bank on the Wellesley shore and 
acquire title to the dam and footbridge. The 
footbridge which is in shaky condition is slated for 
restoration. 

It was also recommended at the meeting that 
the city give their easement to the MDC. According 
to Executive Director Gerald Early, after the need 
for the NRA offices are through, the building will 
be destroyed and the area will be turned into green 
space. 

City Planning Director Charles Thomas stated 
the plan was "acceptable as long as no fill will go 
into the river." However, Thomas added that he 
was still “concerned about the treatment of the 
river bank” and the so-called "third leg of the 
footbridge." 

According to City Engineer U. M. Schiavone, 
the plans were also acceptable providing they were 
"the plans” and indicated he wanted to see a 
detailed topographical map. 


Schiavone said he would be willing to assist 
Shipley's engineer with information and 
background records at City Hall. The engineering 
work will be done privately. 

The plan will need special enabling legislation 
required for alteration or diversion of public land. 
This will be filed the first week of December. In 
addition. Hatch Act hearings will have to be held 
by the Conservation Commission, a necessary step 
when wetlands are involved. Shipley lias been 
asked to report back to the NHA no later than 
October. 

In addition to Thomas and Schiavone, others 
attending the meeting were Robert G. Ward Jr., 
representing the Gregorian Co.; Mildred F. 
Colantuono, a member of LOPAC; Richard H. 
Brown. Wellesley planning director; Sally McNair, 
member of the Wellesley Conservation Com¬ 
mission; G. Arnold Haynes, Shipley; Frederick S. 
Lane. Shipley Co. attorney and two representatives 
from Shipley, William H. MacCrellish and L. R. 
Swift. Also in attendance were Charles Downe, 
planning consultant and Helen Heyn, Conservation 
Commission secretary.

Because the next 
piece of property could be in your neighborhood or 
your backyard.

Silver Lake lies in the heart of a densely 
populated section of Nonantum hidden by 
grotesque industries which have displayed a 
singular lack of concern for the aesthetics of the 
site. 

The lake is bounded by piles of gravel, plain 
ordinary junk, cattails and willows. It is filled with 
water liUies and jutting out in the middle, 
somewhat bizarrely placed are large, rusty barrel¬ 
like containers. 

The one neighbor who seems to care about the 
lake is Donato Cedrone who has been desperately 
trying to save the water since 1920. No one heeded 
Cedrone's pleas; and bit by bit, the water was filled 
in and violated until what is left is really a pond 
which Cedrone says bitterly should be called 
"Cedrone's Pond." 

According to Cedrone, the lake was once as big 
as Crystal Lake, but because of industrial 
development and the filling of the marshy areas, 
its size was diminished and Cedrone himself was 
left with an extra one-eighth of an acre of land ... 
land that was once water. 

Now Cedrone has appealed to the Conservation 
Commission to aid in his 40-year-battle. 

In addition to Cedrone's plight the com¬ 
missioners are concerned about the Public Works 
Department's intentions to pipe an open section of 
the Silver lake drainage channel. 

The Conunission has agreed to ask for a 
"cease and desist" order to go out to Walter and 


Frank Miller and the Belli Construction Company 
to stop them from putting further fill in the area. 
However, the order must be issued from the 
building department which is responsible for en¬ 
forcing it. Another suggestion has been to install a 
boundary which would act as a buffer zone and 
prevent the existing piles of earth and gravel from 
falling back into the lake in addition to keeping 
trespassers off Cedrone's property. 

The lake is on the list of open space recom¬ 
mendations prepared by the Newton Conservators 
Open Space Committee that asks the area be 
preserved as a neighborhood park. 

This list is due to be voted on by the board of 
directors in the fall. 

The committee contends that the area was in a 
location that was "park deficient." Their vision 
saw the lake as restored and as a breathing space 


of greenery with benches for the neighbors living in 
the clogged area so they could simply enjoy pretty 
scenery. The committee feels that "senic enrich¬ 
ment is important and necessary at the neigh¬ 
borhood scale" and lists the site as a "priority 
acquisition.” 

However, Cedrone is vehemently opposed to 
such an acquisition stating that it is "irrational and 
unreasonable." He feels that he doesn’t want 
“roadways or to be harassed by picnickers." 

Cedrone points out that as it is, they are 
"harassed by kids throwing stones at the turtles." 
Although he spurns summer trespassers, Cedrone 
does permit children to skate on the property in the 
winter. Living with his 83 year old mother, he 
describes his property as his mother's "last 
refuge" and is definite on the subject of not having 
the property turned into a park.

Application for kidnapping 
complaint denied by clerk

Newton District Court Clerk Henry Shultz 
denied an application this week for a com¬ 
plaint of kidnapping against a Newton doctor 
who allegedly removed his son from a Hare 
Krishna temple in Allston. 

Dr. Eli Shapiro of 1400 Commonwealth 
Ave., West Newton, reportedly picked up his 
son Edward, 20, on Tuesday morning, Aug. 6. 
He has told police that he had made 
arrangements with Ted Patrick of San Diego, 
who specializes in "rescuing” young people 
from fundamentalist religious groups by 
deprogramming them. Edward had repor¬ 
tedly been a Hare Krishna member for the 
past 13 months. 

Another youth, I«e Allan Roth, 25, was 
also reportedly taken by his father, Dr. 
Monroe S. Roth, from the Hare Krishna 
headquarters that Tuesday afternoon. Both 
youths were said to have been taken to the 
Shapiro home. 

According to a member of the Hare 
Krishna group, Edward Shapiro called 
Tuesday night, saying "come save us." 
Apparently, as a result of this call, five 
members of the Hare Krishna group travelled 
to the Shapiro home. 

Newton Police received a call from Mrs. 
Eli Shapiro at 2:38 a.m. on Aug. 7. She 
reportedly said that her house was under 
siege by members of the Hare Krishna group. 

Police found the Hare Krishna members 
near the Shapiro house, A spokesman, Angus 
Murphy, reportedly told police that the group 
lived at the Hare Krishna Temple, 40 North 
Beacon St., Allston, and that two members of 
the group, Edward Shapiro and I-ee Allan 
Roth, were being held in the house against 
their will. 

One of the Hare Krishna members 
reported this week that Roth could be heard 
calling from the house, "break in." 

Police also spoke with Dr. Shapiro, who 
reportedly said that the Hare Krishna group 
had attempted to enter his home. 

Dr. Roth was also reportedly present 
when police arrived. He reportedly said that 
Iax had accompanied him on his own free 


will. According to police, Lee gave no in¬ 
dication in the house of being held captive. It 
was reportedly observed, however, tiiat 
Edward Shapiro “appeared confused." 

Police informed members of the Hare 
Krishna group that they were making a 
disturbance and trespassing on the Shapiro’s 
property. They were also reportedly told that 
there was a possible attempted breaking and 
entering charge whick could be connected 
with their presence. 

The Hare Krishna members reportedly 
called an attorney and left. 

Attorney Paul Feinberg of Richmond, 
Kassler, and Feinberg reportedly called 
Newton Police at 3:30 a.m. on Aug. 7 and said 
that Dr. Shapiro was holding Edward Shapiro 
and I<ee Allan Roth against their will. 

Members of the Hare Krishna group 
appeared at police headquarters later 
Wednesday morning. They reportedly 
arrived at the Detective Bur eau at 10:45 a.m. 
and inquired about an investigation. 

After speaking to police, they reportedly 
went to Newton District Court. Shultz 
scheduled a hearing for Wednesday, Aug. 14, 
in regards to the alleged kidnapping of 
Edward Shapiro by his father. 

George Ford of Burns and I x-vmson was 
present at the hearing to represent Dr. 
Shapiro. Feinberg and Edward Richmond 
represented the Hare Krishna group. 

Reporters were present when Shultz 
entered to begin the hearing, and Shultz said 
that it was common practice for them not to 
be present for such proceedings. Shultz said 
that "if a complaint is issued it becomes a 
public matter." 

Feinberg said that he had no objection to 
the presence of reporters, but Ford did object, 
commenting that he did not "see any reason 
for the press being here except to fan the 
flames." 

The hearing was interrupted after about 
an hour, and Shultz and the attorneys walked 
to the nearby police station. Murphy had said 
earlier that Shultz seemed to think that Hare 
Krishna members were "nuts.” He expressed 
doubt over whether Shultz was an objective 
arbitrator.

designated by the Recreation 
Department, although there 
was some discussion of the city 
acquiring the necessary 
equipment. 

Under the new system, to be 
in effect from Oct. 1 until the 
end of May, there will be no 
daily fees for the use of Newton 
North. The cost ol the iden¬ 
tification card has not been 
determined yet, although 12 
has been asked for by one 
photographer already con¬ 
tacted. Several members of the 
Recreation Commission ex¬ 
pressed hope that disoount 
rates could be possible for 
large families. 

An argument in favor of 
having a picture identification 
system was that it will curtail 
the use of Newton North by 
non-residents. It was noted that 
if the system is successful at 


Newton North, it may be 
carried over to the tennis and 
summer swim seasons. 

Much of the implementation 
of the new process has been left 
up to Recreation Director 
Russell Halloran. People will 
tenatively be able to acquire 
identification cards in late 
September. 

The Recreation Commission 
heard a presentation by Ken 
Hagerstrom on the structure 
and plans of the Newton Youth 
Hockey Association. 

Hagerstrom told the Com¬ 
mission that in 1973-74 the 
Youth Hockey Association had 
509 boys between the ages of 
five and 18 participating. There 
were also about 100 adults 
involved and about 900 hours of 
ice rental. 

Hagerstrom explained that 
most of the boys involved are 


between the ages of nine and 
13, including 67 nine-year olds 
and 57 10-year olds. 

Geographically, the 
Association included 106 boys 
from Newton Centre and 78 
from Newton Corner. There 
were only six boys from 
Newton Upper Falls and none 
were known from Nonantum. 

Hagerstrom said that in 1974- 
75 there will be a program for 
girls for the first time. Goals of 
the organization include in¬ 
volving more people, involving 
more city money, improving 
the coaching, and shortening 
the length of the season. 

I^ast year, the hockey season 
ran from early October to the 
end of April. This coming year, 
the Association will skate from 
early November until the end 
of March. 

The Association will move 


next season to Fessendon 
School after playing last year 
at the Charles River Ice 
Skating Center. The 
Association also hopes for ice 
time at MDC rinks, which 
would save money. 

Hagerstrom said that ex¬ 
penses for 1973-74 were $54,987 
while income was $59,015. Ice 
rental was by far the greatest 
expense while registration fees 
provided mort of the income. 
1974-75 expenses have been 
estimated at $76,435 while an 
income of $76,950 is hoped for. 

Several members of the 
Recreation Commission ex¬ 
pressed hope that scholarships 
could become available for 
kids who could not afford to 
play hockey otherwise. 
According to Hagerstrom, 
playing in the intramural 
program costs a fee of $75,

Hagerstrom talked about an 
equipment exchange as being 
one of the goals of the 
Association. 

Hagerstrom said that the 
Association would like $5500 
from the Recreation Com¬ 
mission for 1974-75.

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Disposal bids being evaluated

On O-.e basis of bids opened last week, 
it appears that the cost of shutting down 
Newton's incinerator and going to an 
alternate system of refuse disposal will 
cost little if any, more in annual cost. 

The Newton-Waltham Regional 
Refuse Board Disposal District Com¬ 
mittee, which obtained bids for Newton 
and Waltham alone and together, will 
meet next Thursday to hear its con¬ 
sultant’s evaluation of the bids, and by the 
end of the month is expected to make its 
recommendation to the two cities. 

Bids were received from five firms, of 
which only three are of interest to Newton. 

On a five-year extendable contract, 
using present rubbish tonnage figures, 
SCA Disposal Services of New England 
could dispose of both cities' rubbish for 
$13.38 per ton; M. DeMatteo Construction 
Co., $15.82; and Resource Systems, $15.70. 

Per-ton costs of using the incinerator 
were figured by the Arthur D. Little Co. at 
$12.42 per ton for 1972. Former Public 
Works Director Dudman recently 
estimated that that cost had risen to 
around $15 pei ton. 

Thus the annual cost of disposal of 


Newton's 57,000 tons of trash may not be 
more than $800,000 for Newton. Collection 
and street cleaning account for another 
$1.5 million. 

When Newton switches off from the 
incinerator, the $81,000 annual debt on the 
incinerator, which has not been fully paid 
for, will continue, but most of the cost of 
landfill operation — $145,000 — will stop. 

Costs would go down as tonnage goes 
up. There are several variations in 
collection, such as allowing collection of 
commercial rubbish in Waltham and in¬ 
cluding recyclable metal and paper, that 
would affect tonnage now. 

If garbage were collected with rubbish 
in Newton, there could be a saving of 
$240,000 per year, the cost of the present 
garbage collection contract. The city of 
Waltham collects both together. 

The three firms apparently in the 
running have three different approaches to 
rubbish disposal. 

Resource Systems, a Newton firm, 
would build 10 small modular incinerators 
in Newton, or a total of 17 in Newton and 
Waltham. Their incinerators meet all 
predictable pollution controls, but a 
limited amount of landfill would be 
necessary. 


The Town of Wellesley has recently 
begun using Resource Systems In¬ 
cinerators. 

SCA Disposal Services uses landfill 
exclusively and has two sites approved by 
the state. 

DeMatteo Construction would use 
landfill for one year while its RESCO plant 
for metal extraction, incineration, and 
steam production Is being built. 

With Resource Systems the city would 
deliver rubbish to the incinerators. SCA 
and DeMatteo would construct transfer 
facilities in the existing Newton in¬ 
cinerator building, where Newton or 
Newton and Waltham would dump the 
rubbish to be removed by the contractor. 

The bids expire Sept. 7, so the two 
cities independently or together must 
decide on which course to take fairly 
quickly. According to terms of the request 
for bids, the lowest bidder is not 
automatically guaranteed the contract, 
since the proposals all differ in some 
details. 

Bids must be accepted by the mayor 
and the money appropriated by the Board 
of Aldermen. 


Housing Authority investigating citizenship 


The Housing Authority is presently 
investigating a mandate from the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, HUD, to strike the 
'American citizenship requirement for 
tenant selection. 

When the HUD order was brought before 
the authority, member Leo Karras 
suggested it be researched to see what 
HUD’s thinking was. 

According to Laurie Langlois, HUD 
housing management officer, "the federal 
law is silent on the laws of citizenship and 
therefore our counsel has interpreted it as 
not being a requirement for admission.” 

She added that most housing 
authorities had stricken the requirement 


when it was brought to their attention. To 
her knowledge this law has never been 
tested in the courts. 

In other action, the authority ac¬ 
cepted an increase of 5.5 per cent and an 
additional $6,000 a year for their managed 
properties. According to Frank Quinn, 
NHA executive director, "this won't even 
take care of one week," since hearing 
costs alone have doubled. 

The HUD basis for funding comes 
from a review of the 1971 NHA operating 
budget to which they added three per cent. 
"At that time," said Quinn, "we didn't 
operate at a deficit and the buildings were 
four years old.” 

Quinn points out that now the buildings 
need some repairs and some painting that 


the authority doesn't have the money for. 
"We have to carefully manage every 
penny we have,” says Quinn. There 
are presently 226 units. 

There is a two and one-half year 
waiting list to get an apartment. Knowing 
that so many tenants are anxious to get 
into the projects, the authority is weighing 
another question before it. And that is 
whether or not to lower the entrance age 
from 65 to 62 years old. 

This has arisen because of the national 
trend towards early retirement. However, 
the problem in Newton is that there are not 
enough units to supply the need and the 
turnover rate is slow and would possibly 
slow down more if the age requirement 
were lowered.

Burglaries down, 
police maintain 


Police Chief William F. 
Quinn said this week Newton's 
burglary record shows a 
decrease over last year at this 
time, and that last year was 
better than the previous year. 

Chief Quinn said that this 
was not an accident, ti was a 
result of “citizen vigilance and 
neighborhoods that were wide¬ 
awake to strangers." 

"A good neighbor is the 
burglar alarm," the chief said. 
"Any neighbor calling in a 
suspicious person or act will 
result in prompt service by our 
police department." 

"In order to facilitate this 
type of cooperation and part¬ 
nership with our citizens, we 
have instituted the 911 call 
system, a system for 
emergency call, and the caller 


does not have to identify him or 
herself. We would appreciate 
the caller remaining on the line 
until our car arrives or all 
details have been given," he 
said. 

The chief also called at¬ 
tention to the fact that Newton 
has Operation Identification, 
an engraving program that has 
taken the profit out of 
burglary, at least for the 1,700 
households that have par¬ 
ticipated. 

"To date, Quinn noted, "we 
have had only three burglaries 
listed of those participating. 
We therefore suggest calling to 
reserve an engraver, and join 
us in "neighborhood watching" 
for burglars."

Commission okays 
building on 3 sites 


Revaluation right on schedule, firm says 


Listers for the revaluation 
firm of Cole-Layer-Trumble 
are finishing up their work in 
Wards 6 and 8. 

In a progress report released 
last week, Project Director 
Paul Reinhard indicated that 
the job of checking and logging 
all residential and business 
properties in Newton is on 
schedule. 

Residential field work is 
supposed to be completed by 
September. Commercial and 
industrial work is scheduled to 
be completed in November. 

According to Reinhard’s 
figures, residential listers have 
finished 85 per cent of their 
work. More than 90 per cent of 
the homes in Wards 1-5 have 
been surveyed. In Ward 6 the 
listers are working on 
callbacks, going back to homes 
that were not open on their first 
trips. Reinhard indicated 25 


per cent of this work was done. 

Callbacks have not yet begun 
in Ward 8 as the listers con¬ 
tinue with their final, initial 
visits to these homes. 

The total estimated number 
of residential properties in the 
city is 21,200, Reinhard said. Of 
the total 20,340 visited, listers 
have been refused entrance at 
only 954 houses, a six per cent 
refusal rate. 

Reinhard indicated that two 
listers have been working in 
Newton during the summer on 
residential property while 
three more were temporarily 
assigned elsewhere and ex¬ 
pected to come back to Newton 
in mid-August to work on 
callbacks. 

There are an estimated 1,918 
commercial, industrial or 
utility properties in Newton 
and 25 per cent have been 
surveyed. Two listers are

working on this phase of 
revaluation. 

Reinhard, in his report, also 
outlined the remaining steps in 
completing the revaluation 
process in Newton, including 
specifying mailing notices out 
of new assessments in March, 
1975. 

The process of changing all 
Newton assessments from 
percentage levels of value to 
100 per cent valuation, his 
report indicates, involves more 
than just assessing and 
measuring property. 

Local labor rates and 
material costs have been 
analyzed to establish pricing 
schedules and unit land values. 

According to the report inion 
officials Frank Sonsini, Car¬ 
penter's Local No. 275 and 
builders Charles Train, Bob 
Zaino and Charles C. Nardone 
have been contacted in this 
survey. 

In the investigation of lacal 
material costs, Reinhard said 
these firms have been con¬ 
tacted: National Lumber Co., 
Newton; Roy S. Edwards Inc., 
Newton; F. Diehls & Son, 


Wellesley; Foster Bros. Brick, 
Westwood; Glazon Sale, 
Quincy; New England Sand & 
Gravel, Framingham; 
Riverside Concrete, Waltham; 
A. A. Will Sand & Gravel Co., 
Canton; West Roxbury 
Crushed Stone, West Roxbury; 
Acton Block Co., North Acton; 
and Ideal Block Co., Waltham. 

Residential construction 
costs, vacant land sales and 
improved property sales are 
also checked. 

After the house-by-house and 
business-by-business evalu¬ 
ation, the work must be set in 
the framework of the com¬ 
munity. 

Reinhard indicates these 
phases involve delineating 
neighborhoods and 
establishing unit land values 
and reviewing real estate to 
estimate the market value of 
all properties. 

All data is scheduled to be 
correlated and run through a 
computer by April, 1975. 

Once residents are notified of 
the results, the firm expects to 
hold hearings on their 
assessments through the end of 
May, 1975. 


Despite neighbors fears that 
construction of three new 
homes would worsen an 
existent water problem, the 
Conservation Commission 
remained confident last week 
the building would not ad¬ 
versely affect the area. The 
homes are proposed for 
Nardell Road, Donna Road and 
Nickerson R.OAD. The plans 
were reviewed by the Con¬ 
servation Commission at a 
Hatch Act hearing August 9. 

According to Attorney John 
Corbett representing 
developers Carmen Nardone 
and L. Nardone, former 
restaurant owners, the houses 
are to be single family homes 
in the $60-70,000 range. One 
home, a ranch is to be built on a 
lot which Corbett said has “an 
outcropping of ledge which 
must be removed." 

Corbett stated that “it is not 
likely that any blasting will be 
done "from a cost and quality 
standpoint." The third lot 
appears to have a problem with 
drainage. The commissioners 
agreed that if they issued a 
permit it would be the builders 
responsibility to install a 
drainage pipe to insure that the 
water did not rise above a level 
to be determined by 
photographs in the com¬ 
mission's possession.

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
has commended Principal 
Richard W. Mechem and six 
students from Murray Road 
High School for their help in 
establishing a southern bicycle 
route in Newton.

The route, which was chosen 
by the students for favorable 
topography, road and traffic 
conditions, scenery and 
directness, forms a loop 
through Upper Falls to Oak 
Hills and back to its origin in 
Newton Center. The new path 
links recreational, historical 
and practical areas of the city 
while providing the rider with a 
scenic environment. 

City Planner Rich Griffin, 
who supervised the students, 
said: "These boys and girls 
worked long hard hours 
planning, testing, re-testing 
and deciding the final route. 
They learned well through first 
hand experience and deserve 
tremendous credit for the 
results." 

Currently, the City Planning 
Department is awaiting cost 
estimates for signs and off 
street asphalt paving before 
acting to implement the fin¬ 
dings of the study. 
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deal of unsightly gravel which 
Corbett maintained was 
dumped there “by overzealous 
friends” of the developers 
without their knowledge or 
approval or permission. 
Commission action caused the 
dumping to be stopped. 
Neighbors were skeptical of 
Corbett’s explanation, saying 
that the first offer on the 
property had been made in 
April, indicating the developer 
might be responsible for the 
dumping.

Supreme 

virtues 


Senator Edward W. Brooke of 
Massachusetts no doubt had the best in¬ 
terests of the nation in mind when he 
proposed that Richard Nixon be spared the 
further agonies of criminal and civil 
prosecution in courtrooms throughout the 
nation. 


Americans are just now emerging 
frorr\ the greatest constitutional crisis 
since the Civil War, a crisis precipitated 
and prolonged by Nixon’s refusal to abide 
by constitutional standards. On Friday, 
newly inaugurated, President Gerald R. 
Ford labeled that crisis our ‘‘long national 
nightmare,” and indeed no one can honest¬ 
ly differ with that assessment. 


Because former President Nixon 
declined to "confess” his crimes publicly, 
Senator Brooke withdrew his resolution 
of immunity. By asking for the nation’s 
prayers to help Richard Nixon find his own 
special peace, however, President Ford 
appeared to have picked up the reconcilia¬ 
tion standard. 

That the new President did so, is not 
surprising. He once said, "I am a Ford, not 
a Lincoln,” and merely by mentioning the 
great Emancipator’s name, he gave an 
indication of his sympathies. 

"With malice toward none,” of course 
is the supreme virtue to be practiced by 
any head of state or ordinary citizen for 
that matter, but the remainder of that 
quotation needs special emphasis. 


"With charity for all,” should now be 
President Ford’s guideline. 


If he is to issue a pardon for Nixon 
then, many think, he must, if he is to bring 
the nation back from the brink of disaster, 
also include all other victims of the 
Vietnam War in that pardon. 

There are those who will argue that 
there are substantial differences between 
former President Nixon’s transgressions 
and our sons and brothers lost in forced 
exile because of the war. John Kerry, 
former director of the Vietnam Veterans 
against the War, has already argued this 
point. 

Evidently, John Kerry has not grasped 
the lessons of the past decade. Richard 
Nixon was, and will forever remain, a 
victim of the Vietnam War. 

The crisis of spirit which has afflicted 
this nation did not begin with the bungled 
Watergate burglary and subsequent cover- 
up. Those entries in our history books will 
be but one of many sad effects of what was 
then national policy. 

Vietnam, then, is the culprit along 
with Nixon’s own misguided interpretation 
of the constitution. And many believe to 
place Richard Nixon in a vacuum without 
that historic event of tragic magnitude, is 
as misdirected as continuing to leave his 
fellow victims in their own vacuums of 
forced exile. 
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Sen. Brooke demanded his pound of Nixon flesh

WASHINGTON-Some thoughts after watching 
President Nixon's emotional resignation and departure: 

—It was a most sad and tragic affair. This reaction has 
absolutely nothing to do with who was at fault or who was 
responsible for the sadness or tragedy. In human terms, I 
found the whole thing very moving. 


The network coverage of the entire affair I think was 
excessive. Okay, so he is the only President ever to resign. 
Another Nixon first. But still, TV was too much. 

As a result of the networks having blocked out many 
hours of time to fill, we were bombarded with much stuff 
best left unaired. 


For example, CBS' Boger Mudd allowed Common 
Cause chairman John Gardner to simply make a speech 
endorsing the public financing of elections as the solution to 
all Watergate problems. Pushing the legislation his group is 
fracking, Gardner attacked the outgoing president for 
threatening a veto and called on President Ford to approve 
the biU. 

On NBC, in one segment which could have more in¬ 
terestingly been replaced by the showing of the test pattern, 
reporter Ron Nessen interviewed the people hanging 
around Ford's house near midnight. Prefacing his 
questions with the observation that many had come from 
far away, he then asked several where they were from. All 
were from nearby in Virginia. 

The low-light of the Nessen report came when he in¬ 
formed America that the lights had gone out in the Ford 
bedroom so presumably he was going to sleep. 

-Also striking me as silly was the frequently expressed 
idea that in his farewell address, the President was sup¬ 
posed to get down on his knees, blubber for mercy and 
flagellate himself with a rolled-up copy of the Washington 
Post. 

With the body still warm, immediately after his 
resignation address, almost the first words out of Walter 
Cronkite’s mouth were that Mr. Nixon “did not confess any 
crimes." 

On another network, I forget which since they all look 
alike. Sargent Shriver - the Mr. Malaprop of the 1972 
campaign - was peddling the same line. He missed the 
"remorse" in the Nixon address, he said, adding he would 
liave liked more "humanity" in it. On the NBC 
"Tomorrow" show, former California Gov. Pat Brown, who 
defeated Nixon in 1962. said that he too would have liked 
more "mea culpa." 

Then there was the absolutely grotesque spectacle on 
the eve of the President's resignation of Massachusetts Sen. 
Edward Brooke openly blackmailing Mr. Nixon and 
demanding his pound of flesh. 

Brooke said he was offering a resolution expressing the 
sense of the Congress that the President not be prosecuted 
when he leaves office. But he would withdraw the 
resolution, he said, if the President did not confess 
everything in his speech. Sick. 

I too would have preferred Mr. Nixon to explain his 
resignation in terms a little more detailed than the mere 
collapsing of his Congressional support. However, in his 
goodbye speech, I cannot hold against him the fact that he 
chose to accentuate the positive and talk of his 
achievements. The most that can be said about the talk is 
that it could have been a lot worse. 

—Mr. Nixon is now gone but not forgotten. It seems the 
next debate is going to be over whether he should be 
prosecuted now that he's no longer president. There are 
some who even feel the impeachment proceedings should 
continue. 

My feeling at this time is that neither of these things 
should happen. What was important all along is that Justice 
be done with regard to the president. I think this has hap¬ 
pened. 

Most people, in my judgment, neither want Mr. Nixon 
behind bars nor want impeachment to continue. They would 
find either or both of these actions excessively vengeful and 
vindictive and only further dividing the nation. 

And this is the last thing we as a people need now. As 
Mr. Nixon said, what is needed is to look to the future and 
put the bitterness and division of the recent past behind us.

A strange chapter 
in American history 

A bungled third-rate burglary led eventually to the 
resignation of the President of the United Slates and an 
event in American history about which children will be 
studying in their school classrooms a hundred years from 
now. 

Those history books may not disclose, however, that 
Richard Nixon was forced to resign from the Presidency 
because of events which were totally unnecessary to ac¬ 
complish his reelection in 1972 and were so stupid as to be 
incredible. 

There was no way Richard Nixon could have lost to 
George McGovern in 1972. He would have won reelection to 
a second term if he had taken a vacation in San Clemente, 
waged no campaign and spent no money. 

Indeed, if Nixon and McGovern were to oppose each 
other in a Presidential election today, many political ex¬ 
perts believe Nixon would still win. 

The burglary of the office of former Democratic 
National Chairman Lawrence O’Brien was so ridiculous 
that many political observers, including this one, believed 
that Nixon could not possibly have sanctioned it. 

Nixon reached the position where his cause was 
hopeless because he finally was forced to admit he had not 
told the truth about his part in the cover-up. He painted 
himself into a corner by his untruthfulness. 

He might have been able to stonewall it and tough it out 
if he had not had tapes made which eventually were to 
prove his undoing. Nixon's action in allowing recordings to 
be made and preserved of conversations which clearly 
showed him to be guilty of obstruction of justice, makes one 
wonder whether he was really as intelligent as he was 
supposed to be. 

That does not mean this reporter is included among 
those who believe Nixon should be prosecuted and sent to 
prison. 

Hopefully, President Gerry Ford will pull the United 
States together and move on to meet the great problems of 
inflation, unemployment and the high cost of living. 

As one college educator observed, a three-ring circus 
on the sidelines will not help overcome the great problems 
of the day. 

Ford unquestionably would pardon Nixon if he were 
convicted and ordered to prison. The United States doesn't 
need the disgrace of a former President serving time 
behind bars. 

Whatever Nixon’s motives may and reasons have been 
in stepping down from the Presidency, he finally did serve 
the best interests of the nation. He spared the American 
people from the ordeal of his impeachment by the House 
and the agony of a long removal trial in the Senate. 

When Nixon in his resignation speech referred to the 
erosion of his support in the Congress and the Senate, it 
meant to this listener that he no longer liad the Senate votes 
to fight off removal. His reference to the lack of support for 
lus policies and programs wus another way of saying it. 

Nixon's resignation and Ford’s assumption of the 
Presidential powers should help Republican candidates in 
the November election, especially if there is an upswing in 
the nation’s economy under Ford. How much it will help a 


Republican such as Governor Francis W. Sargent is un¬ 
certain because Sarge's problems don’t stem from the 
Watergate scandal, but it should improve to some degree 
his chances of winning reelection. GOP losses in the 
Congress should be greatly reduced. 

A number of readers have requested our opinion as to 
the real reason Richard Nixon resigned from the 
Presidency. 

Our guess is that Nixon realized both that his cause was 
hopeless and how much he and his family would be hurt if 
he went through the impeachment process and was 
removed from office. 

As a former President, Nixon will get a pension of 
$60,000 per year, free office space in a federally owned 
building and an allowance of $96,000 annually for the em¬ 
ployment of an office staff. If he should ide, his widow will 
receive $20,000 a year. 

All those things would be lost if he were impeached by 
the House and then were removed by the Senate. His 
pension, incidentally, is equal to the salary of a Cabinet 
member. If the pay of theCabinet members is increased, so 
is Nixon's pension. 

Additionally, he will recieve a so-called government 
service pension to which he contributed while he was a 
Congressman and Senator. He also will be guarded by the 
Secret Service and will have the right to send non-political 
mail without charge. 

Competent Washington newsmen express the opinion 
that Nixon was close to being broke when he left office. 
They point out that Nixon suffered a severe financial set¬ 
back when he was ordered to pay $467,000 in federal taxes 
and interest and that he still owes $140,000 on his 1969 taxes. 
Nixon will receive enough money from the government to 
live comfortably if he never earns another penny, but he’s 
no millionaire. He probably will realize some income from 
writing. 

A chapter without precedent has been written into the 
strange story of Richard Nixon. 

Back about 1946 a committee of Republicans in a 
section of California which has been dominated by the 
Democrats advertised in the newspapers for a candidate to 
support for Congress. Richard M. Nixon, out of the navy 
only a short time, was one of those who answered the ad¬ 
vertisement. 

He was picked and endorsed by the committee, and he 
won election. That marked the start of a public career 
which saw him move up to the Senate, the Vice Presidency 
and the Presidency itself, win a second Presidential term in 
a landslide that saw 47 million people vote for him, then 
resign from the Presidency 21 months later when he saw 
his support crumble because of his admission he had not 
been truthful. It's a sad and tragic story. 

Bartley , Harrington 
leave mark upon state 

House Speaker David M. Bartley and State Senate 
President Kevin B. Harrington deserve great credit for 
what the legislature did and didn’t do during its 1974 
session. 

The Legislature is a favorite whipping boy for many 
politicians, among them Governor Francis W. Sargent. 


Siarge, who realizes that the average voter likes his own 
State Senator and Representative whom he knows but 
dislikes the Legislature as a body which he doesn’t know, 
tries to run against the Legislature whenever he can. 

That has not been as politically profitable while Bartley 
and Harrington have been presiding over the two branches 
of the Legislature, as it has been at times in the past 

Harrington and Bartley have been two of the steadiest 
and most responsible legislative leaders in the modern 
history of the state government. 

Senate President Harrington, a giant of a man who once 
was an outstanding college basketball player but went into 
politics instead of professional basketball, is a potential 
Democratic condidate for Governor in the future. 

Bartley, a former school teacher, probably will turn to 
the field of education when he finishes his stint as Speaker 
of the House. 

Both Bartley and Harrington have left their stamp upon 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Their contribution to 
the state government and to making this a better state in 
which to live, has been constructive and impressive. 

The Legislature is the target for more criticism than is 
actually warranted, and it is only fair to say a word of 
praise for Harrington and Bartley. 

Perhaps the most important action taken by the 
Legislature during 1974 was the repeal of the Racial Im¬ 
balance law. The effect of wiping that statute from the 
books will be felt in the future. 

A highly important measure enacted into law was the 
Bartley-Fox bill sponsored by Speaker Bartley and retired 
Probate Court Judge J. John Fox which provides a man¬ 
datory one-year jail sentence for anyone convicted of 
illegally carrying a handgun. 

The Legislature approved a bill to regulate and control 
abortions and then enacted it over Governor Sargent’s veto. 
Beacon Hill observers wondered out loud why Sarge didn't 
wait until the Legislature had ended its session and then 
pocket-veto the measure if he really wanted to kill It. 

Two more of Governor Sargent’s reorganization 
proposals were okayed, one for Environmental Affairs, the 
other for Civil Service and the Bureau of Personnel. 

A third reorganization measure—a plan for con¬ 
solidating all the state’s health regulatory agencies into one 
office—was killed twice. Finally, the Legislature consented 
to place this issue on the ballot next Nov. 5 as a non-binding 
advisory referendum. Almost all the law-makers 
questioned privately admitted they did not understand the 
Governor's recommendation and expressed doubt that the 
voters will understand the question submitted to 
them. 

Approved was an $81 million bousing program for 
elderly and low-income persons which will create jobs end 
fill some of the gaps left by the federal government’s 
abandonment of bousing programs. 

A $92.5 million transportation package was enacted. A 
new formula for distributing funds to the cities and towns 
was adopted. An increase in the minimum wage from $1.85 
to $2 an hour in January and $2.10 in July was approved. A 
cost-of-living increase was voted for needy persons 
receiving some form of welfare assistance. 

These were just some of the major actions taken by the 
Legislature during its 1974 session which recently ended.

suggestion made and sup¬ 
ported that the city shouid try 
to provide more equalized 
access to playing fields by all 
organizations, ages and sexes. 

The remark attributed to me 
in the press reports was as 
chairman of the City Planning 
Committee. I do hold that of¬ 
fice. However, the remark 
expressed my own personal 
views on the floor of the 
committee, and reflected no 
expression of the policy on the 
part of the committee, the 
Board of Aldermen or the city 
through its Recreation Com¬ 
mission. 

Such policy can only come 
from votes of these com¬ 
mittees, boards or com¬ 
missions. At the time I made 
my comment, I believed that I 
was one of less than 10 persons 
in Newton who felt as I do, and 
I did not attribute much im¬ 
portance or significance to it. 

Since publication in the 
press, 1 have found two 
aldermen who share some of 
my feelings, and about as 
many citizens have expressed 
to me their support of my views 
as have opposed them. It 
therefore appears that further 
discussion may serve in im¬ 
proving the contributions Little 
Leagues make in the life of the 
community. 

The policy actions taken by 
the aldermanic City Planning 
Committee on June 27 are set 
forth hereinafter. These are 
being reported to the Board of 
Aldermen, recommended for 
favorable vote as aldermanic 
policy. 

You will note that these 
actions are simply suggestions 
to the Recreation Commission, 
which is the responsible city 
agency establishing and 
controlling policy in 
recreational programmatic 
matters. The Board of 
Aldermen may wish to in¬ 
fluence the Recreation Com¬ 
mission, or to guide it by 
suggestion or suasion, but it 
cannot control or force the 
commission regarding 
decisions within its respon¬ 
sibility. The City Planning 
Committee actions follow: 

Approved 5 to 0, White ab¬ 
staining "Moved that the City 
Planning Committee 
respectfully request the 
Recreation Commission to re¬ 
examine their policy of long¬ 
standing of giving preference 
to Little League use of public 
facilities to the end that all 
citizens of the community and 
all sectors of the public would 
have equal access and op¬ 
portunity to share the most 
favorable baseball facilities 
and the most favorable times.” 

(If this action should pass, 
and if the Recreation Com¬ 
mission should undertake such 
a re-examination, then the 
little Leagues should present 
their case for special 
preference to the Recreation 
Commission.) 

Approved 6 to 0. "Moved that 


the City Planning Committee 
suggest to the Recreation 
Commission that they request 
the Little League organization 
to comply with the City of 
Newton sign ordinance at city 
playing fields as it pertains to 
advertising billboards.” 

(This matter was brought 
before the committee by one of 
its members, not myself, in 
complaint of the violation by 
one Little League of our ad¬ 
vertising sign ordinances.) 

The press was undoubtedly 
accurate in quoting my remark 
"I think Little League is the 
worst thing that has happened 
to boys and baseball." 

Regrettably, in making a 
chance remark I did not ex¬ 
press my meaning at all well in 
that first statement and my 
further clarification was not 
reported. 

Clearly, I do not feel that 
Little League is the worst thing 
that has happened to boys. 

It has done some good things 
and some bad things for both 
boys and for our society. In 
ballance I feel the community 
and the country would be 
better off if Little League had 
not happened. My remark was 
intended to state that I feel 
Little League is the worst thing 
that has happened to boys 
baseball. Ifeel that Little 
League has deprived over half 
of our youth of a fun-yielding 
and leadership and citizenship 
developing experience from 
voluntary catch-as-catch-can 
all ages and both sexes youth 
directed managed and um¬ 
pired sandlot baseball. It has 
replaced it with: an adult 
managed, ruled and umpired 
baseball experience which 
develops excessive com¬ 
petitiveness without 
developing leadership, in the 
major and minor leagues; 
which provides less baseball 
playing opportunity for the less 
proficient in the farm leagues 
than they would receive from 
sandlot baseball; and by 
destroying the usual 
neighborhood play groupings 
of sandlot ball during the Little 
League season has deprived 
older and younger boys and 
girls, and those boys who 
become disillusioned by the 
minimal opportunity of the 
farm leagues. 

These views result from my 
experience of one year as a 
farm league manager and one 
year as a farm league umpire 
when my 21 -year-old son was of 
little League age. 


Granted, that was nearly 10 
years ago, but nothing that I 
have observed since that time 
in watching children’s play 
activities in my neighborhood 
and at the West Newton 
playground, or in my work as a 
scoutmaster for the past seven 
years, has lessened or 
dispelled my feeling. 

In deference to your request 
to appear before the City 
Planning Committee I brought 
your request to the com¬ 
mittee's attention at the 
following meeting on July 24. 
Mr. LeConti and another 
gentleman were present from 
Little League. 

The committee decided that 
this discussion of my views was 
a private matter and should not 
come before the committee. 
The committee members 
variously expressed their 
views as to whether I should 
meet with you in private 
discussion. None of them 
stated that they felt public 
discussion of this particular 
matter would be of benefit to 
either the Little Leagues or the 
city. 

The City Planning Com¬ 
mittee directed me to inform 
you that if the Little Leagues 
have concerns regarding city 
policies which affect their 
operations, and which require 
aldermanic action vs. ad¬ 
ministrative or Recreation 
Commission, then the Little 
Leagues are encouraged to file 
a petition for relevant actions 
by the Board of Aldermen, and 
the Board will be pleased to 
assign and hear the matter 
before the appropriate com¬ 
mittee and to offer the Little 
Leagues a public forum for 
presenting their views on that 
matter.

Following a brief sojourn 
at the police station, Shultz told 
reporters that he had denied 
the complaint. He said that he 
bilked to Edward Shapiro, and 
that the "boy was rational and 
candid." He stated that 
Edward Shapiro was asked 
whether he was held against 
his will and if he was kid¬ 
napped, and that Edward 
replied "no." 

Murphy had said moments 
before that he was "pretty sure 
what the outcome will be. They 
will meet with the boy and he 
will say that 'I’m here 
voluntarily.' That's all they're 
interested in, not what the 
conditions were.” 

Murphy was presumably 
referring to the deprogram¬ 
ming process which has been 
associated with Patrick. 

Feinberg said after the 
hearing that he believed there 
was a "prima facie case suf¬ 
ficient for a complaint of 
kidnapping against the father. 

"However, in a highly 
irregular move, counsel for the 
father, George Ford, of Burns 
and Levinson, informed the 
clerk that the son, Edward 
Shapiro was available to be 
interviewed at Newton Police 
Department headquarters," 
Feinberg continued. 

"Over my objection, 
because I believe a case had 
been made out for a complaint 
of kidnapping, counsel, the 
clerk and myself met with 
Edward Shapiro.” 

Feinberg said that a 
reason he objected was 
because "we were denied the 
right to have my clients 
present at the interview. If 
Edward Shapiro is operatin on 
his own free will, it would not 
be deleterious to him to meet 
with my clients." 

Feinberg added that he 
requested that the clerk order 
a mental examination of 
Edward Shapiro. The request 
was denied. 

"Edward Shapiro ap¬ 
peared very guarded in his 
conversation with me," 
Feinberg said. 

“He said Mr. Patrick had 
not used any physical means on 


him, but had caused him to 
think.” 

Feinberg said that Sgt. 
Frank Gorgonc gave evidence 
at the hearing, and that he 
reported that Dr. Shapiro and 
Patrick said they were 
deprogramming Edward 
Shapiro. 

"The implications are very 
broad," Feinberg said. "To 
permit a third party individual 
to deprogram another in¬ 
dividual without his consent. 

“If Patrick can get away 
with it, it can have implications 
for all of us." 

Feinberg and Richmond 
pointed out that there is an 
existing case involving control 
of Edward Shapiro's estate. 
Middlesex Court has repor¬ 
tedly appointed Dr. Shapiro 
temporary conservator of the 
estate. The father has repor¬ 
tedly pleaded to the court that 
his son has "mental 
weakness." Ironically, 
Feinberg has been 
representing Edward Shapiro 
against his father in this ac¬ 
tion. 

Feinberg said that “we are 
now taking under advisement 
the possibility of appealing" 
Shultz’s denial of the ap¬ 
plication for a kidnapping 
complaint. Their recourse is to 
go before a Newton District 
Court judge. 


Feinberg has reportedly 
filed suit on behalf of the 
International Society of 
Krishna Consciousness, Inc. 
and two of its members in 
Suffolk County Superior Court. 

The suit, said to be against 
Dr. Shapiro, Dr. Roth, and 
Patrick, reportedly charges 
that they abducted and 
deprogrammed Edward 
Shapiro and Lee Allan Roth. 
The suit reportedly seeks the 
release of young Shapiro and 
young Roth, and damages of 
$250,000. The suit is scheduled 
to be heard on Friday.

"It's the parents who actually bring me Into the pic¬ 
ture," he continued. "They raise the money through the 
PTA and they constitute the major work force for con¬ 
structing the playgrounds." 

At last count, this group effort at creative playing has 
been undertaken and completed at 11 schools in Newton. 

After several meetings in the month preceding con¬ 
struction construction, the group can put together the 
playground, under D'Eugenio's direction, in one weekend. 

The main materials are always rubber and wood and 
the emphasis is divided between activities that would take 
the cooperation of several children, such as scaling the 
blanket of tires or swinging in the giant web of tires that 
simply can’t be moved by one child or having a little chat in 
the tree house; to activities that can be done alone. 

His creditability in creative playing firmly established 
here, the architect has now been called upon to turn his 
attention to adults. 

It is Terry D’Eugenio that is bringing the Swiss 
"parcours," an exercise trail, to Aubumdale. 

The project got underway while discussions were going 
on concerning the playground at Cabot School.

land at weir’s Cove was chosen in cooperation and with 
the support of the Recreation Department. Construction Is 
now underway. 

D'Eugenio explained that the concept was developed in 
Europe and the reasoning behind it is that "a lot of car¬ 
diovascular problems result from a lack of attention to 
physical activities." 

Insurance companies, he said, are frequent sponsors of 
parcours in Europe. 

Aimed at contemporary sedentary society, the course 
is usually one or two miles long and consists of a number of 
"exercise stations." 

Carefully laid out, the course is walked and when the 
walker reaches a station, he is directed to do a particular 
exercise and told the duration of the exertion. Some have 
simple apparatus, D'Eugenio said, such as poles for pull- 
ups or sit-ups. 

The course is designed to provide 40 minutes of exer¬ 
cise, to cooling off. 

In Europe, he said, many people take to the parcours 
during their lunch hours. 

Thus, the 29-year-old architect described how he fell 
into a complete career in the outdoors. 

He had one final comment: "People have 
acknowledged great changes in educational techniques, but 
not through the outdoors. We need to develop continuity.”

Have you finally decided that due to the 
higher prices of men’s, women's, and 
children’s clothing, you’re going to do some 
home sewing? 

Good for you! It isn't necessary to be the 
finest tailor on the block—all you need is an 
easy-to-make pattern with just a few seams, 
darts and no fussy details. Rely on prints 
which tend to be smaller in scale and the 
fabric itself can carry a fashion impact, 
according to Adele P. Margolis, noted, sewing 
authority who has written her 6th book on the 
subject titled, “Fashion Sewing For 
Everyone,” Doubleday, 423 P. $9.95—a great 
gift for the novice or expert sewer. 

Adele maintains there'3 a test for the 
"born" sewer... if you can whiz by a counter 
that contains bolts or remnants of materials 
and never give them a glance, then perhaps 
sewing is not in your blood. "Fabric," says 
Adele, "is the siren song for sewers. It lures 
us all." 

In her book, she separates fabrics into 
two categories: the easy-to-handle ones such 
as: solid colors, medium weights, plain 
weaves, firmly woven, all-over surface 
designs, two-way design units, cottons, linens, 
and some woolens. 

The hard-to-handle fabrics in the second 
category always seem to be more appealing 
and beginners are cautioned that when they 
choose one of the following fabrics that they 
resign themselves to learn and master the 
technique. After all, if you don't enjoy the 
color and feel of the fabric while you’re 
working on it, chances are you won't wear the 
garment. These materials are: stripes, 
plaids, checks, blocks, silks, woolens, man¬ 
made fibres like nylon, dacron, polyester, 
etc., raised surfaces, looped, napped, fuzzy, 
furry, very stretchy, very loosely woven, very 
sheer, very heavy ... in fact, very anything. 


The outerwear for fall ranges from tailored 
double-breasted coats too soft unconstructed 
jackets. Your best bets in fabrics are cash- 
mere, melton, medium weight wools in 
herringbones, tweeds, and subtle plaids. 

Outerwear colors are the basic go-with- 
everything basics like spruce, hunter green, 
camel and cordovan. Once you've selected 
your style and fabric, be sure to pick un¬ 
derlinings, interfacings, and linings that are 
compatible with the durability and care 
requirements of your fabric. 

As a starter in sewing for the man in your 
life, try stitching an easy-to-sew caftan in a 
striped silk or wool, or Indian cotton or make 
him pajamas with a touch of class choosing a 
striped or solid Qiana. 

I can almost hear someone groaning, "I'll 
sew anything if it doesn’t call for a zipper!" 
SET aside your fears. Adele Margolis has this 
to say about zippers: ".. .the easiest, fastest, 
most foolproof way to sew a standard zipper 
closing is to do it by hand. Hand stitching 
holds well and looks prettier than machine 
stitching. 

Pin the zipper to position. Use a tiny half¬ 
backstitch to secure it. Presto! Your zipper is 
happily in place. And in case you’re won¬ 
dering just what a half-stitch is, Adele ex¬ 
plains that also: “Fasten the thread on the 
underside of the material at the right end. 

Bring the needle to the right side one small 
stitch (one-sixteenth inch to one-eighth inch 
long) toward the left Working back to the 
right, insert the needle half the distance (or 
less, if you wish) of the first stitch, slide it 
along the underside and once more bring the 
needle out one stitch ahead. Repeat for the 
length of the seam. (She goes on in her book to 
explain the installation of the regulation 
zipper and slot-seam zipper.)

Speaking of fabrics, cotton corduroy, a 
long time favorite, returns again to offer 
versatility, quality, and most of all, fashion. 

Not only is there a wide variety of textures 
and marvelous colors, but also an extensive 
new collection of corduroy patterns to choose 
from. 


If you've gone shopping for baby clothes, 
you’ve perhaps wondered why so tiny an 
article could cost so much. For example, 
those little terry rompers are very easy to 
make, consisting of just a few seams and 
grippers and you can buy the fabric at a 
reduced rate if you shop the remnant coun¬ 
ters. 


Plaids are sure winners for fall, and 
whether they are printed on ribless or pinwale 
corduroy, they are distinctive enough to build 
an entire wardrobe around them. Bold 
blanket plaids with rustic appeal of brushed 
wool, tweedy textured plaids and of course 
traditional tartan plaids, are just a few of the 
looks of the luxury fabrics. Often cleverly 
combined with corduroy solids, these plaids 
are well suited to the current popular styles; 
toppers, wrap jackets, blazers as well as 
pants and men's trousers. 


Have you thought about sewing men- 
swear? Don't shy away because pattern 
companies have simplified the styling and 
detailing. Catalogs have sections devoted 
completely to menswear featuring a wide 
choice of coat, suit, sports and lounge looks. 


And what about sewing with knits. Susan 
Walter of Texfi Counterknits suggests the 
following: Fabrics washed before cutting are 
easier to sew... this avoids the possibility of 
skipped.stitches. The straight grain of a knit 
can be marked by long, hand-basted stitches 
following a fine, lengthwise rib. To avoid 
stretching the fabric, lay it on a large, flat 
surface. Do not allow material to hang over 
the edge. To prevent a knit jersey from 
slipping, before pinning, cover the area first 
with tissue paper and lay the fabric on the 
paper. This will also keep the fabric from 
curling as you cut. 

One more sewing suggestion: When you 
choose the fabric for your pattern, try to buy 
the finest you can afford . . . after all, your 
investment of time deserves the best!

Across the 
Kitchen Counter 


There are picnics ... and there are pic¬ 
nics. When you’re young, a picnic could mean 
going to the seashore with the family and 
coming out of the surf shivery cold and wet to 
find Mama serving hot hamburgers on buns, 
home fries, frosty lemonade and thick slices 
of watermelon. 

When you're older and a boy friend in¬ 
vites you to a picnic, the menu takes on an air 
of sophistication. You carefully arrange a 
basket banquet of cold fried chicken, ex¬ 
pensive stuffed olives and pickles, a loaf of 
French bread, cheese and a bottle of chilled 
white wine. 

Yes, there are all sorts of picnics, but 
perhaps the ideal picnic calls for children, a 
doting grandmother or two, and a happy 
sprinkling of uncles and aunts. Also desired, a 
balmy day, grassy or sandy site and a basket 
bursting with goodies. Informal though the 
occasion may be, it's important that advance 
planning be done to avoid the potential danger 
of food poisoning. Following are a few 
guidelines: 

Take along: Can opener, eating utensils, 
paper plates, cups and glasses, napkins, ice 
chest, insect repellant, vacuum jug, salt, 
sugar, paper towels, paper trash bag, 
dampened washcloth. Styrofoam ice buckets 
are inexpensive and most efficient; lined with 
a sturdy plastic bag that fastens with a twist, 
food can be kept hot or cold for hours. 

There are other inexpensive ways to keep 
foods cold — properly packed in an ice chest 
or in dry ice packs. Empty milk cartons, 
coffee cans or other containers with tight- 
fitting lids can be filled with water and frozen 
for use in the ice chest. 

Your picnic will be most unique if you 
prepare a pork butt, the kind that offers pink, 
juicy ham-like meat. Sliced thingly, cold, it 
goes into sandwiches; served hot it makes a 
memorable main dish. For dessert, a frosted 
Orange Picnic Cake. Following are some 
picnic recipes: 

ROAST PORK FOR PICNICS 
13-lb. smoked, boneless pork shoulder 

butt 

2 cans (6 oz. ea.) frozen orange juice 
concentrate, thawed, reconstituted 

Vi cup frozen orange juice con¬ 
centrate, thawed, undiluted 
2 tablespoons Dijon mustard 
One-third cup packed brown sugar 
Vi; teaspoon ground cloves 
Place pork in large kettle. Add recon¬ 
stituted orange juice; cover and simmer for 1 
hour. Remove pork from liquid and place in 
shallow baking pan. Combine undiluted 
orange concentrate with remaining 
ingredients; brush over pork. Bake in 350 
degree oven for 1 hour, basting with orange 
sauce every 15 minutes. Slice pork and serve 
hot or cold on rolls with remaining sauce. 
Yield:4-6 servings. 

ORANGE PICNIC CAKE 
lVi cups orange juice 
1 cup quick cooking outs 
V(! cup soft margarine 

1 cup granulated sugar 

Vi cup packed brown sugar 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
IY 4 cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
Vi teaspoon salt 
Vi teaspoon cinnamon 
V* cup chopped walnuts 
1 tablespoon grated orange rind 
Heat orange juice to boiling and pour over 
oats; set aside. Cream margarine with 


granulated and brown sugar; beat in eggs one 
at a time. Add vanilla. Sift together flour, 
baking powder, baking soda, salt and cin¬ 
namon; blend into creamed mixture alter¬ 
nately with orange juice and oats, beginning 
and ending with flour mixture. Fold in nuts 
and orange rind. Pour into greased 13 x 9 x 2- 
inch baking pan. Bake in 350 degree oven for 
40 minutes; until cake tests done. Cool and 
spread with Orange-Coconut Topping. Place 
under broiler for 1 minute or until topping is 
golden brown and bubbly. Serve warm or 
cold. Serves 12. 

Ever think of preparing a thick, delicious 
fish chowder and taking it along to a picnic 
well-protected in an insulated jug? Serve with 
saltine crackers and a crisp salad — 
especially good at the sheashore. 

FISH CHOWDER 

1V 2 pounds fish fillets (use cod, cusk, 
haddock, halibut — any whlte-meated fish) 

1 large onion, chopped 

3 stalks celery, chopped 

4 tablespoons margarine 

3 cups water 

1 quart milk 

2 large potatoes, diced 

4 tablespoons flour 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
Vi teaspoon pepper 
V- teaspoon salt 

Place fillets in deep kettle; cover with lVi 
cups cold water; simmer over medium flame 
for 10 minutes or until fish is easily flaked 
with fork. When done place fish in a large 
bowl; flake fish and save fish stock for use 
later. Place margarine in deep kettle over 
medium flame and add chopped onion; saute 
for 5 minutes or until golden brown. Add 
potatoes, celery and lVi cups water; cover 
and cook for 15 minutes or until potatoes and 
celery are tender. Blend flour in small mixing 
bowl with one-half milk; when smooth, add 
remaining milk then add to cooked potatoes 
and celery. Add fish and fish stock and heat to 
boiling point but do not boil. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper. Serve in chowder bowls 
or mugs. Serves 6-8. 

CHICKEN SALAD 

2Vi cups cold cooked chicken cut in bite- 
size bits 

1 cup thinly sliced celery 

1 tablespoon minced onion 
V: cup mayonnaise 

V 2 cup peeled diced cucumber 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Lettuce, tomato wedges, wedges of hard- 
cooked eggs, sliced red radishes, stuffed 
green olives 

Combine chicken pieces, celery, onion 
and mayonnaise (or salad dressing). Mix 
well. Fold in cucumber and add salt and 
pepper to taste. Serve on a bed of lettuce and 
garnish with tomato wedges, eggs, radishes 
and olives. Serves 8. 

PEANUT PICNIC COOKIES 

2 Vi cups flour 

2 teaspoons buklng powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

Vj cup margarine (Vi stick) 

V« cup sugar 
1 egg 

3 i cup unsulphured molasses 
■2 cup creamy peanut butter 
V 2 cup water 

Sift together flour, baking soda and salt. 
Beat margarine with sugar, egg, molasses 
and peanut butter. Blend in flour mixture 
alternately with water. Drop by rounded 
teaspoons onto greased baking sheet and bake 
in 350 degree oven 8-10 minutes until lightly 
browned. When cool wrap in plastic bags. 
Yield: 5 dozen.

Answer: Here .are two recipes that are a little different. 
The Almond Brittle Bars will remind you of almond brittle 
candy and the Hermits have a delightfully tart lemon glaze. 

A1JV10ND BRITTLE BARS 

1 cup margarine 

2 teaspoons instant coffee powder 
Vi teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon almond extract 

1 cup sugar 

2 cups sifted flour 

1 pkg. (6 oz.) semi-sweet chocolate pieces 
Vi cup finely chopped almonds 
Beat together butter, coffee powder, salt and almond 
extract. Gradually beat in sugar; beat until light and fluffy. 
Stir in flour and chocolate pieces. Press batter into 
ungreased 15*2 x 10‘i-inch jelly roll pan. Sprinkle almonds 
over top. Bake in 375 degree oven 26-25 minutes, or until 
golden brown. Set pan on rack; cut into 2VixlVi-inch bars 
while warm. When cool, remove from pan. Makes 40. 
NOTE: If you want to break the cookies into irregular 
pieces, cool baked cookie dough in pan on rack, then break 
it in pieces with your fingers. Cookies are very crisp. 

HAMPSHIRE HERMITS 
Two-thirds cup margarine 

1 cup light brown sugar, firmly packed 

2 eggs 

2 tablespoons dairy sour cream or buttermilk

Beat margarine until light. Gradually add brown sugar 
and beat after each addition until light and fluffy. Beat in 
eggs, one at a time, beating to mix thoroughly. Stir in sour 
cream. Stir together flour, spices, baking soda and salt. 
Add to creamed mixture and beat until batter is smooth. 
Gradually add nuts and raisins. Drop batter from 
tablespoon 2 inches apart onto greased baking sheet. Bake 
in 350 degree oven about 12 to 15 minutes until cookies are 
golden brown. Remove cookies to rack and while warm, 
brush with Lemon Glaze. Yield: approximately 3 dozen. 

LEMON GLAZE 

Add 2 tablespoons lemon juice to 1 cup sifted con¬ 
fectioners’ sugar. Stir until smooth; brush over warm 
cookies... the glaze is thin and tart.

ARLENE'S TUNA SALAD 
ON HONEYDEW CIRCLES 

1 large honeydew melon 
lettuce 

2 cans ( 6 Vi or7 oz. ca.) tuna, drained 
Vi cup mayonnaise 

V 4 cup chopped celery 

2 eggs, hard-cooked and chopped 
Vi teaspoon ground marjoram 
Dash of pepper 

Fresh parsley for garnish 
Fresh lemon wedges for garnish 
Pare honeydew and cut into circles to 1V4 inches thick. 
Remove seeds and place on beds of lettuce. Combine tuna, 
mayonnaise, chopped egg, celery, and seasonings. Spoon 
into centers of honeydew circles. Garnish with fresh par¬ 
sley and wedges of fresh lemon. Serves 6 . 

Question: Now that I have a garden of my own and the 
vegetables are more enjoyable than ever before, I would 
appreciate a recipe for Ratatouille. Thanks. 

Answer: There are many reasons to enjoy a bowl of 
Ratatouille — it’s reasonably low in calories, can be made a 
day ahead and can be served hot or cold. 

RATATOUILLE 

V 2 cup olive oil 

3 large onions, sliced 

3 large cloves garlic, minced 

1 medium-sized eggplant, cut in Vi-Inch cubes 
6 medium-sized zucchini, thickly sliced 

2 green bell peppers, seeded and cut in chunks 
Approximately 2 teaspoons salt 

1 teaspoon sweet basil 
Vi cup minced parsley 
5 large tomatoes, cut In chunks 
Parsley 

Heat V 4 cup of the oil in a large frying pan over high 
heat. Add onions and garlic and cook, stirring, until onions 
are soft but not browned. Stir in the egg plant, zucchini, 
peppers, 2 teaspoons salt, basil and minced parsley; add a 
little of the leftover oil as needed only to keep the vegetables 
from sticking. Cover pan and cook over moderate heat for 
about 30 minutes, stirring occasionally, using a large 
spatula and turning the vegetables to help preserve their 
shape. If mixture becomes too soupy, remove cover. Add 
tomatoes to the vegetables and stir to blend. Also add more 
oil if vegetables are sticking. Cover and cook over moderate 
heat for 15 minutes; stir occasionally. Consistency should 
not be too thin even though served to be eaten with a spoon. 
Granish with additional fresh parsley and tomato slices.

Wakefield home acquired 
for retarded young adults 


The acquisition of a 17-room 
private dwelling in Wakefield 
by the Newton-based Com¬ 
munity Group will hopefully 
pave the way to help additional 
moderately mentally retarded 
young adults develop social 
and salable work skills in a 
normal home setting. This 
would be similar to a program 
operated there over the past 
two years for 40 other han¬ 
dicapped men and women in 
two modern apartment 
buildings. 

David B. Slater, president of 
The Community Group, 120 
Wells Avenue, Newton, praised 
Wakefield residents for their 
"warm understanding, help 
and cooperation" since the 
program was first started in 
early 1973. 

He said the expansion will 
make it possible to transfer 20 
of the most advanced com¬ 
munity-oriented residents 
from the two existing apart¬ 
ment house settings in 
downtown Wakefield on 
Crescent Avenue and Chestnut 
Street to the new dwelling. 

"At the same time,” he said, 
"it will make room for 20 other 
handicapped young men and 
women now on a waiting list to 
leave the stark atmosphere of 
state institutions or of difficult 
home situations and move into 
the modern apartment house 
setting for a more productive 
and stimulating training 
program." 

The 17-room brick home at 43 
Avon St. will be a residential 
and educational training 
center for the twenty advanced 
residents, and will also be the 
new administrative 
headquarters for the 
organization now located in 
Newton. 

Most of the 20 residents to be 
transferred to the Avon Street 
dwelling, Slater said, are 
familiar figures in Wakefield, 
as they shop, go to outside jobs 
in private industry in the 
morning and return in late 
afternoon, with many of them, 
for the first time, having their 
own bank accounts. 

And as many of these con¬ 
tinue their personal growth, he 
said, they may eventually 
depart to get their own apart¬ 
ments, seeking counsel only 
occasionally from The Com¬ 
munity Group professional 
staff. 

The mortgage on the Avon 
Street dwelling is held by the 
Wakefield Savings Bank. The 
realtor handling the sale of the 
property to Slater was Ms. 
Ruth Hicks of the Hicks Realty 
in Wakefield. 

Included in the training to 
help residents achieve their 
highest level of abilities is the 
job-training program con¬ 
ducted by The Community 
Group, which includes a non¬ 
profit workshop in Wakefield, 
i The program of integrating 
i these retarded young adults 
into the full community life, 
including regular attendance 
at church, has been reported 
widely in the nation's press, 
including such national 
publications as "McCall's 
Magazine." 

The residents living in 
apartments on Crescent 
Avenue and on Chestnut Street 
have also proved to be good 
neighbors to nearby residents 
and workers, including 
firemen at the Central Fire 
Station. When these residents 
go shopping, admiring 
shopkeepers "discount 
everything” for them. 

Because many of them have 
developed good, reliable work 
skills, the owner of the 
Crescent Arms has contracted 
with them to handle the routine 
daily maintenance for the 
entire 18-unit modern apart¬ 
ment house. 

At the non-profit workshop, 
other residents are working on 
, sub-contract projects for 
nearby industries, for which 
they are paid regular salaries. 

Sister Mary Howard 
Fleming of the Sisters of 
Mercy, executive director of 
The Community Group, ex¬ 
pressed pride in the 
organization’s achievement^, 

"The acquisition of the Avon 
Street dwelling is in keeping 
with our philosophy of 
providing the finest type of 
living quarters for our 
residents in comparison with 
the dehumanizing institutional 
type of living where many 
came from. Here, in a normal, 
warm home setting, these 
young men and women are 
blossoming with the love and 
special attention and guidance 
provided for them. 

"For the first time, many 
have developed skills and 
abilities that their parents, 
guardians or counsellors had 
once thought impossible. Many 
for the first time are earning 
their own living on outside jobs 
L in private industry and 


becoming self-sufficient." 
SLster Mary Howard served 
formerly with St. Joseph's Pine 
Harbor School in Rhode Island 
for severely retarrded 
children. 


Those retardates admitted to 
the program enter on a trial 
basis. They must be am¬ 
bulatory, able to dress 
themselves and able to adant 


socially. The overall program 
is ungraded, but there is 
progression in terms of in¬ 
dividual ability to achieve 
higher levels of performance in 
social and work skills. 

The initial site at the 
Crescent Arms apartments 
saw the program launched in 
February 1973, with eight 
residents and a staff of three,

housed in two two-bedroom 
apartment. Today the program 
requires eight apartments at 
the Crescent Arms for the 28 
residents there, plus three 
more apartments at the 
Chestnut Street apartment 
house, for a total of 40 
residents, aided by a staff of 15, 
including live-in advisors. 

The Community Group, 
which handles the entire 
program, contracts with 
parents, guardians and 
counsellors to provide services 
for those retarded admitted, 
following a screening 
procedure to assure they can 
gain from the experience.

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Students test underwater robot 


Thursday, August 15,1974 


An underwater robot being 
developed by student engineers 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology has been suc¬ 
cessfully tested at a research 
site in Maine. 

The 250-pound, torpedo- 
shaped robot was christened 
the "Albertross" a July 22 
launching at which champagne 
was poured over its fiberglass 
nose cone, The "Albert" of the 
name was in honor of Albert 
Bradley, an M.I.T. research 
associate who helped supervise 
the project. The "Ross" was 
added to produce a pun on the 
word "albatross," a venerated 
sea bird. 

The unique free-swimming 
robot, designed for 
oceanoeraphic research, un¬ 
derwent its first tests on 
Wednesday, July 24, at the test 
site, Smith Cove, near Castine, 
Maine. The 20 M.I.T. un¬ 
dergraduate students, under 
direction of A. Douglas Car¬ 
michael, professor of ocean 
engineering, spent the summer

doing ocean engineering 
research together with lfi 
students at the Maritime 
Academy in Castine. 

In its first operation, the 
robot was controlled by wire 
and held at the end of a 50-foot 
tether. It performed short 
dives and maneuvered 
horizontally in the cove. 
According to Carmichael, the 
robot performed well, 
achieving the speed and 
maneuverability that was 
expected for the initial dives. 

Eventually the engineers will 
install an autopilot and com¬ 
puter in the robot, to enable it 
to carry oceanographic in¬ 
struments along predeter¬ 
mined paths under the waves. 
These components have been 
fabricated, and await testing 
and installation. 

Development of the sub¬ 
marine research robot, 
believed to be the first of its 


kind, Ls being funded by M.I.T. 
and the M.I.T. Sea Grant 
Program. According to the 
student group, fleets of the 
relatively inexpensive robots 
could become standard tools in 
oceanographic research, 
enabling an oceanographer to 
scan automatically large 
portions of oceans that he 
would normally have to 
examine using a research 
vessel. 

The robot will be able to 
carry 50 pounds of scientific 
instruments and withstand 
depths of up to 200 feet. Its 
computer brain will be kep 
informed of its position and 
underwater attitude by pitch, 
roll and depth sensors, and an 
electric companss. With this 
information, plus course and 
speed instructions program¬ 
med into it by its operators, the 
robot will trace out a 
prescribed course, controlling 
its instruments and sending

Do oil and ocean life mix? 


Patients receiving top-notch 
medical care may, 
paradoxically, suffer from 
"intensive care unit 
psychosis," a Boston doctor 
claims. This psychosis is 
caused by long confinement in 
a room that’s almost empty— 
as far as the patient’s sight and 
hearing are concerned. Result: 
He loses sense of time and 
reality. 

In the August issue of the 
American Family Physician, 
published monthly by the 
American Academy of Family 
Physicians, Joseph M. Gar¬ 
field, M.D., a Harvard Medical 
School anesthesiologist, says 
that many hospitals are 
redecorating their intensive 
care facilities to prevent this 
psychosis.

“From the time a patient is 
admitted to an intensive care 
unit, he is subjected to a 
barrage of instruments, wires, 
and tubes," Dr. Garfield notes. 
“A cacophony of noises 
ranging from the beeping of 
monitors to rumbling food 
trays, disturbs efforts to rest 
Visitors and nurses speak 
openly about the patient’s 
progress or lack of it, causing 
innate doubts and paranoid 
tendencies to surface. If all this 
has not yet rendered the 
patient psychotic, the lack of 
windows, illumination 24 hours 
a day and the countless con¬ 
versations will!" 

To solve this problem, Dr. 
Garfield suggests that in¬ 
tensive care facilities be 
designed with windows, 
cheerful decor, radios and 
television sets to orient the 
patient to the outside world. 
Physicians and nurses should 
strive to give the patient rest 
between procedures and 
respect rights to privacy and 
dignity. 

To decrease the risk of in¬ 
fection and psychotic distur¬ 
bance, lines and tubes should 
be removed as soon as 
possible. Visitors should be 
encouraged to come as often as 
the patient’s condition permits. 
The intensive care unit stay 
should be as short as possible 
and those patients who must 
spend weeks or months in such 
a unit should be located beside 
a window.

Six and a quarter million 
tons of oil are spilled every 
year in the seas of the world, 
Dr. Bostwick Ketchum 
reported at a hearing held by 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy 
at the New England Aquarium 
in Boston on "Offshore Oil: 
Massachusetts Impact." 

The hearing was held to help 
determine the impact on 
Massachusetts of the proposal 
to lease areas off the coast of 
New England for oil and gas 
development. Additional 
hearings will be held 
throughout New England and 
on the West Coast to further the 


ocean policy study. The 
hearings are a joint effort of 
the Senate Ocean Policy Study 
and the Subcommittee on 
Administrative Practice and 
Procedure of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 

Dr. Kctchum said that there 
is much conflicting opinion on 
the toxicity of oil. Different 
studies have given different 
results—partly because they 
have studied spills of different 
types of oil. 

Crude oil consists of many 
different fractions, and the 
lighter, or aromatic, fractions 
are the most soluble and the 
most dangerous. Refined oils 
have a higher percentage of 
these more toxic aromatics. 


EPA publishes directory 
of recycling projects 


A Falmouth spill in 1969 
resulted in almost complete 
killing of organisms. Species 
resistant to oil quickly moved 
in, and shellfishing was 
eliminated for three years, 
then opened only to bay 
scallops, which have a one- 
year life cycle. Some shellfish 
in the area still have iden¬ 
tifiable oil in their tissues, after 
five years. There is also still oil 
deep down through the 
sediments. Slow recovery is 
now apparent, but far from 
accomplished. 

Studies of the Santa Barbara 
oil spill show less effect on sea 
life, probably because the oil 
was crude, not refined, as the 
Falmouth spill was. 

Dr. Ketchum said that a 
great deal more research is 
needed. He named six general 
areas of research needs: 


—General studies of toxicity 
and persistence. 

—Studies of rate recovery of 
the ecosystem. 

—Chemical studies to 
identify spills by "finger¬ 
printing" of oil. 

-Studies of the amount and 
distribution of oil in the present 
environment. 

—Continuous monitoring of 
the oil problem for future 
evaluation. 

—Physical studies of 
solubility, spreading, and 
changes in oil when it is spilled 
in water. 

The most urgent need is to 
study the entire ecosystem and 
how it is related. “One small 
change can sometimes cascade 
and have a tremendous ef¬ 
fect," said Dr. Ketchum, "but 
sometimes one small change is 
insignificant.”

The Greater Boston YMCA 
has declared August 26-30 
“Ten-Speed Bike Week” and 
anriounced a weeklong, coed, 
residential cycle clinic and 
touring program for teenagers 
at its Ponkapoag Outdoor 
Center.

The nonprofit program is 
under the supervision of well- 
known bicycle designer 
Richard Poole of Wayland. 
Although enrollme t will be 
limited, the Y says that no 
previous ten-speed experience 
is required. The Center sup¬ 
plies all bikes, meals and 
lodging. 

“The program should be 
quite valuable to teenagers 
contemplating the purchase of 
a ten-speed,” says Poole.

By 
making information on 
recycling opportunities more 
widely available, we hope to 
reverse this trend away from 
recycling, and to encourage 
people to recycle more 
newspapers, glass, cans, and 
other materials." 

“Using materials wisely in 
the first place and recycling 
and reusing those which have 
been discarded is clearly the 
sensible way to reduce waste, 
conserve energy and 
materials, and at the same 
time, cut drastically the waste 
management problems which 
plague every city and town in 
this country. In its infancy 
today, recycling should one 
day become the keystone of a 
sane policy of solid waste 
management,” Mr. 
McGlennon added.

Eighteen-to-20-y car-old 
Massachusetts drivers have 
been involved in significantly 
more accidents since the 
state's drinking age was 
reduced—but the proportion of 
their accidents that involve 
drinking appears to be no 
higher than that for older 
drivers. 

Those are the main finings 
of a Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology research team that 
has analyzed the effect on auto 


safety of the March, 1973, law 
that reduced the drinking age 
in Massachusetts from 21 to 18. 

The researchers, who 
worked with data supplied by 
the Massachusetts Registry of 
Motor Vehicles, said their 
conclusions contrast sharply 
with reports of alarming, 
unexpected increases in ac¬ 
cidents among 18 to 20 year old 
drivers. 

“Younger drivers are known 
to be more likely to have auto

accidents," they said. 
"However, driving-after-dr- 
inking among 18-20 year olds 
appears to have increased only 
to the point where it Is now 
comparable to that of older 
drivers." 

The researchers found that 
the Increase In accident rates 
among 18-to-20-year-old 
drivers was most pronounced 
for fatal accidents. 

Their report said that all 
fatal accidents Involving these 
drivers rose about 40 per cent— 
amounting to approximately 
five more fatalities per month. 

About a 25 per cent rise was 
estimated for property damage 
accidents, or about 14 more a 
month. 

An analysis of the reasons for 
the increase would indicate, 
they said, that drinking is now 
a factor in about half of all fatal 
accidents involving drivers 18 
to 20 years old. They noted, 
however, that drinking also is a 
factor in about half of all 
fatalities involving older 
drivers. 

"The increase in fatalities 
among 18-20 year olds was not 
large enough to indicate that 
driving after drinking is now 
more common among 
teenagers than among older 
motorists,” they said. 

Commenting on earlier 
reports of a "131 per cent rise

The research covered the 
period from January, 1969, 
through September, 1973, 
seven months after the new law 
went into effect and just prior 
to the advent of the energy 
crisis. 

The team used sophisticated 
mathematical techniques to 
analyze several types of data, 
such as: 

Monthly accident figures, 
broken down by age and type of 
accident (fatal, non-fatal, 
property). 

Concurrent data for the 
number of recorded “operating 
under the influence” and 
"operating after drinking” 
citations broken down by ac¬ 
cident type. 

Miscellaneous estimates of 
monthly vehicle miles, State 
Police Laboratory blood test 
statistics, liquor consumption 
figures, etc. 

The researchers reported 
that date was "well- 
behaved"—that is, con¬ 
sistent-prior to March, 1973, 
but exhibited significant 
changes after that date in 
cases involving 18-to-20-year- 
old drivers.

chers said that the precision of 
their estimates and the 
analysis of possible time- 
varying effects had been 
limited by having only seven 
months of data to work with 
after the law was changed. But 
the coming of the energy crisis 
would have complicated fur¬ 
ther analysis, they said. 

They said they also found 
that statistics on citations 
involving operating-after-d- 
rinking underestimate the 
fraction of accidents 
associated with drinking and 
are unreliable for estimating 
the drinking behavior of 
specific age groups.

The nectarine: isn't that 
something scientists conjured_ 
up by crossing a peach with a 
plum? 

The nectarine’s unex¬ 
pectedly smooth skin and 
lucious flavor have helped 
create that impression, but 
actually this popular relative 
of the peach is distinct from 
other fruits. It was grown in 
China at least 2,000 years ago. 
Trader caravans carried it to 
the Near East, where it 
flourished in Persian gardens 
as a rare delicacy. 

Explorers apparently 
brought it from Europe to the 
Western hemisphere. It was 
grown as a curiousity in the 
eastern United States in the 
early 19th century and in¬ 
troduced to California during 
the gold rush era. 

After World War II, plant 
breeders did succeed in in¬ 
creasing the nectarine’s size 
and in deepening the skin color. 
Its faint blush on a greenish 
background was changed to the 
now familiar gold and crimson. 
Today's nectarine is also fir¬ 
mer and its flesh is golden 
instead of white. 

Classified as a subspecies of 
the peach, nectarines do oc¬ 
casionally grow on peach trees 
and vice versa. About 60 
varieties have been developed, 
although only 10 account for 
almost all commercial sales. 
Most of the U.S. crop is grown 
in California, where San 
Joaquin Valley is the main 
producing area. 

Regulations under a federal 
marketing order help insure a 
steady flow of nectarines to the 
consumer and provide for 
industry-wide standards of 
quality, size, and maturity. To 
gurantee that shipments 
comply with these 
requirements, all nectarines 
are inspected by a federal- 
state inspection service, 
operated cooperatively by 
USDA's Agricultural 
Marketing Service and the 
California Department of 
Agriculture. 

Nectarines don’t have to be 
peeled. They’re great eaten 
out-of-hand. At breakfast, 
nectarine slices brighten up a 
bowl of cereal. They combine 
well in many kinds of salads 
and fruit cups. Topped with ice 
cream, they make a delicious, 
simple dessert. The more 
ambitious may want to try 
making homemade nectarine 
ice cream or sherbet. Other 
dessert ideas include tarts, 
puddings, shortcakes, and pies.

Buyer's Billboard 


By MICHAEL J. CONLON 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
recent column on memorial 
societies as a potential source 
of less expensive funerals 
prompted an inquiry from a 
woman in Denver. 

She writes: 

“1 have a question to ask in 
regard to a funeral plan my 
husband and I both have, and 
in fact we have had for about 12 
yefcrs and pay $6.40 a month. 
But recently when reading it 
over I find a clause which 
reads that the mortuary should 
be notified if one was taken 
seriously ill or was to undergo 
major surgery. 

‘‘This I don’t understand. It 
states that the funeral plan 
could be canceled if this was 
not done. Could you tell me 
why, and could this be so? 
There is no interest paid on this 
plan either, which I think there 
should be. The amount (of the 
total plan) is $550 each.” 

It appears you have been 
stuck with a prepayment plan 
which is unethical, if not 
illegal. The National Associa¬ 
tion of Funeral Directors says 
it never has heard of an 
arrangement quite like yours 
either, and advises you to 
contact the Colorado Depart¬ 
ment of Regulatory Agencies 
to lodge a complaint and 
perhaps win an adjustment. 

Colorado is one of 35 states 
which have laws governing 
prepaid funerals. All of them 
require the money involved to 
be placed in a trust fund, with 
varying arrangements on what 
happens to the interest earned. 
Most allow the customer to 
withdraw all the money, and 
the interest, at any time. 

Hie funeral directors group 
reports that a growing number 
of Americans are using 


prepayment plans. The dif¬ 
ference between this and the 
memorial society approach is 
when the money is paid, and 
perhaps how much money. 

Memorial societies are non¬ 
profit groups which arrange in 
advance for basic funeral 
services for their members, 
working through one or more 
mortuaries. They claim to be 
able to save their members 
money by working in quantity 
and in advance. The payment 
is not due, however, until after 
the fact. 

The funeral director’s as¬ 
sociation contends that a good 
prepayment plan can serve the 
consumer just as well. That 
may be so, but a good bet would 
be to explore both alternatives. 

The states, incidentally, 
which have laws governing 
funeral prepayment plans, in 
addition to Colorado, are 
Arizona, Arkansas, California, 
Delaware, Florida, Georgia, 
Idaho, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, 
Maryland, Michigan, Min¬ 
nesota, Missouri, Montana, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Ore¬ 
gon, Pennsylvania, South 
Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, 
Utah, Virginia, West Virginia 
and Wisconsin. 

Government safety in¬ 
vestigators are looking at a 
potential lead poisoning 
problem with electric tea 
kettles. Hie kettles are very 
popular in Canada but 
generally not sold in the United 
States. 

There are indications that a 
number of Americans have the 
kettles, however, having 
brought them back from 
Canada or received them as 


gifts. The problem involves 
lead solder which experts 
believe is dissolved into the 
water when the water is boiled. 

No list of brand names or 
model numbers has yet been 
made available, and it is 
possible that both the Canadian 
and American governments 
will eventually determine that 
the problem is not big enough 
to warrant a recall or other 
action. 

Safety officials tentatively 
report, however, that the in¬ 
vestigation has uncovered one 
hopeful note: The more the 
kettle is used, the less likely the 
problem. 

This is because most of the 
lead escape appears to occur 
the first few times the kettle is 
used. Those which have been in 
use for years are likely to be 
leaking lead into the water at 
levels which are too low to be a 
problem, experts now believe. 

Under that theory one piece 
of advice for owners of new or 
recently purchased electric tea 
kettles would be to use them 
several times and throw the 
water away.

Pills, Profits anti Politics, by 
Milton Silverman and Philip R, 
Lee. (California, $10.95) The

What is known is that they 
reign supreme in the govern¬ 
ment, both at the national and 
local levels. The estimated 
200,000 bureaucrats also run 
the 3,000 enterprises, 220 in¬ 
dustrial associations and 40 
ministries, commissions and 
planning boards which form 
the pillars of Poland's 
economy. 

Their authority is wide 
Z“vest pocket dictators,” 
according to one Warsaw 
journalist) and their say often 
decisive not only on affairs of 
state, but also on the lives of 
ordinary citizens seeking jobs, 
passports, drivers' licenses, 
apartments and official 
papers.

Professional Hero" or 
Hero with a cause?

LENEXA, Kan. (UPI) - 
There are those who call 
Charlie Plumb, not com- 
plimentarily.a "professional 
hero." He doesn't like the tag 
bul doesn't duck it, either. 

Professional or otherwise, 
Plumb is a legitimate hero, 
decorated as such by the U.S. 
Navy. And he spent six of the 
best years of his life, 2,103 
days, in North Vietnamese 
prison camps where his body 
stagnated and his soul flouri¬ 
shed. 

The days of captivity, he 
says, were an unmatched 
learning experience and he 
believes he must tell his story 
and share his learning. He 
makes his living doing so, as a 
paid speaker. 

His heroism took seed on 
May 19.19G7. It happened to be 
the birthday of Ho Chi Minh, 
then the North Vietnamese 
premier, and it was only five 
days before Plumb's tour of 
duty was to end. 

Lt. Cmdr. Joseph Charles 
Plumb Jr., was threading his 
F4B Phantom fighter jet 
through antiaircraft fire on a 
bombing mission over North 
Vietnam. A surface-to-air mis¬ 
sile brought him down. 

Unhappy Homecoming 

Six years later, on his first 
day of freedom at an air base in 
the Philippines, Plumb learned 
that his wife was divorcing 
him, his best friend had died of 
cancer and his country ap¬ 
peared p;p"reedom meant to a 
man denied it, of how he en¬ 
dured through love of God, love 
of country, pride, self- 


discipline. The children 
listened. 

"If I hadn't been a prisoner 
of war, nobody would have 
wanted to listen to Charlie 
Plumb plug motherhood, apple 
pie and the American flag," he 
says now. 'We tf>6 guys were in 
an enviable position —we came 
back and people listened to us. 
Now I have a personal 
philosophy that when a person 
finds out he can do something 
right, something good, then it 
becomes far more—it becomes 
an obligationm" 

Keeping Out Front 

It's been a year and some 
months since that decision. All 
but a handful of the POWs have 
retreated from the public 
glare. Plumb and a few others 
have stayed in the forefront. 
He has made over 450 public 
appearances since returning, 
accepted some 60 plaques and 
other mementoes, spoken to 
more than 200,000 students 
from New Mexico to Florida. 

Now Plumb says he has 
"slowed down": he gives only 
eight to 10 speeches a week. He 
has at least one scheduled 
every night for six weeks in 
advance. 

"I think interest in the POWs 
has died to a certain extent," 
he says, “but I sure haven't 
seen it." 

He found he was so popular, 
and he felt his message was 
needed so much, that he retired 
from the Navy in January and 
incorporated a public relations 
firm to promote Charlie Plumb 
full-time. He has one full-time 
employe, two part-time. 


Pre-marital physicals

Up until Just years ago, a 
couple preparing to get 
married would contact their 
family physician just long 
enougn to have the necessary 
blood test for syphilis drawn. 
Other than this, medicine was 
asked to add almost nothing to 
the preparations for marriage. 

The increased sophistication 
of the public and the general 
availability of medical advice 
concerning contraception 
today has created an important 
role for the physician in 
helping a couple prepare for a 
life together. 

Most states still require a 
blood test for syphilis prior to 
applying for the marriage 
license. This necessitates the 
drawing of a small quantity of 
blood. It is done because un¬ 
diagnosed and untreated sy¬ 
philis can have a crippling 
effect upon a baby. With V.D. 
at an all time high in this 
country, this test is becoming 
increasingly more important. 

Since the three day measles 
(rubella), if contracted during 
the first three months of a 
woman’s pregnancy, can cause 
defects in the baby such as 
blindness and heart malforma¬ 
tions, many states couple the 
test for syphilis with a test that 
indicates whether the woman 
has ever had three day 
measles. 1 

Should a bride have escaped 
this as a child, she may be 
immunized against it before 
she gets pregnant, but in no 
case should this immunization 
be done while a person is 
pregnant since fatal ab¬ 
normalities may resultin

It takes only a little more 
blood for the blood type of a 
couple cto be determined in 
order to anticipate possible rh 
problems in babies as they 
come along. Incidentally, most 
cases of rh difficulties in babies 
now are avoidable through the 
use of a new desensitizing shot 
which is given to the mother 
shortly after birth. 

A thorough physical 
examination should be part of 
the premarital preparation of 
both partners, since some 
treatable defects may interfere 
with a normal happy life. This 
is particularly true of the 
pelvic examination where 
abnormalities of the 
reproductive system can be 
detected as can any condition 
likely to result in painful in¬ 
tercourse. 

Family planning is an impor¬ 
tant part of every premarital 
examination. lAppropriate 
means of contraception should 
be discussed and in some in¬ 
stances (such as the "pill") be 
begun a month or so before 
marriage. This is important if 
the bride expects to be 
protected against pregnancy 
during her honeymoon. 1 

Counseling concerning atti¬ 
tudes about sex is quite im¬ 
portant and can help prevent 
miserable honeymoons. Both 
bride and groom should be 
present during this counseling 
which is aimed at helping them 
understand the anatomy, 
physiology, feelings and ex¬ 
pectations about sex of 
themselves and their partners.

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
recently swore in members of 
the Newton Community 
Schools Commission, 

At the ceremony, attended 
by Joan Needleman, Lois 
Alexander, Susan Green and 
Paul Shiman, Mayor Mann 
remarked, "The neighborhood 
schools should be used by the 
entire community all year to 
meet the educational and 
recreational needs of all our 
citizenry. 

"There has been increasing 
realization that the 
neighborhood schools have 
been underutilized. We have 
found that communities are 
receptive to the community 
schools concept because school 
facilities are being used for 
educational and community 
related purposes after school 
hours at minimal cost to the 
city," Mann concluded. 

The Community Schools 
Commission was established 
by an ordinance resulting from 
a task force study headed by 
Mrs. Florence Rubin. The 
ordinance resulting froma task 
force study headed by Mrs. 
Florence Rubin. The or¬ 
dinance, which was approved 
in December 1973, established 
a nine-member commission. 

Mrs. Alexander, the 
Chairman of the Commission 
was formerly the chairman of 
the Hyde Community School 
Council. The other eight 
members are: Jane Pitt, 
Aaron Fink, Paul Shiman, 
Susan Green, Joan Needleman, 
Florence Rubin, Fern Marx, 
and Frank Fitzpatrick who 
represent the following 
agencies or departments: the 
Department of Human 
Resources, the Newton School 
Department, the Board of 
Aldermen, the Newton School 
Committee, the Mayor, and the 
Recreation Department. 


Presently, ten schools 
operate as neighborhood 
centers for educational and 
recreational facilities for all 
ages. These schools are: 
Auburndale Community 
School, Pierce, Ward, 
Memorial Community School, 
Mason-Rice, Hyde, Angier, 
Davis, Emerson, and Oak Hill 
Community School. 

The programs include 
classes in auto mechanics, 
guitar, modern dance, 


languages, child behavior, 
yoga, and law, as well as 
discussion groups on women’s 
issues and current literature. 

A number of school children 
take advantage of the after 
school or early evening 
classes. Among courses of 
interest to the younger children 
are: puppetry, drama, 

movement and song, and in¬ 
struction in ice skating and 
skiing.

LOIS PINES 

Regulations requiring the labeling of 
fat content in hamburger and establishing 
uniform nomenclature in the classification 
of hamburger and ground beef have been 
adopted by the Food and Drug Division of 
the Mass. Dept, of Public Health. 

According to the measure's sponsor, 
State Rep.

Republican candidate for attorney 
general William I. Cowin recently ad¬ 
dressed the Newton Rotary Club. 

Cowin spoke about reform of the state 
budget process. 

“We will never control state spen¬ 
ding,” Cowin told Rotarians, "so long as 
budgets are passed in secret without 
adequate justification or explanation.” 

Cowin, formerly state secretary of 
administration, pointed to the reforms of 
the budget during his tenure, including the 
publication of a budget summary, "The 
Budget in English." 

Cowin also citeu the need to cut down 
on the number of annual budgets, “in 
order to keep agencies from spending too 
much and then running back for more." 


FRANCES X.BELLOTO 
Democratic candidate for attorney 
general Francis X. Bellotti said this week 
that the Massachusetts fishing industry 
needs larger catches and tougher 
restrictions on foreign fishing fleets if that 
valuable industry is to survive. 

Bellotti, a former lieutenant governor 
noted that the need for tough legislation is 
"now.” 


"We cannot afford to await the 
decisions of international conferences," 
the candidate said. "That process will take 
years." 

He suggested that a good first step 
would be the enactment of an interim 
measure providing for a 200-mile con¬ 
servation fishing zone now pending in 
Congress. 

JOHN P. LYNCH 

Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor John Pierce Lynch of Springfield 
has called upon Governor Francis Sargent 
to "take the initiative in the fight against 
inflation by being frugal and cutting back 
on unnecessary state expenses." 

"leadership must start at the top," 
Lynch said. “With a deficit of alarming 
proportions and a big tax increase coming 
up next year, Governor Sargent must bear 
the responsibility for the state’s 
deteriorating economic condition." 

FRANCIS SARGENT 

Governor Francis Sargent, 
Republican candidate for reelection told 
Boston GOP leaders last week that while 
he was not expecting a battle in this 
September’s primary, he "welcomes" the 
challenge. 

In his speech, the governor also urged 
his fellow Republicans to "turn from the 
partisan politics of the past.” 

He said it is now necessary to "make 
the effort we must to bring this country 
together again, to heal a nation deeply 
wounded by tragic error." 

MICHAEL DUKAKIS 

Michael Dukakis, Democratic can¬ 
didate for governor, proposed Monday a 
new "pay-as-you-grow” mortgage 
program as a way to encourage home 
ownership by younger families in older 
urban neighborhoods. 


Under the proposal, families would 
pay less on their mortgages in early years 
and more in later years as their incomes 
rise. 

"The state must begin an effective 
program of 'greenlining' older urban 
neighborhoods,” Dukakis stated. 
"Assuring access to mortgage money for 
young families is the cornerstone of this 
program." 

Commenting on the unavailability of 
bank loans in some areas, Kukakis urged 
that Massachusetts shrift institutions be 
required to disclose the geographic 
location of their mortgages investments 
upon the request of a certain minimum 
number of depositors. 

ROBERTQUINN 

Democratic candidate for governor- 
Robert H. Quinn has charged that state 
residents are paying in excess of $100 
million in taxes “to cover errors and 
abuses caused by Governor Sargent's 
state Dept, of Public Welfare." 

Attorney General Quinn said that 
"bungling” by the administration 
threatens a cutoff of federal funds 
amounting to some $60 million sometime 
next year unless the error rate is sub¬ 
stantially reduced. 

"A glaring example of the spiraling 
error rate," Quinn said, "is a $31.8 million 
misdelivery of welfare monies to ineligible 
recipients." 

"The Commonwealth and its tax¬ 
payers have to carry the financial burdens 
of these errors — mistakes we cannot 
afford," Quinn said. "In this time of in¬ 
creased costs, taxes, and necessities, the 
people of Massachusetts should not be 
forced to pay for incompetence, and that is 
what we have here — an incompetence 
tax." 


ROBERT DRINAN 

Congressman Robert F. Drinan, 
Democratic candidate for reelection in the 
Fourth Congressional district, voted in 
favor of legislation to reform the financing 
of federal election campaigns last week. 

The bill passed by the House of 
Representatives sets strict limits on 
contributions by individuals and 
organizations to political campaigns. It 
also establishes an absolute ceiling on 
campaign expenditures by all candidates 
for federal office, and provides for the 
complete public financing of presidential 
elections through voluntary check-offs on 
the federal income tax form. 

The Senate has already passed 
legislation which contains most of the 
provisions of the Clean Elections Act 
sponsored by Drinan last year. 

"As the scandal-ridden Nixon 
presidency has reached its anguished 
conclusion," said Drinan," the job of this 
Congress to restore the integrity of our 
political system has only just begun. 

"The public is distressed with corrupt 
politics and corrupt politicians. Now we in 
Congress must act to prevent future 
abuses of the political system by enacting 
vigourous campaign reform legislation. 

“We owe it to the American people to 
apply the grim lessons of Watergate to this 
constructive purpose," he said. 

JOHN L. DANEHY 

Middlesex County Commissioner John 
L. Danehy, a candidate for reelection, 
moved for action by the County Board to 
establish a program-performance- 
management budget system for fiscal 
1975. 

The proposal calls for specifically 
detailing each of the 39 units and 200 sub¬ 
units of county government according to 
current levels of productivity and 
proposed levels of performance which 
would reflect budget requests.

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Lower Falls housing 
to have luxury units?

A meeting between the Lower Fall Project Area 
Committee (LOPAC) and the Newton Housing Authority to 
determine the fate of low-income housing in Lower Falls 
resulted in the committee's decision to Investigate other 
options. 

Three issues are at stake. One is the number of units to 
be devoted to subsidized housing by the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority; the second is the fate of those 
who must be relocated due to urban renewal; and the third 
is whether or not to mix units and not isolate them 
economically. 

The Housing Authority came to LOPAC, according to 
NHA Chairman James Miller, wanting to determine the 
“requirements of the urban renewal plan and how we can 
fit in.” 

The number of units that could be built on the 
redevelopment site would be approximately 60. LOPAC 
Chairman, Joel Leighton, said he felt this would be the 
"maximum density" for the area. It was the understanding 
of some members that all the units to be built would be 
wholly subsidized in the following manner — one-third low 
income, one-third moderate income and one-third elderly. 

However, Donald Budge, president of the Lower Falls 
Improvement Association and LOPAC member, asserted, 
"I am unalterably opposed to the project being 100 percent 
subsidized... if the breakdown were to allow for one-third 
of the units to be built for market development, it would 
create a basic upgrading of the whole development." 

Budge added that an entirely subsidized project would 
be “detrimental to the area." Member Mildred Colantuono 
stated that only putting in low and moderate-income 
housing “won’t take care of the people here," (people who 
had to be relocated due to the urban renewal project). 

Dora McKeon commented, “We always were in a 
squeeze,” and member Ruth Maffiola pointed out that only 
one resident to be relocated was eligible for low-income 
housing. 

Attorney Richard Clarey, who is also a member of the 
Newton Redevelopment Authority, pointed out that the 
wording of the plan "allowed for luxury apartments.” 
Clarey was very vehement on the subject of residents who 
have to be relocated being treated fairly and stated, “If I 
have anything to do with it, they will be.” 

While the determination of how the units must be 
divided is a consideration, another factor is LOPAC's 
desire to have only one architect build the housing for the 
sake of uniformity. Leighton pointed out also that "the 
original concept is not supposed to be little ghettos but 60 
crazy, mixed-up families ltvtng together.” 

_. Leighton’s theory of income mix is documented and 

supported by a recent Massachusetts Housing Finance 
Agency’s report that said residents economically mixed 
and living together were delighted with the situation. 

The Housing Authority can only build low-income 
housing, and Miller stated that they were not interested in 
“simply leasing” units but were committed to new con¬ 
struction. 

LOPAC will meet with William White of MHFA on Sept. 
12 to further explore housing options available to the 
residents. 


Condominium law 
signed by governor 


A bill giving the Board of Aldermen controls over the 
conversion of multifamily dwellings to condominiums has 
been signed into law by Gov. Francis Sargent. 

The state law is an enabling act, giving Newton the 
right to establish its own controls over condominium 
conversion. 

The proponent of the law, Aid. David Cohen, and Aid. 
Edward Richmond, who co-filed the earlier aldermanic 
resolution with Cohen, have prepared the Newton or¬ 
dinance, which will be given a public hearing in October. 

The Board of Aldermen passed a resolution in May 
asking for a state law to control condominiums. The vote 
was a surprising 17-6, with some aldermen not seriously in 
favor of the-measure, it seemed. 

Properties affected by Uie law are those for which special 
aldermanic permission (permissive use) had been granted 
for their construction. 

According to Cohen, most apartment houses and 
garden apartment developments in the city will come under 
the law. 

Protection of the tenants in existing apartments is the 
main purpose of the law. 

Under the new legislation proposed by Cohen and Rich¬ 
mond, all tenancies in effect at the time a conversion to 
condominiums is contemplated shall remain in effect for up 
to 18 months after request is filed by the owner of the 
building. 

Further, the tenant has the right to apply to Newton's 
Department of Human Resources for relocation to a 
comparable rental unit. The petitioner wishing to convert to 
condominiums will be responsible for the relocation effort. 

In cases of hardship, ‘‘financial, physical, 
psychological, or otherwise” (the proposed ordinance 
reads), the owner may be required to extend a tenancy for 
18 months, under rules to be written by the Department of 
Human Resources, and may be required to give more 18- 
month extensions as long as the hardship exists, as 
determined by the Human Resources Department. 

Owners of illegally converted buildings will be subject 
to a cease and desist order from the Building Department, 
disobeyance of which not obeyed, will subject them to court 
action. 

The state enabling legislation was before the governor 
once earlier and returned for modification. When it last 
reached the floors of the Senate and House during the 
waning hours of the legislative session, Sen. Irving Fish¬ 
man and Rep. David Mofenson both literally kept their eyes 
on it every minute to avoid the "accidents” and "losses" of 
the actual bills that sometimes occur.

NCDF and Laseil ready 
to move on building plans

Two highly controversial ant 
longstanding matters — the Newton Com- 
munity Development Foundation (NCDF) 
housing and the I-cBell Junior Coolege studem 
center — were the subject of public hearing* 
last week before the Land Use Committee. 

Also discussed were a proposal for a day¬ 
care center at Hammond and Beacon Streets, 
Chestnut Hill, and a plan to reduce parking 
spaces required when valet parking is 
provided. 

NCDF President Rev. Gilbert Avery 
reported to the committee that NCDF has 
received a mortgage commitment from the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency and 
selected a contractor and hopes to break 
ground this fall for its 50 units of housing. 

Avery also said that a limited partnership 
agreement has been sent to the Towers at 
Chestnut Hill, the condominum complex that 
is helping to finance the NQDF housing on the 
Thompsonville site adjacent to the Towers. 

A lease agreement is "in the works,” 
Avery said, with the Newton Housing 
Authority for the latter's leasing of 20 housing 
units from NCDF for the NHA subsidized 
housing program. 

Site studies, which have been completed, 
Avery said, required the minor changes in 
site plan that necessitated the public hearing. 

The changes are a reduction in landfill 
needed and a consequent lowering in 
elevation for one of the buildings, a 
realignment of parking spaces for one 
building, sewer relocation, and enlargement 
of the walkways to comply with fire 
regulations. 

Robert Cohen, owner of abutting land and 
a consistent opponent of NCDF, questioned 
Avery's statement about real estate taxes, 
which Cohen said NCDF has all along said it 
will pay. 

Avery had said that under Department of 
Community Affairs regulations for a limited 
partnership, NCDF will pay to the DCA 18-15 
per cent of gross rentals to the state, which 
will refund it entirely to the city. 

Cohen warned that this type of part¬ 
nership may be converted to a corporation 
that will have landtaking power. 

Access to the Hamlet Street site was 
disputed by Cohen and others, all of whom 
claimed that NCDF has no right to access or 
the laying of utility lines through the street, 
since it is a private way. 

The bitterness that marked the course of 
NCDF toward providing some low and 
moderate-income housing in Newton has 
abated in amount but not in intensity. 

Opponents of the plan, nil residents of the 
Hamlet Street area, appeared at the hearing 
to speak against various matters connected 
with the housing. 

The most vociferous opponent was Letitia 
Angelone of I-angley Road, who spoke at 
length. She told the aldermen, “By permitting 
this housing to go forward, you are ruiniifg the 
homeowners of Newton Centre and Thomp¬ 
sonville." 

"We don't need this kind of housing in 
Newton. We don't have slums now, but we will 
have (if the NCDF housing is built)." 

While opposition to NCDF apparently 
continues, opposition to the student center at 
Laseil Junior College seems to have

dissipated to a large extent, since the college 
has relocated the proposed facility toward the 
center of the campus away from the street. 

TteAubrn^ iit l hm'mtm (riming 

a new student center for two years, but 
neighborhood opposition has been strong to a 
location near homes, because of the threat of 
increased traffic and late-night noise. 

The Auburndale Community Association 
has changed its position from near- 
unanimous opposition to “no position,” 
meaning that the ACA is not in favor and not 
opposed. 

Some opposition was heard at the 
meeting, however, principally from Dr. 
Thomas Ryan, 46 Vista Ave., who said he was 
representing 14 abutters also opposed to the 
proposed location. 

Several neighbors spoke in favor of the 
location. 

Under an amendment to the city or¬ 
dinances, the Board of Aldermen now has the 
power to review site plans of alterations to 
educational institutions which were 
previously exempt from the zoning or¬ 
dinances. However, actual control that can be 
exercised by the city extends only to parking, 
traffic, and landscaping requirements for 
proposed alterations or new construction of 
buildings with educational uses. 

A petition for a day-care center to be 
operated by Boston College was met with 
skepticism by opponents and resistance by 
some aldermen. 

Aid. Michael Lipof siad, "There's no end 
to the permissive uses, variances, and so on, 
Boston College is putting the city through." 

“With its acquisition of Newton College of 
the Sacred Heart, I can see the destruction of 
the single-family neighborhood in Newton 
Centre," he said. 

"I’ve drawn the line with the excesses of 
Boston College. In another five years Newton 
Centre will look like Cleveland Circle," Lipof 
said. His statement was greeted with ap¬ 
plause from the audience. 

The college is seeking permission for an 
86-child day-care center to be run by Boston 
College, with professional staff and some 
student staffing. The center would, according 
to spokesmen for the college, be primarily for 
Boston College ' faculty, employees, and 
graduate students. 

The facility would be located in a large 
house owned by Boston College. 

Another approach to solving the dearth of 
parking in Newton was presented by lawyer 
Robert Freeto at the Land Use Committee 
meeting. 

Freeto is aalpng for a reduction in the 
number of parking spaces required for 
theatres, clubs, and other such places where 
of "amusement or assembly" where large 
numbers of people are expected, if valet 
parking services are provided. 

Under Freeto’s proposal, only three- 
fourths of the number of parking spaces now 
required by ordinance should be necessary, 
since cars can be parked more closely when 
an attendant can move blocking cars. 

Freeto believes that the concept could be 
applied also to restaurants, stores, and 
apartment buildings. 

All these matters, and others, will be 
discussed at a working meeting of the I-and 
Use Committee on Aug. 27.

Work begins this morning on boxing in the 
exposed asbestos beams at Newton North 
High Schools. 

Building Commissioner Gene I-arson said 
Wednesday that James Boyle and Son, Inc., of 
Everett has contracted to do the work for 
$175,000. An additional $18,000 will be spent on 
the bedding and taping of beams which were 
taped last summer. 

There has been much concern in recent 
months about asbestos at the new high school 
being a possible health hazard. City officials 
met with several doctors Tuesday morning at 
City Hall, and out of that meeting came a 
decision to box in the exposed beams. 

The work is expected to take about nine 
weeks, but Larson noted that the majority of 
the work will be completed prior to Sept. 5, 
the day school is scheduled to start. Larson 
said that school will commence on time. 

Much of the work which needs to be done 
is in the shop areas of Newton North. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann said this week 
that "a very definite commitment has been 
made to boxing in exposed beams.” He called 
the process "preventive medicine,” and 
remarked that "to my knowledge, we are the 
only community in the United States ad¬ 
dressing itself to this problem." 

It has been suggested in recent years that 
exposure to asbestos fibres may eventually 
cause cancer. 

A representative of the U.S. Mineral Co., 
which sells asbestos to sub-contractors, was 
at the Tuesday meeting. Mann said that it was 
pointed out that U.S. Mineral Co. has in¬ 
vestigated the health of people who apply 
asbestos, going back 25 years, and that it was 
indicated that there have been no known 
cases of pulmonary disease relatedd to the 
applications. 

Mayoral assistant James Salter said that 
the doctors agreed that asbestos fibres in the 
lungs is not healthy. “It was agreed that it 
was prudent to do prevention action," Salter 
commented. 

Larsoh has explained the history of the 
jutoertOBBituation, When ttahigh school was 

designed, he city's specifications called for 
asbestos fibers in the fire-proofing material. 
Larson noted that "asbestos was a standard 
item until the asbestos scare of 1971-72”. 

"In April, 1973, it was undertaken to box 
in exposed beams," Larson added. He said 
that about $49,000 was paid to a contractor on 
a time-and-material basis. 


last spring, the aldermanic Public 
Buildings Committee approved a $130,000 
appropriation for boxing in asbestos at 
Newton North. Larson said that earlier this 
summer “it became obvious that the problem 
was larger than we had imagined." 

Initial tests indicated that much of the 
fireproofing material at Newton North might 
be a nonasbestos material, according to 
I-arson. “This got cr hopes up," he said, 
"but more tests said it was asbestos." The 
final report on the tests was received in early 
August. 

Larson statedd that he estimated that It 
would cost $2 million to box in everything with 
asbestos on it in Newton North. Much of this 
expense would come from the necessity of 
taking down suspended ceilings, duct work, 
and pipes to get at the asbestos. 

The city is still seeking more information 
on the potential health hazard of asbestos. 
Salter pointed out that "the action Newton is 
taking is beyond any standards that exist.” 
Test at Newton North have shown that the 
asbestos level is well within required safety 
standards. 

I-arson has written a letter to Dr. Irving 
J. Selikoff, a professor of environmental 
medicine in New York, to ask if he is in¬ 
terested in being retained by the city. I-arson 
said that if Selikoff agrees to come, he would 
be asked about the potential health hazard of 
asbestos outside of industry, and if it is 
hazardous, what can be done to deal with it. 

The connection of asbestos with cancer 
has generally been associated with people in 
industry.

Off-street parking under study 


A revised ordinance governing the 
provision of off-street parking for buildings 
whose used has changed has been prepared 
by the Planning Department for review by 
city agencies and is currently under review 
by the Newton-Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

The new proposed ordinance applies also to 
parking for buildings that are being replaced 
or enlarged.- .y 

‘ The revisiOh ts a substitute for' a- proposal 
presented last year by Rep. Peter, 
Harrington, which was held in the Land Use 
Committee until earlier this year, when op¬ 
ponents of the establishment of a McDonald’s 
restaurant in Newtonville tried to use parking 
as a barrier to the restaurant. 

That first proposal to require off-street 
parking upon notice of use change for a 
building brought on a campaign of protest 
from the Chamber of Commerce and some of 
• the Board of Aldermen, and after it appeared 


that the measure was doomed because of its 
stringency, the Planning Department was 
given the job of redrafting an ordinance that 
would be acceptable to the chamber, the 
business community, and the Board of 
Aldermen. 

•. ‘‘A. lot would revolve around the attitude of 
the Board of Aldermen toward granting 
.permissive use for expansion of parking," 
longer commented, adding that the chamber 
"appreciates the willingness of the city to 
work with the chamber.” 

“Hopefully," Songer said, “we can come 
with some ability for business expansion.” 

The proposed revision makes use of the 
present zoning requirements under Section 
25-20 of the city's zoning ordinances, with 
modifications. 

The application to existing retail and office 
buildings, which are respoasible for most of 
the parking needs in the city, is as follows:

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Milton Hindus of Newton and Brandeis 


If your “Junk mail" 
habitually finds its way into the 
nearest wastepaper basket, 
unopened and unheeded, you 
may belong to an army of 

E ostal customers long irritated 
y this phenomenon. 

Milton Hindus of Newton 
Centre does, even though in 
1947 it nearly cost him the 
chance to be part of the 
founding faculty at Branded 
University. 

Hindus, the nephew of famed 
Russo-American author 
Maurice Hindus, was an 
assistant professor of 
humanities at the University of 
Chicago 27 years ago, when a 
colleague one day asked if he’d 
heard about the new university 
in the East recruiting a faculty. 
From all over, too, even at 
Chicago. 


No, he hadn't heard. But 
Milton Hindus admitted If any 
overtures had come to him by 
mail, he probably gave them 
the heave-ho, especially if it 
looked like “public relations 
stuff.” 

Although he wasn't con¬ 
sidering a move after only two 
years at Chicago, the idea of a 
new university quickened his 
pulse. 

“I hurried back to my office 
that day," he remembers, 
“and sure enough, crumpled 
up in the wastepaper basket 
was a brochure telling about 
Brandeis University and all its 
plans." What's more, there 
was an invitation for an ex- 
penses-paid trip to Waltham 
that said, “Come, look us 
over." He did. And from the 
time he decided he liked what 


he saw, events passed quickly. 

The rest, of course, is 
history. Milton Hindus tied his 
star to Brandeis, an the 
university was happy to tie its 
star to him and 12 other 
original teachers for its 107- 
member pioneer freshman 
class. 

The last 26 years are history: 
‘‘I’ve given more than a 
quarter-century of my life to 
Brandeis, but if I had it to do all 
over again, I’d do it the same 
way." 

There may be a hundred 
reasons for such an attitude, 
but the one that echoes longest 
in his conversation deals with 
the things that made Brandeis 
different. It is these of which 
Milton Hindus is perhaps most 
proud in his long alliance with 
this University. 


“No, 1 wasn't nervous or 
worried when Brandeis 
opened, or when classes met 
for the first time, and I think 
this says a lot about me," he 
concedes matter-of-factly. "I 
was kind of brash and self- 
confident in those days. Many 
of us were looking for 
smallness, and maybe there 
was more of it in 1946 than I 
bargained for. Everyone knew 
everyone else, of course, and 
all of us were together in the 
same boat wondering to our¬ 
selves what brought the other 
fellow here." 

There may have been a risk, 
too, he agrees. After all, it was 
comfortable at prestigious, 
solid Chicago. 

“Maybe it was foolishness 
and maybe it was rashness to 
leave and come to Waltham. 


But in some ways, Brandeis 
was attractive to me, partly, 
because of a positive orien¬ 
tation I had toward my own 
Jewish background. It was not 
a nationalistic kind of 
Jewishness, though." 

The fact that Brandeis was 
new helped as well. "I didn't 
want to get lost in the shuffle. I 
knew what large organizations 
were like, and I guess I'm 
individualistic and eccentric 
enough not to like them.” 

Some of the excitement, 
strangely enough, came from 
the tensions created by the 
struggle for survival. 
"Brandeis might have closed 
its doors at any moment, and 
that was something we learned 
to live with quickly. But I was 
fairly sanguine then, and I 
thought no matter what, I could

make my way. So I didn’t 
worry. Anyway, the place was 
Jumping, and it was exciting 
and the students were in¬ 
teresting. Of course, I was 
young and when you’re young 
the whole world is exciting." 

There is more to remember 
from those early years, like 
living in Brandeis, "Castle,” 
his friendship with Joseph 
Cheskis, and his memories of 
people like Robert Frost. 

Frost, the legendary 


his colleagues, Milton Hindus 
portrays student quality at 
Brandeis over the years as 
remaining nearly constat. 

"In 19+8, the students I 
became acquainted with (in 
terms of their interest and 
their search for answers and 
their discussion) were as good 
as any I taught previously. 
When I came here 1 found 
people, like some at Chicago, 
who functioned on pretty much 


even before he enrolled as a 
student." 

Recently, another student In 
an English literature class 
answered a question that has 
since given moments of 
satisfaction to Milton Hindus. 
“1 asked him what he got out of 
my class. His answer made me 
feel good. He said: ‘I learned 
for the first time that literature 
could be taken seriously be 
people I respected.’ ” 

In "his" world of literature, 



American poet, was an early 
"friend” of Brandeis, and he 
first came here as a guest 
lecturer in an adult education 
program for which Milton 
Hindus was largely respon¬ 
sible. “Frost was very friendly 
to the university when we got 
started, and I think it was 
important — in those days — 
that he extended his 
recognition to Brandeis 
quickly, since he was a hard 
man too fool. His friendship 
with us is particularly 
memorable for me." 

At Robert Frost’s last visit to 
Brandeis, Hindus recalled, 
"He was in his eighties and on 
the night he visited the campus 
he had a cold and a fever and 
the doctors had ordered him to 
stay in bed. Robert Frost would 
have none of that, however. He 
said to me, ‘I haven't miseed a 
lecture in 40 years, and I'm not 
going to start with Brandeis.' " 

Hindus pointed across the 
angular rooftops of the Usdan 
Student Center to the “Castle." 
“There, in between those trees, 
you can see the window of what 
was our living room." The 
Hinduses lived in the Castle for 
a year before they moved to 
Watertown. Later, they came 
too Newton Centre, where they 
have now lived for 20 years. He 
and hLs wife, Eva, described 
Newton Centre as a "lovely 
place to live in.” "Our area is, 
perhaps, one of the last spots 
with two miles of woods behind 
it." 

The temptation to compare 
today with yesterday is 
irresistible, but unlike some of 


Milton Hindus 


the same wavelength as my 
own.” 

Students in 1974? “Well, 
today there are many the same 
way, but there have been some 
extraordinary ones in recent 
years,” he says. One 
youngster, even before he 
enrolled at Brandeis, visited 
Milton Hindus to talk about 
Marcel Proust. "He had read a 
lot about Proust and when he 
came across my book on him, 
he wanted to come here and 
talk to me. He did, too! It 
struck me as odd that a young 
person would want to do this, 


Milton Hindus finds other 
reasons to throw bouquets at 
Brandeis. “For the most part, 
the eight books I have written 
were done at Brandeis and with 
the university’s help." He 
describes his principal 
scholarly writing as focused on 
American and European 
literature, although two of his 
books have Jewish themes. 

“Brandeis was helpful to my 
writing, and I must put this 
down too the great credit of the 
university."

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Recycling plan passed, 
drinking ban held again 


Of two important measures 
heard at a special meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen last 
Thursday, one was passed and 
the other returned to com¬ 
mittee for the third time. 

A recycling ordinance 
developing out of a proposal 
submitted by Aid. David B. 
Cohen in 1973 was passed 14-3 
by the full Board. 

Under the terms of the or¬ 
dinance, the city will un¬ 
dertake curbside collection of 
recyclable glass, separated by 
color, as well as newspapers, 
which are collected monthly 
now. 

The backbone of the or¬ 
dinance, compliance with 
which is voluntary, is an ac¬ 
companying resolution calling 
on the mayor to appropriate up 
to $2500 the first year of the 
ordinance's existence to pay 
for advertising and informing 
citizens of collection days. 

The newspaper collection for 
recycling was begun with 
much fanfare more than two 
years ago, but tonnage 
collected has been gradually 
declining. 


Many recycling proponents 
attribute the decline to the lack 
of notification of collection 
days. No notice has been left at 
homes. 

Details of the glass collec¬ 
tion, such as type and color of 
containers to be put on the 
street and how they might be 
identified, and frequency of 
collection, remain to be worked 
out. 

An amendment proposed by 
Aid. David Jackson to make 
the program mandatory was 
voted down by the Board. 

The ban on public drinking, 
first approved by the Board of 
Aldermen at its regular 
meeting Aug. 12, was moved 
for reconsideration and voted 
on again at Thursday's special 
meeting. 

The much-debated and 
worked-over ordinance would 
prohibit the drinking or con¬ 
sumption of ‘‘any intoxicating 
liquor or alcoholic beverage" 
in public parks and 
playgrounds, public buildings, 
public or private parking lots, 
and public or pravate ways to 
which the public has access. 


The prohibition would not 
apply when prior consent of the 
owner has been obtained or 
when a permit has been ob¬ 
tained from the appropriate 
city authority. 

After considerable debate, 
the word "possession" as a 
prohibition was eliminated 
from the original proposed 
ordinance. 

The drinking ban was 
reapproved by the Legislation 
& Rules Committee earlier this 
month after having been 
returned to that committee 
from the Board. 

Returned again, the 
ordinance cannot be worked on 
in committee until Aug. 26, the 
next regular L&R committee 
meeting date, and if reported 
out to the full Board could be 
voted on again on Sept. 3. 

Police Chief William Quinn 
and former Recreation 
Commissioner John Penney 
both asked for a change in the 
ordinances to help them deal 
with the noise, littering, and 
other abuses connected with 
uncontrolled drinking in 
playgrounds and other public 
places.

A 4-3 vote by the Board of 
Aldermen's Street Traffic 
Committee to accept the 
Traffic Commission's 
recommendation to prohibit 
parking on the west side of 
Chestnut Street from Ellis 
Street to Route 9 for a 60-day 
period was greeted last week 
by cries of protest by antique 
dealers on the street. 

Dealer Gretta Sones stated 
that the problem was one of 
“safety” and the aldermen’s 
action will not "solve the 
problem at all." She charged 
that the aldermen were trying 
to solve the situation with 
"token" action and pointed out 
that there are four antique 
dealers who won’t be able to 
unload furniture. 

There have been rumors that 
one of these dealers may seek 
an injunction to stop the 
aldermen's action. 

Another dealer, Brian 
Reardon, who owns The Red 
Cos', said, “My customers are 
elderly and if they can’t park, 
they just won’t come.” 
Reardon suggested that 
making this street one-way 
might be a better solution and 
alleged that the only reason it 
wasn’t done was due to 
"political interference on the 
committee.” 


Reardon felt he was entitled 
to run a business and said that 
the antique stores had brought 
“color” to Upper Falls. He 
resented that fact that the 
banned area began “right 
outside my shop” and felt that 
the aldermen had “divided the 
road indiscriminately.” He 
commented that rush-hour 
traffic is the villain and pointed 
out that "my place closes at 4 
p.m.” He also felt that citizens 
using the road were not from 
Newton and asked, “Why 
should they take care of people 
who don’t even live in 
Newton?” 

The committee tabled action 
to install a fenced median strip 
on Elm Road which is the 
location of Newton North High 


School. The resident most 
affected by the students’ 
drinking, congregating and 
even urinating on his property 
is Henry O'Connor of 83 Elm 
Rd.

Our hopes, prayers and best wishes go 
with the new vice-president today as he 
embarks on the historical mission that 
truly affects each and every one of us. 


What might have been 

Except for the opposition of one 
Republican leader in 1968, former 
Massachusetts Governor John A. Volpe 
might well be President of the United 
States today. 

When the Republican National 
Convention opened, principal speculation 
centered on Nixon’s selection of his vice- 
presidential running mate. 

John Volpe was considered a top 
possibility. He was a Catholic, a 
Republican who could draw Democratic 
votes. He had won election to a gover¬ 
norship three times in a strongly 
Democratic state. It seemed he could 
generate as much help to Nixon as anyone 
who could be picked for second place on the 
GOP national ticket. 

But opposition to Volpe developed. He 
had been unable to deliver his state's 
delegation to Nixon on the first ballot when 
l Nixon would be nominated. In fact, Volpe 
ft himself was forced to vote for Nelson 
f Rockefeller on that ballot. 

Senator Edward W. Brooke, no great 
friend of Volpe’s, had caught Volpe by 
surprise and executed a political coup 
. which saw his friends and followers vote 
1 for Rockefeller as their presidential 
choice. 

Massachusetts delegates to the two 
national conventions were bound to vote on 
the first ballot for the candidates favored 
by the voters of ‘heir parties in the 
presidential primary. 

That did Volpe in as far as the vice 
. presidential nomination was concerned. He 
f had to vote for Rocky on the first ballot 
while beating the drums for Nixon. 

- In the end, the committee Nixon had 
I convened recommended that he pick Spiro 
Agnew, then governor of Maryland, as the 
No. two man on the Republican national 
j ticket. “Spiro who?” was the reaction of 
reporters covering the convention and 
voters at home. 

It was a surprise choice. Agnew was 
not as well known nationally as Volpe. At 
the beginning of the presidential primaries 
Agnew was supporting Nelson Rockefeller, 
then governor of New York. Agnew shifted 
from Rockefeller to Nixon — apparently 
because Rocky did not pay enough atten¬ 
tion to him and court him in the manner he 
expected. 

Those strange circumstances 
prevented John Volpe from getting the 
vice-presidential nomination he wanted so 
much in 1968 and from being e!ected to the 
vice-presidency in 1968 and 1972. 

As events turned out, he just missed 
the Presidency. 
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The ill-fated second-term Richard 


Nixon

NEW YORK - In the Nixon scheme of 
things, hts first term was to be political and 
the second to be historic. For the first four 
years he would consolidate his power; in the 
next four, he would use that power to enter the 
hall of the greats, along with Washington, 
Jefferson, Lincoln and Roosevelt. 


But fate - or a fatal flaw in Nixon — 
turned all that around; The first term had 
historic merits; the second was pockmarked 
with political demerits. 

Had Nixon left office at the end of four 
years, his brief service might well have been 
recorded as a significant transiUon from a 
period of uninterrupted wars (World War D, 
Korea and Vietnam) to an era of internaUonal 
entente. He was, for that purpose, the right 
man in the right place at the right time. 

The time was right. The Communist 
monolith was coming apart. China and Russia 
were fearful of each other and ready to make 
a dentente even with the hated capitalist 
United States to keep a Communist rival off 
balance. 

North Vietnam had become something of 
an annoyance to the great Communist 
powers, showing altogether too much in¬ 
dependence and aggressiveness in Laos, 
Cambodia, Thailand. China and Russia were 
as eager to get the Vietnam war over with as 
were the war-weary American people. 

Nixon was the right man. He was a 
Republican who had made a career of his 


anticommunism. He could deal with 
Brezhnev, Ma. Jo without being called a Tr¬ 
aitor. He could get American conservatives 
to sing his praises for shaking the bloody 
hands of the red tyrants. In short, he could do 
what no liberal Democrat could have done 
without risking a nasty right wing uprising 
against the sell-out of the totalitarians. 

Nixon was in the right place - in the 
presidency. It is here that the man could 
wield his greatest influence, for in the area of 


foreign affairs our Chief Executive is almost 
an absolute power. 

Had he left office in 1972, his initiatives 
could have been recorded as statuesque 
statesmanship, especially if the United States 
avoided major military entanglements 
through the 70s and beyond. 

But then came the second term, historic 
in its own way, but epoch-making only in its 
political shame. The first president to see his 
vice-president resign under fire; the first 
president to see dozens of his most trusted 


and influential aides indicted, found guilty, 
jailed; the first president to resign from of¬ 
fice. He is also the first president to use the 
25th Amendment to name a vice-president. 
And Nixon's will by the first four-year period 
that will see three vice-presidents. 

These are all historic firsts. But they will 
all be grouped in the bocks under the caption 
of Watergate: dirty politics. 

And what was Watergate but a way to win 
the power to win a noble niche in history - 
another case of the means destroying the end.

Political Highlights

Quinn , Dukakis sing 
political lullabies 

Attorney General Robert H. Quinn and former Slate 
Representative Michael S. Dukakis, opponents for the 
Democratic nomination for Governor, have carefully 
refrained from stepping on eacii other’s toes, saying a cross 
word about the other or asking each other any hard 
questions. 

That is a pplite and refined method of campaigning, but 
it is not the way to have a full discussion of the important 
issues or to let the people know where Quinn and Dukakis 
stand on major matters, and after all these two men hope to 
be elected to the highest office within the gift of the voters of 
Massachusetts. 

So in this column we will pose some questions for the 
two Democratic gubernatorial aspirants. If either of them 
answers the inquiries within a reasonable period of time, 
we will relay their responses to you. 

Whether they reply or not, the questions alone should 
give you some insight into their public records which surely 
will come up for discussion when one of them stands against 
either Governor Francis W. Sargent or former State 
Commerce Commissioner Carroll Sheehan in the final 
election campaign. 

Quinn is a moderate, middle-of-the-road Democrat. 
Dukakis supposedly is a left-wing liberal although his 
rather spotty record of votes does not always justify such an 
appraisal. Our first question is directed to Candidate 
Dukakis. 

Spokesmen for senior citizen groups claim that 
Dukakis, while a member of the House of Representatives 
in which both Quinn and he served, voted against bills 
which were intended to help elderly men and women in 
modest circumstances. 

They declare that in 1964, Dukakis, a supposed liberal, 
voted against a resolution calling upon Congress to grant a 
$200-a-year pension to all persons over the age of 65. 

Mr. Dukakis, they say, was listed as not voting when 
the House in 1966 passed a bill to give elderly citizens a tax 
exemption. After the then Governor Volpe vetoed that 
measure, Dukakis voted to uphold the Governor’s veto, they 
add. 

Finally, they complain that in 1968 Mr. Dnkakis voted 
against a bill to permit senior citizens to ride for half-fare 
on the mbta after reaching the age of 65. They argue that 
these votes do not reflect the concern for elderly people 
which one would reasonably expect from a Governor. 

If Mr. Dukakis desires to answer their complaint or 
explain any of these votes, we will publish his statement. 

Members of the Civil Liberties Union sharply criticize 
Attorney General Quinn for supporting the Springfield 
School Committee against the State Board of Education in a 
row over whether portions of the Racial Imbalance Law 
were legally and validly repealed The CLU members side 
with the State Board against Quinn and maintain that the 
repeal of the law was unconstitutional. 

They say that although Quinn is the chief law officer of 
the Commonwealth, he refused to provide special counsel 
for the State Education Board so that it could present its 
position to the State Supreme Court and that instead Quinn 
will submit a brief to the high court supporting a petition of 
the Springfield School Board to vacate a court order for 
school busing in Springfield. 

If Attorney General Quinn desires to explain what some 
Civil Liberties Union members call a high-handed and 
arbitrary action by him we will publish his statement 

These are some of the matters which Quinn and 
Dukakis should be debating in the political arena if they 
weren’t just singing political lullabies as part of their pact 
not to offend each other. 

Withhold opinions on 
Ford's 1976 prospects 

Political experts across the United States are predic¬ 
ting that President Gerald Ford not only will be nominated 
for the Presidency by the Republican party in 1976 but also 
will be elected to it by the voters. 

The students and scholars of politics reason that the 
people will be in no mood for anotlfer big change and 
upheaval in their national government a little more than 
two years from now. 

There Is no doubt that the Republican presidential 
nomination will be Ford’s tor the taking to 1976. He will 
have the power and patronage of the Presidency at bis 
command. His men will control the party machinery in 
Washington. 

But any opinions concerning Mr. Ford’s chances of 


winning the Presidency in his own right should be delayed 
until time permits an appraisal, of the job he does as 
President. He is confronted with some tough problems 
which will not be easy to overcome. 

President Ford will have an excellent chance of win¬ 
ning election in 1976 if he solves the nation’s economic 
problems in the next two years—curbs inflation, brings the 
cost of living under control, increases employment and 
generally improves the prosperity of the United States. 

He will have virtually no chance of gaining another 
term in the White House unless be at least has made some 
progress In that direction by the time ol the next 
Presidential election. 

Gerald Ford also is much more conservative than most 
people apparently realize. The change from the role of 
Congressman from the Grand Rapids section of Michigan to 
President of the United States may cause some revision of 
his views, but there is scant liklihood President Ford ever 
will be accused of liberal leanings. 

It is highly unlikely, for Instance, that Gerry Ford ever 
could carry a state such as Massachusetts against any 
Democratic opponent On the oilier hand, he should be 
strong in.the South and the Middle West. 

President Ford’s record of accomplishments during the 
next two years will pretty much determine whether he will 
be unbeatable In 1976 or If a Democratic candidate such as 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy might be able to topple him. 


At the moment Gerald Ford is enjoying what is called a 
political honeymoon period in which he can do no wrong. 

Members of Congress during the next 100 days will vote 
most of the things Ford wants if they don't clash too sharply 
with the convictions of the Congressmen. 

Newspaper columnists and television commentators 
will try to find kind things to say about the new man in the 
White House who should be allowed time to get his bearings. 

Many people will wonder why Gerald Ford wasn’t 
nominated at least for Vice President in 1968 and 1972 if he 
lias such great Presidential possibilities. 

President Ford's political honeymoon will end about 
Thanksgiving. 

Democratic spokesmen will begin to forget that be once 
was a member of “the club” on Capitol H11L 

Along with the newspaper columnists and the television 
commentators, they will state to criticize Gerry Ford for 
some of the things he is and isn't doing. President Ford will 
he the target of partiaian fire by Christmas when thoughts 
will be turning to the 1976 election. By then President Ford 
will have to do something more than cook his own breakfast 
to draw favorable reports on television or in the 
newspapers. 

At the year’s end Gerry Ford no longer will look tike the 
invincible man on the shining white horse. He will be 
marked by some of the flying mud.

We received a small 
reduction in taxes last year. 
Should we now accept the 
opposing candidate's 
statement that this was a 
political tactic?

Is it not a fact that school 
enrollment is becoming

Then why should we be 
appropriating millions of 
dollars for new additions to our 
present school system.

If we don't we will 
begin to look like the city of 
Boston with a tax rate that 
drives homeowners out of the 
city. 

Doesn't anybody care what is 
happening to the retired or low 
income people that could lose 
their homes because taxes are 
reaching a confiscatory point? 

Why couldn’t we have 
eliminated the Newton Junior 
College last year? The delays 
cost the taxpayers money. You 
are a man of action. Why can’t 
this be done now and wipe it off 
our hands? 

The city workers deserve a 
cost-of-living wage increase, 
but wasn’t that a pretty big 
jump? Did the administration 
negotiate, or were we scared of 
a longer strike, and settle too 
quickly? I am certain that the 
union realizes that the money 
comes out of the long-suffering 
taxpayer. 


I have been watching the 
local newspapers for some 
editorials mentioning the need 
of economy, austerity, holding 
down taxes, but it seems that it 
is not a serious problem. Well,

Police harassment 


To the Editor: 

As a concerned citizen and

To be specific, on a Sunday 
evening recently, while I was 
conversing with my peers at 
the Newton South parking lot, a 
Newton police officer ap¬ 
proached us and demanded 
that we leave the parking lot. 
The tf Tie was close to 11 p.m. 

I informed the officer that 
resolution No. 784-72, which 
was passed unanimously by the 
Board of Aldermen, allowed us 
to occupy the lot up to the hour 
of 11 p.m. or when the lights 
went out on the tennis courts, 
whichever was the later. He 
claimed that the curfew was 
10:30 p.m. and if we failed to 
move we would be subject to 
arrest. I told him to call Police 
Chief Quinn, the mayor or any 
alderman and that they would 
back up my story. The officer 
then proceeded in giving me a 
hard time, stating that he 
didn't "give a damn what they 
say" and that if I wanted to 
press the point he would arrest 
me. 

I must say that I was very 
tempted to take his offer, but I 
decided that the best course of 
action to take was to leave and 
complain to City Hall the next 
day. 

The next day I complained 
through the mayor's office of 
the incident, and I also in¬ 
formed them that the signs at 
the parking lot had been

illegally changed to say 10:30 
p.m. I asked them to change 
the signs back to 11 p.m. and to 
inform Chief Quinn to stop 
harassing the youth who use 
the lot. As of Wednesday the 
signs have not changed. 

On March 30, 1972, Quinn 
wrote a letter to fellow officers 
telling them to "Cooperate 
with youth whenever you can." 

This incident of pure 
harassment isn’t the first to 
happen to me. One week before 
the 1973 municipal election, I 
received a ticket by Officer 
Maenair of the Newton Police 
Department for failing to stop 
at a stop sign at the comer of 
Centre and Lyman streets. I 
was harassed for close to 40 
minutes and finally served 
with a complaint. There was 
just one problem; there is no 
stop sign at the comer of those 
streets. I took the case to court 
where I was declared not guilty 
within three minutes. Officer 
Maenair failed to show up at 
the hearing. 

Now I am reading in the 
papers about this new ban on 
drinking in public. This ban 
also gives police the right to 
search cares when there is 
"probable cause." This new 
law is an invitation to any 
police officer who abuses the 
law to harass the youth in this 
city. This point was brought up 
at the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen and is worth con¬ 
sidering. 

I sincerely hope that this 
letter has an impact on the 
readers of this newspaper and 
the city as a whole. 

One final point: When the 
right of the individual is 
threatened, society becomes 
threatened as a whole.

Chief Frederick A. Perkins, 
Jr., of the Newton Fire 
Department wishes to bring to 
the attention of all persons 
concerned with selling or using 
automotive equipment the 
following directive received 
from the office of the State Fire 
Marshal: 

"All fire chiefs are alerted to 
a hazardous product being 
offered for sale called a ‘Gas- 
Getter’ siphon, distributed by 
R, P. Products, Inc., Raleigh, 
N.C., and Marketing Ventures, 
Inc., of Atlanta, Ga. 

It consists of a draw plunger 
within a one-quart plastic 
bottle to which is attached a 5- 
foot section of V plastic hose. 
In tests conducted in our 
laboratory this device was 
found to leak badly, and liquid 
spills could not be avoided. In 
addition, sufficient vapors 


were retained within the hose 
and bottle to create an ex¬ 
plosive mixture in the trunk of 
an automobile. This device is 
considered to be in violation of 
FPR-4, Rule 44, and fire chiefs 
are directed to order its 
removal from sale and prohibit 
its use.”

All told me I was 
lucky I found my car there at 
all. 

Is this the happy hunting 
ground of an uncivilized 
jungle? 

I can understand the lack of 
publicity on these matters on 
the part of business and shop 
owners, but as a shopper I feel 
I must warn others to be alert, 
and holler out loud!

The new legislation will allow working 
families to deduct from their gross income 
the cost of expenses incurred for the care 
of children under 15 years of age and 
dependent-care expenses of a disabled 
spouse or dependent who is physically or 
mentally incapable of caring for himself or 
herself, provided the expenditures made 
enable the taxpayer to be gainfully em¬ 
ployed. 

Several liberalizing provisions are 
being considered by Congress that would 
modify federal law to more closely ap¬ 
proach Massachusetts legislation. 

Under the new legislation a family 
whose joint income is less than $18,000 will 
lie able to deduct all expenses incurred for 
child care or dependent care up to $400 per 
month.

JACK BACKMAN

CHARLES CABOT

Edward F. Harrington, a candidate 
for the Democratic attorney general 
nomination, has called for the creation of a 
special Attorney General’s Elderly (AGE) 
Task Force, a unit that would address the 
problems of the state’s senior citizens in 
matters related to the law. 

"Too often our elderly neighbors are 
victimized by an entire range of legal 
difficulties simply because they are ad¬ 
vanced in age,” Harrington said in 
spelling out his plan.

GEORGESACCO 

George Sacco, Democratic candidate 
for attorney general, today announced that 
as attorney general-elect he would request 
that an independent nominating com¬ 
mittee be named to screen and recom¬ 
mend all applicants for major positions 
with the attorney general’s office.

"We must not lose the struggle against 
inflation by default,” Furcolo said. "We 
must successfully combat the acid of in¬ 
flation which literally is eating away our 
people's earnings and savings." 

"In my view,” said Furcolo, “the state 
treasurer’s office is the appropriate place 
for new leadership to come from as 
government searches for new economies 
and efficiencies which will keep the cost of 
living under control.” 

PAULGUZZ1 

In response to events on the national 
level secretary of state candidate Paul 
Guzzi this week called for the creation of 
an independent public attorney for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Guzzi said, "Experience has shown 
that elected politicians cannot be trusted 
to police other politicians. Massachusetts 
needs a strong independent public at¬ 
torney to investigate and prosecute 
election law violations, political crimes, 
and conflicts of interest." 

"Massachusetts has had political 
corruption, scandals, and election law 
violations that have not been investigated 
or fully prosecuted," Guzzi said. 

"John Davoren, as secretary of 
state,” Guzzi continued, "has had the 
responsibility to police election laws, a 
major area of concern as Watergate has 
shown, and in nis seven years in office not 
one election-law violation has been 
prosecuted." 

Guzzi called for the independent public 
attorney to be appointed for one six-year 
term by retired members of the judiciary, 
with a budget of not less than 15 per cent of 
the attorney general's budget. The single 
term could not be renewed and the official 
would not be eligible for public office 
within two years following his term. 

WILLIAM I. COWIN 

William I. Cowin, Republican con¬ 
vention-endorsed candidate for attorney 
general, this week proposed a “Consumer 
Corps" in the attorney general’s office. 

The Consumer Corps would be a 
special investigative unit within the 
Consumer Protection Division that will 
operate undercover, as decoys, Cowin 
explained. "They will pose as typical 
unsophisticated consumers. They will 
allow themselves to be defrauded and 
exploited, and they will gather sufficient 
evidence to secure criminal convictions of 
the worst offenders." 


Cowin said the staff for the Consumer 
Corps would come entirely from the 
budget of the existing Consumer 
Protection Division, using existing staff 
wherever possible, and supplemented by 
volunteers. 

Cowin also pledged to curb the 
"spiraling budget" of the attorney 
general's department, and called upon all 
candidates for state office to make a 
similar commitment to control state 
spending. 

"For my own part, I will start with the 
budget of the attorney general's office. 
Under the present incumbent, that budget 
has increased 130 per cent in six years! 
The number of employees has more than 
doubled! If I am attorney general, that 
uncontrolled expansion will stop." 

FRANCIS X.BELLOTTI 

A Democratic candidate for attorney 
general, Francis X. Bellotti, has called for 
a more comprehensive coordination of 
crime-fighting programs between the 
Attorney general's office and the various 
district attorneys. 

"According to figures recently 
released by the FBI it is clear that armed 
robbery, murders, burglaries, and forcible 
rapes are no longer occurring within the 
urban environment. In fact, serious crime 
is increasing at a faster rate in the 
suburbs," Bellotti said. 

Bellotti, a former lieutenant governor, 
has been a consistent advocate of crime¬ 
fighting programs set up on a coordinate 
state-wide basis. 

"During the past five years in the 
Greater Boston area, for instance, crime 
has increased by 60 per cent in the suburbs 
as opposed to 44.4 per cent in Boston 
proper. According to recently compiled 
date three factors account for the increase 
in suburban crime: the growth ex¬ 
perienced by many communities as 
subdivisions, apartments, and shopping 
centers proliferate; a court system which, 
in the opinion of many law enforcement 
officials, is not tough enough in 
prosecuting and sentencing offenders; and 
the construction of highways like the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, the Southeast 
Expressway and Routes 93 and 95, which 
have made it easier for thieves to reach 
what were our isolated communities," 
Bellotti said. 

CHARLES CABOT 

Charles Cabot, a Republican can¬ 
didate for attorney general, today called 
for a new approach to utility rate setting in 
Massachusetts which uses guidelines to 
reward efficiency and punish inefficiency. 

“Under present procedures," Cabot 
said, “the burden rests upon the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities or a complaining 
consumer to demonstrate that expenses 
incurred by the companies were unwise or 
unjustified." 

"Instead of spending all their time 
providing a perfunctory review of utility 
accounting, the DPU should develop ef¬ 
ficiency guidelines by comparing the 
operating costs of various private and 
public utility companies here in 
Massachusetts and throughout the 
country. 

“Then the burden should be on the 
companies seeking rate increases which 
don't meet the efficiency guidelines to 
explain their circumstances. Based on 
these guidelines and the explanations 
offered, utility companies which operate 
efficiently should be allowed a greater 
profit, and those which are inefficient, less 
profit.” 

EDWARD F. HARRINGTON 

Edward F. Harrington, a candidate 
for the Democratic attorney general 
nomination, has called for the creation of a 
special Attorney General’s Elderly (AGE) 
Task Force, a unit that would address the 
problems of the state’s senior citizens in 
matters related to the law. 

"Too often our elderly neighbors are 
victimized by an entire range of legal 
difficulties simply because they are ad¬ 
vanced in age," Harrington said in 
spelling out his plan. 

He said the task force would utilize the 
resources of the attorney general's various 
functional divisions, including those 
devoted to consumer protection and 
criminal investigation. 

"The objective of the AGE Task Force 


will be to aid the elderly with legal 
problems that are created or intensified 
merely because these men and women are 
beyond middle age," Harrington said. 

Harrington, the former chief attorney 
of the Justice Department's Organized 
Crime Strike Force in New England, has 
been endorsed for the attorney general’s 
post by Mass Caucus '74. 

GEORGESACCO 

George Sacco, Democratic candidate 
for attorney general, today announced that 
as attorney general-elect he would request 
that an independent nominating com¬ 
mittee be named to screen and recom¬ 
mend all applicants for major positions 
with the attorney general's office. 

This unique nominating committee 
will be comprised of law-school deans, 
consumer organization representatives, 
law-enforcement figures, and leading 
members of citizens groups. 

The committee will be charged with 
the responsibility of recommending 
directly to the attorney general those 
applicants best qualified to head up the 13 
division and two bureaus of the attorney 
general's office. This procedure will ef¬ 
fectively remove the appointment process 
from the political realm and ensure that 
the attorney general will have immediate 
access to the finest available legal and 
technical talent in Massachusetts. 

THOMAS P O'NEILL III 

State Rep. Thomas P. O’Neill III, 
Democratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor, has proposed a comprensive 
plan to help homeowners and renters 
strapped by soaring electric rates and 
"fuel adjustment" alowances. 

O'Neill said that Newton had been 
particularly hard-hit by spiraling rates, 
noting that the average family here now 
pays $27.53 monthly for electricity. "Last 
year," he added, "these charges 
amounted to only $18.99. This is a 45 per 
cent increase for the average Newton 
family." 

Citing the problems that New England 
has experienced in obtaining fuel because 
of its geographic location and its depen¬ 
dence on foreign fuel sources, the 
Massachusetts legislator called for the 
creation of a New England Fuel 
Cooperative. 

"Electric utilities in New England 
have been forced to compete for the scarce 
residual oil that is currently available,” 
O’Neill said. “This competition has driven 
prices sky-high." 

"If New England utilities bought their 
residual oil collectively, they would form a 
very powerful consuming group — a 
virtual ‘consumer monopoly.' This con¬ 
sumer monopoly would immediately 
reduce the disastrous impact the Fuel 
Adjustment Clause has had on the average 
consumer’s pocketbook," O’Neill con¬ 
cluded. 

ROBERT H. QUINN 

Fiscal and administrative 
mismanagement of executive depart¬ 
ments and programs has cost 
Massachusetts more than $600 million in 
wasted tax dollars over the past five years 
of the Sargent Administration, Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn has charged. 

Quinn is a Democratic candidate for 
governor. 

Quinn ticked off a list of instances 
where "a minimum of $600 million has 
been mispaid, unaccounted for, im¬ 
properly distributed or foolishly spent.” 

Quinn said that while administrative 
fumbling was evident throughout the 
Sargent administration, the largest single 
waste of funds came in the handling of 
public welfare, hurting both the taxpayer 
and the clients in need of aid and service. 

"All told, our research indicates that 
in welfare alone, some $350 million has 
been mismanaged by the Republican 
administration since 1969," he said. 

Irresponsibility and incompetence 
have resulted in our state budget in¬ 
creasing during the past six years from 
$1.4 billion to $3 billion, Quinn said. 

"Orange reflectorized barrels are 
being rented by the state for highway 
construction projects at a cost of 21 to 27 
cents a day, or almost $100 per barrel a 
year," Quinn said. 

"Those barrels could be bought for $8. 

. . instead we're paying $100 a piece for 
them. This is one small but very visible 
example.”

For buildings to be enlarged, replaced, or 
changed in use, the number of parking spaces 
presently called for in the zoning ordinances 
would be determined according to present use 
and size of the building. 

Next, the number of spaces required for the 
building if it were a new building would be 
determined, without the present allowance of 
an additional 1500 square feet that can be 
added and now requires no new parking, 

Tiie first number wouid be subtracted from 
Lh<* second, yielding the number of additional 
spaces needed, except that up to five spaces 
or 10 per cent of the total number of spaces, 
whichever is greater, may be deleted from 
the required number. 

The deduction, according to Planning 
Director Charles Thomas, who drew up the 
revised proposal, will make up for the 
removal of the exemption for an extra 1500 
feet of floor space. 

The Board of Aldermen, under the new 
ordinance, would be able to give permissive 
use for a reduction or waiver of off-street 
parking requirements for ar. increase in floor 
area up to 1500 square feet.

"Return to elegance? Nonsense!" was 
the sharp response of designer-author John 
Weitz when interviewed recently.

Across the Kitchen Counter 


What Is a sandwich? The dictionary falls 
short with its definition: "Two or more slices 
of bread with a layer of meat, cheese, or 
savory mixture spread between them.” Ah, 
no, sandwiches can be a meal or a snack and 
can be eaten any hour of the day ... hot or 
cold, thick or thin, diet-thin or full-to-bursting 
and drippy. 

Everybody knows how to make a ham¬ 
burger, but do you know how to make a really 
great hamburger? Have you ever considered 
using home-style light rye bread instead of a 
bun, sauteed chopped Spanish onion, 
generous slice of tomato, 2 slices processed 
cheese for a super sandwich? Broil the beef 
patty and lightly toast the two slices of bread. 
Place cheese slice on each bread slice, add 
tomato slice to one slice bread and place 
under broiler until cheese is melted; top with 
patty and sauteed onion and cover with bread- 
cheese slice; serve with pickles and olives! 

Here are some sandwich tips which will 
surely come in handy when school reopens: 


Spreads: Either butter or margarine should 
cover inner surfaces of bread slices to keep 
them from becoming soggy (particularly 
when sandwiches are made ahead. 

Salad-type fillings: Keep salad filling under 
refrigeration to avoid food poisoning and 
since cold foods require more seasoning than 
hot foods, be sure mixture is not bland and 
uninteresting. It’s also a good Idea to add 
crunch to these spreads—such as chopped 
celery or nuts. 

Most sandwiches call for salad dressing- 
try using seasoned sour cream as a pleasant 
change. 

Breads: Variety is indeed the spice of life—try 
making a sandwich of two types of bread- 
such as white and whole wheat or rye and 
pumpernickel. The pits or Syrian-type breads 
such as Sahara, make marvelous pockets for 
all fillings no matter how juicy. 

August is National Sandwich Month and 
has been celebrated for 19 years with a 



Sandwich Idea Contest open to professional 
chefs, salad makers, waitresses, dietitians 
and others in the food field who vie for cash 
and world travel prizes by contributing 
original sandwich masterpieces. 

Following are the 1974 top winners: 

SIDEWALK SANDWICHES 
4 cups mixed salad greens (2V4 cups 
shredded lettuce, 1 cup shredded spinach, 2 
green onions, chopped, 2 radishes, sliced) 

Vi cup Italian dressing 
3 loaves frozen enriched flat bread 
(Sahara) thawed 

2 pkgs. (3 oz. ea.) cream cheese, softened 
% pound thinly sliced roast beef 
12 large Greek olives, pitted, sliced 
Toss salad greens with dressing. Set 
aside, no longer than 15 minutes. Cut loaves of 
bread in half; open center pocket Spread 
insides of each half with approximately 1V4 
tablespoons cream cheese.

They are all desserts and you could classify the first, Kugel, 
as a pudding; the Flan, Buckle, Cobbler, Crisp and Crumble 
arc generally cakes made with fruit (apple or peach). 

Mrs. E.N., Walpole, writes: Enclosed is a recipe for 
Fluffy Lemon Pie that was sent to me from California. We 
think it’s really good and hope you will enjoy it too! (Thank 
you!) 


FLUFFY LEMON PIE 
Pastry for 9-inch pic shell 
1 tablespoon unflavored gelatin 
Vi cup cold water 
4 eggs, separated 
Dash of salt 

1 can (6 Oz.) frozen Icmouadc concentrate thawed 
Vi cup sugar 

1 cup heavy cream, whipped 
Sugar to taste 

Soak gelatin in water about 5 minutes in saucepan; add 
beaten egg yolks and salt; stir and cook ovfr low heat until 
slightly thickened. Add lemonade concentrate and mix 
well; chill until slightly congealed. Beat egg whites to form 
soft peaks; add sugar gradually and beat until stiff; fold 
into slightly congealed gelatin mixture. Whip cream adding 
sugar in small amounts at a time. Fold in half of the 
whipped cream and pile filling into cooled pie shell; chill 
until set. Serve, garnished with remaining whipped cream.

Answer: In looking up your Coffee Crumb Cake, I came 
across a favorite of mine that was in the column back in 
May, 1970, and so I'll include both recipes. 


WALNUT COFFEE CRUMB CAKE 
Topping 

Vi cup brown sugar, packed 
One-third cup all purpose flour 
One-third cup butter or margarine 
2 teaspoons cinnamon 

1 cup walnuts, coarsely chopped 

Batter 

One-third cup butter or margarine 
Vi cup sugar 

2 eggs 

lMi cups sifted all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
Vi teaspoon salt 
•' H teaspoon baking soda 
Vi teaspoon nutmeg 
Two-thirds cup sour cream 

To make topping, blend together sugar, flour, butter (or 
margarine) and cinnamon until crumbly. Stir in walnuts. 
Set aside while preparing batter. Cream butter (or 
margarine) sugar and eggs together (mixture will appear 
curdled, but it's alright). Sift flour with baking powder, 
salt, baking soda and nutmeg; add to creamed mixture 
alternately with sour cream. Spread half of batter in a 
greased deep 8Mi inch round or a 9-inch square baking pan. 
Sprinkle with half the topping. Cover with remaining batter 
and sprinkle remaining topping over all. Bake at 350 
degrees oven for 25-30 minutes or until cake is golden brown 
and tests done. (Wonderful served warm).

TOP ME TWICE CAKE 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla

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M.l.T. study finds that liquor use among 
youthful drivers, adults about the same 


Eighteen-to-20-y ear-old 
Massachusetts drivers have 
been involved In significantly 
more accidents since the 
state’s drinking age was 
reduced - but the proportion 
of their accidents that involve 
drinking appears to be no 
higher than that for older 
drivers. 

Those are the main findings 
of a Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology research team that 
has analyzed the effect on auto 
safety of the March, 1973, law 
that reduced the drinking age 
in Massachusetts from 21 to 18. 

The researchers, who 
worked with data supplied by 
the Massachusetts Registry of 
Motor Vehicles, said their 
conclusions contrast sharply 
with reports of alarming, 
unexpected increases in ac¬ 
cidents among 18 to 20 year old 
drivers. 

"Younger drivers arc known 
to be more likely to have auto 
accidents," they said. 
"However, driving-after-dr- 
inking among 18-20 year olds 
appears to have increased only 
to the point where it is now 
comparable to that of older 
drivers.” 

The researchers found that 
the increase in accident rates 
among 18-to-20-year-old 
drivers was most pronounced 
for fatal accidents. 

Their report said that all 
fatal accidents involving these 
drivers rose about 40 percent — 
amounting to approximately 
five more fatalities per month. 

About a 25 percent rise was 
estimated for property damage 
accidents, or about 14 more a 
month. 

An analysis of the reasons for 
the increase would indicate, 
they said, that drinking is now 
a factor in about half of all fatal 
accidents involving drivers 18 
to 20 years old. They noted, 
however, that drinking also is a 
factor in about half of all 
fatalities involving older 
drivers. 

"The increase in fatalities 
among 18-20 year olds was not 
large enough to indicate that 
driving after drinking is now 
more common among 
teenagers than among older 
' motorists," they said. 

Commenting on earlier 
reports of a "131 percent rise in 
road deaths linked to teenagers 
and liquor," the researchers 
said this was the result of 
"preliminary comparison of 
raw data on accidents in¬ 
volving drinking citations for 
the few months before and 
after the new law went into 
effect." 

"Though the increase is 
dramatic," they said, "these 
data are not adjusted for road 
use condition or for other 
factors that might have 
changed during the months 
involved — such as reporting 
practices for driving-after- 
drinking citation. 

Also, the actual number of 
drinking related fatalities 
involving young operators are 
subject to large statistical 
fluctuatioons since they are 
small compared with the total 
number of highway fatalities 
and the total number of 
teenager-involved accidents 
during those months.” 

The research covered the 
period from January, 1969, 
through September, 1973, 
seven months after the new law 
went into effect and just prior 
to the advent of the energy 
crisis. 

The team used sophisticated 
mathematical techniques to 
analyze several types of data, 
such as: monthly accident 
figures, broken down by age 
and type of accident (fatal, 
non-fatal, property); con¬ 
current data for the number of 
recorded "operating under the 
influence" and "operating 
after drinking" citations 
broken down by accident type; 
and miscellaneous estimates of 
monthly vehicle miles, State 
Police Laboratory blood test 
statistics, liquor consumption 
figures, etc. 

The researchers reported 
that the data was "well- 
behaved" — that is, consistent 
— prior to March, 1973, but 
exhibited significant changes 
after that date in cases in¬ 
volving 18-to-20-year-old 
drivers. 

In their report, the resear¬ 
chers said that the precision of 
their estimates and the 
analysis of possible time- 
varying effects had been 
limited by having only seven 
months of data to work with 
after the law was changed. But 
the coining of the energy crisis 
would have complicated fur¬ 
ther analysis, they said. 

They said they also found 
that statistics on citations 
involving operating-after-d- 


rinklng underestimate the 
fraction of accidents 
associated with drinking are 
unreliable for estimating the 
drinking behavior of specific 
age groups. 

The study was begun in the 
summer of 1973 as an MIT 
Undergraduate Research 
Opportunities Program 
(UROP) project. The program 
enables undergraduates to 
participate in research 
projects. 

The work was supported by 
the UROP office and a National 
Science Foundation grant for 
"Innovative Resource Plan¬ 
ning in Urban Safety Systems" 
at the MIT Operations Center 
and the Laboratory of 
Arcitecture and Planning.

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Policemen, firemen Candidates 
to learn lifesaving 


Legislation requiring all 
police and firemen to be 
trained by September, 1977, in 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
and other first responder 
medical techniques has been 
signed Into law by Gov. 
Francis Sargent. 

This training will enable all 
policemen and firemen, who 
are usually first at the scene of 
an accident, to render life¬ 
saving care to stabilize the 
parent's condition until 
qualified emergency medical 
personnel arrive. 

The new law expands last 
year’s Emergency Medical 
Care (EM".' law which, in 
addition t. regulating am¬ 
bulance services, requires a 
minimum of 80 hours of 
emergency medical training 
for all ambulance operators 
and attendants. 

Rep. I,ois G. Pines, (El- 
Newton), a sponsor of last 
year's Emergency Medical 
Care Law, explained the need 
or extending training 
requirements to police and 
firemen: "In many cases the 
first responders to an accident 
are either police or firemen 
and citizens calling for aid do 
not always distinguish between 
medical emergencies that 
would warrant an ambulance 
or a trained public safety of¬ 
ficer. Frequently the burden is 
on the individual policeman or 


firefighter to deal first with a 
medical emergency, without 
the benefit of medical advice or 
fully trained medical 
assistance. This new training 
will enable them to provide the 
neededd care." 

The Massachusetts Heart 
Association, a strong supporter 
of the new training 
requirements, estimates that 
20 per cent of those who die of 
heart attacks might have lived 
had adequate emergency 
medical care been available.

ROBERT DRINAN 

Cong. Robert F. Drinan (D-Mass.) has 
urged President Ford to lend his support to 
the National Energy Emergency Act, 
passed by Congress and vetoed by 
President Nixon earlier this year. 

"Unity demands that the Congress and 
the President work together to solve the 
pressing problems of the day. Energy 
supplies will drop and prices will 
skyrocket again this winter unless we 
adopt a legislative remedy as soon as 
possible," Drinan said. 

The National Energy Emergency Act, 
approved by Congress last February, 
provided for a rollback of crude oil prices, 
restrictions on windfall profits earned by 
the oil companies, and equitable allocation 
of energy supplies. 

"The public mandate in support of this 
vital legislation was overwhelming,” said 
Drinan, "but President Nixon vetoed the 
measure on March B. President Ford now 
has the opporlunity to rectify his 
predecessor's mistake by actively sup¬ 
porting the swift passage of similar 
legislation by Congree before the cold 
weather strikes again." 

CHARLES I. CLOUGH, JR. 

Charles I. Clough, Jr., of Concord, 
Democratic candidate for Middlesex 
County commissioner, is calling for the 
phasing out of the position for which he is 
running. 

Clough stated, "Our objective is to 
wind down the size and costs of county 
government and return the power to the 
cities and twns h pay the bills." 

Clough, 32, was founder and chairm 
of Citizens for Middlesex County (CMC), 
the citizens’ group which supported the 
reform slate of county commissioners in 
1972. 

Clough stated that we must replace the 
present county commissioners with a full¬ 
time, professional county manager.

Ieicester Rd., Belmont, formally an¬ 
nounced his candidacy last week for the 
Democratic nomination for Middlesex 
County commissioner in the Sept. 10 
primary. 

In announcing his candacy, Mr. 
Coppola stated: "Uppermost in my mind 
are the taxes that the homeowners and 
business operators pay in Middlesex 
County. County taxpayers continue to be 
severely crippled by soaring real estate 
taxes and often do not realize that a por¬ 
tion of this tax goes toward the operation of 
county government. 

"County government, however, has 
made improvements over the past two 
years but much remains to be done and I 
pledge that if elected, I will work for 
continued reduction of county taxes 
through a more business-like approach in 
the operation of county government.

Summer programs held 
at Emerson School 


More than 270 children, 
ranging in age from three-and- 
one half to 12 have attended one 
or more summer programs 
held at Newton's Ralph Waldo 
Emerson School during July 
and August. 

The programs have included 
early childhood opportunity 
(ECHO), an enrichment 
reading laboratory, in¬ 
strumental music, reading 
tutorial, drama workshops. 
These programs were offered 
by the Newton Public Schools 
and Title I. 

The early childhood op¬ 
portunity classroom 
enrollment almost doubled 
from the previous year. Last 
year's enrollment was 52 while 
this year there were 93 
children. 

An addition to the program 
was two nursery school 
classes. There were also pre- 
kindergarten, kindergarten, 
and first grade children. 

Children were given in¬ 
dividual help and en¬ 
couragement to seek their own 
needs and interests. Each 
classroom was physically 
structured to blend the school's 
offerings into chilren’s varius 
interests and needs. 

The main focus of con¬ 
centration in each classroom 
was language development. 
The children met from 9 a.m. 
to noon daily. 

Some ECHO program ac¬ 
tivities included trips to 
Howard Johnson’s at Gateway 
Center, Newton Big Buy, 
Natick Burger King, police and 
fire departments, Larz 
Anderson Park in Brookline, 
Stoneham Zoo, and an 
agricultural area in Norfolk. 

Children also toured Boston 
Harbor on the Windjammer 
Spray, and were visited by 
Channel 38’s Willie Whistle, 
folk singer David Welch, 
mimist Trent Arterberry, the 
Poobley Greely Puppet 
Theatre, the M.D.C. Traveling 
Zoo, and an installer from a 
telephone company. 

There was parent par¬ 
ticipation during the summer 
as parents met with the 
program's psychologist to 
discuss children and com¬ 
munity problems. Parents 
discussed problems particular 
to their own children and 
sought input from their peers. 
Meetings were held on a 
weekly basis and will continue 
in September during the school 
year. 

A special summer food 
service for chidren in the 
ECHO Title I program was 
provided by the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Food and Nutrition 
Service. Meals were served 
daily during the summer 
months. 

On Aug. 8, the ECHO 
program held its family day 
picnic and open house. Chid- 
dren were observed in a 
classroom environment from 
9:15-10:15 a.m. A film of the 
program (put together by the 
principal and teachers) was 
viewed from 10:15-11 a.m. 
Parents, friends, children, and 
teachers then picnicked on the 
playground until dismissal 
time. 

The Emerson faculty this 
summer included: Karen 
Challen, nursery, Peggy 
Marino, nursery; Judi Lynch, 
pre-kindergarten; Sue Carlin, 
pre-kindergarten; Toni 
Ethridge, pre-kindergarten 
and kindergarten; Melinda 
Rosenberg, pre-kindergarten 
and kindergarten; Joanne 
Kwarta, kindergarten and first 
grade; Rosemary Porfert, 
kindergarten and first grade; 
Eleanor Wollins, reading lab; 
Kathy Marsh, speech 
therapist; Barbara Yesley, 
psychologist, George Napoli, 
instrumental musio; Marie 
Wilcox, secretary; and 
Thomas A. Etre Jr., principal. 

More than 30 children, 
grades two to six, met in small 
groups on a daily basis as part 
of a four-week enrichment 
reading program. These 
children used the school’s 
reading laboratory machines 
and equipment to enhance 
already developed reading 
skills and attitudes. 


A four-week instrumental 
music program involved more 
than 50 children, ages five to 
11. They met daily for flute, 
clarinet, recorder, violin, 
brass, and orchestra lessons. 
The program ended with a 
concert. 

Forty-four children were 
involved in a five-week reading 
tutorial. They received 
tutoring in reading on a two-to- 
one or one-to-one pupil-teacher 
ratio as part of a Boston State 
College remedial reading 
practicum. 

These children worked with 
24 teachers from the Greater 


Boston area who are enrolled 
in advanced degree programs 
at Boston State College. The 
children ranged from grades 
one to six, and came from the 
Emerson, Hyde, Meadowbrook 
and Newton Catholic schools. 

The community school 
sponsored a variety of mini 
workshops. Subjects included 
photography, weaving, drama, 
ceramics, film animation, 
candlemaking, and model 
railroad building. The courses 
were taught by parents, and 
junior high and senior 
students.

"Open dating" information on packaged meat and poultry 


American consumers will 
soon be finding more precise 
"open dating" information on 
packaged meat and poultry to 
better assist them in deter¬ 
mining the freshness of these 
products on food market 
shelves. 

Mrs. Nancy H. Steorts, 
special assistant to the 
secretary of agriculture for 


consumer affairs, announced 
that in a move designed to 
eliminate the present confusion 
over product dating, meat and 
poultry processors who 
voluntarily elect to put a 
calendar date — rather than a 
coded date — on their products, 
must let consumers know what 
that date means. 

Under the U.S. Department 


of Agriculture's (USDA) newly 
amended federal meat and 
poultry regulations, the 
claendar date will have to be 
identified as a “MPACKING 
DATE,* 1 "sell by date," or 
"use before date." These dates 
may be qualified by such terms 
as "for maximum freshness," 
or similar terms. 

Some processors are already 


using open dating in response 
to consumer demand, but there 
has been some confusion as to 
the specific meaning of such 
dates. This action should 
resolve that problem. 

“The new regulations will 
provide consumers with 
significantly more information 
on the freshness of meat and 
poultry products," Mrs. 


Steorts explained. “However, 
the public is reminded that the 
ultimate quality and safety of 
such products also depends on 
how carefully they are handled 
between the processing plant 
and the consumer's dinner 
table.” 

USDA’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service 
(APHIS) proposed the "open 


dating" amendment March 21, 
1973. An overwhelming 
majority of the more than 400 
comments received strongly 
supported the amendment. 

The new regulations will 
become effective 30 days after 
publication in the Federal 
Register. Publication will be 
August 8. 


Much of the data on the 
body's tolerance to stress is 
obtained by placing specially 
instrumented dummies inside 
cars which are then slammed 
at varying rates of speed into 
fixed harriers. The results of 
these tests indicate what would 
have happened to human oc¬ 
cupants under similar con¬ 
ditions. 

The dummies themselves 
are the object of extensive 
research.

Safety devices resulting 
from biomechanical work 
include seat belts and shoulder 
harnesses, energy absorbing 
steering columns, padded 
dashboards, side door beams, 
and the high penetration 
resistant windshields. 

These devices have been so 
instrumental in saving lives 
that Professor Donald F. 
Huelke, University of Michigan 
anatomy profe. sor and crack 
auto accident investigator, 
considers them “the most 
important breakthroughs in 
public health since the Salk 
polio vaccine." 


Grant given Franklin Park 
Zoo for new African exhibit

Information from VA 


The Boston Zoological 
Society announced today the 
receipt of a leadership grant of 
$200,000 from the Permanent 
Charity Fund, Inc. of Boston. 
The grant, for capital im¬ 
provements at the Franklin 
Park Zoo, is payable over four 
years toward construction of a 
new African exhibit. 

Henry E. Russell, president 
of the Boston Safe Deposit and 
Trust Company and co- 
chairman of the Zoological 
Society's fund-raising ac¬ 
tivities, said, “To this point our 
efforts have been directed at 
potential leadership gifts and 
pledges. This grant from the 
Permanent Charity Fund is a 
major step toward achieving 
our goal of $6 million. Before 
the summer ends, we will 
announce the opening date and 
plans for a wide-scale, public 
fund drive." 

To date the capital drive has 
raised more than $600,000, just 
over 10 per cent of the goal. The 
$6 million from the general 
public will be combined with 
state and federal funds to 
construct and install a major 
exhibit of African plants and 
animals, total cost estimated 
at $24 million, that will include 
four pavilions to represent the 
major regions—savanna 
desert, bush forest, and 
tropical forest. 

The new zoological gardens 
will stress educational and 
interpretive programs which 
will foster greater un¬ 
derstanding of ecology, the 
preservation of the en¬ 
vironment, and the in¬ 
terrelationships between 
mankind and the other living 
creatures with whom we share 
the world. In total there will be 
over seven acres under cover, 
making the Franklin Park Zoo 


a year round facility and a real 
adjunct to the schools. 

The architects, Huygens and 
Tappe of Boston, are com¬ 
pleting the design development 
stage of the planning, and after 
approval by the Metropolitan 
District Commission, will 
move to the production of 
working drawings. The new 
African complex is scheduled 
for completion in 1977. The 
project represents a unique 
joint effort by private and 
public institutions to create an 


more than 1.5 million visitors a 
year. 

The new grant from the 
Permanent Charity Fund is not 
the first support the Foun¬ 
dation has given to the Boston 
Zoological Society. The first 
grant, for operating funds, was 
made in 1967, and since then 
the Boston Zoological Society 
has received $115,000 in 
operating funds from the 
Foundation.

Registry 
recovers funds 

State real estate in- 
vestlgatorrs enabled con¬ 
sumers to recover $284,349.89 
on complaints against real 
estate brokers during fiscal 
1974, according to an annual 
report of the Board of 
Registration, state real estate 
licensing authority, operating 
under the Executive Office of 
Consumer Affairs, maintains a 
staff of ten investigators and 
four supervisors throughout 
Massachusetts to regulate the 
industry’s 90,000 real estate 
licenses.

One out of every five families 
in the United States can testify 
to the joys of cat ownership. 

If you've decided to add a 
kitten or cat to your household, 
there are several things you 
should consider before 
adoption day. 

First of all, wouid a kitten or 
an older cat adapt best to your 
way of life? The appeal of a 
fluffy kitten is hard to surpass, 
but kittens must be trained, 
and fed as often as four or five 
times a day at first. Mature 


been checked by a veterinarian 
and are in good health. If a 
neighbor or acquaintance has 
kittens looking for a home, be 
sure to have their health 
checked before accepting one. 

Now that you know where to 
look, consider what to look for: 
a pet that's healthy, active, 
bright and responsive. Look for 
clear eyes, a glossy coat and a 
firm body free of rashes. Try 
calling the kitten you are in¬ 
terested in and see if it 
responds. Lack of reaction 
may be a sign of deafness or 
excessive shyness. If a kitten is

Three fulvous tree ducks, 
which may or may not have 
visited Martha's Vineyard 
first, were found at a pond on 
Rowley, on the North Shore. 

The tree ducks which have 
remained at the Rowley pond 
were discovered by Wayne 
Petersen of Abington and 
Richard Forster of 
Framingham. 

Records indicate that the 
sightings on Martha’s 
Vineyard and at Rowley were 
the third and fourth ob¬ 
servations of fulvous tree 
ducks in the commonwealth. 
Prior to December, 1962, when 
a fulvous duck was shot in 
Chilmark, there had been no 
sighting of the species in 
Massachusetts in recorded 
history. The second record was 
a bird found dead in March, 
1965, at Dennis. The specimen 
is in the collection of Wallace 
Bailey, director of the Wellfleet 
Bay Wildlife Sanctuary. 

The sandhill crane, which 
has been seen by several dozen 
birders, visits the Harwich 
marshes on cape Cod. Harold 
Smith was roaming the 
marshes with a camera and 
photographed the bird July 24. 
The following Saturday, 25

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Old Sturbridge Village acquires 
200-year-old Stratton Tavern 


Old Sturbridge Villages has 
announced the acquisition of 
the 200-year-old Stratton 
Tavern of Northfield, 
Massachusetts. Eventually it 
will be restored and relocated 
in connection with the 
museum's planned recreation 
of an operating early 
nineteenth century mill 
community. 

The tavern, built as a far¬ 
mhouse about 1757 and 
enlarged as a tavern about 
1810, is a gift of Bertha Smith 
Hammond of Greenfield, 
Massachusetts, whose home it 
was from 1916 to 1964. 

NI.OW VACATED, THE 
TAVERN AND SURROUN¬ 
DING GROUNDS HAVE 
BEEN SECURED. The 
structure will be maintained on 
Its original site on Rte. 63 until 
funds arc available to move it 
to the museum. 

Preservation of the tavern 
has been made possible by 
support from Dr. Lloyd E. 
Hawes of Wellesley Hills, 
Massachusetts, a trustee of the 
museum. 

In receiving the Stratton 
Tavern from the family, 
Alexander J. Wall, president of 
Old Sturbridge Village, said 
that "the generosity of Mrs. 
Bertha Smith Hammond will 
make it possible over the years 
for the public to understand a 
significant part of daily life 150 
years ago." The gift, he ob¬ 
served, represents an excellent 
collaboration between an in¬ 
dividual and the museum that 
/ill advance Old Sturbridge 
Village's chief aims of 
representing the past 
authentically, offering 
programs of informal 
education, and promoting the 
popular understanding of 
history. 


Wall also said that the steps 
taken by Trustee Lloyd Hawes 
arc essential in assuring the 
structure’s preservation. In 
behalf of the museum he 
thanked Dr. Hawes for his 
support. 

Museum research and 
curatorial staff members arc 
investigating the role of 
structures like the Stratton 
Tavern in the life of early New 
England mill communities. 

It is planned that the tavern 
will be moved to Sturbridge 
and located on a road con¬ 
necting the present 
agrucultural community and 
the projected mill community. 

Establishment of an 
operating mill community, 
including a cotton textile mill 
and recreated machinery, mill 
owner’s house, company store, 
tenements and other struc¬ 
tures, as well as the in¬ 
terpretation of mill community 
life, will enable Old Sturbridge 
Village to present a still more 
complete account of early 
rural New England life during 
the first 50 years of in¬ 
dependence, according to Mr. 
Wall. 

One important aim of the 
mill community exhibits, as in 
the present village, is to 
illustrate authentically this 
time in New England. 

“The Stratton Tavern 
remains excellent examples of 
wall and floor stenciling and 
construction techniques of the 
village historical period,” John 
0. Curtis, director of the 
museum's curatorial depart¬ 
ment, said. 

Ne noted that the renovation 
from farmhouse to tavern 
occurred during the period and 
that the building, viewed as an 
artifact, incorporates the

DRIED FRUIT 
SALES GO UP 

NEW YORK (UPI) _ Nutri¬ 
tion awareness has boosted 
sales of dried fruits and natural 
cereals. 

Condiment sales are up 
sharply over the past year, 
influenced not just by a long 
term trend toward greater 
variety in meals but also by the 
energy crisis and inflation, 
says Progressive Grocer. The 
trade publication said both 
factors have led people to 
entertain more at home instead 
of eating out or traveling long 
distances for entertainment.

•executives, is simple. 

After a brief rush to “basic" 
cars during the height of the 
fuel crisis, the American 
consumer is heading back to 
the iwger and fancier models 
—mayt>e not all the way back 
to the really large models, but 
up to something more than 
basic transportation.

Chevrolet's car revives the 
Monza nameplate with Old- 
smobile and Buick models 


tagged the Starflre and 
Skyhawk. 

American Motors has its new 
Pacer as an entry sometime 
during the middle of the 1975- 
model year. It will compete in 
the same market as the 
Mustang II and GM’s new 
sporty Vega-type cars. 

Ford is banking on the 
Granada-Monarch duo, cars 
that fit somewhere between the 
compacts and intermediates, 
to grab the expanding small 
luxury market. 

Lee Iacocca, Ford's presi¬ 
dent, referred to them several 
times in the recent national 
press preview as either the 
biggest, most elegant small 
cars or the smallest, most 
elegant big cars the company 
has ever made. 

With the outlook for total 
1975-model year industry sales 
about one-half to one million 
better than in 1974, the demand 
for small cars expected is to 
move from 4.7 million to about 
5.5 million units, 

That 800,000 increase will be 
fought over by the many 
existing domestic and im¬ 
ported small-car lines, as well 
as the first-time models. 

It will be up to the American 
car buyer to decide whether 
the present trend of bigger and 
more luxurious small cars is 
what they really want. The 
automakers were caught short 
Hast fall, but now think the 
complete range of "small and 
low-priced " to "small, luxuri¬ 
ous and expensive” will be 
covered this fall.

Politics play a part in 
disposal district's future

Because of one surprise in refuse-disposal 
proposals received by the Newton-Waltham 
Regional Refuse Disposal District, Waltham, 
not Newton, may have the final say in 
whether the two cities join together to form an 
operating district. 

Municipal politics are sure to play a large 
role in the decision. 

On the basis of five proposals for rcbbish 
disposal received, consulting firm Camp 
Dresser & McKee has determined that the 
most economical five-year plan for Walthan 
alone would be to accept the proposal of 
Browning-Ferris Industries (BFI). 

If Newton would remove the $1 surcharge 
it has decided to impose on all rubbish coming 
to the Newton incinerator building, which will 
be converted to a transfer station, Waltham 
would be more favorably disposal toward 
forming a district and accepting the low 
bidder for the combined Newton-Waltham 
disposal, SCA Disposal Services. 

The most economical method for Newton 
lies in the SCA two-city bid, with the removal 
of the $1 per ton surcharge. 

But even if Newton removes the sur¬ 
charge, Waltham would still come out a little 
ahead by going alone with BFI. unless 
Newton can find a way to sweeten the com¬ 
bined disposal pot a little more. 

The surprise bid by BFI only for Waltham 
throws the balance of power to that city. 

Waltham Public Works Director Edward 
Delaney, a member of the district committee, 
commented after the meeting last week at 
which Camp Dresser & McKee presented its 
preliminary, verbal evaluation of the 
proposals that Waltham “could sign a con¬ 
tract tomorrow with BFI,” 

There is some concern, however, about 
BFI’s committment on landfill availability 
past the next few years. 

Asked why BFI did not bid on Newton's 
disposal as well as Waltham's, Thomas 
Dooley, a vice-president, replied, "That was a 
corporate decision made in Houstoa I'm not 
at liberty to say.” 

Speculation was voiced outside the 
meeting that the reason was that BFI could 
not handle Newton’s volume of rubbish, which 
is roughly twice that of Waltham's. 

Until now many members of both cities' 
governments have assumed that Newton, not 
Waltham, would be the controlling 
municipality in the formation of a district. It 
was also assumed in Newton that Waltham, 
whose incinerator has already been closed 
down, was more in need of a means of 
disposal than Newton, whose incinerator will 
be shut down around the end of this year. 

Waltham currently trucks its rubbish out 
of the city, using its own personnel and 
rubbish trucks, and doubt has been expressed 
about how long such an operation would be 
certain, especially as to the capacity for 
accepting rubbish at the landfill area used. 

The Regional Refuse Disposal District is 
aiming at the eventual creation of a regional 
resource recovery region, encompassing 10 or 
12 contiguous communities, whose goal would 
be to obtain state acceptance and funding of a 
resource recovery plant. 

Most knowledgeable people in the field 
believe that such an achievement is at least 
eight years off, and in fact the extension of the 
district for another three years was just 


approved by Newton’s and Waltham's 
legislative bodies so that the district could 
continue, with support from the state, to 
pursue its goal. 

However, if the joint disposal proposal 
fails, there would seem to be little reason and 
little heart for continuing the existence of the 
district. 

The decision as to which proposal to 
accept, and whether to go together or alone, 
will be primarily the responsibility of the two 
mayors. In Newton the Board of Aldermen 
will have to approve an appropriation for 
disposal, but Waltham already has the money 
in its budget for this year, according to 
Delaney. 

Several members of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen are known to be strongly in favor of 
Fixing up the incinerator, even though two 
consulting firms, Camp Dresser & McKee and 
Arthur D. Little Co., have advised against 
such a step because of the approximately $5 
million (CDM’s estimate) for upgrad9ng and 
the fact that the city, or cities, would then be 
“locked into" the future use of the incinerator 
to the exclusion of newer, more acceptable 
disposal methods that may be available later. 

The district will depend on its life on a 
long-range, broad view on the part of Newton, 
some generosity and farsightedness on the 
part of Waltham, and some sacrifice from 
both. 

The written, formal evaluation of bids by 
Camp Dresser & McKee, complete with 
comparative costs, will be ready this week 
and will be given to Mayor Theodore Mann of 
Newton and Mayor Arthur Clark of Waltham 
to consider before a meeting planned between 
the mayors and the district around Sept. 5 or 
6 . 

Bids expire about the middle of Sep¬ 
tember, and unless extensions are granted, 
the decision will have to be made by the ex¬ 
piration date. 

McDonald's 
hearing set 
September 9 

McDonald's Restaurants will petition the 
Building Laws Board of Appeals, Sept. 9, for 
restoration of its revoked building permit. 

The building permit for alteration to a 
building at 330 Walnut St., Newtonville, 
preliminary to opening a 148-seat restaurant 
there, was revoked in July on a technicality. 

The permit was issued in early July by 
Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson, who 
said there was no legal reason to deny the 
permit Later it was discovered that the 
wrong person had signed the application on 
behalf ofgMcDonald’s. 

Opposition to the presence of a Mc¬ 
Donald’s restaurant in the Newtonville 
location because of parking problems, first 
began developing after the Licensing Board 
had granted the hamburger chain a common 
victualler’s license in an unpublicized 
hearing. 

Newtonville residents’ and other op¬ 
position was countered by support from the 
Newton-Needhma Chamber of Commerce, 
which, through its executive director, Louis 
Songer, expressed the opinion that Mc¬ 
Donald’s would increase business in 
Newtonville Square.

New pedestrian signal may 
get tryout in Newton Centre 


Maralynn Johnson of Auburn dale has 
been traveling and writing all over the 
country in an effort to do something about the 
often confusing and misleading “walk” and 
“don’t walk" pedestrian traffic signals. 

She has eVen designed a better system 
and recently convinced the federal govern¬ 
ment to experiment with it. 

This week another of her hopes was 
realized, when Newton Traffic Commission 
agreed to ask state permission to install some 
of her devices in Newton Centre Square. 

Now she will be able to see for herself the 
reactions of pedestrians who will be in¬ 
structed not only when to walk and when not 
to walk but also when it is not safe to start off 
the curb. 

Mrs. Johnson’s crusade has been directed 
against the generally misunderstood in¬ 
struction given by the flashing “don’t walk." 
It is supposed to mean that a pedestrian 
should continue across the street if he is part¬ 
way across, but should not start across the 
street if he is still at the curb. 

The new message "don't start" avoids 
the misunderstanding. "Don't start" will 
come on with the “walk" message when the 
walk cycle leaves only enough time to com¬ 
plete a crossing already begun. 

Mrs. Johnson designed the new device 
and her engineer-husband constructed it for 
her. She has demonstrated the signal in 
Washington and at national meetings of 
traffic and safety engineers. 


Discover the artist 
instead of the art

That painting on your living room wall 
probably has more meaning than you realize. 

And that’s what "Discovery" is trying to 
tell you. 

"Discovery," is a novel program 
developed by Ellie Mamber of Newton and 
Sylvia Rosenfeld of Westwood, sisters and 
partners in the firm M—R Communications. 

Both women ave been frequent gallery- 
goers for many years now, and their many 
trips gave birth to “Discovery.” 

The philosophy behind the program that 
began earlier this year, Mrs. Rosenfeld ex¬ 
plained is quite simple: "We want to bring 
artists and people together." 

When do the people that buy art ever 
really have a chance to see and talk to ar¬ 
tists? At an exhibit when they are swamped 
with attention? Perhaps, the women 
reasoned, artists would enjoy an opportunity 
to get some feedback from their public. 

Mrs. Rosenfeld and Mrs. Mamber began 
contacting artists and asking them. 

They found 15 who were agreeable to 
letting a group of women visit them in their 
own homes, talking to the group about their 
work, and their respective philosophies of art, 
and answering any questions the women 
might have. 


All the legwork done, they marketed 
“Discovery," a program involving one visit 
per week for four weeks on either Tuesday or 
Wednesday to the homes of two or three ar¬ 
tists, transportation and luncheon included in 
the fee, 

In the early spring, artists close to home, 
such as painter David Shapiro and Edward 
Movitz of the Lincoln-Weston area were 
visited. 

As this perfect New England summer 
developed, "Discovery" began to wander 
further afield, traveling up the coast to 
Gloucester and down to the South Shore to see 
the weavings of Barbara Herbster, beach 
glass by Helene Dome, pottery by Sandy and 
Ralph Terry, and the abstract watercolors of 
Erma Wheeler, among others. 

The summer trips are now almost at an 
end, and M—R Communications is getting 
ready to start a new season off in September. 

"We're constantly discovering new ar¬ 
tists who want to participate," Mrs. Rosen¬ 
feld said. 

She and her partner have decided the fall 
trips would also be planned with an eye 
toward autumn scenery, and that winter’s 
“Discovery" will head into Boston and 
Cambridge.

Land Use 
says yes 
to day care

It took the aldermanic I .and Use Committee only 30 
minutes Tuesday night to make decisions about NCDF 
housing and a Lasell Junior College student center. 

This did not mean, however, that everyone was able to 
go home at 8: .30 p.m. The committee spent well over an hour 
debating a proposed day care center on land owned by 
Boston College. 

The college initially sought a day care facility for 86 
children at 258 Hammond St., Chestnut Hill. According to 
Eva Newman, director of early childhood education at B.C., 
the original intention was to open it to the community as 
well as children of Boston College personnel. 

Attorney Robert Freeto, who was representing B.C., 
and the Chestnut Hill Association came in with a proposal 
Tuesday night which would limit the day care cent to 40 
students at any one time. Under the compromise reached 
between the two parties, the center would only be open to 
children of college administrators, faculty and students. 

Barbara Kasman, vice president of the Chestnut Hill 
Association, said that abutters of the proposed facility were 
"strongly opposed" to opening the center to non-B.C. 
personnel. She noted that the at-large association did not 
object strongly to non-B.C. people except that it was felt 
that the neighborhood does suffer when an influx of outside 
people occurs. 

“The neighbors want to limit numbers," Ms. Kasman 
commented. “We can do that by limiting the center to B.C. 
personnel." 

Alderman Michael Lipof said that "the rationale for 
limiting it to B.C. was to limit the amount of traffic." 

Committee Chairman Joseph McDonnell asked Freeto, 
“Why should I approve this in terms of the public good?" 

After Freeto responded that it would serve a need, 
McDonnel replied that the need seemed restricted and 
“convenient.” 

McDonnell asked if Boston College would be agreeable 
to including four low-income children not connected to B.C.

Housing act might 
mean gain for city 

Newton apparently stands to gain something finan¬ 
cially from the $11.2 billion Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1972 signed last week by President 
Gerald Ford. 

Exactly how much more Newton will receive, if any 
more, no one in city or state government was willing to say, 
however. 

Under a former bill Newton was estimated to receive 
during the first five years of the program $3.4 million. The 
estimate was made last year by Donald Levitan, Newton's 
director of intergovernmental relational, on loan from the 
U.S. Department of Housing and Urban Development. 

The new law will give Newton $4,521,000 over the next 
six years, according to a spokesman for Cong. Robert 
Drinan. The money starts next Jan. 1 with a payment of 
$655,0 J. 

' ong. Drinan was scheduled to meet with Newton 
Ma or Theodore Mann yesterday (Wednesday) to discuss 
thi new law. 

The new act consolidates several previously individual 
categorial grants into one "block grant" covering open 
space, urban beautification, and historic preservation; 
public-facilities loans; water-and-sewer and neighborhood 
facilities; urban renewal and neighborhood development; 
the Model Cities program; and housing rehabilitation loans. 

The catch may be that from the $4.5 million that 
Newton will receive in the next six years, some money may 
have to be deducted for current urban renewal already in 
the works. 

The interpretation of this point has not been made by 
the federal government yet, at least not to the community 
recipients. 

The significance of the block grant is that cities and 
towns will have a lump sum to spend in defined areas as it 
sees fit, rather than certain amounts earmarked for certain 
projects. 

Federal control is exerted by the requirement that the 
communities submit a community development plan every 
three years. The plan must show how the city is working to 
improve the lot of low-income and minority people and 
identify the needs and objectives of the plan. 

Restrictions on spending include civil rights provisions 
and antidiscrimination provisions. 

Another section of the law increases the ceiling on FHA- 
insured mortgages from $33,000 to $45,000, but prospective 
homeowners will have a difficult time finding a bank to 
grant a mortgage with a very low dow n pay meat. 

Of tlie total $11 2 billion approved, some $1.2 billion is 
allocated for a new rent subsidy program for low income 
families.

Conservation Commission considers 'compromise' lot 
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The Newton Conservation Commission is deliberating 
on the "compromise” parking lot proposed by Cramer 
Electronics, Inc., for 2.8 acres on Wells Avenue, Newton 
Centre. 

The compromise, arrived at in discussion with the 
Planning Department, situates the lot farther from the 
street and preserves natural characteristics of the iand but 
locates some of it in the Charles River floodplain. 

The parking lot has received approval from Newton's 
Board of Aldermen. The Conservation Commission is 
responsible for enforcing the Wetlands Protection Act as it 
applies to the Cramer lot. 

Anthony Medaglia, attorney for Cramer, argued that 
the creation of the new lot would in fact add to the water 
storage capacity of the adjacent land, since more fill will be 
added than will be removed, but Conservation Commission 
members Deborah Howard and Thelma Fleishman were 
concerned about the rate of runoff from the large paved 
area. 

Both members asked for consideration of drains in the 
lot that would feed into something like dry wells. City 
Engineer U.M. Schiavone replied that the effect could be 
achieved by leaving the brickwork open and the joints 
un cemented. 

The new parking lot is made necessary by the fact that 
Crmaer plans to build another office building, which will 
take up some of the present lot. 

According to Medaglia and Richard Ganley, Crmer's 
vice-president in charge of distribution, the 25 per cent 
parking reduction mandated by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency for employers of more than 50 persons 
will cause no problem to Cramer. 

At the base date used by LPA, Oct. 1,1973, Cramer had 
385 parking spaces to accommodate two shifts of employees 
totaling about 600, Ganley said. Medaglia said this 
averaged about 74 per cent of the larger shift. The EPA 
reduction is based on the 1973 date. 

By 1980, Ganley said, Cramer expects to have 1000 
employees at the Newton facility. Medaglia said that 
Newton zoning ordinances would require 468 parking 
spaces for the enlarged plant, but despite EPA reduction 


regulations Cramer should "be fairly close" to EPA 
requirements. 

Ganley said the company was trying to set up carpools, 
as required by EPA, and although it has discontinued its 
company bus between the Newton Highlands MBTA station 
and Cramer due to lack of patronage, it does cab about a 
dozen employees to and from the station now. 

Ms. Howard commented that until 1980, Cramer will 
have more parking than the EPA allows. 

Anthony Mondello of the Metropolitan District Com¬ 
mission reminded the Conservation Commission that the 
MDC is "violently opposed to any filling of wetlands," and 
Margaret Lindsay of the Needham Conservation Com¬ 
mission said, "we're opposed in general." 


Good time to clean Charles 

Because of the very dry summer, the flow in the 
Charles River is unusually low, exposing areas of the river 
bed normally under water. This affords an excellent op¬ 
portunity to remove debris not usually visible at the time of 
the spring clean-up. 

The Charles River Watershed Association has sent 
letter to all mayors and selectmen in the watershed com¬ 
munities urging them to take advantage of the low water 
conditions and available summer employees to clear away 
their sections of the river and its tributaries. 

Individual residents as well as organized groups in 
search of a valuable summer commitment of very short 
duration are encouraged to offer their assistance to their 
local public works departments. 

The Metropolitan District Commission has also been 
asked to cooperate in the spontaneous clean-up while the 
river is low. As trash relates to the river, it is much better to 
take than to give, says CRWA.

Withhold opinion 

Many across the United States are 
predicting that President Gerald Ford not 
only will be nominated for the Presidency 
by the Republican party in 1976 but also 
will be elected to it by the voters. 

The students and scholars of politics 
reason that the people will be in no mood 
for another big change and upheaval in 
their national government, a little more 
than two years from now. 

There is no doubt that the Republican 
presidential nomination will be Ford’s for 
the taking in 1976. He will have the power 
and patronage of the Presidency at his 
command. His men will control the party 
machinery in Washington. 

By nominating Nelson Rockefeller to 
be vice president yesterday Mr. Ford 
wiped out serious opposition from the 
former New York governor who has been 
consumed with the desire to be President. 
Now they are teammates and Ford is 
captain calling the party plays. 

But any opinions concerning Mr. 
Ford’s chances of winning the Presidency 
in his own right should be delayed until 
time permits an appraisal of the job he 
does as President. He is confronted with 
some tough problems which will not be 
easy to overcome. 

President Ford will have an excellent 
chance of winning election in 1976 if he 
eases the nation’s economic problems in 
the next two years — curbs inflation, 
brings the cost of living under control, 
increases employment and generally im¬ 
proves the prosperity of the United States. 

He will have virtually no chance of 
gaining a full term in the White House 
unless he at least has made some progress 
in that direction by the time of the next 
Presidential election. 

Gerald Ford also is much more con¬ 
servative than most people apparently 
realize. The change from the role of 
Congressman from the Grand Rapids sec¬ 
tion of Michigan to President of the United 
States may cause some revision of his 
views, but there is scant likelihood Presi¬ 
dent Ford ever will be accused of liberal 
leanings. 

It is highly unlikely, for instance, 
that Gerry Ford ever could carry a state 
such as Massachusetts against any 
Democratic opponent. On the other hand, 
he should be strong in the South and the 
Middle West. 

President Ford’s record of ac¬ 
complishments during the next two years 
will pretty much determine whether he 
will be unbeatable in 1976 or if a 
Democratic candidate such as Senator 
Edward M. Kennedy might topple him. 

President Ford's political honeymoon 
wift end about Thanksgiving- 

Democratic spokesmen will begin to 
forget that he once was a member of “the 
club” on Capitol Hill. 

Probably by Christmas the Ford- 
Rockefeller team will be targets of par¬ 
tisan fire and thoughts will be turning to 
the 1976 election. 

But in the past few days — at the VFW 
convention where he proposed conditional 
amnesty — and by the selection of 
Rockefeller who has more than a few GOP 
enemies — President Ford has shown 
courage and candor that are more than 
welcome after the dark months past.

That would indicate that Governor Sargent faces a 
tough, uphill fight In the November election. 

An upset victory for Sheehan is improbable but not 
impossible. Sheehan appeared to be gaining during the 
poll.nand Sargent definitely was running scared. 

At the start of the poll, the straw vote showed Sargent 
leading Sheehan by about 20 per cent. When that phase of 
the poll ended, Sargent's advantage appeared to have 
dropped to about 14 or 15 per cent. 

Governor Sargent is taking a calculated risk in this 
contest. He is looking beyond the September primary to the 
November elecUon and is directing his campaign messages 
to liberal Republicans and to Independents and moderate 
Democrats, almost all of whom will not vote in the 
Republican primary. 

Mr. Sargent's campaign strategy has tended to alienate 
further the conservaUve Republicans and to consolidate 
them behind Carroll Sheehan. 

The outcome of the batUe between Sargent and Sheehan 
could hinge on the size of the Republican turnout on Sept. 10. 
The larger it is, the better Sargent's chances will be. The 
smaller it is, the brighter Sheehan's hopes will be. 

Sheehan is predicting a small turnout of about 207,000 
Republican voters in the primary. The GOP conservative 
wing obviously would make a stronger impact if the GOP 
vote is only about 200,000 or just slightly higher. 

This observer believes that at least 230,000 Republicans 
and possibly as many as 250,000 will go to their polling 
places to cast ballots Sept. 10. As the turnout goes up, so 
does Sarge’s percentage of the vote total. 

The conservative Republicans comprise a hard core of 
the GOP in Massachusetts. However, they are in the 
minority. They make their weight felt when they vote and 
the more liberal Republicans fail to do so. 

It appears that public interest is higher than usual in 
the Republican primary contests for the GOP nominations 
for Governor and Attorney General. 

In all the years this writer has been covering politics no 
incumbent Republican Governor ever has been challenged 
as vigorously within his own party as is Francis Sargent 
today. 

At the outset of the primary campaign this agent 
considered that a primary victory by Carroll Sheehan was 
not within the realm of political possibility. 

That hard opinion that Sheehan was certain of defeat 
has gradually softened. Sargent is a heavy favorite and 
should win. Sheehan Is a definite underdog and should lose. 
But it is a political possibility that he might execute a 
spectacular upset on the night of Sept. 10. 

However, the odds are heavily against him. He would 
have to come from behind to won, and he does not have the 
money to finance the kind of campaign he must put on to 
win. Approximately $50,000 stands between Carroll 
Sheehan and possible political fame and glory. 

Strong evidence of how a candlate feels he is doing in a 
promary or election race is provided by his own actions. A 
contender wmo thinks he is losing invariably challenges his 
w inning opponent to a debate in the hope that his adversary 
will lose some support by refusing to debate or—if he ac¬ 
cepts the challenge—will commit some fatal blunder during 
the debate. 

Sheehan, understandably earlier was challenging 
Sargent to a debate. Sargent, until recently, when the fight 
tightened up, has just as understandably, has no intention of 
giving Sheehan the exposure he would receive from such a 
confrontation. 

Sarge was candid about it when he was pressed on the 
matter. “I'm the Governor, and I’m not going to debate 
Carroll Sheehan," he declared. Then he changed his mind. 

On the Democratic side, former State Repgesentative 
Michael Dukakis, who originally obtained an agreement 
with Attorney General Robert Quinn that they would not 
criticize or attack each other, receatly has been challenging 
Quinn to a debate. 

Quinn insists he would like nothing better than to debate 
Dukakis but that he just hasn't been able to work such a 
meeting into his schedule. 

What candidates are able to work into their schedules 
usually depend on who appears to be winning and who 
seems to be losing. 

Former federal crime buster Edward F. Harrington of 
Needham approached Francis X. Hellotti of Quincy at a 
Democratic unity meeting and challenged him to a debate. 
Bellotti declined. That ended what little unity, if any, had 
existed. 

Other candidates in that Democratic Attorney General 


fight, incidentally, are former Representative George L. 
Sacco of Medford, Governor's Councillor Edward M. 
O'Brien of Easthampton, Norfolk County Register of Deeds 
Barry T. Hannon of Braintree and Somerville Mayor S. 
lister Ralph. 

Poll gives Quinn 
lead over Dukakis 

Attorney General Robert H. Quinn appears to be 
leading former State Representative Michael S. Dukakis by 
about 10 per cent in their contest for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. 

A poll taken to determine the standing of the two 
Democratic gubernatorial contenders produced returns 
which fluctuated in various sections of the state and among 
voters of different ethnic origins. 

Quinn ran ahead of Dukakis almost everywhere the 
survey was made, but his advantage over Dukakis varied 
from eight to 12 per cent. 

Attorney General Quinn made his strongest showings in 
areas where there were Catholic voters of Irish and Italian 
origin. 

While neither Quinn nor Dukakis has made what this 
observer would consider a good campaign, many of the 
voters questioned seemed to be aware of at least some of 
the issues on which Quinn and Dukakis disagree. However, 
some asked where the two men stand on important 
questions. 

One of the matters on which they differ is abortion. 
Quinn favors the adoption of a Constitutional Amendment to 
outlaw abortion. Dukakis opposes such an action. Dukakis 
says he would not support an amendment to overturn the 
U.S. Supreme Court decision. 

Both Quinn and Duakais served in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives. Dukakis voted for the Racial 
Imbalance Law. Quinn voted against it 

Quinn lias opposed the forced busing of school children. 
Dukakis offered an alternative proposal—a community 
control plan which would divide Boston into 11 or 12 school 
districts. Dukakis announced his plan last spring, but it 
received little support 

Dukakis and Quinn both served in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives. Quinn was first elected to the 
body in 1956, Dukakis six years later in 1962. Quinn became 
Majority Whip, Majority Leader and finally speaker and 
presiding officer of the 240-member House. 

Quinn was serving as Speaker of the House when Elliot 
L. Richardson resigned from the position of Attorney 
General to become Assistant Secretary of State. 

He was appointed by the Legislature to be Attorney 
General at the start of 1969 and in 1970 was elected to the 
office by the voters. 

Quinn has been campaigning on his record as a 
member of the House, as Speaker of that body and as At¬ 
torney General. He places considerable stress upon his 
work against organized crime and the steps he has taken for 
the protection of consumers. 

Dukakis joined a small group of liberals in the House 
upon his election to the body. He frequently votes against 
the Democratic leadership. He is generally considered the 
"father” of the present no-fault automobile insurance 
system. 

Ex-Representative Dukakis gave up his House seat four 
years ago to make a bid for election as Lieutenant 
Governor. He won the Democratic nomination but was 
defeated in the final election. 

Quinn is generally rated a favorite over Dukakis. He is 
being supported by a number of Democratic leaders, 
among them House Speaker David M. Bartley and State 
Senate President Kevin Harrington. 

Congressman Michael Harrington, a cousin of Senate 
President Harrington, is backing Dukakis. 

Two young Democrats 
in uphill struggles 

Two young Democrats, one the son of a former 
Governor, are making tough, uphill primary campaigns 
against strongly entrenched Democratic office-holders. 

They are Mark Furcolo, sou of former Governor Foster 
Furcolo, and Representative Paul H. Guzzl of Newton, son 
of a former Alderman in that city and a Harvard graduate. 

Furcolo is opposing State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane, 
one of the strongest of the elected state officials. 

Guzzi Is challenging Secretary of State John F. X. 
Davoren, a former Speaker of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives. 

Both Furcolo and Guzzi are underdogs in their contests. 
Neither has much chance of finding a political rainbow at 
the end of a rugged trail. A victory for either would be an 
upset. 


Close race for GOP 
A tty. Gen. nomination 

The three candidates for the Republican nomination for 
Attorney General seem to be coming down to the wire in a 
close race. 

In alphabetical order, they arc Charles C. Cabot of 
Dover, William I. Cowin of Newton, and Josiah Spaulding of 
Manchester. 

Spaulding id the only one of the three who previously 
has made a state-wide campaign. He was the Republican 
nominee against Senator Edward M. Kennedy in the 1970 
election. 

A former chairman of the Republican State Committee, 
Spaulding defeated conservative John J. McCarthy of 
Chatham in the 1970 GOP primary. 

Cowin was Secretary of Administration and Finance in 
Governor Sargent’s Cabinet, a position w hich carries w ith it 
the unofficial and informal title of Deputy Governor. Some 
Sargent supporters are also backing him. 

Before joining the Sargent administration, Cowin 
worked at Boston City Hall under Mayro Kevin H. White. , 
His first job in the Sargent regeme was chairman of the 
State Public Utilities Commission. 

Cabot is a Selectman in Dover and chairman of the 
State’s Outdoor Advertising Board, in which capacity he 
has done an exceptional job. He is an active and highly 
respected practising attorney. 

All three are attractive candidates. Any one of the three 
would be an asset to the Republican State Ticket. 


Need better care for 
mentally ill patients 

One of the most sacred trusts vested with the state 
government is to take proper care of mentally ill and 
retarded persons who are unable to care for themselves. 

A recent report by six legislators indicated that at 
times the fulfillment of this serious responsibility leaves 
something to be desired and that the supervision of men¬ 
tally sick patients is not always as close and careful as it 
should be. 

The report of the six lawmakers, after a study of the 
death of a 19-year-old boy at the Danvers State Hospital, 
where his body was undiscovered for three days last fall, 
has produced some improvements in the care provided for 
mental patients. 

But Representative John G. King of Danvers declares 
that provisions for the safety of mentally ill patients at the 
Danvers Sate Hospital are still inadequate. That is an ex¬ 
tremely serious allegation by a responsible legislator. 

During the past three years 11 patients reported 
missing from state mental institutions later were found 
dead. Most of the deaths are listed in the records as 
suicides. Some of those deaths may have been accidental. 
It's difficult to be certain in some cases because of the 
mentality of the persons involved. 

Richard Cunningham, 19, was a night patient at the 
Danvers State Hospital and a day patient at the nearby 
Hogan Regional Center for the Retarded. He had been 
hospitalized almost continuously since he was three years 
old. 

The records listed Richard as retarded but contained 
the unusual notation that he was "very bright when he 
wanted to be." Exactly what that meant was not clear. 

Richard did not like to be secluded. His condition 
seemed to improve when he was moved from a smaller to a 
larger room. 

He “escaped" or ran away 13 times. The legislators 
referred to his disappearances as “escapes." They might 
more properly be described as "run-aways." He was 
punished by being put in seclusion which apparently did 
more harm than good because he was so averse to being 
isolated. 

Oil several occasions while in seclusion he broke or 
attempted to break the gratings and vents In the heating 
system, presumably so he could get away. 

At 11:45 on the morning of Nov 24,1973, he was found 
sitting on the Boor crying in a ward of the Danvers State 
Hospital. When a ward check was made an hour late.-, the 
boy was missing. 

Almost exactly three days later, an attendant men¬ 
tioned that a 13-inch-by-9Mi-inch grating had been removed 
from a heating duct. The director of nurses went im¬ 
mediately to the duct with the attendant, and they found the 
body of Richard Cunningham in it. 

The removed grating was clearly visible. II was known 
unit Richard had entered such ducts ou numerous previous 
occasions. Yet, uo one searched the duct for three days 
alter the youth's disappearance, 

Many dedicated men and women work in the mental 
hospitals maintained by the state. They are confronted with 
difficult problems, and often they give more of themselves 
than could reasonably be expected.

I have read E. Siegel’s ar¬ 
ticle "Silver Ijike has been 
disappearing for 40 years," 
and I wish to add the following 
as information and am¬ 
plification. 

The primary fact is, that the 
Cedrone family is not a 
neighbor to the lake, but the 
owners of the remaining 
portion.

Only due to our constant 
vigilance have we been suc¬ 
cessful through the years in 
retaining the small portion that

remains, and this is our im¬ 
mediate property. Had we not 
persisted through the years in 
fighting off the constat en¬ 
croachments, the now 
misnamed Silver Lake would 
no longer exist. 

As all the other abutters .have 
seen fit to fill in their portions 
and use the resulting land 
areas for buildings and various 
other commercial purposes, 
we are firm in the conviction 
that our own portion, regarded 
bu us as valuable, is an integral 
part of our family property and 
should remain so.

He served in the 
European Theatre and earned 
the Infantry Man’s Badge and 
was awarded both the Bronze 
Star and Purple Heart. 


Following his discharge, 
Thibault entered police service 
with the Newton Police 
Department and was assigned 
at first to patrol duties. He was 
later assigned as ambulance 
driver and then as night desk 
clerk at Headquarters. Sub¬ 
sequently, Chief William F. 
Quinn, upon being elevated to 
the chief's office, appointed 
Thibault his administrative 
aide. 

In his present function, he 
has represented Chief Quinn in 
directing Police Department 
fund-raising for such charities 
as: Heart Fund, Cancer, 
Muscular Dystrophy, Jimmy 
Fund, Salvation Army, easter

Come let us reason together

“Make Friends" 

The older one gets the more 
need one has to have friends. 
My father, 89, has many 
friends In his Rest Home in 
Topeka, Kansas, and when I 
visit him he enjoys introducing 
me to his friends on his floor 
and In the dining room. Older 
people benefit greatly from 
having friends. 

So do younger people. One of 
the conflicts between parents 
and their children Is over the 
kids' friends. Parents are too 
forrever trying to limit their 
children’s friends ... based on 
the parents’ conception of what 
another person "ought” to be. 
So if the little kid always has a 
dirty face... and your little kid 
is always “mother-kept- 
clean," ... the other little kid 
isn't eligible to become your 
little kid’s friend. The same 


principle applies in the teens. I 
remember how I fought off the 
"black leather jacket 
motorcycle guys" from my 
sweet.. lovely.. pure teen-age 
daughters. Some of those guys 
are now young successful 
teachers... business men ... 
one Is a doctor. Get the idea? 
We parents aren’t gods. Let’s 
quit trying to play god in 
choosing the friends we think 
our children should have. It’s 
hard enough to make friends 
without having the added 
parental “ball and chain" 
aound our legs. 

But the most difficult period 
is not the young and the old... 
it's the middle years where it’s 
difficult to make friends. Often 
because parents placed such 
heavy restrictions, people in 
their 30’s ... 40’s ... 50’s are 
almost friendless . . . with 
seldom a visitor... seldom an 
invitation ... Just sit there 


alone... watching television.. 
. turned in to themselves. No 
friends. Don't know how to 
begin... fearful to try. Let me 
make these suggestions. 

Fiist ... Be open with 
people. Show an Interest in the 
person you want as a friend... 
which may be anyone you meet 
on your street ... in your 
apartment complex ... at 
work. Don't be reluctant to 
open conversation with another 
person . . . you’re no more 
likely to be attacked if you’re 
friendly than if you’re cold to 
people .. . maybe less. I once 
read of an older couple who 
received a letter from a man 
they had picked up on the road. 
The letter read... "look under 
the back seat of your car . .. 
you’ll find my gun. I was going 
to rob you ... but you ware so 
kind to me and showed such 
interest in me that I changed 
my mind." Talk with the other 


person... be complimentary,. 
about his tie... his dog... his 
car . . . her suntan ... her 
handling of her children... the 
way she's doing her Job. Be 
open. Listen to the messages 
that are given back to you. He- 
she may be just as much in 
need of friends as you arc. 

Secondly . . . don't place 
narrow limits on who can be 
your friend. If you have a lot of 
prejudices (brought over from 
childhood or wherever) get rid 
of them. No Protestants... no 
Catholics ... no Jews ... no 
blacks ... no poor ... no rich 
kids . . . you've now cut out 
almost all of us who might be 
your friend. 

Thirdly ... Be sensitive to 
the needs of other people, 
regardless who he-she is or 
does for a living. The plumber 
has needs which his banker 
friend may be able to meet. 
Plumbers have human needs.. 
. for talking ... for sharing 
problems ... for going out 
together with their wives . . . 


just the same as the banker. 
Whatever the needs of another 
person we are friends when we 
meet each other’s human 
needs. 

Recognize that all people 
don't know how to return 
friendly gestures ... so don’t 
make rejection personally. 
Most people are afraid to be a 
friend . .. you'll have to help 
him-her to break through that 
fear. But . . . what a friend 
you’ve made if you succeed.

Nearly 2 per cent U.S. veterans are women 


Women comprise 1.9 per cent 
of the U.S. veteran population. 
Of the 551,000 female veterans 
of the armed forces, 103,000 are 
Vietnam era veterans, the 
Veterans Administration 
reported today. 

About 12,000 have entered 
civil life during the Rast year. 

The total number includes 
303,000 World War II veterans, 
74,000 from the Korean Con¬ 


flict, 14,000 from World War I 
and the Spanish-American 
War, and 57,000 who were in 
service between the end of the 
Korean Conflict and the 
beginning of the Vietnam era. 

In Massachusetts, according 
to Boston VA Director William 
F. Connors, there are more 
than 5,000 post-Korean Conflict 
female veterans. Of these, 
3,000 served during the Viet¬ 


nam era, Connors said. 

Nationally, about 494,000 
served during wartime 
periods; 426,000 are married, 
and 55,000 are heads of 
households. By age, the largest 
grouping ( 128,000) is in the 50 to 
54 years range. 

There are about 9,000 Army 
and 5,000 Navy (including 
Marine Corps) women 
veterans of World War I and 


the Spanish-American War. 

Q — Does the Veterans . 
Administration, which ad¬ 
vocates hiring veterans, 
practice what it preaches? 

A — It certainly does. More 
than 82 per cent of the nation's 
87,000 fulltime male employees 
are veterans — more than 20 
per cent of them Vietnam-era 
veterans.

Land use says yes to day care

Mil Newman said that question might have to be part of 
miewed discussion between the college and the Chestnut 
Hill Association. 

McDonnell moved that the population of the center be 
set at 44 students, four of whom would be low income 
children not connected to B.C. He added that tuition and 
transportation would be provided for these four children 
The motion was defeated, 4-3. 

I.ipof said that he would not vote for the day care center 
rnitil he had seen a master plan of Boston College’s plans for 
Newtoa Lipof noted that B.C. is now negotiating with the 
Chestnut Hill Motel to use that facility for dormitory space 
He said also that he wants to see B.C.’s plan for use of its 
recently acquired Newton College site. 

Lipof remarked that, 
I think the neighbors have been coerced to the point where 
they are willing to settle." 

Ms. Kasman responded that the day care facility has 
been viewed from a "limited perspective." She said that it 
seemed reasonable if limited to B.C. people and a limited 
population. 

After Alderman Alan Barkin and Lipof again expressed 
interest in B.C.’s overall plans, Alderman Michael An- 
tonellis said that "it has been indicated that the future of the 
private university today is so uncertain that its impossible 
to make commitments." 

In response to the question of whether B.C. should 
provide space for low income children, Antonellis said that 
"1 don’t think we can accuse the university of slighting the 
underprivileged." He noted that universities make large 
expenditures in scholarships to needy students. 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson was distressed about the 
compromise reached between B.C. and the Chestnut Hill 
Association. He said he believed they "had a narrow view. 

"For every day care or nursery school, we have asked 
if they would contribute a number of scholarships," Jef¬ 
ferson commented. "This is a large institution; I can’t see 
any reason for giving (the day care center) to B.C. without 
a stipulation." 

Alderman Richard McGrath expressed agreement with 
Jefferson. "I will not support this unless a percentage (of 
low income children) is in there," McGrath remarked. 

Freeto said just prior to the vote on the compromise 
proposal reached by B.C. and the Chestnut Hill Association 
that he did not want the aldermen "to feel that B.C. is 
averse to low income people. 

The committee approved a facility of no more than 40 


children at any one time by a 4-3 vote. Jefferson, Lipof and 
McGrath cast dissenting votes. Both McDonnell and 
Barkin, who voted in favor, said that they may argue about 
the day care center before the full Board of Aldermen. 

The committee approved a petition from the Newton 
Community Development Foundation (NCDF) requesting 
permission to revise site and grading plans for 50 dwelling 
units and community building on Hamlet Street by a 5-2 
vote. 

Lipof asked initially that action be delayed until the 
committee received a complete site plan. Lipof noted that 
there has to be a Hatch Act hearing on the property which 
may cause changes in the site plan. 

McDonnell asked the committee if it wanted to impose 
conditions on NCDF. Two matters which concerned the 
committee were the possibility of NCDF acquiring land 
through eminent domain and its apparent desire to pay 15 
per cent of its gross rentals to the state in lieu of city real 
estate taxes. The money paid to th«* state would 
theoretically be refunded to the city. 

Lipof pointed out that NCDF initially i lid it would pay 
taxes like other corporations. He added that “to give them 
eminent domain rights would scare the entire neigh¬ 
borhood." 

McDonnell asked if NCDF could become a corporation 
which could take land by eminent domain. City Planner 
Charles Thomas offered the opinion that "if they had the 
tax provision, they could not exercise eminent domain." 

NCDF spokesman Marc Slotnick said that "our ap¬ 
plication is for tax provision; we have no intention of 
eminent domain." 

McDonnell proposed that no statutory eminent domain 
powers be granted to the NCDF without the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen. This was approved by the committee 5- 

2 . 

Barkin asked about why NCDF wanted a 15 per cent tax 
provision. Slotnick replied that it is "not feasible to have 
moderate mixed income housing without a tax 
arrangement which which (state Chapter) 121 A allows." 

McDonnell added that "the state is imposing the con¬ 
dition on them that they seek tliis kind of relief." 

Barkin made a motion to deny NCDF’s petition and it 
was defeated 4-3. After McDonnell’s eminent domain 
motion was approved, the committee voted in favor of the 
petition, 5-2, with Barkin and Antonellis dissenting. 

The committee approved Lasell Junior College's 
petition requesting permissive use for a student center at 
220 Woodland Rd. by a 6-0 vote.

Omelet: 

4 eggs, separated 
Vi teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon butter 
14 teaspoon salt 

Vi cup water 
Spanish Sauce: 

Vi cup sliced onions 
V4 green pepper, cut in strips 
Vi red pepper, cut in strips 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 cans (8 oz. ea.) tomato sauce 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
1 clove earllc 


To prepare omelet: Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 
Separate eggs. Add pepper to yolks and beat until thick and 
lemon colored. Add salt and water to whites and beat until 
stiff and shiny and whites have peaks when beater is with¬ 
drawn. Fold yolks carefully into whites; heat butter in 
omelet pan which is hot enough to sizzle a drop of water. 
Pour in omelet mixture; level surface gently. Cook slowly 
on top of range until puffy and lightly browned on bottom, 
about 5 minutes. Lift omelet at edge to judge color. Bake 12- 
15 minutes in 325 degree oven until knife inserted in center 
comes out clean. To serve, fold omelet in half. Makes 2 
servings. 


TO PREPARE SPANISH SAUCE: Cook onion and 
green and red pepper in butter until tender but not browned. 
Stir in tomato sauce and seasonings. Cook over low heat for 
10 to 15 minutes. Serve over omelet and pass additional 
sauce if desired.

Look at the calendar. The school bells will 
be ringing-precipitated by the ringing of cash 
registers across the country as mothers 
purchase back-to-school wardrobes for their 
children.

I found 
your recipe among a group of recipes from the Apple Kit¬ 
chen, a service of the International Apple Institute. 


INDIVIDUAL APPLE COBBLERS 
1 cup sugar 

3 tablespoons flour 
Mi teaspoon salt 

Vi teaspoon cinnamon 
Vi teaspoon nutmeg 
Vi cup water 

4 cups thinly sliced summer apples 
3 cups biscuit mix 


Combine sugar, flour, salt, spices and water; mix well 
Add apples; blend well. Cook over low heat, stirring often 
until apples are tender and syrup thickened.so that mixture 
resembles pie filling. Prepare biscuit mix as directed on 
package; divide in half. Roll Vi dough to Mi inch thickness; 
use to line four 6-inch pie pans. Flute or crimp edges. Fill 
pans with hot apple mixture. Dot with butter. Roll out 
remaining biscuit dough about V4-inch thick, cut with 1 inch 
cutter. Place 4 biscuits on top of each filled pie pan. Bake at 
425 degrees for 20 minutes. Makes 4 individual cobblers 6 
inches in diameter. ^

This delicious little shellfish is known to 
the Italians as "gamboleri” not "scampi" 
which, strictly-defined is Italian for 
"crustacean.” Furthermore, scampi to us 
means "large shrimp broiled in garlic but¬ 
ter. 1 ’ Prawn is also a name referring to large 
meaty shrimp. 


Did you know that: 
iV shrimp are pink when cooked and 
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they can be many colors? Raw 
p are called "green" and the 
color, light gray, are called 
s the brownish-pink shrimp 
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The Maine Department of Sea and Shore 
Fisheries advises you that the secret of the 
delicate flavor and texture of the Northern 
Shrimp is in its preparation. Shrimp should be 
placed in a small amount of boiling water to 
which has been added salt to taste and Vi 
teaspoon of vinegar or lemon juice per pound. 

Stir briskly once and cook for 45 seconds to a 
minute to protect the delicate flavor. 

Cooking time actually depends on the size 
of the shrimp. Anywhere from one to five 
minutes cooking (boiling) time is plenty; 
start timing when water comes to a boil after 
shrimp have been added. Drain immediately, 
rinsing very well with cold water. 

One pound of fresh or frozen shrimp 
yields V4 to Vi pound of cooked and shelled 
shrimp. Therefore, if a recipe calls for one 
pound of raw shrimp, use Vi to % pound of 
cooked and cleaned, or canned shrimp.

Arrange shrimp 
in broiling pan and brush with butter mixture. 
Broil 3 inches from source of heat for 5 
minutes. Serves 4. 


SCAMPI MILANESE 
28 very large shrimp, fresh or frozen

The Hebrew Studies 
Department will now offer 
classes on Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons in both 
the early session (2-3:30 p.m.)

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South coach optimistic

Newton South's football team ended up 
with a record of M last year, but the record 
w|s deceptive. With a more potent offense, 
the Lions could have won up to seven games. 

South lost four games last year by eight of 
less points; a 3-0 loss to Maynard, a 6-0 defeat 
to Bedford, a 14-6 loss to Acton-Boxboro, and 
an 60 setback Thanksgiving against Lincoln- 
Sudbury. 

Coach George Winkler was optimistic 
when he discussed the Lions chances this 
yaar. 

"First of all, we have 14 lettermen 
returning from last year's team, which is 
more than we had the previous year," 
Winkler said. "I like the attitude the players 
have shown and 1 think there is more overall 
speed on this year's squad, 

“Another plus Is having All-Dual County 
linebackers Greg Moan, who is our captain, 
and Aaron Moynihan returning,” Winkler 
added. "As juniors they were tremendous and 
it will be great to have them back again this 
year." 

When Winkler was asked what problems 
he is faced with, he said that one Ls the 
quarterback situation. "In the pre-season we 
hope to find the guy who can do the job. Last 
year we had trouble finding a number one 
quarterback and it cost us several 
ballgames," Winkler commented. "Right 
now, the position Ls up for grabs between 
senior Jeff Iawson and juniors Matt Sabetti, 
Phil Small, and John Aucangioll. 

"Another problem ifjtading a good end 
and a good tackier for ouBf|fensive and of¬ 
fensive lines,” Winkler added. 

Winkler said that it was disappointing to 
have lost two starters from last year's team. 


Senior Kevin Hoban has been ruled ineligible 
and junior Gary Fried was lost to the team 
because he will be attending private school. 

The Lions are expected to have a strong 
offensive backfield as three starters have 
returned. Seniors Pete Maples and Peter 
Nathanson were starters at halfback while 
senior Joe Donlan started at fullback. 

Nathanson may do much of the running. 
As a sophomore, he came off the bench to 
score five touchdowns, but last year he was 
not used much until late in the season. 

When given a chance, Nathanson did well 
as he led the Lions to an 60 victory over 
Wayland and scored South's touchdown in the 
final game of the season against Lincoln- 
Sudbury. 

Maples and Donlan are strong, hard 
runners and also block well. 

Juniors Jeff Bennett and Greg McKinney 
provide depth for the offensive backfield. 

Nathanson and junior Rich Gosmon have 
good chances to start in the defensive 
backfield as both gained experience there last 
year. McKinney and Amicangioli are vying 
for the third starting position. 

South has a lot of experienced defensive 
linemen, as seniors Rick Taranto, Paul 
Tormey, Maples and junior Sabetti all started 
at some point last year. Juniors who could see 
action include Jeff Goldsmith, Keith 
Washington, Mike Berzon, and Dave Costa. 

Junior s Bob Lipson is expected to do the 
placekicking while senior Scott Groper is 
slated to be the punter. 

Offensive end candidates include seniors 
George Brockman and Jerry Antonellis, and 
Gosmon. 

South’s regular season opener will be 
against Brighton on Sept. 14.

Newton North football Coach Norm 
Walker has a lot of bodies to work with as he 
enters his second season. 

Walker, whose team was 7-2 last year, 
had a turnout of over 70 juniors and seniors on 
Monday and expected more than 60 
sophomores on Tuesday. He called the large 
number of candidates "amazing.” 

Walker attributed the interest this year 
partially to the work of coaches at the junior 
high schools. He noted specifically the efforts 
of John Eldert at Day, Dick Fletcher at 
Bigelow, and Joe Piciarello at Warren. 

In comparing this year's turnout to that of 
last year, Walker said that "we were real 
green last year; we have a lot more ex¬ 
perience now. 

He pointed to the defensive secondary 
and the offensive line as areas where there is 
a lot of experience. Returnees to the secon¬ 
dary include seniors Bob Meek, Art Murphy, 
Gordon Mac Neil, and Gary Tutungian. 
Offensive linemen with experience include 
center Richie Doolin, and tackles Chris Jones 
and Don Morrell. 

The prospective Newton North quar¬ 
terback is senior Bob Kinsella. Walker said 
that Kinsella is "a good quarterback; he’s 
such a hustler that he will continue to be 
good; he’s a winner." 

Walker commented that one part of 
Kinsella’s game which will be worked on ls 
his passing. “We will have to work on his not 
trying to complete every pass,” Walker said. 


Walker pointed out that one way in which 
this year’s team is different from last year’s 
is that he cannot immediately determine who 
the standouts are going to be. 

“Last year, Jerry Kelleher was a super 
back; we knew that," Walker remarked. "We 
knew Cal Moffie was a good back and we had 
two good tackles." 

He added that this year, "we have a lot of 
good kids," but he cannot put his finger on 
people and say that they are going to be great. 
Walker called the seniors “such a team group 
of kids.” 

Walker said that he is still looking for 
defensive linemen, but that there are good 
junior candidates. One returnee is defensive 
end Steve DiBenedetto. 

North's offensive backfield is expected to 
include halfback John Vizakis, Peter Toyias 
at fullback, and junior Steve Cononica. Dana 
Foley will be back at wingback. 

Both kicking posts may be filled by 
veterans. MacNeil will be back to punt while 
Foley is expected to do the place kicking. 

Walker commented on Monday that there 
were "no real disappointments" from people 
who were expected not showing up. 

North is scheduled to meet Milton for a 
scrimmage on Saturday at 9:30 a.m. at 
Albemarle. Other scrimmages are scheduled 
with B.C. High and Natick. 

Newton’s regular season opener will be 
against Framingham North on Sept. 21 at 
Dickinson Stadium. 

Walker's assistant coaches include Peter 
Capodilupo, Pat Coleman, and Don Crowley.

However the real mystery to ine is how 
Rod Carew could get almost two million more 
all star votes than Bobby Grich. Grich is the 
Orioles’ meal ticket and their only bone fide 
Big Bopper. Without him fifth place would be 
a real possibility. 

Remember when Earl Weaver added 
Grich to the all star squad a couple of years 
ago and the media raised an indignant, 
"Who’s he?” Well, he happens to be the best 
second baseman in the American league. I’m 
not sure the Orioles even have a second string 
second baseman unless, and I hold my breath 
when 1 say this, Enos "the great" Cabell 
backs up Grich. 

The only thing l can think of that would be 
comparable to Cabell at second would be 
Tommy Harper playing in the infield. 
Incidentally, as much as 1 admire Darrell 
Johnson and the job he’s done, he’s virtually 


conceding a run or two every time he puts 
Harper in left field. I’ve never seen the 
position played with greater incompetence. 
Can you imaging Harper in Yankee Stadium? 
Witlr that thought off my mind, back to the all- 
obscure team. 

At shortstop, the pride of Pittsfield, Mark 
Belanger is one of, if not, the best. 

For a third baseman take your pick of 
Petrocelli, Money, or Randle, certainly 
superior ballplayers to Aureilo Rodrequez or 
Craig Nettles. 

For an outfield, there is a choice of Ken 
Henderson, George Hendrick, Dwight Ev^ns, 
Hal McRae or Steve Braun, all pretty good 
ballplayers and all, this year at least, better 
than Bobby Murcer. 

As for a catcher, anybody, even Danny 
Cater, will do in place of Earl "the stiff" 
Williams. The question is, will Williams drive 
in 50 runs, also, if as some people say his 
catching has improved then I shudder to think 
of what it was before. If he were still in the 
National League the mere presence of 
Williams behind the plate would have already 
enabled Lou Brock to have broken Maury 
Wills’ base stealing record.

Antoine M. Gaudin 


Dr. Charles W. Blackett 


A memorial service for 
Antoine M. Gaudin, Richards 
Professor of mineral 
engineering emeritus at the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, was held Sunday, */ 
Aug. 25, at Trinity Episcopal 
Church, Newton Centre. 

Mr. Gaudin, an in¬ 
ternationally recognized 
pioneer in the field of process 
metallurgy, died Friday 
morning, Aug. 21, at the 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, following a long 
illness. He was 74. 

Professor Gaudin, who made 
extensive contributions as 
educator, author, and con¬ 
sultant to government and 
industry, was particularly 
active in research on flotation, 
a technique for the recovery of 
fine mineral particles. His 
reference work, "Flotation," 
written in 1932 and revised ir. 
1957, has been the standard 
text in English on that subject 
and has been translated into 
other languages. 

Mr. Gaudin directed the 
research that led to the first 
continuous production of 
uranium from ores, and for 
that work he received, in 1957, 
the distinguished Robert H. 
Richards Award of the 
American Institute of Mining, 
Metallurgical and Petroleum 
Engineers. 

Besides his wartime 
research, Mr. Gaudin served in 
1942 and 1943 as consultant for 
the Materials Division of the 
War Production Board and, in 
1942, as head production 
specialist for the Board of 
Econimic Warfare, 

Mr. Gaudin came from a 
distinguished French family. 

His paternal grandfather was 
Marc-Antoine Gaudin, a well- 
known chemist and 
mineralogist and for many 
years secretary of the 
Academie des Sciences in 
Paris, whose primary interests 
included the synthesis of 
precious stones and silicates. 

His father, Paul Augustin 
Gautin, was an engineer and 
Mr. Gaudin was born on Aug. 8, 
1900, in Smyrna, Turkey, 
where his father was general 
manager of a French-owned 
railroad. I^ater, the family 
moved to Haifa when Gaudin 
senior was commissioned by 
Sultan AbduLHamid to con¬ 
struct and operate a railroad 
from Hifa to Mecca. 

Following the "Young Turk” 
revolution in 1908, the family 
returned to France, where the 
younger Gaudin studied at the 
Lycees in Versailles and 
Toulon and in 1917 completed 
requirements for the 
bachelor’s degree at the 
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During World War I, his

Frontier

There’s a great deal of talk 
about relaxing clean air 
standards in order to help solve 
the energy crisis. 

The argument goes: How can 
we justify spending money to 
make the air more pleasant 
whe we have serious problems 
of energy supply to deal with? 

Most of this talk misses the 
entire point of the clean air 
standards: Public health. 

Air pollution is a public 
health problem. It’s not an 
aesthetic problem. 

Air pollution isn't just a 
middle-class concern. Air 
Pollution, in fact, does the most 
harm to those least able to fight 
it — the poor, the sick, the 
black, the old, the very young, 
the people who live in the inner 
corge of big cities. 

According to the American 
Public Health Association, 21 
million people are "at risk" 
from air pollution. Urban 
dwellers and industrial 
workers encounter the most 
pollution, but many catefories 
of people are particularly 
susceptible to air pollution. 
Major factors in susceptibility 
include: 

—Aging or debilitation 
(weakness). 

—Pre-school age (when 
detoxifying enzyme 
mechanisms have not yet 
matured). 

—Overcrowded living 
conditions. 

—Malnutrition. 

—Genetic defects (such as 
asthma, side cel] anemia, 
atrial or ventricular wall 
defects). 

—Developmental defects 
(including coronary in¬ 
sufficiency, rheumatic heart 
diseases, chronic bronchitis, 
and emphysema). 

—Cigarette smoking or 
exposure to cigarette smoke. 

Other suspected causes of 
increased susceptibility are 
childhood infections, heavy 
physical exertion, and obesity. 

It is estimated that the 
conversion of 46 power plants 
in the eastern corridor from oil 
to coal (now being considered) 
could increase the death rate 
from respiratory and car¬ 
diovascular diseases by as 
much as 40 per cent, unless 
adequate measures are taken 
to control stack emissions. 

Of course, these are only * 
statistics. They don’t seem real 
... until I or my loved ones are 
hit with them. 

Who wants to become a 
statistic?, Let’s have less talk 
of relaxing clean air standards, 
and more thought about how to 
go about doing a job that needs 
doing: making the air clean for 
everyone.

The Newton Savings Bank 
was founded as the Institution 
for Savings in the Town of 
Newton in 1829, and changed its 
name to Newton Savings Bank 
in 1973, when the City was 
incorporated. Now it is 
changing its name to Mutual 
Bank for Savings. The reasons 
for the present change are both 
practical and philosophical, 
and are as follows: 

The bank now has offices in 
three communities outside of 
Newton: Needham, Waltham, 
and Wellesley. While all of the 
Newton offices have shown 
good deposit growth, the of¬ 
fices outside of the city have 
played a major part in the 
bank’s move from 23rd largest 
savings bank in Massachusetts 
20 years ago, to 10th largest in 
the late 1960s, to sixth largest 
currently.- 

The bank’s mortgage ac¬ 
tivities cover over a total of 70 
cities and towns. As a result, 
the present name no longer 
adequately describes its 
coverage. 

The second fundamental; 
and in some ways, even more 
important, purpose of the 
name is to include the word 
"mutual" in the title. A mutual 
savings bank has no 
stockholders, but springs from 
the community, derives its 
strength from its community 
identification, and is respon¬ 
sible only to its customers and 
the long-term interests of the 
community. There are no 
stockholders whose intereszs 
and needs must be reflected in 
the bank’s actions. 

The Newton Savings Bank 
has consistently tried to live up 
to the high ideals of mutuality 
by pioneering in the offering of 
new services, by paying its 
depositors the highest 
dividends possible (in recent 
years limited by federal 
regulation), by investing funds 
within the community to as 
great an extent as feasible, and 


by attempting to make the 
kinds of loans that will advance 
the community’s interests, 
even when this does not 
maximize profits. 

The use of the term 
"mutual" is not viewed as an 
ornament, and the bank hopes 
that it will not be considered 
pretentious. Instead, the bank 
thinks that it reflects what it 
has done, and hopes the name 
will inspire it to continue in 
that direction and even im¬ 
prove its performance. 

The third reason is less 
significant, but nevertheless, is 
important. There are four 
other banks with the name 
Newton in their titles and, 
increasingly, the bank has 
noted a degree of confusion on 
the part of customers and the 
public* in general In 
distinguishing among them. It 
is believed that the new name, 
once it is firmly established in 
the minds of the people, will 
enhance Identification. 

The Newton offices will have 
the name of the village in 
which they are located as a 
part of their titles, for exam¬ 


ple, "Mutaul Bank tor Savings 
- Newton Highlands," "Mutual 
Bank for Savings - Chestnut 
Hill." In the communities 
outside of newton this will be 
expressed as follows: "Mutual 
Bank for Savings in 
Needham," "Mutual Bank for 
Savings in Wellesley," 
"Mutual Bank for Savings in 
Waltham." In the latter cases 
the bank intends the change to 
be more than simply a new 
label. There will be a genuine 
and continuing effort in in¬ 
crease participation in com¬ 
munity affairs and to make the 
bank's activities reflect 
community needs. 


The Newton Savings Bank 
has eight offices, ranks as 71st 
largest savings bank in the 
United States, as well as sixth 
largest in the Commonwealth, 
and deposits currently are 
approximately $360,000,000. 
Total assets, including the 
Savings Bank Life Insurance 
Department, are more than

segments called modules. By 
means of cassett recordings, 
film strips, films, video tapes, 
and experiments, the student is 
guided to an understandng of 
each learning segment. Since 
there are no scheduled classes 
to attend, the student can study 
at his or her own pace and 
scheduled. Mastery quizzes are 
self-administered as part of the 
course but there is a mid- 
semester and final 
examination which is taken 
under professional super¬ 
vision. 

Recent research has in¬ 
dicated that "modular lear¬ 
ning" can be attractive and 
successful, and in many cases 
the only practical way for large 
numbers of new students to 
have access to college. Surveys 
have shown that those who will 
take advantage of the program 
are: 

Persons who have irregular 
work schedules, those who are 
confined to homes or hospitals, 
those in prisons, and especially 
even those who have been 
away from school for some 
time and would like an op¬ 
portunity to prove to them¬ 
selves whether they want a 
college career. 


Prof. James McGregor, who 
heads the faculty team 
working in the Modular 
1 .earning Center said in a 
recent interview: 

"Both national and state 
studies have shown that adult 
education will become one of 
the main preoccupations of 
higher education in the 1970's 
and 1980’s. 

I^rge numbers of students 
that have never thought of a 
college education as practical 
for them are going to be 
seeking a college education not 
merely for accreditation, but 
for the self-fulfillment and 
development that a college 
experience give to them." 

The bulk of this new student 
population will be mature 
adults who have generated In 
themselves the need and desire 
for this type of experience. The 
Open College concept, using 
techniques for ‘‘mediated 
materials" such as modular 
instruction, employs multi- 
media information systems are 
the key to this development. 

Of essential concern to the 
overburdened taxpayer has 
been the expense in making 
higher education available to 
this newer student body. But 


this is one of the strong points 
of modular instruction. It can 
make a quality educational 
experience available in a cost- 
effective manner and still 
respect the flexibility that the 
adult students need to satisfy 
their personal and oc¬ 
cupational schedules. In the 
past many educators have 
been disappointed in the 
results of such experiments as 
T.V. courses, etc. because of a 
number of reasons, but the 


problem there has been that 
the use of T.V., as an in¬ 
formation dispensing 
technique, is incomplete. 
Modularized instruction will 
utilize television, but only as 
one of a number of in¬ 
formational and motivational 
systems to generate an ef¬ 
fective educational experience. 

To insure the student in¬ 
volvement the Open College 
will use a number of local 
learning centers which can 


serve as a resource and a 
seminar center where studenLs 
can have access to 
professionals in the field of 
study as well as the professors 
who have designed the courses. 

Modularized instruction will 
help solve the problem of ac¬ 
cessibility, and rather than 
adversely affecting the 
educational market, the 
success of the Open College 
program will generate a more 
educated citizenry that will 


have a greater respect and a 
greater desire for advanced 
college and graduate learning. 

Freshman level courses in 
mathematics, music, 
philosophy, psychology and 
psysical science are an¬ 
ticipated to be ready for 
enrollment in the fall of 1975. 
All of these courses would 
carry college credit as if taken 
as a regular student at Boston 
State.

The average snake In New 
England at this season is a 
little longer than this sentence. 

The statement may sound 
odd, since most persons think 
of giant cobras or boa con¬ 
strictors when they hear the 
word "snake.” 

Actually, most New England 
snakes are not large. At this 
season, the young are 
emerging. If there is anything 
that draws down the averages 


for any population, it is the 
season when birts become 
prevalent. 

Recently we encountered a 
new edition garter sanke on a 
woodland path we walk. 
Although books measure young 
garter snakes at about seven 
inches long, this one surely 
could not have exceeded five 
inches. It scurried to the safety 
of a log about a foot away in 
one second. It gave the im¬ 
pression of really hustling. Yet, 
if my arithmetic is correct, its 


burst of speed barely exceeded 
one-half mile an hour. But it's 
not pool .peed when you're 
traveling on your ribs, and the 
ribs are very young. 

Garter snakes are among the 
more common snakes in the 
East. Not as common as they 
seem, perhaps, since a very 
close cousin with almost 
identical markings, the ribbon 
snake, usually Is mistaken for 
the garter. 

In common with many 
snakes, garter snakes and 
ribbon snakes give birth to 
young much as » anunals do. 
The young emerge in mem¬ 


brane capsules which they slit 
immediately and crawl away. 

Garter snakes give birth to 14 
to 40 young, the average brood 
being about 28. Ribbon snakes 
are more conservative, having 
five to 20 young, with a brood 
average of about 10 . 

Since snakes still remain 
somewhere near a pivotal base 
in evolution, their methods of 
bearing young vary. There are 
snakes that lay eggs encased in 
tough pliable shells that are 
incubated by decaying 
vegetation. Some bear young 
that have been incubated 
within the mother's body. In 


these species, the young in 
effect develop within eggs, 
since the capsule in which they 
grow has no connection to the 
mother. In a few species there 
are indications that the young 
actually have placental con¬ 
nections inside the mother and 
draw nourishment from her as 
mammals do. 

At the fecent FOCUS: 
Outdoors conference at Mt. 
Holyoke College, Springfield 
naturalist Bill Tompkins had 12 
live specimens of the 14 snake 
species that live in 
Massachusetts. He had failed 
to find the worm snake, an 


obscure little reptile that 
pursues angle worms in their 
burrows. He did have a black 
snake, but it was more 
muscular than he suspected 
and it escaped by pushing up a 
couple of bricks that held the 
cover on its glass case. 

The roll call to this point 
accounts for four 
Massachusetts snakes: garter, 
ribbon, worm and black. The 
other species that made it to 
FOCUS were the northern 
water snake, northern brown 
snake, red-bellied snake, 
eastern hog-nosed snake, 
northern ringneck snake, 


eastern smooth green snake, 
black rat snake, eastern milk 
snake, northern copperhead, 
and timber rattlesnake. 

Most of these snakes occur in 
all New England states, and a 
few live as far north as Nova 
Scotia. The exceptions are the 
copperhead, rarely north of 
Massachusetts; the timber 
rattler, confined to southern 
New England, plus parts of 
New Hampshire and Maine; 
the black rat snake, Vermont 
plus southern New England; 
the hog-nosed snake, New 
Hampshire and the southern 
states; and the worm snake 


which is rare to non-existent | 
north of Connecticut.
